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alte: State of New York has a population, according to 

the United States census of 1900, of 7,268,012. It also 
contains within its limits the city of the largest population 
in the North American continent, the city of New York. 
New York is also the greatest manufacturing city upon the 
continent and unquestionably the financial center of the new 
world. 

The State geographically is situated between 40° 29’ 40” and 
45° 0’ 2” north latitude, and between 71° 51’ and 79° 45’ 54” .4 
west longitude. It isa State of very irregular outline; its shape 
being triangular. Its greatest breadth east and west is 326.46 miles; 
while from New York harbor to the boundary line of Canada it is 325 
miles in length. In this estimate is not included Long Island, which 
extends along the Atlantic ocean for 100 miles to the north eastward 
from New York harbor. The area of the State is 49,170 square miles. 
Of this, 47,620 square miles is land, embracing 30,476,820 acres. 

The State is bounded on the south by the Atlantic ocean and 
the States of New Jersey and Pennsylvania; on the west by the 
State of Pennsylvania, Lake Erie and the Niagara river; upon 
the east by the Atlantic ocean and the States of Vermont, 
Massachusetts and Connecticut, and upon the north by Lake 
Ontario, the St. Lawrence river and the border line of Canada. 

It is a State that has great diversity of surface. In its northern 
portion are the Adirondack mountains, one of whose sum- 
mits, Mt. Marcy, has an altitude of 5,344 feet, and thus 
approaches in height Black Mountain, among the moun- 
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tains of North Carolina. Upon the border of the Hudson river, 
in the central-eastern part of the State, are the Catskill mountains, 
having an average altitude of 2,500 and 3,000 feet. Still farther 
to the south are the Shawangunk mountains, with an average 
altitude of 2,000 feet, which can be considered the outposts 
of the Blue Ridge-of Pennsylvania and Virginia. 

The State’s surface also is beautified by a large number of 
fine lakes: Seneca, Cayuga, Oneida, Keuka, Canandaigua, Skane- 
ateles and Chautauqua. Beyond this it is bounded by Lake 
Erie, 573 feet above the level of the sea, and Lake Ontario, 245 
feet above the level of the sea. Within the borders of the 
State, also, is the world-renowned cataract of Niagara Falls, 
164 feet high and a mile broad. 

The territory of the State of New York is supposed to have 
been first discovered by Verrazano in 1524, when he entered 
New York harbor. There is no question that Hendrick Hudson 
did enter the bay of New York in 1609 and explored in his 
vessel, the Half Moon, the Hudson river to near the vicinity of 
Albany. In 1610 the first settlements were upon New York 
harbor, and in 1613 the first huts were put up on Manhattan 
Island by Dutch settlers) The Province of New Netherland was 
soon established by the Dutch government, and settlements were 
established along the Hudson river. By 1664 the population 
numbered 16,000 persons. In 1664, Charles II, king of Eng- 
land, resolved upon the conquest of the territory, and on August 
twenty-nine of that year an English squadron, under Colonel 
Richard Nicholls, appeared in New York harbor and demanded 
of the Dutch authorities the surrender of the province. Governor 
Stuyvesant, the last of the Dutch Governors, was obliged to sur- 
render, and did so on September eighth. The province was then 
renamed New York, in honor of the Duke of York, a brother of 
Charles II, to whom a patent for the lands of the province 
had been granted. In 1673 the Dutch recognized the province, 
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but it was surrendered to the English in 1674 by treaty. It 
then remained an English province, ruled by Governors named 
by the English kings, until 1775 when the war of American 
independence freed the State from English domination. Upon 
July 9, 1776, the State of New York was formally organized 
at a meeting, in White Plains, of the representatives of its people. 
Upon April 20, 1777, the State Assembly adopted the first Con- 
stitution and General George Clinton was elected Governor. 
New York city was early captured by an English army but 
was vacated by them on November 25, 1783. The State thence- 
forward, freed from foreign rule, has elected its own Governors. 

The population of the State has steadily increased, as is evident 


from the following table:

The Constitution of the State adopted in 1777 naturally had 
for its model English institutions; there was an executive, two 
legislative chambers, local county courts, as probate judges, a 
Supreme Court charged with the administration of the common 
law and a Court of Chancery. The final appellate jurisdiction 
in law and equity was vested in the Senate. Religious liberty 
was secured by this Constitution, and the people were declared 
to be the only source of power. Under this Constitution the 
Assembly was given an indirect power over appointments by a 
provision which authorized it to select a council of appointment 
from the Senators, and that in this council the Governor of the 


State was to have “a casting voice but no other vote.” Several 
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Governors claimed the right of nomination under this provision, 
but after some dispute he was definitely deprived of it by a 
Constitutional Convention in 1801, which declared that any 
member of the council had the right to make nominations. 
The chancellor and judges of the Supreme Court were associated 
with the Governor as a council of revision, to which was given 
a qualified veto in place of the absolute veto formerly possessed 
by the colonial Governors and the king of England. The Consti- 
tutional Convention of 1821 also considered the subject of legis- 
lative apportionment, and declared that there should be thirty-two 
Senators and 100 Assemblymen, and that the number of the lat- 
ter were to be increased after each census at the rate of two 
yearly until they should reach the number of 150. 

In 1821 there was a thorough revision of the Constitution, and 
the power of the Governor was greatly increased. When the 
State was created there was a fear he might assume kingly fune- 
tions, and therefore he was deprived substantially of the power 
of appointment to office and of other powers which would make 
him a responsible officer. But it was learned between 1777 and 
1821 that power must be centered somewhere. The council 
of revision had exercised the power ot veto contrary to the 
spirit of the Constitution, and holding office “on good behavior,” 
were able to defeat the will of the people as expressed through 
the Legislature. The council of appointment also was unpopular, 
having summoned its appointees before it for examination as 
to charges against them, although not clothed with any judicial 
powers. With substantial unanimity all the civil, judicial and 
military officers of the State were appointed by the council: 8,287 
military and 6,663 civil officers holding their commissions from 
it in 1821. 

The Constitutional Convention of 1821 abolished the council 
of revision, and transferred its powers to the Governor. It also 
abolished the council of appointment, and provided that the 
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chief State department officers should be elected by the 
Legislature. Other officers were to be appointed by the 
Governor “by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate.” The Constitution of 1821 also changed the term 
of office of the Governor from three years to two years, and 
provided that no person should be eligible to the office who was 
not a native citizen of the United States, a freeholder of the age 
of 30 years, and a resident of the State for five years. The 
power to prorogue the Legislature, which had been exercised by 
Governor Tompkins, was not conferred. The same Constitution 
extended the elective franchise, 

In 1846, still another Constitutional Convention was held; it 
being felt that the power of the Governor and of the Senate 
had become too great. The new Constitution of 1846, therefore, 
transferred to the people the election of a large proportion of 
the officers hitherto appointed by the Legislature, or by the 
Governor and Senate. The Constitution of 1846 also made 
important changes in the judiciary system of the State. Thus 
the Court of Chancery was abolished and its powers were vested 
in the Supreme Court. A Court of Appeals was also organized 
under the Constitution of 1846, composed of eight judges, four 
chosen by the electors of the State for a term of eight years, 
and four selected from the class of justices of the Supreme 
Court having the shortest term to serve. The judges elected dy 
the people were so classified also that an election of one such judge 
took place every odd year. The judge elected by the State at 
large having the shortest term to serve acted as chief judge. 

At varions times proposed amendments to the Constitution, 
adopted by the Legislature, were submitted to the Legislature. 
Thus in 1846 and again in 1860a proposed amendment to the 
Constitution giving, the right of suffrage to colored citizens was 
rejected by the voters. In 1864, by the decisive vote of 258,795 
to 48,079 an amendment permitting the soldiers of the State of 
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New York absent from the State defending the nation in the 
war of the rebellion to vote was adopted. 

In 1867 another Constitutional Convention was held, but every 
article of the proposed Constitution it framed, except the judiciary 
article, was rejected by the people. The judiciary article thus 
adopted changed the character of the Court of Appeals. It pro- 
vided for a Court of Appeals of seven members, and lengthened 
their terms to fourteen years. The terms of office of the 
judges of the Supreme Court were also lengthened to fourteen 
years. Through subsequent amendments the salaries of the 
judges also were increased; the compensation of judges 
of the Court of Appeals now being $12,000 yearly and that 
of Supreme Court judges $7,200 yearly. Moreover, if the 
terms of office of any one of these judges who has served as a 
judge for ten years is abridged by reason of the “age limit” 
of seventy years, he receives his full salary as judge for the 
remainder of his unexpired term. 

The Constitution has been amended in many important respects 
by legislative action since 1867. Thus amendments have been 
adopted for the punishment of bribery at elections, prohibiting 
members of the Legislature from receiving civil appointments, 
prohibiting the Legislature from passing private or local bills in 
certain cases, extending the terms of office of the Governor and 
Lieutenant-Governor to three years each, prohibiting the granting 
of special charters to savings banks, prohibiting the State from 
loaning its money or credit in aid of private corporations, limiting 
the compensation to be received by officers of the State, pre 
scribing an additional oath of office for State officers and members 
of the Legislature, abolishing the Canal Commissioners and creat- 
ing the office of Superintendent of Public Works, abolishing the 
State Prison Inspectors and creating the office of Superintendent 
of Prisons, abolishing all tolls on the State canals, and restricting 
the indebtedness of cities and counties within certain limits 
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been summoned by the people in 1886, but it was not until 1893 
that the Governor and Legislature agreed upon a bill providing 
for the election of delegates to it, and the election of delegates 
followed in November of the same year. The Convention con- 
sisted of fifteen delegates at-large, representing the entire State, 
and 160 delegates from the thirty-two Senate districts— five 
delegates from each Senate district. The Convention met upon 
May 15, 1894, and was in session until September 29, 1894. Upon 
adjourning, the delegates to the Convention issued an address to 
the people, stating the result of their work. In this address the 
changes made in the Constitution were carefully stated. The 
delegates stated that out of more than 400 amendments pro- 
posed and considered they had adopted thirty-three, besides 
striking out obsolete matter. The address then proceeded as 


follows: 
The main features which we propose are as follows: 


1. We renew the recommendation of the Convention of 1867 
providing for progress in agriculture by requiring general laws 
giving the right of drainage across adjoining lands. 

2. We seek to separate in the larger cities municipal elections 
from State and national elections, to the end that the business 
affairs of our great municipal corporations may be managed upon 
their own merits, uncontrolled by national and State politics, and 
to the end also that the great issues of national and State politics 
may be determined upon their merits free from the disturbing 
and often demoralizing effect of local contests. For this purpose 
it has been necessary by a series of amendments to rearrange the 
terms of office and times of elections of the Governor, State offi- 
cers, Senators and municipal officers so that the elections for 
State officers will occur on the even-numbered years, and the 
elections for municipal officers on the odd-numbered years. 

3. We have provided further safeguards against abuses in legis- 
lative procedure, by requiring that all bills shall be printed in 
their final form at least three days before their passage, prohibit- 
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cipal authorities before special acts relating to the larger cities 
can take effect, prohibiting the issue of passes by railroad, tele- 
graph and telephone companies to public officers, enlarging the 
express constitutional powers of the president of the Senate, and 

changing the date for the annual meeting of the Legislature 
from Tuesday to Wednesday for the better convenience of the 
members of the Legislature. 

4, We have removed the prohibition against the sale of the 
Onondaga salt springs which are a source of annual loss to the 
State. We have also removed the prohibition against the sale of 
the Hamburg canal in Buffalo, which is about one mile in length 
and which serves no purpose except to breed pestilence. We 
have also provided that the public lands in the Forest Preserve 
shall never be sold or leased, and that the timber thereon shall 
never be cut. This amendment is deemed important, as it will 
preserve the water supply of our principal streams and a health 
resort for the people of the State. 

5. We have removed from the Constitution all mention of the ~ 
office of coroner so that the Legislature may deal freely with 
that branch of the public service now in such an unsatisfactory 
condition. 

6. The passion for gambling to which the system of lotteries 
formerly ministered has found fresh opportunity under the 
so-called Ives Pool bill, and under color and pretext of betting 
upon horseraces is working widespread demoralization and ruin 
among the young and weak throughout the community. We 
have extended the prohibition against lotteries so as to include 
all poolselling, bookmaking and other forms of gambling. 

It is claimed that this provision will array in opposition to the 
proposed Constitution a great and unscrupulous money power, 
but we appeal to the virtue and sound judgment of the people to 
sustain the position which we have taken. 

7. We have abolished the statutory provision limiting the right 
of recovery for injuries causing death to $5,000. There 
is little or no attempt to defend the justness of this limita- 
tion. There seems no adequate reason for fixing a limit by 
statute upon damages to be recovered in case of death, while for 
‘an injury which does not produce death they are unlimited. 
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The control of courts over excessive verdicts furnishes ample 
protection in either case. 

8. We have sought to throw greater safeguards around the 
elective franchise by prescribing a period of ninety instead of 
ten days of citizenship before that right can be exercised, so that 
naturalization may be taken out of the hands of campaign com- 
mittees and removed from the period immediately before election. 

We have found that in some cases upon the eve of an import- 
ant election a single judge has naturalized citizens at the rate of 
more than 500 a day. Such a procedure, of course, pre- 
cludes all inquiry into the qualifications of the applicant. It is 
degrading to citizenship and an injury to every citizen, whether 
native or foreign born. We think the simple provision which 
we propose will do much to prevent its recurrence. 

We have also included institutions supported by private 
charity among those whose inmates do not acquire or lose 
a residence for the purpose of voting. 

We have modified the language relating to elections so that if 
any mechanical device for recording and counting votes is so per- 
fected as to be superior to the present system, the Legislature 
may make trial of it. 

We have established in the Constitution the well-tried and 
satisfactory system of registration of votes, forbidding, however, 
any requirement of personal attendance on the first .day of regis- 
tration in the thinly-settled regions outside of the cities and large 
villages, where voters would have long distances to travel to the 
place of registration, And we have provided for securing an 
honest and fair election by requiring that on all election boards 
election officers shall equally represent the two vrincipal parties 
of the State. 

9. We have provided for a new apportionment of Senate and 
Assembly districts, and for that purpose have fixed the number 
of the Senate at fifty and that of the Assembly at one hundred 
and fifty. 

The number of Senators was first fixed at thirty- two. in 1801. 
With this number the Senate districts, as formed under the 
Constitution of 1846, were of reasonable and convenient size so 
that each Senator could come in contact with his constituents and 
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readily represent them. In 1846, the only county in the State 
which had more than one Senator was New York, which had 
three. 

In 1846 the citizen population of the State was 2,450,778, and 
in 1892 it was 5,790,865. In 1846 the ratio population for a 
Senator was 76,586, and in 1892 it was fixed at 180,899. In 1894 
we have fixed the ratio at 115,817. 

Since 1846 the great increase of population in the cities entitling 
them to additional representation in the Senate has required a 
corresponding decrease in the representation of the country 
districts, so that those districts have been constantly enlarged and 
their representation in the Senate has been constantly decreased. 
The object of the proposed increase is to restore the country 
districts to substantially the same relative position in which they 
were in 1846 and to provide for the increased representation of 
the cities by the increase in number so that there will be effective 
representation of the country as well as of the city districts. 

The increase of the number of the Assembly was deemed nec- 
essary to maintain a due proportion between the members of the 
two houses, and to permit in the apportionment of members a 
more reasonable recognition of the great difference in population 
in the smaller counties of the State. Under the present appor- 
tionment St. Lawrence county, with 80,679 citizen inhabitants, 
has one member of Assembly, or the same representation accorded 
to Putnam county, with 13,325 citizen inhabitants. Such wide 
differences in representation are undesirable and unjust, and have 
been greatly reduced by the increase from 128 to 150, while the 
effectiveness of the body has not been impaired. 

It is believed that the distribution, both of Senators and Assem- 
blymen, by this arrangement, has been made with absolute fair- 
ness. In both cases they are distributed in exact accordance 
with population, so far as the maintenance of county lines per- 
mits, and no change in the distribution has been asked or sug- 
gested by any one. 

Attack has been made upon two rules laid down in the pro- 
posed measure for the guidance of the Legislature in future 
apportionments. One of these is the rule that no county shall 
have more than three Senators unless it shall have a full ratio 
for each Senator, although smaller counties may receive a Sena- 
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tor or an additional Senator on a major fraction of a ratio. The 
reasonableness of this rule is manifest when we consider that in 
the large counties which include many Senate districts the sur- 
plus population of all those districts is to be taken together as a 
whole in determining whether another Senator shall be awarded 
to that county, while the surplus population of the smaller coun- 
ties is not taken together for that purpose, but considered sepa- 
rately. So that an equal number of Senate districts outside of 
a great city might have many times a surplus population which 
would entitle the city to another Senator and still receive no 
additional representation. 

Even with this limitation the advantage is still greatly on the 
side of the city as against the country districts, on account of 
their small territory and the fact that all the representatives 
stand for the entire city. 

The other rule attacked is that no one county shall have more 
than one-third .of all the Senators, and New York and Kings 
county together shall not have more than one-half of all the 
Senators. 

We submit this to the people of the State without a doubt as 
to its propriety and fairness, and in confident expectation of 
their approval. 

Before another Constitutional Convention presents its work to 
the people it is probable that the cities of New York and Brook- 
lyn, or the greater city formed by their union, will contain a 
majority of the inhabitants of the State. If the present system 
continues they will be able to elect the Governor, the State 
officers, a majority of the Senate and a majority of the Assembly. 
Both by force of numbers and by the multiplied power of com- 
pact organization and cohesion among the representatives from 
a single county responsible to a single local political organization, 
they will be able, absolutely, to control the government of the 
State. What will be the consequence of compelling the vast 
region extending from the city of New York to the St. Lawrence 
and to Lake Erie, with its varied interests, sentiments and opinions, 
not over well understood by the inhabitants of the city, to submit to 
such a domination? Would such an arrangement conduce to the 
permanent welfare of the State? Our opinion is that it would 
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not; and that the provision which secures to the whole State 
outside of the city a bare half of one house of the Legislature, 
leaving to the city such control as its numbers may give over the 
other house and over the Executive Department, is a slender 
enough safeguard against so unfortunate a result. 

We believe the provision to be sound in principle, that some- 
where in every representative government there should bea recog: 
nition of variety of interest and extent of territory, as well as of 
mere numbers united in interest and location. 

Such a departure from the rule of strict numerical representa- 
tion is recognized by the Constitution of the United States in 
the organization of the Senate, by the Constitution of the State 
of Pennsylvania in limiting the representation which the city of 

- Philadelphia may have in its Senate to one-sixth of its members, 
and by the Constitution of the State of Maryland, in limiting 
the representation which the city of Baltimore may have. 

Similar provisions have been adopted by the State of Ohio 
affecting Cincinnati and Cleveland, the State of Missouri affect- 
ing St. Louis, the State of Rhode Island affecting Providence, 
and by other States of the Union having large cities. It is the rule 
rather than the exception throughout the Union. 

10. We have declared in the Constitution the principle of civil 
service reform, that appointments and promotions are to be based 
upon merit and ascertained, so far as practicable, by competitive 
examination. 

We have sought by this to secure, not merely the advantage 
derived from declaring the principle, but the practical benefit 
of its extension to the State prisons, canals and other public 
works of the State to which, under the existing Constitution, the 
court of last resort has decided that civil service rules can not 
be applied. 

11. In addition to the foregoing provision for the improvement 
of the State prison administration we have prohibited the contract 
system of convict labor. By these two provisions we haveadopted, 
in full, the recommendations of the Commissioners of the Prison 
Association in their report of 1867, and declared a settled policy 
in accordance with the most enlightened views of our time, with 
the belief that the application of these provisions will go far to 
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prevent such jobbery and scandals as have affected their adminis. 
tration in the past. 

12. We have authorized the Legislature to provide for the 
improvement of the canals, without, however, borrowing money 
for that purpose unless the people expressly authorize it pursuant 
to the provisions of article 7, section 12 of the present Constitution. 
Unless such authority for borrowing money is given, any improve- 
ment made must be paid for as it progresses in the same manner 
as the present expense of maintenance and repair, and the 
expenditure will thus remain always under the control of the 
people. | 

13. We have required the Legislature to provide for free public 
schools, in which all the children of the State may be educated ; 
and we have prohibited absolutely the use of public money in aid 
of sectarian schools. 

We have provided also for regulating and limiting the payment 
of public money to private institutions for the support of the 
poor by depriving the Legislature of the power to pass manda- 
tory laws requiring such payments from counties, cities, towns 
and villages, and by subjecting such expenditures to the control 
of the State Board of Charities. 

14, The revision of the judiciary article is designed to remedy 
the existing evils arising from the overcrowding of the trial 
calendars, especially in the large cities, and of the calendar of the 
Court of Appeals. It seeks to accomplish the former by consoli- 
dating the superior city courts with the Supreme Court, thus 
securmng greater economy of judicial force, and by a moderate 
increase in the number of justices, not, however, making the 
number.as great in proportion to the population of the State as it 
was at the time of the last increase which the people approved 
in 1882. 

We expect to obviate the overcrowding of the Court of Appeals 
calendar by establishing more effective and satisfactory courts of 
intermediate appeal and enlarging their power and jurisdiction. 
In place of the nine general terms now existing —five in the 
Supreme Court and four in the superior city courts —we provide 
that the State shall be divided into four departments and that in 
each there shall be a tribunal composed of five justices of the 
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Supreme Court who shall perform substantially no other duties 
and shall be the court of last resort for that department upon all 
questions of fact and upon all interlocutory proceedings 

The Court of Appeals is limited to its proper function of declar 
ing and settling the law. Believing that under the operation ot 
the proposed appellate division of the Supreme Court and with 
the distribution of duties and jurisdiction above indicated, strictly 
observed, the Court of Appeals will have no difficulty in meeting 
all demands upon it, we have done away with the makeshift of 
a second division and have prohibited the imposition of a money 
limit upon the right of appeal te the Court of Appeals. 

We have also abrogated the provision for judical tensions, done 
away with the justices of Sessions, abolished the Court of Sessions 
and conferred their jurisdiction upon the County Courts, abolished 
Courts of Oyer and Terminer and Circuit Courts and conferred 
their jurisdiction upon the Supreme Court, enlarged and defined 
the jurisdiction of Céunty Courts, prohibited county judges and 
surrogates in counties of over 120,000 inhabitants from practic- 
ing law, forbidden the Legislature to further enlarge the jurisdic- 
tion of local and inferior courts of its own creation, and in various 
other ways simplified and strengthened the judiciary system. 

The general object of the judiciary article, as proposed, is to 
secure the more speedy, uniform and effective administration of 
Justice throughout the State. 

15. We have so amended the present Constitution as to pro- 
vide for a naval as well as a land force of militia; that the 
militia shall not be reduced below 10,000 men and that the 
Legislature shall provide for their support. 

16. In order to allow every voter to exercise a choice in voting 
on some of the important proposed amendments we have pro- 
vided that the revised Constitution should be submitted to the 
people in three parts, viz. : 

1. That making an apportionment of Senators and members 
of the Assembly. 

2. That pertaining to the improvement of the canals. 

3. All the remainder of the proposed amendments as a whole. 

We submit our work to the people, confident that if ratified by 
them, experience of its operation will show that it will be a safe 
and efficient organic law, competent for the present needs of this 
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great commonwealth, and sufficient for the demands of that 
expanding civilization which the ensuing twenty years will 
witness. 

Every part of the proposed new Constitution was ratified at 
the polls upon November 6, 1894. One of its effects was to 
shorten the term of the Governor and Lieutenant-Governor from 
three years to two years. This wasa reversion to the practice of 
earlier years in the history of the State— the terms of these 
officers up to 1877 were two years. They continued to be three 
years until they were changed by the new Constitution of 1894 
to two years. The new Constitution of 1894 also provided that 
the State Senators elected in the fall of 1895 and also the State 
officers then elected should serve for three years; thus prolong- 
ing each of their terms one year for this occasion only. The 
object of this provision was to bring about the election of all 
the State officers and State Senators in the even-numbered years; 
and thus give a chance for the holding of municipal elections in 
the uneven-numbered years. 

Under the new Constitution no change in the Senate districts 
or apportionment of the Assembly districts is to be again made 
before 1905.

COVER NORY ODELL, 


His Private anp OrricraL Lirs — Carrer as ConeressmMaN — 


PorrtrcaL LEapERSHTP IN THE Sratrre or New York. 


Benjamin B. Odell, Jr., Governor 
of the State of New York, was born 
in Newburg, N. Y., on January 
14, 1854, and became Governor on 
the 1st of. January, 1901. His ances- 
tors were prominent in the commer- 
cial, financial and social life of New- 
burg for nearly a century. His father, 
Benjamin B. Odell, Sr., was one of 
the leading business men of Newburg. 
The father was also prominent in 
State and National politics, being a 
delegate frequently to State conven- 
tions of the Republican party, and 
in 1884 a delegate to the Republican 
National Convention, when he fayored 
the nomination of George F. Hdmunds 
for President. Theodore Roosevelt, 
later Governor of the State and elected 
Vice-President of the United States 
in 1900, was also an Edmunds dele- 
gate in this convention. Benjamin B. 
Odell, Sr., was born on the De Witt 
Clinton homestead, in Orange county, 
in 1825, and engaged in business in 
Newburg in 1843. He was elected a 
member of the Board of Trustees of 
Newburg in 1865, and later served as 
Alderman, Supervisor and Mayor. 
His popularity was such that his ser- 
vice as Mayor lasted for twelve years. 
Another office which he held was that 
of Sheriff of Orange county. 

Benjamin B. Odell, Jr., was edu- 
eated at the Newburg public schools 
and at the Newburg High School. He 
then attended Bethany College, in 
West Virginia, and thence went to 


Columbia College, with the intention 
of pursuing a four years’ course in 
mining engineering. While at Colum- 
bia College he was prominent in ath- 
letics, excelling as an oarsman. His 
father, at this time, was President of 
the Muchattoes Lake Ice Company, 
and soon after his son entered Colum- 
bia College became convinced that he 
needed his son’s aid in his business. 
Benjamin B. Odell, Jr., therefore, left 
Columbia College and went to work 
as superintendent of his father’s ice 
business. He learned the ice busi- 
ness thoroughly, from the lake of 
ice to the customer’s house, person- 
ally delivering ice at the houses of 
customers. The work was of a 
rough class, and it was for long hours, 
but Mr. Odell was resolved to be 
successful in it, and he did succeed. 
Subsequently, Mr. Odell became Presi- 
dent of the Consolidated Gas, Hlectric 
Light, Heat and Power Company of 
Newburg, Treasurer of the Central 
Huson Steamboat Company, and ac- 
quired an interest in the ice business 
which had been established by his 
father. Upon his election as Gover- 
nor, however, Mr. Odell disposed of 
all his interest in corporations which 


might be affected by legislation. He 
is a member of the Newburg City 


Club and of the Lawyers’ Club, the 
Republican Club and the Lotus, in 
New York city. 

Mr. Odell displayed early in life 
a liking for politics, and, while he was 
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in college, took an active interest in 
the campaigns in Newburg in which 
his father was sometimes a candidate 
for office. He developed an ability to 
grasp political situations, and had a 
liking for the details of political man- 
agement. It was largely due to his 
efforts in directing affairs that the 
city of Newburg was changed from a 
Democratic to a Republican city. 

Mr. Odell thoroughly identified him- 
self with the interests of his city as 
a young man. For seven or eight 
years he served as a member of the 
-Volunteer Fire Department, in an 
organization called the Washington 
Steamer He joined the 
National Guard, enrolling September 
28, 1878, as a private in Company H 
of the Seventeenth Battalion, as the 
military of Newburg 


Company. 


organization 
was then designated. He remained 
in the National Guard for about eight 
years, and held the rank of Sergeant 
at the time of his discharge. He be- 
came a member of the Masonic Order, 
and has been a master of the Newburg 
Lodge and District Deputy of the 
Grand Lodge of Masons. He has 
also held the same rank as an Odd 
Fellow. 

As has already been stated, Mr. 
Odell from early manhood has been 
keenly interested in political affairs. 
When he was delivering ice in New- 
burg he learned to know every voter 
in the town by his first name, and all 
his neighbors in turn came to greet 
him as ‘“‘ Ben.” The same spirit that 
made the ice business prosper brought 
the Odells, father and son, an interest 
in more extensive enterprises later, 
such as electric lighting and banks. 
But deep as they were in commercial 
transactions, they went still deeper 
into the affairs of politics. Business 
was far from being the all-engrossing 
subject of their minds. For young 
Odell politics had delights and honors, 


and high purposes. He was never an 
office-seeker. He cared more to man- 
age and direct. This trait was in- 
stinctive with him. Back in the ’80’s, 
though, a man was needed to run for 
State Senator, and Mr. Odell, Jr., 
was persuaded to fill the place. He 
was defeated at election, but the run 
he made was remarkable. This was 
the only reverse, save his defeat for 
Supervisor, that he ever met with in 
politics. He was nominated for Super- 
visor of New Windsor, which was a 
Democratic stronghold.- It was at the 
time when young Odell was more the 
student and theorist than the poli- 
tician and practical worker. He figured 
on a plurality of thirty-four votes. A 
friend told him there were fifteen or 
twenty votes that could be brought 
out down at the bridge, but he said 
he was satisfied as things stood. The 
result was that the young candidate 
was beaten by eight votes. It was 
through this defeat that Mr. Odell 
built the storehouse for his stock of 
sound political learning; for all his 
shrewd political judgments of later 
years have simply been the contents 
of the fundamental and comprehen- 
sive observation made by him at this 
early period; namely, that “one can- 
not be too sure, and the best way of 
being sure is working all the time and 
bringing out every possible vote.” 
The next time Mr. QOdell’s. friends 
asked him to run for office, after the 
trial with the Supervisor candidacy, 
was in 1894, when they proposed 
he should go to Congress. He had 
but recently been chosen Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the Re- 
publican State Committee, and he 
wished to devote his whole energy to 
that office. His friends were persist- 
ent, and he yielded. He carried the 
distriet, which comprised Orange, 
Rockland and Sullivan counties, by 


a large majority. His yote was 
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19,327 against 13,520 for his Demo- 
cratic opponent, Eugene S. Ives. This 
was a remarkable performance, in 
view of the fact that the district had 
not been fairly freed from the grasp 
of the Democratic party, There had 
been a great change in the Congress 
district when Mr. Odell got his hand 
well into politics. He made New- 
burg, his home, a veritable Republi- 
ean stronghold, and greatly reduced 
and finally overcame the Democratic 
majorities in Rockland and Sullivan 
counties. 

In 1896, Mr. Odell was re-elected to 
Congress, receiving 22,622 votes 
against 15,500 for David A. Morrison, 
Democrat. In 1898, the nomination 
was again tendered him, but he de- 
clined it. 

At the conclusion of his term, he 
was Chairman of the Committee on 
Accounts, and held a prominent place 
on the Committee on the District of 
Columbia. Within a year, he was ten- 
dered the position of Secretary of 
the United States Senate by the Re- 
publican caucus of that body, but de- 
clined to accept it. 

Charles W. Hackett, Chairman of 
the Republican State Committee, died 
in the spring of 1898, and Mr. Odell 
was chosen unaimously for the va- 
eant chair. His work as Chairman of 
the Executive Committee had been so 
thorough and so conspicuous that no 
one else was considered. He made 
his assumption of the post of Chair- 
man ‘of the Republican State Com- 
mittee a notable event from the char- 
acter of the speech he delivered; a 
speech displaying good judgment and 
political shrewdness. Mr. Odell con- 
ducted the duties of Chairman with 
the careful attention he would give 
to a business enterprise. He worked 
hard to understand political conditions 
in every county of the State, and 
bring out the Republican vote. As 
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a result of his careful work of ascer- 
taining the political opinions held by 
the voters of the State, he has made 
unusually successful predictions as to 
the probable result of State elections. 
His work in conducting the Republi- 
can State campaign in 1898, when 
Theodore Roosevelt was nominated 
for Governor by the Republican party, 
was highly notable in the political ree- 
ords of the State. Colonel Roose- 
velt’s nomination was a forlorn hope. 
The Republican party was threatened 
with defeat. Only a “war hero” 
could hope to win the State, and yet 
skillful management must be exercised 
to elect him. Mr. Odell managed the 
campaign with great energy and skill, 
taking advantage of every error made 
by his political opponents. The politi- 
cal conflict was a fierce one, and long 
its result was uncertain. Harly in the 
campaign, it was generally acknowl- 
edged that the Democratic candidate 
for Governor would be elected. Mr. 
Odell plodded on, laboring with all 
his ability to get out every Republi- 
can vote, and to win some votes from 
the Democratic party. Finally, to- 
ward the end of the campaign, the Re- 
publican gains increased at a greater 
rate than those of the Democratic 
party, and Mr. Odell permitted him- 
self to say that Colonel Roosevelt 
would be elected Governor by 20,000 
plurality, and these figures were not 
far from the actual result. In a com- 
putation relating to over a million 
yoters, it would have been easy to 
make a great error. Colonel Roose- 
velt received 661,707 votes, and his 
Democratic opponent 648,921, and 
thus had a plurality of 17,786 votes. 
Mr. Odell also conducted to a success- 
ful conclusion the contest over Assem- 
blymen in 1899. 

In the fall of 1900, Mr. Odell was 
the unanimous choice of the 971 dele- 
gates to the Republican State Con- 
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vention for the Republican nomination 
for Governor. He was put in nomi- 
nation for Governor by ex-Governor 
Frank §. Black, who, in concluding 
his speech, said: 

“TI believe that politics should be 
as honest as the church. I believe 
that the level of political action should 
be so high that corrupt influences can 
neither break it down nor defile it. 
But I believe, too, that honesty does 
not consist in profession alone. Pro- 
fession without fulfillment is as dead 
as faith without work. That man 
makes a yrievous blunder who _ be- 
lieves that pretending to have done 
a thing is the same as having done it. 
What the Republican party always de- 
mands is one who believes that per- 
formance is the substance and profes- 
sion the shadow; that to do and to be 
are great essentials of human life, 
and that to say is but a speck upon 
the moving tide, and that is why I 
have consented to present to you the 
name which is already in your mind, 
and which I am chosen only to pro- 
nounce. He is no theorist, but one 
who achieves. He does not proclaim 
in advance his purpose, but the effect 
of his constancy and skill have been 
written upon many political victories. 
He is not old now, nor was he ever 
too young to advocate the cause with 
which for many years he has been 
allied. He has been a Republican 
through days and nights which had 
neither sun nor moon. When the po- 
litical eclipse appeared complete, he 
has not despaired. Wherever the 
standard was, was the only place to 
search for him. And all this time 
he has not only maintained the faith, 
but has gloried in it. 

“I believe in that kind of Repub- 
licanism. It should be reeognized and 
honored where honors are conferred. 
In politics, as in war, leaders should 
be taken from those whose training 


| nas made them ready and equipped. 


The man who in many doubtful bat- 
tles has carried the colors to the front 
should not be, forgotten on the day 
that promotions are bestowed. 

“ and I would not forget him even 
though it be demanded of me by all 
the men on earth who never went 
to war. 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen of 
the Convention, I present to you a 
man who has carried the colors, who 
has done much and received little; 
who has been fearless, constant and 
upright; who stands as a true and ac- 
ceptable type of the militant Republi- 
canism of New York; who on many 
fields has borne the burden of the 
party’s conflicts, and is now worthy 
to bear’ the standard of the party’s 
faith. I present to you as a candi- 
date for Governor of New York, Ben- 
jamin B. Odell, Jr.” 

Mr. Odell conducted his own cam- 
paign for Governor as Chairman of 
the Republican State Committee. He 
made a few speeches while the cam- 
paign was in progress, and they had 
a powerful effect. He received 804,- 
859 votes for Governor, and his Demo- 
cratic opponent, John B. Stanchfield, 
693,733 votes. 

Mr. Odell’s most pleasant hours 
have been passed in his home at New- 
burg. Here, with his wife and three 
children, he leads a delightful life.

Mr. Odell’s first wife was Miss Es- 
telle Crist, to whom he was married 
in 1877. His bride came, like himself, 
from one of the old families of New- 
burg. They had three children, the 
eldest of whom, Walter, died in Wash- 
ington, early in 1899. Mrs. Odell lost 
her life in an accident on the Hudson 
in June, 1888. A yacht in which she 
and a number of friends were sailing 
was struck by one of the Hudson 
river night boats. Mr. Odell married 
a second time. He chose as his bride 
Mrs. Linda C. Praphagen, a widowed 
sister of his first wife. Mrs. Odell is 
liked by every one for her many high 
qualities of heart and mind. She is 
a member of the First Presbyterian 
Church of Newburg, at which Mr. 
Odell is a frequent attendant. A 
warm friendship exists between him 
and the pastor, the Rey. William K. 
Hall. 

Mr. Odell’s father is living. He has 
two brothers, George C. D. Odell, a 
professor in Columbia College; Hiram 
B. Odell, who is prominent in busi- 
ness affairs in Newburg, and a sister, 
Miss Clara Odell. 

Mr. Odell’s main effort as Governor 
in the two years of his first term as 
Governor in the years 1901—02 was to 
reduce the cost of maintaining the 
State Government and to increase its 
revenue from indirect taxation. The 
Legislature of the year previous to 
his assuming office, imposed a rate 
of State taxation which brought 
$10,704,153.39 into the State Treasury. 
Mr. Odell, with the aid of the Legis- 
lature of 1901, carried out a policy 
of economy and extension of the in- 
direct taxes that lowered the State 


the preceding year and the lowest 
since 1896. Then the income from the 
taxation of corporations was brought 
up from $2,624,508.05 in 1900 to 
$4,966.680.93 in 1901. This large in- 
crease in the receipts from the Cor- 
poration Tax Law for the fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1901, was due 
mainly to the passage of bills by the 
Legislature of 1901; first, of an act 
taxing trust companies on their capi- 
tal stock, surplus and undivided 
profits, which brought in $1,578,- 
978.49; and secondly, of an act taxing 
the surplus and undivided earnings 
of savings banks, which brought into 
the State Treasury the large sum of 
$705,333.12. 

Further progress was made in 1902 
toward lowering direct State taxa- 
tion, Governor Odell and the Legis- 
lature of 1902 imposing a State tax 
rate of only 13-100 of a mill; which 
it was estimated would raise $748,000. 
This was the only direct State taxa- 
tion imposed for the fiscal year be- 
ginning October 1, 1902. 

Upon assuming office in 1901 Gov- 
ernor Odell recommended that a law 
should be passed limiting the num- 
ber of employees of the Legislature; 
that all items of expenditure in the 
appropriation bills should be made 
more in detail, “so as to give fuller 
effect to the veto power of the Execu- 
against unnecessary expendi- 
tures;” that the corporation laws 
should be amended so as to invite 
capital into the State; that the 
Board of Mediation and Arbitration, 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics, and 
the office of the State Factory Inspector 
should be consolidated into one de-

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one commissioner be given its duties; 
that the laws relating to State print- 
ing should be revised so as to give 
opportunity for a reduction of its 
cost; that increased taxes should be 
imposed upon trust companies, say- 
ings banks, and insurance companies ; 
that put 
charge of the Police Department of 
New York city; that a systematic 
plan be adopted for the improvement 
of the roads of the State; that the 
gas and electric lighting companies 
should be placed under the supervi- 
sion of the Railroad Commission, and 
that great economy should be exer- 
cised in the appropriations for the 
building and equipment of the State 
hospitals for the insane. Most of the 
suggestions made by Governor Odell 
were adopted by the Legislature of 
1901. 

In the summer of 1901 the Gover- 
nor visited the State hospitals for the 
insane and State charitable and 
penal institutions and inspected them. 
The impression made by this inspec- 
tion of these institutions was dis- 
closed by the Governor’s message to 
the Legislature of 1902. He sug- 
gested the abolition of the boards of 
managers of the State hospitals for 
the insane and the substitution for 
them of a visiting board, taking the 
position that under the joint manage- 
ment of the State Commission 
Lunacy and of a board of managers 
there was a duplication of adminis- 
trative and executive powers “ repug- 
nant to sound business judgment.” 
The Governor’s recommendation was 
adopted and the boards of managers 
of the State hospitals for the insane 
were abolished and the control of

the State Commission in Lunacy 
over the hospitals was strength- 
ened. The Governor also suggested 
that the boards of managers of 


the State charitable institutions 
be abolished and the State Board of 
Charities be charged with the care 
and administration of the charitable 
institutions. The members of the 
State Board of Charities did not wish 
to assume this duty of supervisory 
work, and accordingly the Legislature 
passed, and the Governor approved of, 
an act creating an officer known as 
“Fiscal Supervisor,” who was given 
authority over the financial affairs of 
the State’s charitable institutions. 
The Governor also, in 1902. recom- 
mended liberal appropriations for good 
roads, and the Legislature increased 
the appropriation to $792,000 for 
this purpose. The Governor further 
recommended the passage of an act 
imposing a recording tax upon mort- 
gages of 5 mills, which he estimated 
would increase the State’s receipts 
from indirect taxation by the sum of 
$3,000,000. A bill to carry out this 
recommendation was introduced in 
the Legislature but failed to pass 
that body. The Governor also recom- 
mended that the free school fund ap- 
portioned to rural schools should be 
increased; and this recommendation 
was adopted; the additional sum of 
$250,000 being appropriated for the 
free school fund, a large proportion 
of which went to the rural schools. 
The Governor considered, in his an- 
nual message to the Legislature, with 
great thoroughness the subject of the 
improvement of the canals of the 
State and recommended the submis- 
sion to the people at the polls for 
their decision two propositions; first, 
a proposal to enlarge the canal locks 
to 1,000-ton barge capacity and to 
provide a new nine-foot channel from 
the Hudson river to Rexford Flats; 
and, second, a proposition “that the 
canal be deepened to nine feet on such 
portions as are now less than that 
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depth.” His suggestions for the sub- 
mission of these canal propositions 
were not adopted by the Legislature. 
Mr. Odell had no opposition in the 
Republican State Convention when re-

The Governor’s Private Secretary 
is James G. Graham, who was born 
in the town of Shawangunk, Ulster 
county, on the farm where his ances- 
tors resided prior to the Revolution.

Harrison K. Bird, the Governor’s 
Military Secretary, was born in the 
city of New York, December 20, 1874, 
where his family had resided for many 
years; his grandfather being the first 
president of the Broadway road, and 
together with Thurlow Weed was con- 
nected with many of the earlier finan- 
cial enterprises of that city. 

Mr. Bird graduated from the Cutler 
School and entered the School of

The President, on March 23, 
1881, sent to the Senate the name of 
William H. Robertson to be Collector 
of the Port of New York. Judge 
Robertson had been a delegate to 
the Chicago Convention of 1880, and 
organized the bolt against the unit 
rule in the New York delegation, 
which had been instructed for Gen- 
eral Grant, and so contributed mate- 
rially to the possibility of General 
Garfield’s nomination. Senators 
Conkling and Platt bitterly opposed 
Robertson’s confirmation, and finally 
the President was driven by their 
opposition to him to withdraw from 
the Senate the other New York nomi- 
nations which had been made with a 
view to conciliating Mr. Platt and 
Mr. Conkling. Among these was 
that of General Stewart L. Wood- 
ford to be United States District 
Attorney, and Louis F. Payn to be 
United States Marshal. 

The next day Senators Conkling 
and Platt resigned their seats in the 
Senate of the United States. It 
was said at the time that the excite- 
ment caused by their action was not 
exceeded by any event that occurred 
in the most exciting days of the 
Rebellion. The resignations were en- 
tirely unexpected. At the beginning 
of the session of the Senate that day 
it was noticed that the Vice-Presi- 
dent, General Arthur, was flushed 
and nervous. Before the Chaplain 
had finished his prayer, it was ob- 
served, however, that he had re- 
sumed his usual composure, and 
when the Journal had been read he 
handed to the Clerk what appeared 
to be an ordinary communication 
with the remark: ‘I am directed to 
lay before the Senate the communi- 


cation which the Clerk will now 
read.” The Clerk read as follows: 


“Washington, D. C., May 16, 1881. 

“Sir: Will you please announct 
to the Senate that my resignatior 
as Senator of the United States fron 
the State of New York has been for 
warded to the Governor of the State. 
I have the honor to be, with great 
respect, your obedient servant, 

“ ROSCOE CONKLING. 
“To the Hon. C. A. Arthur, Vice- 
President.” 


Senators heard the reading of the 
letter with amazement, and several 
requested that it might be read 
again. Before they had time to re- 
eover from their astonishment, the 
Vice-President laid before the Sen- 
ate a second communication, which 
was read by the Clerk as follows: 


“Senate Chamber, May 16, 1881. 
“To the Hon. G A. Arthur, Vice- 
President: 

“Sir: I have forwarded to the 
Governor of the State of New York 
my resignation as Senator of the 
United States for the State of New 
York. Will you please announce the 
fact to the Senate? With great re- 
spect, your obedient servant.

Announcement had been made tw 
weeks before in the public print 
that Mr. Platt intended to resign hi 
seat in the Senate if that body con 
firmed Judge Robertsons nomina- 
tion, but in the excitement of the 
time the report had not attracted 
much attention. The announcement, 
however, it is now known, was 
made upon the authority of a gen- 
tleman to whom Mr. Platt had com- 
municated his intention.

Same course, as no intimation of the 
kind had been hinted by him. 

In their letter to Governor Cornell 
Messrs. Platt and Conkling said: 
“The Legislature is in session; it is 
Republican in majority, and New 
York abounds in sons quite as able 
as we to bear her message and com- 
mission in the Senate of the United 
States. With a profound sense of 
the obligations we owe, with de- 
votion to the Republican party and 
its creed of liberty and right, with 
reverent attachments to the great 
State whose interests and honor are 
dear to the United States, we hold 
it respectful and becoming to make 
room for those who may correct all 
errors we have made, interpret all 
duties we have misconceived.” 

Mr. Platt and Mr. Conkling sought 
a re-election as a vindication of their 
attitude, but were opposed by the 
national administration. The chief 
opponents of Mr. Platt and Mr. 
Conkling were Chauncey M. Depew 
and William A. Wheeler. After pro- 
longed balloting Warner Miller was 
elected as Mr. Platt’s successor and 
Elbridge G. Lapham as the suc- 
cessor of Roscoe Conkling. 

Mr. Platt was apparently without 
political power when he thus re- 
signed his office as United States 
Senator in 1881, but he quietly went

Mr. Depew was born on April 23, 
{834, in Peekskill, and he still calls 
the family homestead his home, al- 
though his residence is in New York 
city. His father was Isaac Depew, 
a prominent citizen of tue town, and 
his mother, Martha Mitchell, came 
from the New HEngland Sherman 
family. Her father, Chauncey R. 
Mitchell, was a distinguished lawyer 


to work in the southern tier of 
counties and by 1884 had become 
such a power that with his old oppo- 
nent Warner Miller he nearly con- 
trolled the Republican State Conven- 
tion of 1884, held at Utica. Mr. 
Platt also attended the National Re- 
publican Convention as a delegate 
and contributed largely towards the 
bringing about of the nomination of 
James G. Blaine for Piesiuent. In 
1888, once more a delegate, but 
this time a delegate-at-large to the 
Republican National Convention, 
he was influential in swinging the 
New York delegation over to the 
support of Benjamin Harrison for 
President. In 1892, Mr. Platt, once 
more a delegate-at-large to the Re- 
publican National Convention, op- 
posed tbe renomination of President 
Harrison. In 1896 Mr. Platt, with 
the majority of the members of the 
New York delegation in attendance 
at the Republican National Conven- 
tion, supported Levi P. Morton for 
President, and then joined in the 
motion that the nomination of Wil- 
liam McKinley be made unanimous. 

Mr. Platt was elected United States 
Senator on January 20, 1897, and was 
re-elected as Senator on January 21, 
1903.

and orator. Her mother was Ann 
Johnston, whose father, Judge Rob- 
ert Johnston, was a Senator and 
Judge for many years. Mr. Depew’s 
remote ancestors were French Hu- 
guenots, who left their country about 
the time of the revocation of the 
Edict of Nantes, in 1685, and 
founded New Rochelle. The family 
settled in Peekskill 200 years ago, 
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and still owns the farm which it 
took up then. 

Mr. Depew was prepared for col- 
lege at his home. He was gradu- 
ated from Yale with honors in the 
class of 1856. In 1887 the Univer- 
sity conferred the degree of LL. D. 
upon him. Although of Democratic 
antecedents, he joined the Repub- 
lican party on graduation, and from 
that time he has been prominent in 
its councils. He studied law with 
the Hon. William Nelson in Peek- 
skill and was admitted to the bar 
in 1858. In the same year he re- 
ceived his first political honors, be- 
ing sent from his native town as a 
Delegate to the Republican State 
Cenvention. In the following year 
he began the practice of law, but his 
deep interest in politics and the de- 
mands made on him by his fellow 
citizens caused his practice to be in- 
terrupted. In 1860 he went on the 
stump for Abraham Lincoln and ad- 
dressed many meetings in the Ninth 
Congressional District and in other 
parts of the State, receiving an en- 
thusiastic welcome wherever he ap- 
peared. So deep was the impression 
made by him on the voters that in 
1861 he was nominated for the As- 
sembly in the Third Westchester 
District. This district had a D>omo- 
cratic majority, but Mr. Depew car- 
ried it by 259 votes after an ardu- 
ous campaign. In 1862 he was re- 
elected, and was appointed chair- 
man of the Committee on Ways and 
Means, a high honor for so young a 
legislator. During this term he was 
Speaker pro tem. for part of the ses- 
sion. 

In 1864 Mr. Depew was chosen as 
candidate for Secretary of State. He 
fought a hard, aggressive battle, and 
turned the State over from a Demo- 
cratic victory in 1862 to a Republi- 
can victory by a plurality of 30,000. 


In this campaign he spoke twice 
daily for six consecutive weeks, sur- 
prising his companions on the stump 
by his endurance and originality. 
Mr. Depew declined a renomination 
for the office. When Andrew Johnu- 
son succeeded to the Presidency he 
selected Mr. Depew for Collector of 
the Port of New York, but, on break- 
ing with the party, he became angry 
at Senator Edwin D. Morgan, and 
tore up the commission. Later in 
the administration, Secretary of 
State William H. Seward appointed 
Mr. Depew Minister to Japan. The 
appointment was confirmed by the 
Senate, but Mr. Depew declined the 
honor. In 1866 he was appointed 
attorney for the New York and Har- 
lem Railroad Company, and since 
then his name has been closely 
linked with the Vanderbilt railroad 
interests. When the Harlem and 
Central Railroad Companies were 
consolidated in 1869 Mr. Depew was 
elected a director and appointed at- 
torney for the new company. His 
duties and responsibilities grew with 
the increase of the Vanderbilt inter- 
ests, and in 1875 he was made the 
general counsel for the entire sys- 
tem and elected a director in each 
road. 

Mr. Depew permitted the use of 
his name as candidate for Lieuten- 
ant-Governor on the Liberal Repub- 
lican ticket in 1872. That is the 
only year in which he has not acted 
with the regular Republican party, 
speaking, working and assisting its 
candidates in every campaign. In 
1874 he was the choice of the Legis- 
lature for Regent of the University, 
and was appointed on the commis- 
sion to build the State Capitol. 

Mr. Depew came near to being 
selected United States Senator in 
1881. On the nineteenth ballot he 
lacked only ten votes of an election, 
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and on the thirty-fourth ballot he 
lacked the same number. The Leg- 
islature adjourned on July 2d on ac- 
count of the assassination of Presi- 
dent Garfield. Mr. Depew pointed 
out that it was the duty of the Leg- 
islature to stop the contest, and he 
withdrew on the fortieth ballot. In 
1885 the Republicans offered to elect 
him to the United States Senate, but 
his business interests would not per- 
mit him to accept the honor. Three 
years later he was a candidate for 
the nomination for President, receiv- 
ing the solid vote of the New York 
delegation. In 1892 and 1896 he was 
a Delegate-at-Large to the National 
Convention, presenting the name of 
President Harrison at the former 
and of Governor Morton at the lat- 
ter. 

Mr. Depew succeeded James H. 
Rutter as president of the New York 
Central Railroad in 1885, and held 
that place until April 27, 1898, when 
he became chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the Vanderbilt system 
of railroads, being a director of each, 
besides being interested in many 
other corporations. He is an active 
member of the Skull-and-Bones of 
Yale College, and of the St. Nicholas 
Society of New York, the Holland 
Society of New York and the Hugue- 
not Society of America. He was for 
seven years President of the Union 
League Club, a term longer by sev- 
eral years than this distinguished 
post has been held by any other. 
On declining further election he was 
made a life member of the club. He 
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was for ten years in succession 
elected President of the Yale Al- 
umini Association. Having ended a 
decade of service he declined a re- 
election and was made an honorary 
member. 

Mr. Depew was married to Blise 
Hegeman on November 9, 1871, and 
has one child, a son. Mrs. Depew 
died on May 7, 1893. 

Mr. Depew’s popular fame rests as 
much on his ability as an orator and 
after-dinner speaker as on his busi- 
ness and professional career. He 
has been the orator on three great 
national and international occasions 
—the unveiling of the statue of 
Liberty in New York harbor, the 
centennial celebration of the inaugu- 
ration of the first President of the 
United States, and the opening of 
the World’s Fair at Chicago. He 
was also selected by the Legislature 
to deliver the oration at the cen- 
tennial celebration of the formation 
of the Constitution of the State of 
New York at Kingston, and also at 
the centennial of the organization of 
the Legislature of the State of New 
York. He was selectéd by the Leg- 
islature to deliver the oration at the 
seryices in the Legislature in mem- 


ory of General Sherman, General 
Husted and Governor Fenton, and at 


the memorial services of President Gar- 
field in New York, and also as the ora- 
tor at the unveiling of the statue of 
Alexander Hamilton, in Central Park, 
New York, and at the centennial cele- 
bration of the capture of Major Andre 
at Sleepy Hollow. Mr. Depew in 1901 
was married to Miss May Palmer. 
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BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCHES.

Lieutenant-Governor. 


Frank Wayland Higgins, Republican, | 


the Lieutenant-Governor of the State, 
was born at Rushford, Allegany 
county, N. Y., August 18, 1856. He is 
a son of the late Orrin T. Higgins, for 
many years a well-known citizen and 
prominent and successful business man 
of Allegany county, and a grandson of 
the late Dr. Timothy Higgins, who 
with two brothers came to Allegany 
county about the year 1818. They 
were among the pioneers and had a 
large part in the development of the 
county.

Higgins received his education 


Review Military Academy at Pough- 
keepsie, from which he graduated in 
1873, this being supplemented by a 
course of commercial college business 
education. The following year was 
passed mainly in travel, during which 
time he visited various remote sec- 
tions of the country and with his keen 
receptive faculties and powers of ob- 
servation rounded out his educational 
career and laid the foundation of those 
broad and generous views of the world 
and public affairs which have grown 
to be marked characteristics of the 
man. In 1875, while only nineteen 
years of age, Mr. Higgins engaged in 
mercantile business on his ac- 
count at Stanton, Michigan, which he 


conducted successfully for three years; 


own 


during this period he was married and 
his family now consists of a wife and 
three children. 

In 1879 Mr. Higgins removed to 
Olean and assumed the management of 
the extensive grocery business of Hig- 
gins, Blodgett & Co., acquiring a part- 
nership interest in the firm. Later his 
attention has been devoted to other 
larger enterprises, at home and in the 
middle west and Pacific coast. His 
father had acquired large interests in 
timber lands in Minnesota, and these 
Mr. Higgins has continued to admin- 
ister. He also has woodland inter- 
in the State of Washington. 
Lastly he still has a large business 
property under his control in Cattarau- 
gus county. 

Success has marked his business ca- 


ests 


reer, due in large measure to his cau- 
tion and conservatism; his good judg- 
ment is generally recognized and his 
opinion on business and public mat- 
ters is eagerly sought and highly es- 
teemed. 

Mr. Higgins has always been ac- 
tively identified with the interests of 
the community and public affairs, and 
ever ready with substantial aid to as- 
sist every enterprise having for its ob- 
ject the good of the community and ° 
the public welfare. He has been for 
years a trustee of the Western New 
York Home for Friendless and De- 
pendent Children, a trustee of the 
Chautauqua Assembly, and connected 
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with various other benevolent and 
charitable enterprises in western New 
York. 

In early life Mr. Higgins developed 
pronounced political convictions which 
led him to espouse the principles of the 
Republican party, and years of active 
study and observation of public affairs, 
aided by a large acquaintance with 
business men and statesmen of all 
parties, have but served to strengthen 
his belief in those principles of public 
polity advocated by the Republican 
party, and he has ever labored, and 
aided in every honorable way, their 
advancement with unselfish zeal and 
enthusiasm, born only of a patriotic 
and sincere desire for the public good. 
He could never be induced to consent 
to be a candidate for any public office 
until 1893, when he was unanimously 
nominated for State Senator of the 
Fiftieth district, and was elected by a 
plurality of 8,046 votes over his op- 
ponent, who had the support of the 
Populists, Democrats, and Socialists. 
Senator Higgins was renominated for 
three successive terms without op- 
position and re-elected by increased 
pluralities at the elections of 1896, 
1898, and 1900. 

In 1894 and 1895 he was Chairman 
of the Committee on Taxation and 
Retrenchment, a member of the Com- 
mittees of Finance, Insurance, Joint 
Library, and Grievances. In 1896, 
1897, and 1898 he was Chairman of the 
Committee of Finance and on the Com- 
mittees on Taxation and Retrenchment, 
and Insurance. In 1899 and 1900 he 
was Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee and on the Committee on Tax- 
ation and Retrenchment. In 1901 and 
1902 he was again Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, and on the Com- 
mittee on Taxation and Retrenchment. 


Senator Higgins was Chairman of the 
Finance Committee for a longer period 
than any other man. He was a stern 
enforcer of economy in the adminis- 
tration of the State government, and 
to his influence in a large measure can 
be attributed the practical abolition of 
the direct State tax. His duties as 
Chairman of the Finance Committee, 
though at times perplexing, he has dis- 
charged with that same painstaking 
care and strict fidelity to business 
methods that have characterized his 
own business career, even to the ex- 
tent of keeping at his own expense 
books of account in his home office of 
the appropriations and expenditures 
of the various State institutions and 
public works of the State. 

Senator Higgins devoted most of his 
attention while in the Senate to legis- 
iation that would bring about a better- 
ment of the State’s business. Two bills 
introduced by him, and which have 
become laws, have been very far reach- 
ing in the results attained. One enact- 
ment has practically done away with 
deficiency appropriation bills. It had 
become customary for the managers of 
State institutions and departments 
to make contracts for buildings, etc., 
in excess of the appropriations of the 
Legislature, which contracts practi- 
cally pledged the State for the pay- 
ment of the same. Under this law, 
originated by Senator Higgins, it is a 
misdemeanor for any State officer or 
manager of any institution to let a 
contract in excess of the amount ap- 
propriated by the Legislature. The 
other law requires that any receipts 
from whatever source, received by a 
department, State institution, or com- 
mission must be paid over to the 
Treasurer of the State and not paid 
out again except by an appropriation 
of the Legislature; so that since this 
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law was enacted, for the first time in 
the history of the State the exact cost 
of each department and institution of 
the State can be determined. It will 
be seen at once the great value that 
has and will accrue to the taxpayers 
of the State by these laws. 

During Senator Higgins’ first term 
in the Senate it was brought to his at- 
tention that many of the railroads of 
the State were not paying their em- 
ployees with any regularity; in many 
cases two and three months would 
elapse without a payday, which was an 
injustice to the employees and com- 
pelled many to sell their time at a 
discount to enable them to get food for 
their families. He introduced during 
the session of 1895,and passed through 
the Legislature an amendment to the 
Labor Law, requiring all railroads 
within the State to pay their em- 
ployees not later than the 20th day of 
each month, the wages earned by them 
during the preceding calendar month. 
That this work of Senator Higgins 
was appreciated by the laboring men 
of the State was evidenced by the 
many resolutions of thanks received by 
him from organizations of railroad 
employees and other labor organiza- 
tions throughout the State. 

Senator Higgins was a delegate to 
the Republican National Convention in 
Chicago in 1888, and has on a number 
of occasions served his city, county, 


and district in a_ representative 
capacity. 
As the Republican candidate for 


Lieutenant-Governor in 1902, Mr. Hig- 
gins received 663,689 votes, and Char- 


les N. Bulger, Democrat, 653,555. 


Secretary of State. 


John F, O’Brien, Republican, Sec- 
retary of State, was born at Fort Ed- 
ward, Washington county, N. Y. He 
is a son of the late James O’Brien, a 
well-known resident of that town; and 


he is one of five brothers who early in 
life took an active part in Republican 
politics in Washington county. . 

Mr. O’Brien was educated at the 
public schools in his native town and 
at Fort Edward Collegiate Institute. 
He taught district school for one year 
et Fort Edward, since which time he 
has been engaged in business enter- 
prises and has traveled extensively. 
In 1888 he succeeded his brother, Ed- 
ward C. O’Brien, in the wholesale 
commission flour business in Platts- 
burg, which he conducted until 1897, 
when he formed a partnership with 
George C. Kellogg, and they acquired 
control of docks and waterfront at 
Plattsburg. This firm, which is known 
as the Dock & Coal Company, con- 
ducts the largest and most extensive 
wholesale coal, flour, feed, and grain 
business in northern New York. They 
are also among the largest shippers of 
country produce in that section. 

While Mr. O’Brien has never been 
an officeholder, he is known as one of 
the most active and aggressive young 
Republicans in Clinton county. His 
majority, as a candidate for Assembly- 
man, in 1900, was 1,654 over that of 
the Hon. E. J. Pickett, the Democratic 
candidate for Member of Assembly. 

Mr. O’Brien received 6,013 votes; 
Mr. Pickett, 4,614. 

In 1901, as the representative of 
Clinton county, Mr. O’Brien received 
the following Committee appoint- 
ments: Canals, State Prisons, Fish- 
eries and Game. 

Renominated for Assemblyman in 
1901, Mr. O’Brien received 4,853 votes; 
John H. Moore, Democrat, 2,269. 

Speaker Nixon, in 1902, appointed 
Mr. O’Brien a member of the following 
Assembly Committees: Ways and 
Means, State Prisons, and Fisheries 
and Game. 

For the office of Secretary of State,

Comptroller. 


Nathan L. Miller, the State Comp- 
troller, was born in the town of Solon, 
Cortland county, on the 10th of Octo- 
ber, 1868, his father being a farmer. 

When he was: four years old his 
parents removed their home to Groton, 
Tompkins county, and there Mr. Mil- 
ler lived until he was thirteen years 
of age. He attended the Groton 
school and then was graduated from 
the Cortland Normal School in 1877. 
After his graduation from the normal 
school he taught school a year. In 
January, 1890, he began the study of 
law with one of the leading law firms 
of Cortland county, that of Smith & 
Dickinson. Judge Smith, the head of 
the firm, was County Judge and Sur- 
rogate of Cortland county, and a Re- 
publican leader in the county. 

In 1893 Mr. Miller was admitted to 
practice as a lawyer. He then may 
be said to have entered political life, 
for he was elected in 1893 a School 
Commissioner for the first commis- 
sioner district of Cortland county, and 
was re-elected in 18y6. He declined 
a renomination, his law practice en- 
gaging his attention. 

Soon after his admission to the bar, 
Mr. Miller formed a law partnership 
with James Dougherty, under the 
firm name of Dougherty & Miller; 
and this firm is still in existence. 

Mr. Miller always has been an 
earnest Republican, and exhibiting 
talent in political management, in 
1898 he was elected Chairman of the 
Republican County Committee of 
Cortland County. In 1899 the Cort- 
land county Republicans were troubled 
with dissension. Mr. Miller lent his 
efforts to healing this dissension, and 
succeeded. 


selected by Governor Odell as Comp- 
troller of the State. Mr. Miller, at 
the time, was seeking appointment as 
a judge of the Court of Claims. Gov- 
ernor Odell had long been acquainted 
with him and he offered the position 
of Comptroller to him. This great 
honor Mr. Miller accepted, and he be- 
came Comptroller by the appointment 
of Governor Odell, on December 30, 
1901. 

Mr. Miller has been a year in the 
office which he now holds, but has 
already demonstrated the wisdom of 
his appointment, and has shown in a 
marked degree his capabilities in mas- 
tering the details of the Comptroller’s 
department. A young man, he as- 
sumed his duties with all the vigor of 
young manhood, and by close appli- 
cation soon became cognizant of the 
working of the various bureaus and 
was able personally to supervise and 
direct the large volume of business 
which is annually transacted in the 
chief financial office of the State. A 
lawyer by profession, he has personally 
eared for the numerous corporation 
hearings which have come before the 
department and has also directed the 
various proceedings, suits, and com- 
promises which grow out of the opera- 
tion of the Transfer Tax Act. The 
work of both the Corporation and 
Transfer Tax Bureaus in 1902 ma- 
terially increased, and the demands 
upon the Comptroller from this por- 
tion of the business of his depart- 
ment were greater than ever before, 
but Mr. Miller met these demands 
without shrinking, and through his 
intelligent supervision made it possible 
for the office to care for the increased 
burden which had been put upon it. 

The matter of the State’s invest- 
ments in bonds has been personally in- 
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vestigated by Mr. Miller, so that the 
State’s acquirements in this direction 
have been most satisfactory. His hab- 
its of research and capacity for work 
have also been shown in the financial 
statements and_ statistical stables 
which he has prepared, showing the 
advances which the State has made in 
its practical economies and the better 
results which have been obtained 
from year to year in the outlay of the 
people’s money. 

Mr. Miller married on November 4, 
1896, Miss Elizabeth Daveran of Mara- 
thon, Cortland county. He has two 
children, both girls. 

Mr. Miller, as the Republican candi- 
date for Comptroller, in 1902, received 
664,412 votes; Charles M. Preston, 
Democrat, 651,373. 


State Treasurer. 


John G. Wickser, of Buffalo, Repub- 
lican State Treasurer, is one of the 
leading business men of Buffalo. He 
is forty-eight years old and is a Ger- 
man-American. His business is that of 
a wholesale grocer. He is prominently 
connected with insurance companies, 
being vice-president of the Buffalo 
German Insurance Company and presi- 
dent of the Buffalo Insurance Com- 
pany. He is a director of 
banks. 

Mr. Wickser is a nephew of Philip 
Becker, who was mayor of Buffalo for 
some years and a candidate for Goy- 
ernor in 1891. He is a sturdy Repub- 
lican, having always taken an active 
interest in his party’s affairs. He 
never before held a public office. 

Myr. Wickser, at the election of 1902, 
received, as the Republican candidate 
for Treasurer, 663,490 votes; George 
R. Finch, Democrat, 651,949 votes.

Attorney-General. 


John Cunneen, Democrat, of Buffalo, 
the Attorney-General, was born in 


Ennis, County Clare, Ireland, on May 
18, 1848. Soon after he was born his 
family, which had been well-to-do 
was ruined by financial losses and the 
famine. Mr. Cunneen was one of 
seven boys, and being determined to 
strike out for himself, he borrowed 
$40 and came to America. 

He went to Albion, Orleans county, 
and became employed on a farm near 
that place, working for $4 per month. 
He learned the machinist trade, but 
after the Civil War, as most of the 
shops were closed because of the panic, 
he became a carpenter. He studied 
constantly and was greatly encour- 
aged by Lincoln’s life. He began read- 
ing law and taught school in the 
winter. He was admitted to the bar 
in January, 1874. 

He became interested in polities and 
was elected Clerk of the Board of Su- 
pervisors of Orleans county, which po- 
sition he held for seven years. He be- 
came Chairman of the Democratic Gen- 
eral Committee of Orleans county and 
in 1879 attended the Democratic State 
Convention, where he 
made the acquaintance of Supreme 
He has been 
a warm friend of Justice Peckham 
since, and the night of the day he 
was nominated for Attorney-General 
received Justice Peckham’s congratu- 
lations on his nomination at the Ten 
Eyck Hotel, in Albany. 

In January, 1890, Mr. Cunneen be- 
came a member of the firm of Tabor, 
Sheehan, Cunneen & Coatsworth, in 
Buffalo. The members of this firm 
were Charles F. Tabor, then Attorney- 
General of the State; William F. 
Sheehan, later Speaker of the Assem- 
bly and  Lieutenant-Governor 
later, and Mr. Coatsworth, who, in 
1902, was elected District Attorney of 
Erie county. Mr.

Mr. Cunneen was elected Chairman 
of the General Committee of the 
Democratic party, in Erie county, 
several years ago, but resigned that 
position upon his election as Attorney- 
General.

As the Democratic 
Attorney-General Mr. Cunneen  re- 
ceived at the election, in 1902, a total 
vote of 671,928. At least 10,000 of 
these votes were cast for him by mem- 
bers of the Prohibition party; a com- 
mittee of the Prohibition State Con- 
vention having duly nominated him 
for Attorney-General after he had re- 
ceived the nomination of the Demo- 
cratic party. Henry B. Coman, the 
Republican candidate for Attorney- 
General, 1902, received 662,463 
votes.

State Engineer. 


Edward A. Bond, Republican, of 
Watertown, the State Engineer, was 
born in Dexter, Michigan, and began 
his career as a civil engineer in the 
employ of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
& Western railrozd in 1868 between 
Utica and Binghamton, continuing in 
that position until 1870, when he was 
appointed assistant to Chief Engineer 
Thomas W. Spencer of the Utica & 
Black River railroad and in 1875, upon 
the resignation of Mr. Spencer, Mr. 
Bond became chief engineer. In that 
capacity he had charge of the build- 
ing of the railroad from Lowville to 
Clayton and Ogdensburg. He re- 
mained in this position until the 
spring of 1886, when he became chief 
engineer and general superintendent of 
the Carthage & Adirondack railway 
from Carthage to Benson Mines. In 
1889 he removed to Watertown, N. Y.,

ing firm of Hinds & Bond, and has 
designed and executed many import- 
ant engineering and public works at 
various points in this and other States. 

In 1898 Mr. Bond was nominated 
and elected on the Republican ticket 
as State Engineer and Surveyor and 
was renominated and re-elected in 
1900. Then in 1902 he was elected 
State Engineer a third time. 

As a member of the State Canal 
Board, the Board of Commissioners of 
the Land Office, the Board of Equali- 
zation of Assessment, the Board of 
State Canvassers, and for the first two 
years a member of the Forest Pre- 
serve Board, together with the over- 
sight of the numerous and important 
engineering work in charge of his 
department, the duties of the State 
Engineer during his terms of office 
have been onerous in the extreme, and 
the fidelity and success which Mr. 
Bond has exhibited in their discharge 
were such as to make his renomina- 
tion for a third term a matter of 
course. 

An important matter with which 
Mr. Bond has been connected during 
his term of office has been in rela- 
tion to the improvement of the canals. 
Early in 1899 Governor Roosevelt ap- 
pointed an advisory board, of which 
the State Engineer was a member, for 
the purpose of presenting recommen- 
dations as to the best action to take 
in relation to the canals. After care- 
ful investigation a report was _ pre- 
sented to the Governor and by him 
transmitted to the Legislature in 1900, 
as the result of which an act was 
passed appropriating $200,000 for the 
purpose of enabling the State Hngi- 
neer and Surveyor to make accurate 
surveys to determine the probable 
cost and most available routes for a 
twelve-foot canal from the Hudson 
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river to the Great Lakes. The time |

sent the report on this survey was ex- 
tremely limited, but the work was 
accomplished and a report prepared 
which has been unanimously pro- 
nounced to be the most complete and 
authentic data ever prepared in réla- 
tion to the subject of canals in this 
State. To successfully execute this 
survey and prepare the report within 
the time available required the high- 
est degree of skill in organization, and 
although every detail of importance 
was carefully considered the work was 
completed on time and at an expense 


much less than the appropriation 
therefor. 
Mr. Bond also has carried on suc- 


cessfully the past four years the loca- 
tion and monumenting of the lines 
between the counties of Lewis and 
Herkimer, and Herkimer and Hamil- 
ton; and the locating and monument- 
ing of the south line of St. Lawrence 
county. 

The subject of flood prevention and 
stream measurements is one which at- 
tracts great interest at present and 
will be of great public value in the 
future. Foreseeing the importance of 
this whole subject, State Engineer 
Bond began three years ago a sys- 
tem of measurements of the streams 
of New York State, in co-operation 
with the United States Government. 
In this way the State, for a very 
small expenditure, obtains material of 
the greatest present and future value, 
and the records of these measurements 
form an important part of his annual 
reports and one which has attracted 


great interest in all parts of the 
country. 
In furtherance of this idea the 


Legislature of 1902 appointed a com- 
mission, of which State Engineer Bond 
was a member, to examine the vari- 
ous streams in New York State and 


The measurements obtained of the 
various streams formed the basis for 
the operations of the Flood Commis- 
sion, whose work will be of double 
value because the impounding of 
water to prevent floods also means 
the storage of water to furnish power, 
so that the two projects go hand in 
hand for the benefit of the public. 

The last Legislature also appointed 
an Electrical Commission of which Mr. 
Bond was chairman. This commission 
was appointed to investigate the need 
for a State electrical laboratory, to 
provide independent information on 
questions of electrical measuring in- 
struments. 

Associated with Mr. Bond on this 
commission were Charles P. Steinmetz 
and Harold W. Buck, who are mem- 
bers of the Institute of Electrical En- 
gineers and are prominent in electrical 
matters. The commission had an ex- 
tensive correspondence with those 
throughout the State who are inter- 
ested in electrical matters, and its re- 
port made early in 1903 will no doubt 
serve to direct the future policy of the 
State in this matter, which is of grow- 
ing interest to the public. 

Probably the work which has re- 
quired che most constant care and at- 
tention and which has developed to 
the greatest extent during the incum- 
bency of Mr. Bond in the office of 
State Engineer has been that of the 
improvement of public highways by 
means of State aid, under the pro- 
visions of what is known as the Hig- 
bie-Armstrong State Aid Act. This 
act became a law in 1898, and but lit- 
tle had been done under it when Mr. 
Bond assumed office. Immediately 
appreciating the great benefit which 
would result to the citizens of the 
State and especially the inhabitants 
of the rural districts from the opera- 
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tion of this law, Mr. Bond proceeded 


vigorously under its provisions, and’ 


with the hearty co-operation of the 
executive and the legislative branches 
has developed a system of improved 
roads which is rapidly extending 
throughout the State. 

In January, 1899, about ten miles 
of improved roads were in process of 
construction, none having been com- 
pleted. By January 1, 1903, up- 
wards of four hundred miles were 
nearly completed and plans were pre- 
pared for the improvement of upwards 
of two hundred miles which will be 
taken up during this year. The ap- 
propriations for this work by the 
State Legislature have been increased 
from $50,000 per year in 1899, to 
$795,000 per year in 1902, making a 
total of $1,465,000, which shows the 
interest of the public throughout 
the State in the betterment of roads. 
The improvement of public highways 
under the State Aid Act originates 
with the people of any locality, and 


good road improvement measures pass 
from them through the Boards of Su- 
pervisors of the various counties and 
thence ‘to the State, and by the pro- 
visions of the law the State Engineer 
is required to hold public meetings 
for road improvement in each county 
once a year. Being unable to find 
time for this, Mr Bond conceived the 
idea of assembling delegates from the 
Boards of Supervisors of the counties 
at a general convention which was 
held in Albany early in 1900 and 
proved so successful that similar con- 
ventions were held in 1901, 1902, and 
1903. The report of the last convention 
was considered of such value as to be 
published as a special bulletin by the 
Office of Public Roads Inquiries of 
the Department of Agriculture at 
Washington. 

Mr. Bond received as the Republi- 
can candidate for State Engineer at 
the election of 1902 a grand total of 
663,674 votes, and his Democrat oppo- 
nent, 651,677 votes. 
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SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC WORKS. 


CHARLES 


Charles S. Boyd, Superintendent of 
Public Works, was born in Boston, on 
July 9, 1857. His father, Samuel L. 
Boyd, was for many years a promi- 
nent merchant of Boston. Mr. Boyd 
received his early education at the 
public schools of that city. His parents 
having moved to Brooklyn, N. Y., he 
entered the Adelphi Academy, and 
continued his studies there until he 
entered the School of Mines, Columbia 
College. He graduated with the class 
of *77 aS a mining engineer. 

Governor Odell was also a member 
of this class, and it was here that the 
Governor and the subject of this 
sketch became warm friends and 
chums. 

During Mr. Boyd’s freshman year 
he occupied a seat in the University 
boat, and continued to row during the 
four years that he remained in college. 
At that time the associated colleges 
rowed their annual races at Saratoga, 
and in 1875 sixteen crews contended 
for supremacy, Columbia winning. 

In 1875 Mr. Boyd was chosen presi- 
dent of the Rowing Association of 
American Colleges, and continued to

occupy that position until the asso- 
ciation disbanded in 1877. 

Some time after his graduation he 
followed the profession of mining en- 
gineering, but finally joined his father 
in New Orleans, under the firm name 
of Samuel L. Boyd & Son, and for 
several years thereafter they suc’ 
ceeded in building up the largest 
wholesale dry goods business south of 
Mason and Dixon’s line. 

In 1885, returning to New York, he 
entered the banking business, and 
soon became prominent in many large 
banking operations, and has 
been president and vice-president of 
important commercial industries. 

He has been a member of many 
clubs, but at present associated 
with only two —the Calumet Club of 
New York city and the Fort Orange 
Club of Albany. 

On December 20, 1901, Mr. Boyd 
was appointed Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Works as successor to Col. John 
N. Partridge, who had been selected 
as Police Commissioner of New York 
by Mayor Low. Upon January 8, 
1902, Mr. Boyd was reappointed as 
Superintendent of Public Works.

THE SUPERINTENDENT OF INSURANCE. 


FRANCIS HENDRICKS. 


Francis Hendricks, of Syracuse, 
the Superintendent of the Insurance 
Department, was born in Kingston, 
N. Y., November 23, 1834, and after 
receiving a common school educa- 
tion, took a course at the Albany 
Academy. He moved to Rochester, 
where he lived for eleven years pre- 
ceding the Civil War, and then 
went to Syracuse, where he has 
since made his home, and where al- 
most from the first he has figured 
prominently in the political and busi- 
ness life of the city. He established 
a photographie supply-house with a 
capital of only a few hundred dol- 
lars, but it grew under his manage- 
ment, until it became one of the 
largest concerns of its kind in the 
State outside of the metropolis. 

He was appointed a Fire Commis- 
sioner of Syracuse in 1877, and was 
for two years President of the 
Board, and during the time that he 
held this office the paid department 
was organized and brought to a high 
degree of efficiency. On account of 
his public services he was elected 
Mayor in 1880 and was re-elected 
the following year. He served his 
first term as a Member of Assem- 
bly in 1884, and was re-elected for 
the next term. 

While in the Assembly Mr. Hen- 
dricks was Chairman of the Com 
mittee on State Charitable Institu- 
tions, and a member of the Commit- 


He was also Chairman of the select 
Committee to investigate the State 
and Adirondack Surveys, and was 
chosen by the Reform Associations 
of New York and Brooklyn as their 
special representative to oversee leg- 
islation affecting the sister cities. 

Mr. Hendricks was elected State 
Senator in 1885, and figured promi- 
nently in the election of two United 
States Senators, one of them his 
fellow-townsman, Frank Hiscock, 
and the other William M. EKvarts. 
Mr. Hendricks was also Chairman 
ot the Committee on Cities, and was 
Chairman of a committee which 
made a special investigation into 
the Tammany methods of conduct- 
ing the municipal affairs of New 
York city. Mr. Hendricks took an 
active part in the legislation which 
drove the New York Aqueduct Com- 
missioners out of office. 

He was appointed Collector of the 
Port of New York, September 17, 
1891, to succeed Mr. Fassett, who 
had just accepted the nomination 
for Governor, and held that position 
until he resigned, March 6, 1893, 
giving as his reason a pressure of 
private business. His administra- 
tion of the affairs of the Custom 
House was considered highly suc- 
cessful. 

Mr. Hendricks is president of the 
leading trust company of Syracuse, 
and is prominent in other business

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THE SUPERINTENDENT OF BANKS. 


FREDERICK 


Frederick D. Kilburn, Superintend- 
ent of the Banking Department, was 
born in Clinton county, New York, on 
July 25, 1850. His parents took him 
to Franklin county when he was nine 
years old and he has since lived at 
Malone in that county. 

Mr. Kilburn was educated at the 
Franklin Academy, Malone, and after- 
wards graduated from the Albany Law 
School. He practiced law, but since 
1885 his chief business has been that 
of the management of the People’s Na- 
tional Bank of Malone. Early in life 
he became a member of the Republican 
party, and has ever since supported 
its candidates for public office. He, 
also, has received distinguished honors 
at the hands of the Republican party. 
He has been Clerk of the Board of Su- 
pervisors of Franklin county, and 
Treasurer also of that county. In 
1893 he was elected a Senator on the 
Republican Ticket for the Twenty-first 
Senate district, which then held ter- 
ritory containing the counties of 
Franklin, Fulton, Hamilton, Essex, 
Clinton, Washington and Warren, in 
the northeastern angle of the State. 
He received 27,159 votes, and had a

plurality of 12,450 over John B. Hag- 
gerty, his Democratic opponent. 

In the Senate of 1894 and 1895 he 
was Chairman of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Miscellaneous Corporations, of 
the Committee on Poor Laws, and of 
the Committee on Grievances, and he 
also was a member of the Committee 
on Finance, of the Committee on Gen- 
eral Laws, and of the Committee on 
Agriculture. 

As a member of the Senate, Mr. Kil- 
burn especially concerned himself with 
bills relating to the State Forest Pre- 
serve in the Adirondacks. One of his 
bills prohibited the sale of State lands 
outside of the preserve to a greater 
extent than 1,000 acres. Another ap- 
propriated $50,000 for the purchase of 
a block of forest land in Essex county. 
Mr. Kilburn also brought about a com- 
promise between claimants of alleged 
State lands and the State. 

In January, 1896, Governor Morton 
appointed Mr. Kilburn as Superintend- 
ent of the Banking Department in 
place of Charles M. Preston, who had 
resigned his office. Mr. Kilburn, a lit- 
tle later, in the same year, was ap- 
pointed for a full term of three years. 
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STATE EXCISE COMMISSIONER. 
PATRICK W. CULLINAN. 


Patrick W. Cullinan, State Excise 
Commissioner, was born on June 26, 
1851, of Irish and Anglo-Irish parent- 
age. 

Mr. Cullinan attended the common 
schools of Oswego, and then the Os- 
wego High School, under the tutorship 
of Prof. G. Morgan Hart. He was 
graduated at Cornell University in 
1872, and then studied law. Admitted 
to the bar on June 10, 1875, he began 
the active practice of his profession, 
and soon had a large practice. He 
became one of the leading lawyers of 
the city of Oswego. 

Mr. Cullinan’s political career began 


early, he becoming city attorney of 
Oswego in 1878. He was a zealous 
Republican, and in 1879 he was 


nominated to the Assembly from the 
First district of Oswego county, and 
was elected. As a Member of the 
Assembly of 1880 he was a member 
of the Committees on Lands and Pub- 
tic Education. In 1880 Mr. Cullinan 
had so pleased his constituents that he 
was re-elected to the Assembly. Mr. 
Cullinan, in the Assembly of 1881, 
was a Republican leader and took a 
conspicuous part in the long struggle 
over the United States Senatorships. 
Mr. Cullinan with all his heart sup- 
ported Roscoe Conkling and Thomas 
C. Platt as United States Senators. 
Mr. Cullinan in after years was 
frequently a delegate to Congressional 
and State Conventions. Oswego 
county Republicans supported him as 
a candidate for the Republican nomi- 
nation for Congress. Then in 1893, 
Mr. Cullinan was Chairman of the 
Republican State Convention that met 
at Syracuse. The Republican party 
was despondent as the result of a 


long series of defeats, but Mr. Cul- 
linan’s speech at the convention did 
not have a despondent tone, and his 
criticism of the Democratic party’s 
State administration is believed to 
have contributed to its defeat at the 
fall election of 1893. 

In 1896 the State Excise Depart- 
ment was organized and the late Col. 
H. H. Lyman, of Oswego, appointed 
Mr. Cullinan as the attorney of the 
department. There was great danger 
that the Excise Department then or- 
ganized would be simply a_ political 
machine. Indeed the opponents of the 
Raines’ Liquor Tax Law made this 
apprehended danger their main argu- 
ment against the bill. Mr. Cullinan 
guided the new department through 
legal labyrinths in such a skillful and 
straightforward way that no com- 
plaint was ever made that the depart- 
ment was being used for political pur- 
poses. Collecting $12,000,000 yearly 
the Excise Department earned the 
reputation of being conducted in an 
absolutely honest manner. <A depart- 
ment, therefore, that it was thought 
would soon be in popular disfavor be- 
cause of political influences control- 
ling it, soon gained and held popular 
favor. 

Mr. Cullinan’s part in thus winning 
popular esteem for the Excise Depart- 
ment became so well known that his 
appointment by Odell 
State Excise Commissioner upon the 
death of Colonel] Lyman, in the spring 
of 1901, received favor 
everywhere. Mr. Cullinan was 
pointed Excise Commissioner on May 
18, 1901, and was reappointed on 
January 8, 1902. His term expires on 
April 1, 1906.

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STATE HEALTH COMMISSIONER. 
DANIEL LEWIS, M. D. 


Daniel Lewis was born at Alfred, 
Allegany county, New York, on the 
17th day of January, 1846. His an- 
cestors, on the paternal side, were 
among the early settlers of Rhode 
Island, and many well-known descend- 
ants of that State, bearing the name 
of Lewis, were more or less closely 
related to the subject of this review. 
Two of his paternal uncles, two of his 
cousins and an elder brother all en- 
tered the medical profession. 

Daniel Lewis received his early edu- 
eation at the Alfred Academy, and 
during the War of the Rebellion, en- 
tered the United States Navy, re- 
maining until the close of the war, 
when he resumed his studies in Alfred 
University, from which he graduated 
in 1869. He then entered the Medi- 
cal Department of the University of 
the City of New York, and took his 
first course of lectures, afterwards en- 
tering the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons (Medical Department of Co- 
lumbia University) of New York, grad- 
uating in 1871. He then devoted two 
years to practice at Andover, New 
York, after which he returned to New 
York city, where he has ever since re- 
mained, latterly making a _ specialty 
of surgery. 

On the opening of the New York 
Skin and Cancer Hospital, Doctor 
Lewis was made assistant surgeon 
and then visiting surgeon. In 1890 he 
was appointed to the chair of special 
surgery (cancerous diseases) in the 
New York Post-graduate Medical 
School, and formerly held the position 
of surgeon to the Brooklyn Throat 
Hospital, department of skin diseases 
and eaneer. Doctor Lewis joined the 
Medical Society of the County of 
New York, in 1878, and for three 
years was a delegate from it to the 
State Medical Society, and for five 
years a member of its board of cen- 
sors. In 1884 and 1885 he was presi- 
dent of the society, and is now editor 
of the ‘‘ Medical Directory,’ published 
by it. In 1880 he was made a fellow 
of the New York Academy of Medi- 
eine, and the same year of the New 
York Pathological Society. He is also 
a member of the New York Dermato- 


logical Society and of the Medical 
Society of the State of New York, of 
which, in 1889, he was chosen presi- 
dent. He has also been president of 
the Physicians’ Mutual Aid Associa- 
tion since 1887. Dr. Lewis was elected 
president of the Alumni Association 
of Alfred University, in 1887. 

He visited Europe several times and, 
in 1882, spent a period in the study 
of his specialty, at the Cancer Hospi- 
tal, in London. He was for many 
years an active member and surgeon 
of Reno Post of the Grand Army of 
the Republic of New York city, and, 
in 1887, was medical director of the 
Department of New York, with the 
rank of brigadier-general. He was 
appointed Commissioner of the New 
York State Board of Health by Goy- 
ernor Morton, in 1895, and, in May 
of that year, was elected president of 
the Board, which position he still 
holds, having been reappointed Com- 
missioner by Governor Black, in Janu- 
ary, 1898. Doctor Lewis was married 
on the 10th day of October, 1872, to 
Achsah D., the daughter of L. C. P. 
Vaughan, of Springville, New York. 

Doctor Lewis has made many valu- 
able contributions to medical peri- 
odicals, including ‘Cancer and its 
Treatment ” (1874); ‘‘Marsden’s Treat- 
ment of Cancer,’’ read before the 
Medical Society of the County of New 
York (1878); ‘* Digitalis in the Treat- 
ment of Scarlatina,’ read before the 
same society in 1882; ‘‘ The Develop- 
ment of Cancer from Non-Malignant 
Disease ’’ (1883); “* Treatment of Ery- 
sipelas ’’ (1885); ‘* Treatment of Epithe- 
lioma with Mild Causties’’ (1887); 
“The Chian Turpentine Treatment of 
Cancer,”’ read before the State Medi- 
cal Society (1888); ‘‘ Horse-hair Su- 
tures and Drainage” (1884); ‘ Cancer 
and its Treatment ”’ (1892); ‘‘ The Use 
and Place of Caustics in the Treat- 
ment of Cancer,’ Annals of Surgery 
(Apri], 1898). Besides these works the 
‘*Medical Review of Reviews,” a 
monthly review of current medical 
literature, ineluding a complete index 
medicus of the leading articles of the 
month, was founded by Doctor Lewis, 
whe is its editor. 
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William Miller Collier. 


William Miller Collier, of Auburn, 
was born in Lodi, Seneca county, N. 
Y., Novemper 11, 1867. 

Mr. Collier received a common 
school education in the States of New 
York and New Jersey, and _ subse- 
quently attended the Cary School at 
Oakfield, N. Y., the Clinton Grammar 
School and Hamilton College at Clin- 
ton, and the Columbia College Law 
School in New York city. He has 
also traveled extensively, having 
spent several months of each of the 
years 1895, 1897, 1899, 1900 and 1901 
Europe. He worked his way 
through school, college, and law 
school, being always employed during 
summer vacations and frequently dur- 
ing the school year. After graduat- 
ing from Hamilton College in 1889, 
where he had won prizes as a debater, 
orator, and scholar, he taught in 1889— 
1890 in the Brooklyn (New York) 
Polytechnic Institute, and at the same 
time studied law with the Hon. 
Thomas E. Pearsall, of Brooklyn. 
The next year he taught in New York 
city while attending the Columbia 
College Law School. Afterward for 
a time he was clerk in the law office 
of Tremain & Tyler, of New York 
city. He removed to Auburn, N. Y., 
in the fall of 1890, and was Clerk of 
the Surrogate’s Court of Cayuga 
county in 1890-92, being admitted to 
the bar of New York in the latter 
year. In 1892-93, he was in partner- 
ship with Hon. H. V. Howland, the 
Nestor of the Auburn bar, and after- 
ward he was for a time the partner 
of Hon. John D. Teller.. Since 1893 
he has practiced his profession in Au- 
burn, most of the time alone. 

Mr. Collier became Referee in Bank- 
ruptey for the Northern District of

New York in 1898, and on January 
26, 1899, was appointed by Governor 
Roosevelt a member of the State 
Civil Service Commission, which posi- 
tion he still holds under Governor 
Odell. On February 1, 1901, he was 
elected President of the Commission. 

Mr. Collier is the author of ‘“ Col- 
lier on Bankruptcy,’ first published 
in 1898, which has run through sey- 
eral editions, and which has been most 
favorably reviewed by the legal jour- 
nals and cited by a large majority of 
the United States district judges in 
their decisions, by the United States 
Circuit Courts of Appeals, ete. It is 
the standard work on the subject in 
the United States. He is also the 
author of ‘‘The Trusts: What Can 
We Do With Them? What Can They 
Do for Us?” a comprehensive work, 
dealing carefully and conservatively 
with the social, economic, and political 
questions springing out of the great 
trust problem. He is the editor of 
the *‘ American Bankruptcy Reports,”

John HE, Kraft was appointed a Civil 
Service Commissioner by Governor 
Odell in January, 1901, to succeed 
Silas W. Burt. 

Mr. Kraft, at the time, was editor 
of *‘ The Kingston Leader,” and presi- 
dent of the company that publishes 
that paper. The appointment was 
made primarily because Mr. Kraft is 
a straight-out Democrat, and because 
he was so strongly supported in in- 
fluential quarters for the position.

He is also a 
member of Mecca Temple of the 
Mystie Shrine, and of the Order of 
Elks. 

Before the Twentieth Battalion was 
disbanded, he was for a number of 
years captain of Company H, of that 
commandery, which did effective ser- 
vice in several riots and railroad 
strikes. 

Mr. Kraft was the first president 
of the Kingston City Hospital Asso- 
ciation, and is one of the trustees of 
the Kingston Savings Bank. He has 
represented his ward in the Common 
Council an Alderman, and was 
elected Mayor of the city in 1890 — 
the youngest man who ever held the 
position. During his incumbency of 
that office he instituted many reforms. 
He personally conducted raids on 
houses of ill-repute, besides reducing 
the tax rate to the lowest point ever 
known in the history of the city. 

He is senior warden of the Mission 
Church of the Holy Cross, that does 
a very large amount of work among 
the poor of the city; and has always 
taken an active interest in everything 
pertaining to Kingston’s best interests. 

In politics Mr. Kraft is a strong 
Democrat, apd has represented his 
district in State and National conven- 
tions, and on the State committee.

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STATE BOARD OF TAX COMMISSIONERS. 


In a general revision of the tax laws 
by the Legislature of 1896, the State 
Assessors were constituted Commission- 
ers with enlarged duties. They were 
made the instructors and advisers of 
3,000 local assessors, and commanded 
to visit every county in the State at 
least once in two years, examine into 


the methods of assessment and tax- | 


ation aud particularly as to compliance 
by local assessors with the statutory 
requirement that all property not ex- 
empt from taxation be assessed at its 
full value. They prepare and supply 
printed forms incident to assessment; 
send out circular letters embodying 
the latest legislation and decisions; fix 
the legal residence of those assessed 
for personal property where disputed; 
hear and determine appeals of town- 
ships against alleged injustice in 
equalization by counties; and conduct 
voluminous correspondence with the 
local assessors relating to the problems 
arising in the practical work of the 
latter. 

Although the work of this Board 
was dignified in considerable degree by 
the tax law codification of 1896, it was 
the enactment of chapter 712 of the 
Laws of 1899, at the extraordinary 
session in May of that year, which 
made this department one of the most 
important at Albany, and charged it 
with the execution of new and onerous 
duties at short notice. 

This law taxing “ special franchises ” 
has come to be known as the chief con- 
structive act of Governor Roosevelt’s 
administration. The use of public 
streets by corporate utilities, espe- 
cially in the large cities, had long been 


recognized by the courts as a valuable 
property right, but, being classed as 
neither real estate nor personal by the 
tax laws, it escaped all share of the 
common burden. The tangible — the 
tracks, pipes, poles, wire, ete.— had 
long been denominated realty and as- 
sessed as such by local assessors; but 
the value of the right to have and to 


|operate this tangible in the principal 


streets of the principal cities, because 
unchristened until 1899, went scot-free. 
This intangible but valuable “ incor- 
poreal hereditament” was legislated 
real estate, and, wedded to the tangible, 
“special franchise,’ upon

which the State Tax Commissioners 
were commanded to fix valuations 
annually. As the result of the first 
year’s operation of this law 4,747 spec- 
ial franchise valuations were made, 
aggregating a total of $266,202,759, an 
increase of more than $170,000,000 
over the assessment of the same prop- 
erties by the local assessors the year 
previous. 

The courts had repeatedly held this 
right to use the street property abso- 
lute and indefeasible and inseparable 
from the tangible itself. A corpora- 
tion once invested with and in the en- 
joyment of this right of way could not 
be divested of it nor deprived of it. 


It was and is an alienable asset. It 


|ean be bought and sold, but not re- 


yoked or withdrawn by the authority 
conferring it, at will or whim. To 
avoid confusion it should be noted that 
there are different sorts of what are 
popularly termed “ franchises.” 
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J. The right to exist as a corporation 
is open to any three or five persons, 
upon application to the Secretary of 
State, at a slight fee cost. 

Il. The right to use the public streets 
or highways; which is the grant, permit, 
or privilege from a municipality to a 
corporation to lay tracks or pipes, as 
the case may be, upon or under the 
streets. : 

III. The ‘special franchise’; which 
is the right to use the streets as above 
defined plus the tangible property on the 
streets. 

The State, through its Commission- 
ers, does the work under this special 
Franchise Tax Law for the benefit of 
the localities; and the taxes accruing 
to the various localities in the State 
aggregate nearly $4,000,000 per annum. 

The labor of organizing and system- 
atizing this department during 1899— 
1900, in addition to current business, 
was fast followed on by the necessity 
of defending in the courts the work 
done. The fullest corporate treasuries 
and the ablest legal talent in the Com- 
monwealth massed The 
Commissioners are the most thoroughly 
sued men in the country. They are, 
officially, defendants in some 700 ac- 
tions. The forty-seven cases heard and 
determined by the revered late ex- 
Judge Robert Earl, as referee, embod- 
ied of the important 
legal propositions and also some of 
the largest sums of money ever at

and Wayne. His father, of the same 
name, was a prominent Methodist 


clergyman, well known in the western 
part of the State. The father had 
several sons who had distinguished 
Thomas Raines, who

was State Treasurer 
George Raines, who was Senator from 
the Monroe district in 1878-79, and 
the subject of this sketch, who was 
successively Assemblyman, Senator, 
Congressman, and Senator. John 
Raines was educated in the common 
schools, and was graduated from the 
Law Department of the Union Uni- 
versity. His present business is that 
of an insurance agent and lawyer. 
Mr. Raines began the practice of law in 
Geneva soon after graduating, but in 
the fall of 1861 he raised a company of 
volunteers and was commissioned cap- 
tain of Company G, of the Highty-fifth 
Regiment of New York Volunteers. 
He served in the Army of the Poto- 
mae and in North Carolina until July, 
1863, when he returned to Geneva and 
resumed the practice of law. In 1867 
he removed to Canandaigua and 
opened a law office and insurance 
agency there. He early joined the 
Republican party and has continued 


was elected an Assemblyman and in 
1881 he was a Member of the As- 
sembly Committees on General Laws, 
Internal Affairs, and State Charitable 
Institutions. Re-elected in 1881 he 
was a member in 1882 of the Com- 
mittees on Insurance and State 
Prisons. In 1885 he was Chairman 
of the Committee on Militia and a 
member of the Committee on General 
Laws and of a Special Committee on 
Code Revision of the Statutes. Mr. 
Raines was a Member of the As- 
sembly until 1886, when he became a 
member of the State Senate, and con- 
tinued a member of that body until 
1890. While a member of the Senate 
he was elected to the Fifty-first Con- 
gress and was also elected to the 
Fifty-second Congress. Mr. Raines, 
in December, 1894, was elected a 
State Senator from the Twenty-sixth 
district to fill a vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Charles T, Saxton, who 
had been elected Lieutenant-Governor. 

Mr. Raines was re-elected to the 
Senate in 1895, receiving 11,584 votes. 
J. Henry Metcalf, his Democratic Op- 
ponent, received 8,093; Enoch O. 
Marsh, the Prohibition candidate, re- 
ceived 590 votes, and Herbert G. 
Randall, Populist, 208. Mr. Raines 
in 1896, 1897, and 1898 was Chairman 
of the Committee on Railroads, and 
also a member of the Finance, Insur- 
ance, and Rules Committees, and 
holds the same positions in the present 
Senate. 
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Mr. Raines’ chief legislative achieve- 
ment has been the passage of the 
present Election Law of the State and 
the well-known Raines Liquor Tax 
Law, of which the receipts up to Sep- 
tember 30, 1901, from April 30, 1896, 
were $73,604,425.93. As the Repub- 
lican candidate for Senator in 1898 


Mr. Raines received 12,815 votes to 
9,098 cast for Patrick J. White, 
Democrat. 


Nominated for a fifth time for State 
Senator in 1900, Mr. Raines received 
15,593 votes to 10,217 cast for George 
P. Price, Democrat. 

In 1901 Mr. Raines was once more 
appointed Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Railroads, and was ‘also ap- 
pointed a member of the following 
Committees: Finance, Insurance, and 
Rules. Upon the death of Hon. C. R. 
Parsons in 1901 he was chosen Chair- 
man of the Committee on Insurance. 

In 1902 Mr. Raines was reappointed 
Chairman of the Committee on Rail- 
roads, and also was appointed mem- 
ber of the Committee on Insurance, 
of the Committee on Finance, and of 
_ the Committee on Rules. 

He was elected to the present Senate 
by a plurality of 5,284 over George P.

Henry S. Ambler. 


Henry 8S. Ambler, Republican, who 
represents the Twenty-fourth Senate 
district, was born in New York city 
in 1836. He received his education 
there at the Mount Washington Col- 
legiate Institute and the City Insti- 
tute. He graduated from the latter 
in 1853, and immediately accepted a 
position as bookkeeper at the Morgan 
Iron Works and afterward filled a 
similar position for his father, who 
was a coal merchant York 
city. 

In 1856, on account of failing health, 
he moved to his father’s farm in the 
town of Austerlitz, Columbia county, 
N. Y., where he remained until 1861 
engaged actively in agricultural pur- 
suits. 

In December, 1861, Mr. Ambler be- 
came agent and steward for the New 
York Institution for the Blind, a 
position formerly held by ex-President 
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Cleveland, which required the exercise 
of considerable ability and business 
tact. In 1866 he resigned it to engage 
in business in dairy produce. In 1873 
he purchased the farm formerly owned 
by his father in the town of Auster- 
litz, county of Columbia, State of New 
York, and engaged in the breeding of 
Jersey and Kerry cattle. He retired 
from the produce business in 1888, 
and has since devoted his time and 
attention to general farming and stock 
raising. 

In polities Mr. Ambler has always 
been an active Republican. As such 
he represented his town in the Colum- 
bia County Board of Supervisors for 
a period of ten years. In 1896 he 
was appointed by Commissioner of 
Agriculture C. A. Wieting, as As- 
sistant Commissioner of Agriculture, 
to take charge of the enforcement of 
the Agricultural Law in the Third 
Division of the State, which position 
he held until he was obliged to resign 
in order to take his seat in the Senate 
of the State, to which he had been 
elected. He is identified with the 
agricultural societies of the State, is 
a mniember of the Grange, Patrons of 
Husbandry, has been successively ap- 
pointed by Governors Morton, Black, 
Roosevelt, and Odell as a delegate to 
the annual sessions of the National 
Farmers’ Congress, and is vice-presi- 
dent of the State Farmers’ Congress 
and vice-president of the State Farm- 
ers’ League. 

In 1898, as the Republican candi- 
date for Senator in the Twenty-fourth 
Senate district, Mr. Ambler received 
17,553 votes to 14,890 votes cast for 
James H. Russell, his Democratic 
opponent. 

On becoming a member of the Sen- 
ate in 1899 Mr. Ambler was ap- 
pointed Chairman of the Committee 
on Agriculture, and also a member of

William W. Armstrong, Republican, 
who represents the Forty-fourth Sen- 
ate district, was born in Rochester in 
1864.

He was 
Clerk of the Board of Supervisors of 
Orleans county from 1884 to 1887, and 
admitted to the bar in 1888 and re- 
moved to Rochester, where he has 
since practiced his profession. 

In 1893 he was elected to the Board 
of Supervisors from the city of Roch- 
ester;: was elected to the Assembly 
in 1894, and served four consecutive 
during which he served as 
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Chairman of the Codes and Judiciary 
Committees. 

Mr. Armstrong, in 1898, as the Re- 
publican candidate for Senator, re- 
ceived 9,326 votes; 8,970 votes being 
given to Jacob Gerling, Democrat. 

On taking the oath as Senator in 
1899, Mr. Armstrong was appointed 
Chairman of the Committee on Roads 
and Bridges, from his well-known in- 
terest in road improvement, and also a 
member of the following Committees: 
Finance, Canals, Military Affairs, 
Public Printing, and Internal Affairs 
of Towns and Counties. 

At the election of 1900, Senator 
Armstrong received 11,492 votes, and 
Frederick W. Smith, Democrat, 10,713. 

Returning to Albany in 1901, he 
was appointed Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Roads and Bridges, and a 
member of the following Committees: 
Finance, Internal Affairs of Towns 
and Counties, Military Affairs, and 
Public Printing. 

In 1902 as the Republican candidate 
for Senator in his district, Mr. Arm- 
strong received 9,742 votes; George E. 
Werner, Democrat, 8,703 votes. 

In 1903 Senator Armstrong received 
the following Senate Committee ap- 
pointments: Chairman of Internal 
Affairs, member of Finance, Judiciary, 
Canals, and Forest, Fish and Game. 


Edwin Bailey, Jr. 

Edwin Bailey, Jr., Democrat, who 
represents the First Senatorial dis- 
trict in the Senate (Suffolk and Rich- 
mond counties) is a prominent busi- 
ness man of Patchogue, L. I., who was 
born in that town on July 25, 1860, 
and is the son of Edwin and Mary 
(Kernan) Bailey. His 
training was acquired in the schools of 
his native village which he attended 
until he reached the age of sixteen 
years.

He commenced his business career 
by entering his father’s lumber and 
planing mill, having previously learned 
the building and carpenter trade in 
all its various branches. He possessed 
industry, and careful- 
ness, and upon attaining his major- 
ity he was placed in charge of the 
manufacturing department of the 
plant at Patchogue. He acted in this 
capacity until the year 1885, when 
he was admitted into partnership in 
the firm of E. Bailey & Sons. Mr. 
Bailey continued his connection with 
the firm up to 1897, when his time be- 
came largely taken up with public af- 
fairs and in the real estate business. 

Mr. Bailey had a strongly-developed 
commercial instinct, and therefore in 
his business life he prospered. 

He is an ardent supporter of the 
Democracy and is an active and zeal- 
ous worker in its interests. In 1897 
he was elected President of the Board 
of Trustees of the Town of Brook- 
haven, being the first Democrat elected 
to that office in several years. In 
1898 he was elected Supervisor of his 
town for the one-year term, and in 
1899 and 1901 he was re-elected for a 
term each of two years. His con- 
tinued re-election is a significant fact. 
when it is considered that Mr. Bailey 
was elected on a Democratic ticket 
in a town that is nominally Repub- 
lican by good-sized figures. During 
the administration of his offices Mr. 
Bailey has introduced a number of 
reforms which have largely benefited 
the taxpayers of the town and county, 
and for which they have proyed duly 
grateful. 

In the fall of 1902 Mr. Bailey was. 
the unanimous nominee of the Demo- 
crats of the First Senatorial district, 
which includes the counties of Suffolk 
and Richmond, and in the campaign 
that followed made a most successful 


perseverance, 
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run, being elected by the largest plu- 
rality accorded a successful candidate 
for the office. His father, Edwin 
Bailey, Sr., just twenty years previous, 
1882, was elected to the State As- 
sembly by a large vote, the Assembly 
district then including the whole of 
Suffolk county. 

In his fraternal relations Mr. Bailey 
is a member of South Side Lodge, 
No. 493, F. and A. M.; Suwasset Chap- 
ter, No. 195, Royal Arch Masons; 
Patchogue Commandery, No. 65, 
Knights Templar, of Patchogue; and 
Kismet Temple, Ancient Order of the 
Mystic Shrine, of Brooklyn. Other 
Patchogue fraternal organizations in 
which Mr. Bailey holds membership 
are Brookhaven Lodge, No. 80, I. O. 
O. F.; Court Advance, No. 159, For- 
esters of America, and Paumanake 
Council, No. 778, Royal Arcanum. He 
is also a member of the Patchogue Ex- 
empt Firemen’s Association and vari- 
ous other clubs and social organiza- 
tions. Mr. Bailey is a generous sup- 
porter of all Christian denominations. 

On August 30, 1886, Mr. Bailey 
was married in: Brooklyn, N. Y., to 
Mrs. Sarah E. Dean, and three chil- 
dren have been born to them: Martha 
B., Edna, and Mary Bailey. The 
family are attendants of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church of Patchogue. 

Mr. Bailey received 13,905 votes as 
the Democratic candidate for Senator 
in 1902, his Republican opponent, 
Erastus F. Post, 12,029. 

In 1903 Mr. Bailey was appointed 
a member of the following Senate 
Committees: Taxation and Retrench- 
ment, Internal Affairs, Villages, and 
Agriculture. 


William D. Barnes. 
William D. Barnes, Republican, who 
represents the Thirtieth Senate dis- 
trict in the Senate (Rensselaer county), 
was born in Columbia county, New 


York, on April 4, 1856.

He was 
Hudson and educated in 
the public schools of that place. He 
began the manufacture of cotton 
cloth in 1879 in Brainard, which he 
followed for four years. He subse- 
quently built a paper mill, and has 
been engaged in the manufacture of 
paper there ever since, except for six 
years spent in the same business in 
New York. 

Mr. Barnes is also engaged in the 
manufacture of shirts. Then he is 
one of the largest farmers in southern 
Rensselaer county, having over 750 
acres under cultivation. As president 
of the conducting the 
Nassau Fair of Rensselaer county, he 
took hold of that fair with his execu- 
tive ability and made it known as one 
of the most satisfactory and pros- 
perous agricultural exhibitions in the 
State. Mr. Barnes has given time, 
money, and effort to the success of 
Republican principles and candidates 
in Rensselaer county, and he has 
never wavered in his loyalty to the 
party or its recognized instrumentali- 
ties. For several years past he has 
been a member of the organization 
of the Republican party in his sec- 
tion of Rensselaer county. 

The southern part of Rensselaer 
county not being well supplied with 
railroads he took the lead in the 
measures adapted for the construc- 
tion of the Albany and Hudson rail- 
road—an_ electrical railroad  con- 
structed at an expense of $4,000,000.

Edgar Truman Brackett. 


Edgar Truman Brackett, the Re- 
publican who represents the Twenty- 
eighth Senate district, composed of the 
counties of Saratoga, Schenectady, and 
Washington, was born at Emerson’s 
Corners, in the town of Wilton, Sara- 
toga county, N. Y., July 30, 1853. In 
his childhood his parents removed to 
Mount Vernon, Linn county, lowa, 
where he grew to manhood. In 1872 
he graduated from the classical course 
of Cornell College, at Mount Vernon, 
a denominational] institution of learn- 
ing under the management of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 

In September of the same year he 
came to Saratoga Springs and began 
the study of law in the office of Pond 
& French. He was admitted to the 
bar at the Elmira General Term in 
June, 1875, and in the same month 
received from his Alma Mater the de- 
gree of Master of Arts, which also, in 
the year 1898, conferred upon him 
the degree of Doctor of Laws. In 
the spring of 1876 he became a mem- 
ber of the law firm of Pond, French 
& Brackett, which continued for 
twelve years, and later, the head of 
the firm of Brackett, Butler & 


ing 


Baucus. He is now practicing his 
profession alone, and his clientage is 
among the largest of any Saratoga 
lawyers. He is frequently sought by 
other attorneys to assist in the try- 
ing of cases before juries, or in the 
argument of appeals before the ap- 
pellate tribunals, and has won some 
notable legal victories in Saratoga 
and adjoining counties. 

Mr. Brackett was elected to the 
Senate in 1895 by a vote of 18,558. 
His opponents received the following 
vote: Charles O. McCready, Demo- 
crat, 10,117; Richard L. Dunning, 
Prohibition, 1,003; Philip S. Dorland, 
Populist, 110. Senator Brackett, in 
1896, was appointed Chairman of the 
Committee on Affairs of Villages, and 
a member of the Judiciary, Railroads, 
and Public Education Committees. 

Mr. Brackett, as the Republican 
candidate for Senator in his district 
in 1898, received 19,752 votes to 13,- 
326 cast for John A. Willett, Demo- 
crat. 

In 1899 he was appointed Chairman 
of the Judiciary Committee, and a 
member of the Committees on Rail- 
roads, on Villages, on Privileges and 
Elections, and on Public Education. 

At the election of 1900, Mr. Brack- 
ett, as the Republican candidate for 


Senator, received 23,194 votes, and 
Frank H. MHathorn, Independent, 
15,573. 

Mr. Brackett was _ reappointed 


Chairman of the Judiciary Committee 
in 1901, and a member of the follow- 
Committees: Railroads, Public 
Education, Affairs of Villages, and 
Privileges and Elections. 

In 1902, Mr. Brackett received as 
the Republican candidate for Senator 
in his district, 19,678 votes; Edward 
F, Marquette, Democrat, 15,382. 

In 1903 he was appointed a member 
of the following Senate Committees: 
Chairman of the Judiciary Committee, 
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member of Codes, Public Education, 
Privileges and Elections, and Trades 
and Manufactures. 


Elon R. Brown. 


Elon R. Brown, Republican, repre- 
sents the Thirty-fifth Senate district, 
consisting of the counties of Jefferson 
and Lewis, and resides at Watertown. 

He was born in Jefferson county 
in 1857; graduated at Brown Uni- 
versity in 1878; was admitted to the 
bar in October, 1880, and has prac- 
ticed law at Watertown since that 
time. He was Supervisor of the Third 
ward of the aty of Watertown for 
four years; and a member of the 
Constitutional Convention of 1894. In 
the Convention he carried through the 
present apportionment article of the 
Constitution and the anti-free pass 
amendment. 

On the death of the late Senator 
Joseph Mullin in 1897, Mr. Brown 
was elected as his successor at the 
annual election of that year, receiv- 
ing 9,343 votes to 6,418 cast for 
George C. McMullin, Democrat. 

Mr. Brown served during 1898 on 
the Committees of Finance and Rail- 
roads. He was re-elected in 1898, re- 
ceiving 13,773 votes to 9,494 for An- 
tonio F. Mills, Democrat. He then 
became Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Forest, Fish and Game, 
and a member of the Committees on 
Finance, Judiciary, Codes, Revision, 
Printed and Engrossed Bills. 

He was re-elected a third time in 
1900, and received 16,060 votes to 
9,790 for Delevan 8.

Walter L. Brown. 


Walter L. Brown, Republican, who 
represents the Thirty-third Senate 
District in the Senate (Otsego and 
Herkimer counties) was born in Car- 
lisle, Schoharie county, on September 
5, 1846. He was educated in the com- 
mon schools. 

In 1886 his father removed to 
Sharon Hill, and Mr. Brown went to 
Albany and entered the employ of L. 
Pruyn & Son, in whose employment he ~ 
continued till 1872. Upon September 
lst of that year he located at Oneonta 
and engaged in the hardware business, 
in which he has since continued. He 
also engaged in farming, having a 
large herd of thoroughbred Jersey cat- 
tle. 

Mr. Brown is quite prominent as a 
farmer, being one of the organizers of 
the Central New York Agricultural 
Society at Oneonta in 1874 and its 
president most of the time since its 
organization. He served for five years 
in the Twenty-third Separate Com- 
pany, being its lieutenant most of the 
time. For many years he has been a 
member of the local board of the 
Oneonta State Normal School. 

Mr. Brown went into politics in 1878 
as a Republican and has been quite 
active and stood high in the councils 
of his party ever since. For seven 
years he represented his town in the 
Board of Supervisors, serving as 4 
member of the Committee on Equaliza- 
tion and other important committees. 
In 1888 he was elected Member of the 
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Assembly from Otsego county and 
served for five years, representing the 
Second district of Otsego county four 
times and the county once. The first 
two years he served on Appropriation 
Committees, but after that the Legis- 
lature was Democratic. He has served 
as Trustee of the village of Oneonta 
for one year. He served in the village 
fire department for five years and since 
then has been an exempt fireman. Mr. 
Brown is married. 

Mr. Brown was first elected a Sena- 
tor from the Thirty-third district in 
1895 and received 13,173 votes, and his 
Democratic opponent received 8,798. 
As a member of the State Senate in 
1896, 1897, and 1898 he was Chairman 
of the Committee on Miscellaneous 
Corporations and a member of the 
Finance Committee, and of the Com- 
mittee on Internal Affairs of Towns 
and Counties. 

In 1902 Mr. Brown was a second 
time nominated for Senator by the 
Republican party from the same dis- 
trict. He received 13,322 votes, and 
his Democratic opponet, Levi Thayer, 
received 9,974 votes. 

Senator Brown at the beginning of 
the session of the Legislature of 1903 
received the following committee 
appointments: Chairman of Engrossed 
Bills, member of Finance, Internal Af- 
fairs, Public Health, and Forest, Fish 
and Game. 


Walter C. Burton. 


Walter C. Burton, Democrat, who 
represents the Sixth Senate district, 
Kings county, was born on a farm in 
Wentworth county, Ontario, October 7, 
1864, and received his education in 
the public schools of Dundas, Ontario. 

He entered the service of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company at Buf- 
falo, New York, in September, 1881. 
He went to New York city a year 


later in the service of the same com- 
pany. 

Mr. Burton was the American dele- 
gate to the International Telegraph 
Congress held at Como, Italy, in June, 
1899, to commemorate the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of Volta’s dis- 
covery of the electric battery. 

Mr. Burton’s active participation in 
politics began in 1894, when he was a 
candidate for the Assembly on the 
“Ship Democracy ” ticket and was de- 
feated. In 1900 he was the regular 
Democratic nominee for Senator in the 
Sixth district, receiving 15,572 votes 
and being defeated by Fuller, Republi- 
can, who received 16,370 votes; a 
plurality of 787. In 1902 Mr. Burton 
was again nominated for Senator and 
was elected by a plurality of 1,798. 
He received 15,532 votes and his Re- 
publican opponent, Senator Fuller, re- 
ceived 13,734 votes. Mr. Burton is an 
active member of several important 
fraternal organizations. 

Senator Burton, as a member of the 
Democratic minority in 1903, was ap- 
pointed a member of the following

Thomas H. Cullen. 


Thomas H. Cullen, Democrat, who 
represents the Third Senate district of 
Kings county in the Senate, was born 
in the district he was elected from on 
the 29th of March, 1865, and was 
graduated from St. Francis College in 
1881. He is at present engaged in the 
shipping business and has an office in 
the Maritime Exchange. He is also 
a member of the Exchange in New 
York city. 

He is a member of the Sixth Ward 
Democratic Club of Brooklyn and 
other prominent political organizations 
in Brooklyn. 
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Mr. Cullen was elected to the As- 
sembly in the fall of 1895, by re- 
ceiving 3,786 votes, to 1,765 for Max 
A. Hoener, Republican, and 512 for 
Thomas F. Davis, Democrat Reform. 
In the Assembly of 1896 Mr. Cullen 
was a member of the following Com- 
mittees: State Prisons and Commerce 
and Navigation. 

Mr. Cullen was again a candidate 
for the Assembly in 1896, and was 
elected by receiving 3,960 votes, to 
2,514 for W. L. Morehouse, Republi-

George A. Davis, Republican, who 
represents the Forty-ninth Senate dis- 
trict, which consists of the rural. part 
of Erie county and the Sixth As- 
sembly district in the city of Buffalo, 
was born in the city of Buffalo, Au- 
gust 5, 1858. He received his edu- 
cation in the public schools of Buffalo, 
and from early youth supported him- 
self.

He learned the picture- 
framemaker’s trade and worked at the 
bench long enough to save sufficient 
money to support himself while study- 
ing law.

George A. Davis is well and favor- 
ably known throughout the county of 
Erie. 

He represented the Ninth ward of 
the city of Buffalo in the Board of 
Supervisors during the years 1885— 
1886, during which time he married. 
Miss Lillie N. Grimes, daughter of 
Judge Grimes, of Lancaster, N. Y., 
and in 1887 took up his residence at 
that place, and immediately 
elected Supervisor of that town. He 
was Chairman of the Board in 1889- 
1894 and 1895, being elected by the

of years commanded the regiment. 
Colonel Davis is a member of De 
Molay Lodge, Keystone Council, Buf- 
falo Chapter, and Lake Erie Com- 
mandery and Buffalo Consistory, 30°.

Peter J. Dooling. 


Peter J. Dooling, Democrat, who 
represents the Sixteenth Senate dis- 
trict in the Senate, one of the New 
York city districts, was born in the 
city of New York in 1857, in that part 
of the Twenty-second ward which is 
now embraced in the Thirteenth As- 
sembly district of New York county. 
Mr. Dooling was educated in the pub- 
lic schools and entered early upon an 
active and successful business career. 
He represented the old Seventeenth As- 
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sembly district in the Board of Alder- 
men in 1891 and 1892. Upon the re- 
districting of the city in 1892 he was 
chosen leader of the Tammany Hall 
organization in the New Seventeenth, 
now the Thirteenth Assembly district. 
Under his leadership the district has 


become strongly Democratic. He has 


served as Deputy Clerk of the Special 


Sessions Court, president of the Aque- 
duct Commission, and Deputy Com- 
missioner of Building, Lighting, and 
Supplies. 

He is an active member of many po- 
litical and fraternal organizations, in- 
cluding the Tammany Society, Demo- 
cratic Club, A. O. U. W., Improved 
Order of Red Men, Catholic Benevolent 
Legion, and the Knights of Colum- 
bus. 

The late Senator Patrick F. Trainer 
represented the Senate district now 
represented by Senator Dooling in 1901 
and 1902.

Coming to Albany as a Senator in 
1901, he was appointed a member of 
the following Committees: Judiciary, 
Penal Institutions, and Agriculture. 

In 1901 Mr. Dowling introduced the 
Employer’s Liability Bill favored by 
organized labor in this State, and in 
1902 he introduced and succeeded in 
passing for the first time the consti- 
tutional amendment authorizing the 
Legislature to regulate the hours of 
labor and rates of compensation for 
persons employed in municipal works, 
the preferred labor measure of the 
year. 

In April, 1902, Mr. Dowling again 
returned to the leadership of the 
Twenty-fourth Assembly district in 
Tammany Hall.

Samuel J. Foley. 


Samuel J. Foley, Democrat, who 
represents the Twelfth Senate dis- 
trict, a part of New York city, was 
born of Irish-Canadian parents at 
Quebec, July 10, 1862. He moved to 
New York when a child and was edu- 
cated at the public and night schools 
‘of the city. Since 1876 he has been 
a buyer of dry goods for export with 
the house of E. D. Cordes & Co. He 
is married. He was elected to the 
Assembly in 1890 as 
Democrat by 212 plurality over 
Gustav Menninger, County Democ- 
racy, who represented the district in 
the preceding Assembly, and Socialist 
and Prohibition nominees, and was re- 
elected by 923 plurality over John 
Simpson, Republican. In 1892 he was 
elected a third time by a plurality of 
1,739 over three other candidates. 

Mr. Foley, in the session of the 
Assembly in 1892, was the author of 
a general bill codifying the excise laws

of the State. It provided for the sale 
of liquor on Sunday, a provision which 
was dropped when the bill came to be 
considered in committee. It also pro- 
vided for the granting of licenses to 
sell liquor at night and had a “ police 
spy” clause. The bill was a thorough 
revision of the excise statutes of the 
State, and was favorably reported to 
the Assembly. This bill became a 
law. He also introduced a bill mak- 
ing the term of office of the Aldermen 
of New York two years.

James J. Frawley, Democrat, who 
represents the Twentieth Senate dis- 
trict, was born of Irish parents, in 
the section of New York city which he 
now represents, on October 14, 1866. 
He was educated in the parochial and 
public schools. 

After leaving school, Mr. Frawley 
learned the plasterer’s trade and ac- 
quired a good knowledge of general 
conditions in the building trade. He 
then became a builder and general 
contractor, and has erected some of 
the finest houses on the upper East 
side. 

The firm of Frawley & Rooney, of 
which he was a member, constructed 
several of the large public works of 
New York city. 

Mr. Frawley has always taken an 
active interest in politics, and in 1901 
he led the younger Democracy of the 
Thirty-second district, that being the 
first fight made under the new primary 
law, in the fight against the leadership 
of Aqueduct Commissioner John A 
Ryan, who had been for twelve years 
the undisputed leader of the party, 
and he was elected by a handsome 
majority as the Democratic leader of 
that district. 

In spite of the general defeat sus- 
tained by the Democratic party in 
that year throughout the city, and 
the bitter primary fight within the 
party, the district was carried by the 
Democrats, under his leadership, by 
the largest majority received by the 
Democratic party’s candidates in any 
district in the city. 

A contest being made against his 
leadership in 1902, he was returned 
to power by over 3,000 majority, and 


is to-day the undisputed Democratic 
leader of that district. 

Nominated for State Senator at the 
election of 1902, Mr. Frawley received 
a plurality of 9,867 votes, his vote 
being 17,267, as against the vote of 
7,400 for Frederick Werner, his Re- 
publican opponent, thus receiving the 
largest vote, as well as the largest 
plurality, ever given for a candidate 
for Senator in that district, in spite 
of the opposition of a nominee of the 
Greater New York Democracy as well 
as that of the Republican candidate. 

Mr. Frawley has taken great in- 
terest in athletics, and has been for 
several terms vice-president and one 
of the board of governors of the 
American Athletic Union of the 
United States. 

He was one of the organizers of the 
Out-Door Recreation League, which 
was in getting gym- 
nasiums erected in various schools. 
He was captain of the Knickerbocker 
Athletic team, has been president of 
the Greater New York Irish Athletic 
Club, and is now a member of the 
Catholic Club, the Democratie Club, 
the Columbian Order, the Knights of 
Columbus, the Miami Club, the Pas- 
time Club, the Union Settlement Ath- 
letie Club, and of a number of other 
clubs and fraternal societies. 

Upon taking his seat as a State 
Senator, Mr. Frawley in January, 1903, 
was appointed a member of the fol-

Francis H. Gates. 
Francis H. Gates, Republican, 


farmer, represents the Thirty-seventh 
Senatorial district, Madison and Os- 
wego counties. He was born July 30, 
1839, on the farm known as the Gates 
Homestead, where he now resides, two 
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miles southwest of the village of Chit- 
tenango, Madison county. 

His grandfather, Jeremiah Gates, 
settled here more than 100 years ago, 
and here his father, Daniel Gates, was 
born in November, 1812. 

At the age of 19 Mr. Gates com- 
menced working his father’s farm on 
shares, continuing for about seven or 
eight years, when he came into posses- 
sion of the farm. Always a good 
worker, he has continued the manage- 
ment of his farms, until recently his 
two sons have superseded him in their 
ownership and management. 

Mr. Gates received a common school 
education, then attended the Yates 
Polytechnic Institute in the village of 
Chittenango, and later spent one win- 
ter at the Fort Plain Seminary, and 
later still, two terms at the Clinton 
Liberal Institute. 

Mr. Gates was always a Republican, 
casting his first ballot for Abraham 
Lincoln in 1860, and again in 1864. 
Taking an early interest in politics, 
he was elected Supervisor of his town, 
which was always considered safely 
Democratic by about 250 votes, and 
at times being the only Democratic 
town in the county. He held the posi- 
tion five consecutive terms. Mr. Gates 
has the distinction of being the only 
Republican to hold that position in 
thirty-four years; later, for several 
terms, he has been a member of the 
Town Auditing Board. He has been 
strongly urged to be a candidate for 
the Assembly, always declining. 

Mr. Gates was the choice of Madi- 
son county for Senator in 1895 when 
Senator Stranahan entered the Sen- 
ate, and the sentiment of the district 
since that time has been, that upon 
the retirement of Senator Stranahan, 
that Mr. Gates should succeed him in 
the Senate. 

Mr. Gates’ name was upon the Re- 
publican electoral ticket when Grover 


Cleveland defeated Benjamin Harrison. 
He was a delegate to the National 
Convention in 1900, held at Philadel- 
phia. 

In 1899 Goy. Roosevelt appointed 
Mr. Gates one of the managers of 
the Western House of Refuge for 
Women at Albion; he still holds that 
position, being at the present time 
treasurer of that institution. 

Mr. Gates has been for twenty years 
president of the Madison-Onondaga 
Mutual Fire Insurance Company, and 
he still holds that position, having 
the general oversight of the business 
of that organization. He is one of 
the directors of the Syracuse Casket 
Company and its vice-president. Mr. 
Gates is president of the Central New 
York Pottery Company, located at 
Chittenango, and is principal owner 
and one of the directors of the Salt 
Springs National Bank of Syracuse. 

Mr. Gates was elected as State Sen- 
ator by a majority of more than 6,000, 
running ahead of the vote for Gov. 
Odell in each county. His vote as 
the Republican candidate for Senator 
was 15,378, and his Democratic oppo- 
nent, Thomas A. McKay, received 
9,127 votes. 

Senator Gates at the beginning of 
the session of 1903 received the fol- 
lowing Committee appointments: 
Chairman of the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs, member of Taxation and 
Retrenchment, Canals, Commerce and 
Navigation, and Agriculture. 


Louis F. Goodsell. 


Louis F. Goodsell, Republican, of 
Highlands, who represents the 
Twenty-third Senate district, was 
born January 30, 1847. He received 
his education at Tracy’s (now Hol- 
brook’s) Military Academy, at Sing 
Sing, N. Y., and also took a course at 
Business College at Poughkeepsie, N. 
Y. He commenced his business life 
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in May, 1867, in Highland Falls, as a 
clerk. In the fall of 1867 he went to 
Omaha, Neb., returned east in 1869 
and located in Newburgh until 1878. 
From thence he proceeded to Savan- 
nah, Ga., where he resided five years. 
In 1885 he proceeded to Chicago and 
engaged in the oil business, and in 
‘Ottumwa, Iowa, the lumber business. 
In 1887 he sold his interest in the 
business in both places to his part- 
ners and returned to native 
place. 

When only seventeen years of age, 
Mr. Goodsell enlisted, while at school, 
in Company F, Forty-seventh New 
York Volunteers, and went to the war. 
He was mustered out with the regi- 
ment on August 30, 1865. He then 
re-entered school and graduated in 
May, 1867. He was a member of the 
Board of Education in Highlands, with 
the Hon. John Bigelow as president. 
Has been elected Supervisor ten times. 

Mr. Goodsell, when a candidate first 
for the Assembly from the First dis- 
trict of Orange county in 1894, re- 
ceived for Assemblyman, 6,491 votes; 
B. McClung, Democrat, 3,583; and T. 
Caldwell, Prohibitionist, 278. 

In 1895 he was a member of the 
following Assembly Committees: In- 
surance and Electricity, Gas and 
Water Supply. 

In 1895 Mr. Goodsell’s county was 
reapportioned and two strong Repub- 
lican towns taken from his district 
and placed in. the Second, and two 
strong Democratic towns placed in his 
district. His majority over Henry 
‘Garner, of Newburgh, Democrat, was 
2,474. In 1895 Mr. Goodsell received 
5,835 votes and Henry Garner 3,561 


votes. 
In the Assembly of 1896 Mr. Good- 
sell was Chairman of the Committee

on Commerce and Navigation, and 
also a member of the Committees on 
Electricity, Gas and Water Supply, 
and Publie Printing. 

Mr. Goodsell was re-elected to the 
Assembly of 1897 by receiving 7,332 
votes to 4,177 10, 10, Sahin 
Democrat. 

In the Assembly of 1897 Mr. Good- 
sell was appointed Chairman of the 
Committee on Electricity, Gas and 
Water Supply; a member of the Com- 
mittees on Claims and Indian Affairs. 

At the election of 1897 Mr. Good- 
sell was a candidate for re-election, 
and as such received 5,495 votes to 
3,836 cast for Albert S. Embler, 
Democrat. 

In the Assembly of 1898 Mr. Good- 
sell was Chairman of the Committee 
on Electricity, Gas and Water Sup-

ply, and a member of the following 
Committees: and Fisheries 
and Game. 

Mr. Goodsell, as the Republican can- 
didate for Senator in 1898, received 
14,720 votes to 12,906 for William 
Quaid, Democrat. 

As a member of the Senate, Mr. 
Goodsell, in 1899, was appointed 
Chairman of the Committee on Affairs

of Villages, and member also of the 
following Committees: Railroads, Mis- 
cellaneous Corporations, and Public 
Education. 

Renominated in 1900, Mr. Goodsell 
received 18,162 votes to 14,417 cast for 
Henry P. Clausen, Democrat. 

In 1901 Mr. Goodsell became 
Chairman of the important Commit- 
tee on Miscellaneous Corporations, 
and a member of the following Com- 
mittees: Railroads, Affairs of Vil- 
lages, and Trades and Manufactures. 

Renominated again in 1902 Senator 
Goodsell received 15,478 votes; J. Er- 
skine Ward, Democrat, 12,169 votes. 
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In 1903 Senator Goodsell was ap- 
pointed a member of the following 
Senate Committees: Chairman of the 
Committee on Miscellaneous Corpora- 
tions, member of Railroads, Military 
Affairs, Villages, and Trades and 
Manufactures. 


Thomas Francis Grady. 


Thomas F. Grady, Democrat, who 
represents the Fourteenth Senate dis- 
trict, a part of New York city, was 
born in that city on November 29, 
1853, and was educated at the De La 
Salle Institute and St. James’ Church 
Parochial School. 

Mr. Grady studied law in the offices 
of Middlebrook & Phillips and of the 
Hon. William C. Whitney, Corporation 
Counsel, and was admitted to the 
practice of the law in 1883. 

He has had a long public career. 
A member of the Assembly in 1877, 
1878, and 1879, he was a State Senator 
in 1882, 1883, and 1889. Then he was 
appointed a Police Justice, and held 
that position from 1891 to 1895. For 
many years he has been a prominent 
member of the Tammany Hall Society. 

In 1895, as a candidate for Senator, 
he received 11,806 votes to 6,275 cast 
for Thomas F. Eagan, Republican. 

Senator Grady, as a member of the 
Senate of 1896, 1897, and 1898, was 
appointed a member of the Committee 
on Cities, Committee on Codes, and 
the Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions. 

Mr. Grady has been a prominent 
delegate to many Democratic State 
and National Conventions. In 1884 
he was a conspicuous figure at the 
Democratic National Convention, op- 
posing with great force the nomina- 
tion of Grover Cleveland for Presi- 


| dent. Mr. Grady has been the chief 


speaker for Tammany Hall at many 
State conventions. 

Senator Grady, as the Democratic 
candidate for Senator in 1898, in his 
Senate district received 16,995 votes 
to 6,169 cast for Charles Steinberg, 
his Republican opponent. 

He was appointed a member of the 
Committee on Rules in 1899, and also 
an ex-officio member of the Committee 
on Finance, of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee, and of the Committee on Cities. 

In 1899 he became the Democratic 
leader in the Senate. 

As a candidate for Senator again 
in 1900, Mr. Grady received 17,146 
votes to 8,851 cast for William J. 
Whitaker, Republican. 

His leadership of the Democratic 
party in the Senate was now beyond 
question, and it needed no formal ac- 
tion on the part of his associates to 
assure him that position at the be- 
ginning of the session of 1901, when 
they voted for him for President pro 
He was appointed a member 
of the Committee on Rules as their 
representative, and ex-officio member 
of the Committee on Finance, the Ju- 
diciary Committee and of the Commit- 
tee on Cities. These positions he re- 
tained in 1902 and in 1903. 

In 1902, as the candidate of the 
Democratic party for Senator again,

Mr., Grady received 15,890 votes;

George E. Green. 


George E. Green, Republican, who 
represents the Thirty-eighth Senate 
district, was born in the town of Kirk- 
wood, Broome county, August 30, 1858. 
He was educated at the public schools. 

In 1877 Mr. Green obtained employ- 
ment at a grocery store in Bingham- 
ton and henceforth he was one of the 
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business men of that city. He en- 
tered the employment soon after of 
Ford & Evans, general coal dealers. 
He built up an extensive bituminous 
coal trade for the firm, became a mem- 
ber of the firm of Ford & Green on the 
retirement of Captain Evans, and 
finally succeeded to the proprietorship 
of the concern, directly representing 
the Berwind-White Coal Mining Com- 
pany of Philadelphia and New York. 
For twenty-three years he has repre- 
sented this firm as exclusive sales 
agent for this State and Canada, and 
is one of the largest wholesale dealers 
in bituminous coals and coke. 

Mr. Green is also connected with a 
large number of other enterprises. He 
is secretary and treasurer of the 
Yaqui Copper Company, 170 Broad- 
way, New York; president Interna- 
tional Time Recording Company; 
president New York Casualty Com- 
pany of New York; president Dore- 
mus Machine Company, Washington, 
D. C.; president Bundy Manufactur- 
ing Company, president Coal Dealers’ 
Supply Company, and member of the 
firm of Berry & Green (Wholesale 
Klour & Feed), of Binghamton, N. Y.; 
vice-president Hudson Valley Rail- 
way Company; treasurer of the Con- 
solidated Booksellers of New York; 
treasurer and director of the Harris 
Safety Company, director of the 
Guardian Trust Company, director of 
the Iron Clad Manufacturing Com- 
pany, director of the General Electric 
Inspection Company of New York, 
director. of the Donnelly-Dunham Coal 
Mining Company of Buffalo, director 
of the Security Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, director of the Binghamton 
Railroad Company, and director Endi- 
cott Land Company, and numerous 
others of a like nature. 

Mr. Green has been prominent in 
the councils of the Republican party

in Binghamton, in Broome county, 
and throughout the State. 

For many years he was Chairman of 
the Republican County Committee of 
Broome county (a position which he 
still holds although he has repeatedly 
endeavored to vacate it), and later 
was president of the League of Repub- 
lican Clubs of the entire State, and 
twice re-elected. In 1887 he was elec- 
ted Alderman of the Third ward of 
Binghamton, and in 1888 was elected 
President of the Common Council. In 
1889 he was the Republican candidate 
for Mayor of Binghamton, but was de- 
feated.

office, and was elected by an unpre- 
cedented majority, and thereafter, by 
re-election. Mr. Green was Mayor of 
Binghamton for five consecutive years. 
He made many reforms in the govern- 
ment of Binghamton while Mayor.

Mr. Green was an early member of 
the Commercial Travelers’ Home As- 
sociation of America, and it was 
largely through his influence that the 
site for the Commercial Travelers’ 
Home was secured for Binghamton. 

Mr. Green is prominent in Masonic 
circles, being a member of Otseningo 
Lodge F. & A. M., Malta Command- 
ery, Knights Templar, Otseningo Con- 
sistory and Kalurah Temple, Knights 
of the Mystic Shrine. He was a char- 
ter member of Wamsutta Tribe, No. 
37, Improved Order of Red Men, and 


rose from one degree to another in 
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that fraternal order until he reached 
the highest position within the gift 
-of the members of the State of New 
York — that of Great Sachem — and 
from that he continued to progress 
until he was unanimously elected 
Great Incohonee of the Great Coun- 
cil of the United States. He is also a 
member of the B. P. O. E., and the 
Knights of Pythias. 

Among the clubs and social organi- 
zations of which he is a member may 
be mentioned the New York Athletic 
Club, Republican Club, Reform Club, 
Transportation Club and Lawyers’ 
Club, all of New York; the Ellicott 
Club of Buffalo, Binghamton Club, Al- 
bany Club, Yaqui Club, ete. 

Nominated for State Senator in 
1900, Mr. Green received 19,900 votes 
to 12,466 cast for George C. Broome, 
Democrat. 

Mr. Green, upon taking the oath of 
office as Senator, was appointed a 
member of the Committee on Cities, 
of the Railroad Committee, the Com- 
mittee on Public Health, and of the 
Committee on Revision. 

In 1902 he was renominated as Sen- 
ator. His Democratic opponent de- 
clined to run and no opposition de- 
veloped; Mr. Green receiving 17,955 
votes. 

Senator Green, in 1903, received the 
following Senate Committee appoint- 
ments: Chairman of the Committee 
on Taxation and Retrenchment, mem- 
ber of Cities, Banks, Public Health, 
and Revision. 


John A. Hawkins. 


John A. Hawkins, Democrat, who 
represents the Twenty-first Senate dis- 
trict, one of the New York county Sen- 
ate districts, was born in Meriden, 
Connecticut, October 27, 1864, but has 
been a resident of New York city for 
thirty years. 


He left school at the age of 12 and 
became an office boy in a law office, 
where he remained for two years, 
when he was indentured as an appren- 
tice in the printing business, which 
occupation he has followed ever since. 

The lack of schooling was partly 
made up by attendance at the evening 
grammar schools and evening high 
schools of New York city. 

Mr. Hawkins has never held public 
office before. Nominated for State 
Senator by the Democratic party in 
1902, he received 25,611 votes; and his 
Republican opponent, John L. Bur- 
goyne, 13,531 votes. 

In 1903 Senator Hawkins was ap- 
pointed a member of the following 
Senate Committees: Canals 
Trades and Manufactures.

Henry Wayland Hill. 


Henry Wayland Hill, Republican, 
who represents the Forty-seventh 
Senatorial district, was born on No- 
vember 13, 1853, at Isle La Motte, 
Grand Isle county, Vermont, of good 
New England parentage. His father, 
the Hon. Dyer Hill, was a member 
of the Vermont Legislature for the 
years 1849-1850, and his mother, 
Martha P. Hill, at one time a resident 
of St. Lawrence county, N. Y., was 
fond of good literature. 

Mr. Hill passed his youth on his 
father’s farm and attended the pub- 
lic schools whenever he was able to 
do so. At the age of 16 he com- 
menced to prepare for college and 
entered the classical course of the 
University of Vermont in 1872. He 
was a diligent student and became 
a member of the Phi Beta Kappa So- 
ciety. He was graduated in 1876 as 
Bachelor of Arts, and five years there- 
after received the degree of A. M. 


from his Alma Mater. He was prin- 
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cipal of the Academy at Swanton, Vt., 
from 1877 to 1879, and of the Academy 
at Chateaugay, N. Y., from 1879 to 
1883, in which academies he prepared 
several classes for college. During 
this time he also read law and was 
admitted to the bar at Albany, N. Y., 
January 25, 1884. The following May 
he became a member of the law firm 
‘of Andrews & Hill, at Buffalo, N. Y., 
which partnership continued until dis- 
‘Bolved by the death of Mr. Andrews, 
in May, 1896. 

Mr. Hill is still engaged in the ac- 
‘tive practice of the law, at 75 White 
Building, Buffalo, N. Y., and has been 
identified with several important 
‘cases. 

He has always taken an active part 
in political matters. In 1893 he was 
relected a delegate from the Thirty- 
first Senatorial district to the New 
York Constitutional Convention of 
1894, and in that Convention he 
served on the Suffrage Committee, the 
‘Committee on Education, and the Se- 
lect Committee on Civil Service. He 
formulated, introduced, and secured 
the passage of some amendments that 
are now a part of the revised State 
‘Constitution, and notably that of sec- 
tion 5 of article II, providing for the 
use of voting machines at general elec- 
tions. This was one of the most pro- 
gressive measures introduced, but 
most strongly opposed by certain 
members of the Convention. Mr. Hill 
entered zealously into the delibera- 
tions of this Convention, and adyo- 
-eated measures designed to provide 
home rule for cities, honest elections, 
the maintenance on a popular basis of 
secondary and higher education and 
the enlargement of the Erie, Cham- 
plain and Oswego canals, a work of 
far-reaching importance to the com- 
mercial interests of the State and 
Nation. 


His speech on that occasion was ex- 
haustive and did much to formulate 
sentiment in the Convention in favor 
of the constitutional amendment, 
known as section 10 of article VII, in 
part drafted by him and subsequently 
adopted, which made it possible for 
canal improvment to go _ forward. 
Since that time he has been recognized 
throughout the State as one of the 
strongest advocates of its commercial 
interests. 

For five successive years he was 
nominated by acclamation and elected 
by large pluralities from the Second 
district of Erie county to the Assem- 
bly, and served in that body during 
the sessions of 1896, 1897, 1898, 1899, 
and 1900, and as a member of some 
of its principal Committees. 

While he represented this strong 
and intelligent Assembly district, he 
introduced and passed a large num- 
ber of bills at each session. Among 
these were the Buffalo Free Public 
Library Bull, the New Armory Ap- 
propriation Bills for the Seventy- 
fourth and Sixty-fitth Regiments, re- 
spectively, the Pan-American Expo- 
sition Bill, the original draft of the 
New York Primary Election Bill, the 
Buffalo Historical Society Building 
Bill, the All State Pharmacy Bill, and, 
as Chairman of the Canal Committee 
of the Assembly of 1900, he had much 
to do with the formulating and secur- 
ing the passage of the Canal Survey 
Bill for a barge canal. 

He is a member of various profes- 
sional, political, and literary organiza- 
tions, and is one of the board of man- 
agers of the Buffalo Historical Soci- 
ety, and is one of the trustees of the 
State Normal School at Buffalo. He 
is a member of the Bibliophile Soci- 
ety of Boston. Mr. Hill has done 
some literary work, which includes a 


comprehensive paper entitled “ The 
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Development of Constitutional Law in 
the State of New York,” and also in- 
cludes the Introduction and Notes to 
one of the Odes of Horace, contained 
in the Bibliophile edition de luxe of 
the works of Horace. 

On June 27, 1900, the University of 
Vermont conferred upon Mr. Hill the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Laws. 

On August 11, 1880, he was mar- 
ried to Miss Harriet Augusta Smith, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Francis 
Smith, of Swanton, Vt., and resides 
at 471 Linwood avenue, Buffalo, N. Y. 

Mr. Hill was nominated for Senator 
by the Republican party in 1900 and 
was elected, receiving 15,829 votes to 
11,751 votes cast for Martin J. Caton, 
Democrat. 

Upon being sworn in as Senator, in 
1901, Mr. Hill was appointed Chair- 
man of the Committee on Military 
Affairs, and a member of the follow- 
ing Committees: Codes, 
and Navigation, Revision. 

In 1902: Mr. Hill received, as the 
Republican candidate for Senator in 
his district, 12,531 votes; William F. 
Mackey, Democrat, 11,416 votes. 

In 1903 Mr. Hill was appointed a 
member of the following Senate Com- 
mittees: Chairman of the Committee 
on Commerce and Navigation, member 
of Judiciary, Codes, Privileges and 
Elections, and Revision.

Luke A. Keenan. 


Luke A. Keenan, Democrat, who 
represents the Second Senate (Queens 
county) district in the Senate, was 
born in New York on April 10, 1872, 

Mr. Keenan secured his education, 
like many a self-made man, in the 
public schools of New York. He 
graduated with high honors in June, 
1886, and became interested in busi- 
ness. He was associated with a prom- 


inent architect and took a three years” 
course in the architectural class in 
Cooper Institute, New York, display- 
ing marked ability. For a number of 
years he has been in the employ of 
the firm of J. & J. Morrison, plain and 
ornamental plasterers. Mr. Keenan 
has always been a strong and able ad- 
vocate of organized trades unionism 
and has labored hard and conscien- 
tiously for its principles whenever op- 
portunity afforded. He was the young- 
est representative of the Plasterers’ 
organization ever sent to the building 
trades section of the Central Labor 
Union of New York, and his selection 
for that position of importance and 
trust was due entirely to his marked 
ability and sincere belief in the organ- 
ization. 

About twelve years is the length of 
Mr. Keenan’s residence in Astoria and 
he has been closely identified with pub- 
lic affairs since his advent there. He 
was one of the strongest advocates of 
Greater New York in Astoria and 
worked and spoke for consolidation, 

He is the standard-bearer of the 
Luke A. Keenan Association, a body 
of young men numbering over 200, 
and associated together for the benefit 
of the community.

Frank J. Lefevre. 


Frank J. Lefevre, Republican, who 
represents the Twenty-fifth Senatorial 
district, consisting of the counties of 
Ulster and Greene, was born in 1874 
in the town of New Paltz, where his 
ancestors have lived ever since its set- 
tlement by the Huguenots in 1678. 


Mr. Lefevre was educated at the 
New Paltz Normal School and at a 
college in Washington, D C. He 


served as secretary for his father, the 
Hon. Jacob Lefevre, during the term 
of the latter as Congressman, and was 
likewise secretary of different com- 


mittees. Afterward he spent a year 
in travel in the far west and in 
Mexico. 


He soon after entered the Huguenot 
National Bank, of which his father is 
president, in the capacity of book- 
keeper, determined to work his way 
up and learn all the details of the 
business. To his duties in the bank 
Mr. Lefevre has given close attention 
since his connection with that insti- 
tution. 

He has taken time, to

Merton E. Lewis. 

Merton E. Lewis, Republican, who 
represents the Forty-third Senate dis- 
trict (part of Monroe county), was 
born at Webster, Monroe county, 
New York, on December 10, 1861. 
His father was a farmer, and Mr. 
Lewis’ education received in 
common schools and in the Webster 
Union School. He then studied law 
in the office of Perkins & Hays in 
Rochester, and was admitted to the 
bar in 1887. | 

Mr. Lewis entered political life 
May, 1890, being elected to repre- 
sent the Sixteenth ward of Roches- 
ter in its Common Council and was 
re-elected three He 
prominent in the Council, serving as 
Chairman of the Law and Finance 
Committees and also as Chairman 
of a special committee to revise the 
charter of the city of Rochester. 

In 1893 Mr. Lewis was elected a

ate district, and in that body was a 
member of the Committee on Cities, 
Banking and Insurance, and Indus- 
trial Interests.

In 1894 and 1895 Mr. Lewis was 
President of the Common Council of 
the city of Rochester, and upon the 
resignation of George W. Aldridge, 
as Mayor, in January, 1894, suc- 
ceeded him in the office of Mayor and 
‘served as such until December 31, 
1895. 

In 1896 Mr. Lewis was first 
elected an Assemblyman from Mon- 
roe county for the district which he 
now represents. 

In 1897 he was elected Secretary of 
the State Forestry Preserve Board. 

In the Assembly of 1897 Mr. 
Lewis was a member of the follow- 
ing Committees: Affairs of Cities, 
Forestry, and Public Printing. 

In the fall of 1897 Mr. Lewis was 
nominated by the Republican party 
for the office of Mayor of Rochester, 
but owing to a nonpartisan move- 
ment in Rochester, was defeated for 
that office. 

In 1898 he was again nominated 
for Member of the Assembly and was 
elected by a majority of 801, receiv- 
ing 5,440 votes to 4,641 cast for Bur- 
ton N. Wiltsie, Democrat. 

Mr. Lewis was a member of the 
following Committees in the Assem- 
bly of 1899: Codes, Cities, Public 
Institutions. 

Mr. Lewis at the Assembly elee- 
tion in 1899 received 5,017 votes to 
4,409 cast for F. F. Jones, Demo- 
crat. 

Mr. Lewis, in 1900, was appointed

Committee on Affairs of Cities, and 
of the Committee on Charitable and 
Religious Societies. 

At the session of 1900 he distin- 
guished himself by passing a bill 
which repealed the Horton Sparring 
Law, which virtually permitted prize- 
fighting. 

Renominated again in 1900, Mr. 
Lewis received 6,790 votes to 5,384 
votes cast for George Webster, Demo- 
crat. 

Speaker Nixon, in 1901, appointed 
Mr. Lewis Chairman of the Assembly 
Committee on Taxation and Retrench-- 
ment, and a member of the Committee 
on Cities and of the Committee on 
Revision. 

Nominated for State Senator in the 
Forty-third district (part of Monroe 
county), in the fall of 1901, Mr. Lewis 
received 12,083 votes, against 9,254 
east for Fletcher A. Defendorf, Demo- 
crat. In this State campaign the only 
State issue was a_ constitutional 
amendment proposed by Mr. Lewis, 
and twice presented by him in the 
Legislature, depriving Legislatures of 
the power to pass special bills exempt- 
ing property from taxation. The peo- 
ple adopted the amendment at the 
polls. 

Senator Lewis, in 1902, was ap- 
pointed a member of the following: 
Committees: Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Public Education, member 
of the Committee on Cities and of the 
Committee on Commerce and Naviga- 
tion.

Irving L’Hommedieu. 


Irving L’Hommedieu, Republican, 
who represents the Forty-fifth Senate 
district, composed of the counties of 
Genesee, Niagara, and Orleans, was 
born in the town of Shelby, Orleans 
county, N. Y., January 12, 1865. He 
was educated in the common schools, 
Medina Free Academy, and the Al- 
bany Law School. 

In 1884 he began the study of law 
in the office of the late Hon. Edmund 
L. Pitts, and was admitted to the 
bar when he was twenty-one years 
of age. After his admission to the 
bar he formed a partnership with Ed- 
win B. Simonds, and entered upon the 
practice of his profession at Medina, 
N. Y. The firm of Simonds & L’Hom- 
medieu was continued until the au- 
tumn of 1901, when the senior mem- 
ber of the firm was selected County 
Judge of Orleans county, and the part- 
nership was on that account dissolved. 

In civil life Mr. L’Hommedieu has 
been a member of the Board of Educa- 
tion of Medina, serving for a time as 
president of the Board; and for two 
terms he was attorney for the village. 

Mr. L’Hommedieu, before he at- 
tained his majority, evinced a strong 
predilection for politics and has al- 
ways been a staunch supporter of Re- 
publican pringiples, and is a shrewd 
and able campaign organizer. 

In 1898 he was elected a member of 
the Republican State Committee, 
which position he held for four years. 
In February, 1899, he was appointed 
Postmaster at Medina, which position 
he held until he resigned to become a 
candidate for State Senator. Mr. 
L’Hommedieu was elected to the Sen- 
ate in 1902 by a vote of 16,818. His 
opponents received the following vote: 


659; John C. Mechlin, Prohibition, 986. 
votes. 

Mr. L’Hommedieu, in 1903, was ap- 
pointed a member of the following 
Senate Committees: Chairman of 
Trades and Manufactures, member of 
Cities, Taxation and Retrenchment,, 
Codes, Canals, and Indian Affairs. 


George R. Malby. 


George R. Malby, Republican, who- 
represents the Thirty-second Senate 
district, St. Lawrence and Franklin 
counties, was born of Scotch-English 
parents at Canton, N. Y., September 
16, 1857, and was educated at Can- 
ton School and St. Lawrence Univer- 
sity. In youth he was a farmer, but. 
he is now a lawyer, married, and 
living at Ogdensburg. He has always. 
been a Republican, and served for 
three years as Justice of the Peace 
of Oswegatchie. He was elected to: 
the Assembly in 1890 by 1,305 plu- 
rality over Frank H. Smith, Demo- 
crat, and Horace White, Prohibition- 
ist; and was re-elected in 1891 by 
1,698 plurality over David M. Foss,. 
Democrat, and Charnes W. McClair,. 
Prohibitionist. 

In 1892 he was elected to represent 
the county of St. Lawrence, under the: 
new apportionment, by 6,989 plurality 
over Martin, Democrat; Priest, Pro- 
hibitionist, and Allen, People’s. In 
the Republican caucus, at the assem- 
bling of the Legislature, Mr. Malby 
was the nominee for Speaker, defeat- 
ing the Hon. Hamilton Fish, Jr., by 
five votes, the ballot standing, Malby,. 
28; Fish, 23. By virtue of this honor, 
he was the Republican leader on the 
floor. 

Mr. Malby, in 1893, received 9,477 
votes for Assemblyman, his Demo- 
cratic opponent having 3,718 votes. 
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Returning to Albany he was nomi-|man of the Insurance Committee, and 


nated by acclamation in the caucus of 
the Republicans for Speaker and be- 
gan his term as Speaker the following 
day. 

Mr. Malby exerted his influence as 
Speaker, among other measures, to 
pass the leading reformatory legisla- 
tion of the session. He showed a 
special interest in the bills to punish 
crimes against the purity of the bal- 
lot; to punish repeaters; reforming the 
ballot system, and providing for non- 
partisan boards of election inspectors 
at the 5,000 polling places in the State. 

Another feature of Speaker Malby’s 
administration of the affairs of the 
Assembly was his insistence upon eco- 
nomical appropriations. He called the 
attention of his fellow members to 
the stringency of the times, the pro- 
found suffering of the poor, and to the 
need of keeping the State tax at a low 
point. Mr. Malby’s policy of economy 
led to the passing of the great finan- 
cial measures of the session of 1894, 
with only moderate appropriations in 
them. 

Mr. Malby further showed a keen 
interest in the bills intended to 
bring about an improvement of the 
roads of the State, and to create a 
State Forestry Preserve in the Adi- 
rondack mountain region. As a law- 
yer, he also concerned himself in the 
bills tending to improve the judicial 
system of the State. 

Mr. Malby, in 1894, was once more 
a candidate for Assemblyman in St. 
Lawrence county. He received 13,187 
votes; A. R. Allen, Democrat, 4,524, 
and H. Priest, Prohibitionist, 487. 

Mr. Malby, in 1895, was supported 
for the Speakership by a large pro- 
portion of the Republican members, 
but failed of an election. He was 
then appointed a member of the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, Chair- 


a member of the Committee on Rults. 
In 1895 Mr. Malby, as the Repub- 
lican’ candidate for Senator in the 
Thirty-second district, received 15,939 
votes, while his Democratic opponent, 
J. Stanley Ellsworth, had but 5,169 
votes, and Jay S. Corbin, the Prohibi- 
tion candidate, 562. Mr. Malby, in 
1896, 1897, and 1898, was Chairman of 
the Codes Committee, and a member 
of the Finance, Insurance, and Mis- 
cellaneous Corporations Committees. 
Senator Malby was renominated by 
the Republican party in 1898, and re- 
ceived 17,795 votes to 7,464 votes cast 
for William W. G. Peck, Democrat. 
In 1899 Mr. Malby was once more ap- 
pointed Chairman of the Committee 
on Codes, and also was named as a 
member of the following Committees: 
Insurance, Miscellaneous Corporations, 


Forest, Fish and Game Laws, and 
Military Affairs. 
A third time nominated for Sen- 


ator, in 1900, Mr. Malby received 
21,544 votes to 8,419 cast for Sidney 
R. Phelps, Democrat. 

In 1901 Mr. Malby for a third time 
was appointed Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Codes, and a member of 


the following Committees: Finance, 
Insurance, Miscellaneous  Corpora- 
tions, and Military Affairs. In 1902 


he was appointed Chairman of the 
Insurance Committee, and also ap- 
pointed a member of the Committee on 
Codes, of the Committee on Finance, 
of the Committee on Miscellaneous 
Corporations, and of the Committee 
on Military Affairs. 

Nominated a fourth time for Sen- 
ator in 1902, Senator Malby received 
23,682 votes; George B. Barnes, Pro- 
hibition, 670. 

In 1903 Senator Malby was ap- 
pointed a member of the following 


Senate . Committees: Chairman of 
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the Finance Committee, member of In- 
surance, Miscellaneous Corporations, 
Engrossed Bills, and Rules. 


Henry Marshall. 

Henry Marshall, Republican, who 
represents the Eighth Senate district, 
composed of the Twenty-third, 
Twenty-fourth, Twenty-fifth, Twenty- 
ninth and Thirty-second wards of the 
borough of Brooklyn, was born at 
Cambridge, Washington county, in 
this State. 

He was educated in the schools of 
his native town, and soon after at- 
taining his majority took an active in- 
terest in politics, and was for several 
years a member of the Washington 
County Republican Committee, and 
served one term as a Civil Justice in 
his native town. He resigned this 
office to engage in journalism, and 
was for several years employed as an 
editorial writer on various newspapers 
in northern New York, and as a cor- 
respondent at Saratoga Springs for 
several of the New York and other 
city daily papers. Meanwhile, he 
took up the study of law, and was 
graduated from the Albany Law 
School in the class of 1882, of which 
he was president. Admitted to the 
bar, he went to New York city, where 
he has since practiced his profession 
continuously. His office is at No. 302 
Broadway, in the borough of Man- 
hattan. Mr. Marshall took up his 
residence in Brooklyn, where he soon 
became interested in politics, and has 
been at various times a member of 
the Kings County Republican Com- 
mittee. 

In the fall of 1895 he was elected 
to the Assembly on the Republican 
ticket by a plurality of 3,622. 

In the fall of 1896 he was renomi- 
nated without opposition, and re- 
elected by nearly 6,000 majority. 

In 1897 he was again nominated for 
the Assembly, with practically no op- 


position, and re-elected, being the only 
candidate for the Assembly in Kings. 
county who was elected on the 
straight Republican ticket. 

During the session of 1898 he was 
Chairman of the Assembly Cities Com- 
mittee, and a member of the Judiciary 
and several other important commit- 
tees. At the opening of the session 
Mr. Marshall received several votes 
in the Republican caucus for Speaker 
of the Assembly, although in no sense 
a candidate for the office, he himself 
voting for Mr. O’Grady. 

In the fall of 1898 he was nomi- 
nated for Senator on the first ballot,. 
and elected by a majority of about. 
5,000. 

In the Senate of 1899 he was a 
member of the Cities, Judiciary, and 
Public Education Committees, and 
Chairman of the Committee on 
Printed and Engrossed Bills. 

Mr. Marshall was renominated for 
Senator in 1900 by acclamation, and 
was elected by a majority of 10,252. 

In 1901 Mr. Marshall was reap- 
pointed Chairman of the Committee 
on Printed and Engrossed Bills, and 
was also appointed a member of the 
following Committees: Cities, Insur- 
ance, and Public Education. 

In the fall of 1902 he was again 
renominated by acclamation and re- 
elected, being the only Republican 
Senator elected in Brooklyn. 

This is the only instance in the his- 
tory of the Republican party in Kings 
county in which a Senator has been 
returned for a third term. Mr. Mar- 
shall’s political strength in Brooklyn 
is attested by the fact that there has 
never been a second ballot in any con- 
vention in which he has figured as a 
candidate. 

In the Senate of 1903 Mr. Marshall 
was made Chairman of the Committee 
en Insurance and a member of Cities, 
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Codes, Public Education, and Military 
Affairs. 


Bernard F. Martin. 


Bernard F. Martin, Democrat, who 
represents the Thirteenth Senate dis- 
trict, one of the New York county 
Senate districts, was born in Ireland 
in 1845, and though still a compara- 
tively young man, he is a veteran of 
the Civil War. He enlisted in the 
Thirty-seventh Regiment, New York 
‘State Volunteers, and served faithfully 
until the war was ended. 

He then joined the Volunteer Fire 
Department, receiving at its abandon- 
ment an honorable discharge. For a 
time after the war he was with the 
New York News Company, and was 
advanced to the position of manager 
of the wholesale department, and here 
he remained until elected Alderman. 

As a politician he has earned the 
respect of friends and foes alike. 

After serving Alderman, Mr. 
Martin was elected Coroner, which po- 
sition he filled with credit. Mr. Mar- 
tin was then appointed a Police Jus-

tice, but it was as a State Senator 
that he won his chief reputation. 
Some of the laws which he is re- 
sponsible for have won him enduring 
fame. It was at his suggestion and 
by that the 


“ Knock Out Drop” Law was enacted, 


his untiring efforts 
which made it a felony for any per- 
son to have in his possession stupe- 
fying drugs. 

Martin also secured the 
passage of the law increasing the pen-

alty for the crime of arson in the 
first degree from twenty-five to forty 
years’ imprisonment. 

Senator Martin has supported the 
bills in the Legislature in the in- 
terest of laboring men; and his record 


in this respect is believed to be highly 
satisfactory to them. 

Senator Martin is a sachem of the 
Tammany Society, and president of the 
Iroquois Club, one of the oldest and 
most successful Democratic clubs in 
the city of New York. 

In the fall of 1895 Mr. Martin first 
became the candidate of the Demo- 
cratic party for State Senator, and he 
received 10,585 votes to 8,522 given to 
Henry W. Hoops, his Republican op- 
ponent. 

Mr. Martin, in 1896, 1897, and 1898, 
was a member of the following Com- 
mittees: Canals, Public Health, and 
Penal Institutions. 

Senator Martin was renominated in 
1898 by the Democrats of his Senate 
district, so satisfactorily had his work 
been done, and received 13,643 votes 
to 8,859 cast for Maximus A. Lesser, 
Republican. 

In 1899 Mr. Martin was appointed 
a member of the following Commit- 
tees: Finance, Penal Institutions, and 
Internal Affairs of Towns and Coun- 
ties. 

Nominated for Senator a third time 
in 1900, Mr. Martin received 14,879 
to 10,913 cast for Lucius L. 
Van Allen, Republican. 

At the beginning of the session of 
1901, he was appointed a member of 
the following Committees: Finance, 
Railroads, and Indian Affairs. 

At the election of 1902, as the 
Democratic party’s candidate once 
more for State Senator, Mr. Martin 
received 13,853 votes, and his Repub- 
lican antagonist, 
7,659 votes. 

In 1903 Senator Martin received 
the following Senate Committee as- 
signments: Cities, Railroads, and 
Roads and Bridges. 
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James Henry McCabe. 


James Henry McCabe, M. D., Demo- 
erat, who represents the Fifth Senate 
district of Kings county in the Senate, 
was born in Brooklyn, on March 21, 
1870. 

He attended the public schools, and 
was graduated from Publie School No. 
27 in June, 1886. Then he attended 
Sacred Heart College, Vineland, N. J., 
and was graduated with the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts by that institution 
in 1891. Still pursuing his studies, 
he attended medical lectures and stud- 
ied medicine, and in 1895 received the 
‘degree of M. D. from the Long Island 
College Hospital. He has practiced 
medicine since his graduation from 
the Long Island College Hospital. 

Nominated for State Senator in 
1900 Dr. McCabe received 17,673 votes 
to 11,158 cast for George H. Parshall, 
Republican. 

Upon entering the Senate in 1901, 
Dr. McCabe was appointed a mem- 
ber of the following Committees: 
Forest, Fish and Game, Public Health, 
Affairs of Villages, and Trades and 
Manufactures. 

Dr. McCabe was re-elected as a 
‘Senator in 1902, receiving 17,728 votes 
to 8,901 votes given for his Republi- 
an opponent, Henry D. Hopkins. 

In 1903 Dr. McCabe was appointed 
aa member of the following Commit- 


tees: Fimance, Public Health, and 
Publie Printing. 
Patrick H. McCarren. 
Patrick H. McCarren, Democrat, 


who represents the Seventh district, 
made up of the Fourteenth, Fifteenth, 
‘Sixteenth, and Seventeenth wards of 
Brooklyn, served three terms in the 
Senate and made a capable representa- 
tive before his present term. It was 
through his efforts that free books are 


mow supplied in the public schools, | 


and it was he who passed the original 
bill for the erection of a second bridge 
over the East river for the benefit of 
the eastern district. In recognition 
of his services for the latter, the citi- 
zens of the Eastern district, irrespec- 
tive o£ politics, tendered him a ban- 
quet, which was one of the biggest 
affairs ever held in that part of the 
city. Mr. McCarren was born in East 
Cambridge, Mass., but removed to 
Brooklyn with his parents when only 
eight years old. He was elected to 
the Assembly three times, and was one 
of the leaders on the floor of the House 
in 1889, the year before he first en- 
tered the Senate. He is an able de- 
bater, a good parliamentarian, and as 
a lawyer has the esteem of the mem- 
bers of that profession. 

Mr. McCarren’s vote for Senator in 
1895 was 10,907. His opponents and 
their votes were: Frank F. Schultz, 
Republican, 10,183; George H. Scheidt, 
Democratic Reform, 758; John W. 
Moore, Prohibition, 151; Frederick A. 
W. Grube, Socialist Labor, 1,004, and 
John J. Conklin, Populist, 149. Mr. 
McCarren was appointed a member of 
the following Senate Committees in 
1896: Judiciary, Cities, 
and Navigation, and Printed and En-

grossed Bills. 

Senator McCarren was, in 1897, a 
member of the Joint Trust Investigat- 
ing Committee of the Legislature. 

In 1898 he became Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee, and managed 
the campaign of the Democratic party 
that year. The same year, 1898, so 
well had he pleased the Democrats of 
his district, that they renominated 
him for Senator, and he was elected 
by a vote of 14,134 to 9,523 votes 
east for Edward H. Schlueter, Repub- 
lican.

Charles P. McClelland. 


Charles P. McClelland, Democrat, 
who represents the Twenty-second Sen- 
ate district (Westchester county) in 
the State Senate, was born in Scot- 
land on December 10, 1854, and was 
brought to this country when a child. 

He was educated in the public 
schools, and in youth worked in a 
grocery store until appointed a clerk 
in New York city at the age of twenty. 
He devoted his evenings to study, and 
in 1880 he graduated with the degree 
of LL. B. at the New York University 
Law School. He has been a manager 
of the Hudson River State Hospital 
for the Insane. 

In 1884 he was nominated for the 
Assembly by the Democratic party, 
from what was then the First As- 
sembly district of Westchester county. 
His opponent was Norton P. Otis, Re- 
publican, the elevator manufacturer, 
and a popular man, but Mr. McClel- 
land was elected. In 1885 Mr. Me- 
Clelland was re-elected Assemblyman. 

At the conclusion of his 
year’s 


second 


legislative service, President 


Cleveland appointed Mr. McClelland 
Special Deputy Collector of New York, 
in charge of the law division, and he 
occupied this important station for 
several years, fulfilling its duties in 
a manner highly satisfactory to the 
great commercial interests of New 
York city. He was next in authority 
to the Collector, and during the Col- 
lector’s absence filled his place for 
considerable periods. Upon the de- 
feat of Mr. Cleveland in 1888, Mr. 
McClelland retired from the Collector’s. 
office and, forming a law partnership 
with Charles A. Hess and Mr. William 
J. Townsend, entered actively in the 
practice of law, in which he has ever 
since been engaged. 

In 1890, when the Democratic As- 
sembly Convention for the First dis- 
trict met in Yonkers, there was a 
unanimous call by the delegates for 
Mr. McClelland to run again for that 
office, in order to redeem the district 
from Republican control. Mr. Me- 
Clelland very reluctantly accepted the 
nomination, but he entered into the 
canvass with courage and vim and was 
elected by several hundred majority 
over the Hon. J. Irving Burns, who 
had represented the district for three 
years. 

Mr. McClelland served in 1891 as 
Chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee and leader of his party in 
the Assembly. As Chairman of the 
Committee on Ways and Means he 
showed a resolute spirit of economy. 

In 1891 Mr. McClelland was asked 
to run for Senator. The district had 
been represented by a Republican for 
several terms. He was elected by 
nearly 3,000 majority, succeeding for- 
mer Judge W. H. Robertson. 

In 1893 Richard Croker opposed Mr. 
McClelland’s renomination for Sen- 
ator, the latter having manifested am 
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independent spirit, and Mr. McClel- 
land failed to secure a nomination. 
As the Democratic party’s candidate 
for State Senator in 1902, Mr. Me- 
‘Clelland received 22,073 votes, his Re- 


publican opponent, Isaac N. Mills, 
21,002 votes. 

In 1903 Mr. McClelland was ap- 
pointed a member of the following 
Senate Committees: Finance, Insur- 


ance, Villages, Roads and Bridges. 


James Briggs McEwan. 


James Briggs McEwan, Republican, 
who represents the Twenty-ninth Sen- 
ate district (Albany county), was 
born in Albany in 1857. He attended 
the public schools of Albany for some 
years, and later the Albany Free 
Academy. From this school he en- 
tered Yale College, from which he 
graduated with the class of 1878. 
Since leaving college Mr. McEwan has 
been constantly engaged in the coal 
business. He at present operates an 
extensive coal yard in Albany, of 
which he is the manager. 

Mr. McEwan was elected to the As- 
sembly from the Second Assembly dis- 
trict of Albany county, in 1897, by re- 
ceiving 6,209 votes to 3,914 for George 
Noyes, Democrat, and 43 for Du Bois, 
Prohibition. 

Speaker O'Grady, in the Assembly 
of 1897, selected Mr. McEwan as a 
member of the Committees on Public 
Health and Affairs of Cities. 

At the election of 1897 Mr. Mc- 
Ewan, who was a candidate for re- 
election, was elected by receiving 5,058 
votes to 3,694 for Newton Ketcham, 
Democrat. 

In the Assembly of 1898 Mr. Me- 
Ewan was a member of the Commit- 
tees on Ways and Means, Public 
Printing, and Charitable and Relig- 
ious Societies. 


At the election of 1898 Mr. Mec- 
Ewan received 5,275 votes; Omie De 
Graff, Democrat, 4,558 votes. 

In the Assembly of 1899 Mr. Me- 
Ewan was Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Banks; and was also a mem- 
ber of the following Committees: 
Ways and Means, Public Printing, and 
Mazet Investigating Committee. 

Mr. McEwan, at the Assembly elec- 
tion in 1899, received 5,290 votes to 
4,525 east for O. De Graff, Democrat. 

Mr. McEwan, in 1900, was ap- 
pointed Chairman of the Committee 
on Banks, and a member of the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, and of 
the Committee on Public Printing. 

Nominated for State Senator in 
1900 Mr. McEwan received 23,207 
to 19,058 cast for Curtis N. 
Douglas, Democrat. 

Upon entering the Senate in 1901, 
Mr. McEwan was appointed Chair- 
man of the Committee on the Affairs 
of Villages, and a member of the fol- 
lowing Committees: Miscellaneous 
Corporations, Insurance, and Internal 
Affairs of Towns and Counties. 

Renominated for State Senator in 
1902 Mr. McEwan received 23,110 
votes; John A. McCarthy, Democrat, 
16,037 votes. 

In 1903 Senator McEwan was ap- 
pointed a member of the following 
Senate Committees: Chairman of the 
Committee on Villages, member of 
Cities, Insurance, Publie Printing, and 
Miscellaneous Corporations.

George W. Plunkitt. 


George W. Plunkitt, Democrat, who 
represents the Seventeenth Senate dis- 
trict in the Senate, was born Novem- 
ber 17, 1842, in the Twenty-second 
ward of the city of New York, in a 
place called the “ Negro Village,” now 
a part of the Central Park. His 
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parents were natives of Ireland. He 
attended the public schools of New 
York city until he was eleven years 
of age, when circumstances compelled 
him to leave and begin his life’s bat- 
tle. His first employment was as 
driver of a dirt cart, for which he 
received three shillings a day. After 
spending some time at this employ- 
ment, he became an apprentice at 
brushmaking; this business not being 
congenial he entered the employment 
of Frank Davidson, apprenticing him- 
self to the trade of butcher. So at- 
tentive was he to his business that 
Mr. Davidson started him in business 
for himself in Washington Market, 
where he remained for twenty-one 
years. He sold out his business in 
1876 and embarked in the harbor 
transportation and general contract- 
ing business, in which he is still en- 
gaged. 

While attending to his business Mr. 
Plunkitt found time to interest him- 
self in politics. He was popular and 
ambitious to represent his district in 
the Legislature. He failed to receive 
the regular Democratic nomination, 
but he ran as an independent candi- 
date for Member of Assembly in 1866, 
polling 1,859 votes; this run was phe- 
nomenal, and two years later, in 1868, 
he was nominated and elected to the 
Assembly by the Democratic organ- 
ization of his district, and triumph- 
antly re-elected in 1869. He was a 
member of the Board of Aldermen in 
1870, 1871, 1872, and a part of 18783. 
He also served two years as Acting 
Police Magistrate. 

In 1883 his fellow citizens, reeog- 
nizing his worth, eleeted him as their 
representative in the State Senate. 
He served as Senator during the years 
1884, 1885, 1886, 1887, 1892, and 1893. 
During his Senatorial career he was 
Chairman of several important Senate 


Committees. His efforts on behalf of 
his district and his fellow citizens were 
untiring, and he introduced many im- 
portant bills calculated to improve and 
beautify the city, and to give employ- 
ment to thousands of workingmen. 
Among the many bills which after- 
ward became laws were: 

Providing for day labor in all the 
departments of New York city, and 
that $2 per day of eight hours be the 
lowest rate of wages paid for such 
work. 

In the defense of school teachers” 
salaries. 

In defense of the Museum of Art in 
Central Park. 

Establishing the Bureau of Factory 


Inspectors to protect the factory 
operatives. 
Establishing the Eighth avenue 


grade from Fifty-ninth street to One 
Hundred and Fortieth street. 

Building of the Viaduct at Eighth 
avenue and One Hundred and Fifty- 
fifth street. 

Providing for the extension of the 
Ninth Avenue Railroad. 

Providing for the construction of 
Washington Bridge. 

Establishing public parks in the 
Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
wards. 

Establishing a publie park at Sev- 
enty-second street and Boulevard. 

Appropriating $400,000 for the 
Museum of Natural History in Cen- 
tral Park. 


Establishing the Harlem River 
Speedway. 
Senator Plunkitt returned to the 


Senate in 1899, having been nomi- 
nated by the Democrats of the Seven- 
teenth district. He received at the 
election of 1898 the large number of 
13,833 votes to 10,302 votes cast for 
Charles B. Page, Republican. 

At the beginning of 1899 Senator 
Plunkitt was appointed a member of 
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the following Committees: Finance 
and Military Affairs. 

Renominated again in 1900, Senator 
Plunkitt received 14,541 votes to 13,- 
259 cast for Charles F. Bostwick, Re- 
publican. 

In 1901 Mr. Plunkitt was appointed 
a member of the following Commit- 
tees: Railroads, Penal Institutions, 
Revision, and Trades and Manufac- 
tures. 

Renominated yet again for State 
Senator in 1902, Senator Plunkitt re- 
ceived 14,123 votes, and Michael Kirt- 
land, Republican, 9,786 votes. 

In 1903 Senator Plunkitt was made 
a member of the following Senate 
Committees: Railroads, Public Print- 
ing, and Indian Affairs. 


Spencer G. Prime. 


Spencer G. Prime, Republican, rep- 
resents the Thirty-first Senatorial dis- 
trict, comprising the counties of Clin- 
ton, Essex, and Warren. Mr. Prime 
resides at Upper Jay, Essex county, 
N. Y., where he was born and which 
has always been his home. 

His early education was attained at 
the district schools. Subsequently he 
entered the academy at Plattsburgh, 
where he completed his course of 
study. 

Entering politics as a candidate for 
Supervisor at a time when his town 
was strongly Democratic, he was 
elected, and was instrumental in break- 
ing up the Democratic stronghold and 
placing the town in the Republican 
rank. He was elected to the Assem- 
bly in 1887 and in 1888 and was a 
member of the Cities Committee 
and Chairman of Forest, Fish and 
Game. Mr. Prime has frequently rep- 
resented his county at State Congres- 
sional and Senatorial Conventions. 

He is now a member of the firm of 
Prime Brothers, who are. dealers in 


general merchandise; doing a large 
business, both wholesale and retail. 

He was nominated and elected State 
Senator in 1900 and again in 1902, 
there being no Democratic candidate 
placed in nomination against him at. 
either election. 

Entering the Senate in 1901 Mr. 
Prime was appointed a member of the 
following Committees: Railroads,, 
Banks, Penal Institutions, and Agri- 
culture. 

In 1903 Senator Prime was ap- 
pointed a member of the following 
Committees: Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Banks, member of Railroads,, 
Canals, Penal Institutions, and Indian 
Affairs. 


Samuel J. Ramsperger. 


Samuel J. Ramsperger, Democrat, of 
Buffalo, Erie county, who represents 
the Forty-eighth Senate district, was 
born in the Fifth ward of the city of 
Buffalo, N. Y., April 25, 1862. His 
early education was received in St. 
Ann’s Parochial School, and then he 
entered Canisius College, from which 
he graduated in the year 1876. 

In the year 1877 he entered into the 
employment of the John Schusler 
Brewing Company, now the William 
Simon Brewery, by which company he 
is still employed, and where through 
his integrity and business ability he 
fills a very confidential and responsible 
position. In the year 1884 he was 
elected Alderman of the Fifth ward 
of the city of Buffalo on the Demo- 
eratic ticket, a ward then having a 
population of 50,000 people, and which 
usually gave a Republican majority 
of from 1,200 to 1,500, to which office 
he was elected three successive terms. 

Mr. Ramsperger for the past twelve 
years has been a’member of the Demo- 
cratic General Committee of Erie 
county, of which he was elected secre- 
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tary in 1896, serving until January 
1, 1899, with much credit and ability. 
Mr. Ramsperger was elected to the 
Senate of 1899-1900 by a vote of 
12,638. His opponents and their votes 
were: Simon Seibert, Republican, 
8,748; Wojcieh Jakuowski, Socialist 
Labor Party, 890, and James Pault, 
Prohibitionist, 88. 

Senator Ramsperger was appointed 
a member of the following Senate 
Committees in 1899: Canals, Public 
Health, and Printed and Engrossed 
Bills. 

In 1900 Mr. Ramsperger was re- 
elected, receiving 13,952 votes to 12,- 
357 votes cast for William Metzler, 
Republican. 

Upon re-entering the Senate in 1901, 
Mr. Ramsperger was appointed a mem- 
ber of the following Committees: 
Canals, Internal Affairs of Towns and 
Counties, Public Health, Printed and 
Engrossed Bills. 

Renominated a second time in 1902, 
Senator Ramsperger received 12,481 
votes; William Schneider, Republican, 
9,928. 

In 1903 Senator Remsperger was 
appointed a member of the following 
Senate Committees: Cities, Canals, 
and Engrossed Bills. 


Daniel J. Riordan. 


Daniel J. Riordan, Democrat, who 
represents the Tenth Senate district, 
in the Senate, one of the New York 
city districts, was born in Hester 
street in New York in 1872 and at- 
tended the public schools of the neigh- 
borhood until 1886, when he entered 
Manhattan College. 

Mr. Riordan was graduated from 
Manhattan College in 1890. He then 
became a partner in the real estate 
business ecnducted by his father. 

Mr. Riordan was elected a member 
of the Fifty-sixth Congress from the 
Eighth Congress district in 1898, re- 


ceiving 10,716 votes to 7,347, for John 
Murray Mitchell, Republican. 

Mr. Riordan, in 1902, as the Demo- 
cratic candidate for State Senator in 
his district received 10,917 votes, his 


Republican opponent, William A. 
Coakley, 5,146 votes. 
Lieutenant-Governor Higgins, in 


1903, appointed Mr. Riordan a mem- 
ber of the following Senate Commit- 
tees: Insurance and Military Affairs. 


John W. Russell. 


John W. Russell, Democrat, who 
represents the Nineteenth Senate dis- 
trict, one of the New York county dis- 
tricts, and composed of the Twenty- 
first, Twenty-third, and Thirty-first 
Assembly districts of the county, was 
born in New York city on November 
11, 1874. 

Mr. Russell was graduated from the 
public schools of New York and then 
prepared for Williams College at the 
Barnard Institute. He entered Wil- 
liams College but left it at the be- 
ginning of the senior year and en- 
tered Columbia University, where he 
received the degree of A. B. He 
studied law in the New York Law 
School and obtained the degree there 
of LL. B. Mr. Russell is at present 
the senior member of the law firm of 
Russell, Tucker & Marks, with offices 
at 45 Broadway, New York city. 

As the candidate of the Democratic 
party for Senator in 1902, Mr. Rus- 
sell received 24,795 votes; William H. 
Smith, Republican, 22,991. 

Lieutenant-Governor Higgins, in 
1903, appointed Mr. Russell a member 
of the following Senate Committees: 
Codes, Penal Institutions, and Re- 
vision. 

Franklin D. Sherwood. 

Franklin D. Sherwood, Republican, 
who represents the Forty-first Senate 


district, was born in the town of 
Wheeler, Steuben county, N. Y., De- 
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cember 25, 1841, and has always re- 
sided in that county. 

His early education was secured in 
the common schools, but later he at- 
tended the academy at Lima, N. Y., 
and the university at Alfred, N. Y. 

Mr. Sherwood moved to Hornells- 
ville in 1860, and has since lived there. 
From that time till 1876 he was en- 
gaged in mercantile, manufacturing 
and the lumber business. In 1876 he 
was elected Sheriff of Steuben county 
by a large majority, although at that 
time the county was Democratic. In 
1881 he was one of the founders of the 
Citizens’ National Bank of Hornells- 
ville. In 1891 he. was nominated and 
elected State Senator, but although 
he had a large plurality, was refused 
a seat in the Senate on the ground of 
ineligibility. 

In 1892 Mr. Sherwood was a dele- 
gate to the National Republican Con- 
yention at Minneapolis, which nomi- 
nated Benjamin Harrison for a second 
term as President. 

In 1896 Mr. Sherwood was one of 
the electors from this State who voted 
for Mr. McKinley for President. 

During al. these years Mr. Sherwood 
has been engaged in various business 
enterprises, being president of the 
Allegany Chemical Works; one of the 
promoters and vice-president of the 
electric street railroad of Hornells- 
ville and its branches; president of the 
White Underwear factory, located in 
Hornellsville, and also largely engaged 
in farming. 

Senator Sherwood was nominated a 
second time for Senator by the Re- 
publicans of his Senate district in the 
fall of 1898, and he received 13,677 
votes to 9,184 votes cast for Frank 
M. Collin, Democrat. 

Senator Sherwood shortly after the 
session of the Senate began in 1899 
was appointed Chairman of the Com- 


mittee on Public Printing, and a mem- 
ber of the Committees on Taxation and 
Retrenchment, Canals, and Banks. 

Nominated in 1900 a third time for 
Senator, Mr. Sherwood, as the Repub- 
lican candidate, received 15,730 votes 
to 11,236 votes cast for William T, 
Beaumont, Demoerat. 

In 1900 Mr. Sherwood was again 
chosen one of the electors of this State 
and voted for William McKinley for 
President for his second term. 

In 1901 Mr. Sherwood was reap- 
pointed Chairman of the Committee on 
Public Printing, and a member of the 
following Committees: Cities, Taxa- 
tion and Retrenchment, and Canals. 

In 1902 Mr. Sherwood was trans- 
ferred from the Committee on Cities 
to the Railroad Committee. 

Mr. Sherwood received his fourth 
nomination for Senator at the hands 
of the Republican party in 1902, and 
was elected over his Democratic op- 
ponent, W. H. Willis, by the hand- 
some majority of 4,284; receiving 12,- 


| 418 votes to 8,134 cast for William H. 


Willis, his Democratic opponent. 

In 1903 Senator Sherwood was ap- 
pointed a member of the following 
Senate Committees: Chairman of the 
Committee on Public Printing, mem- 
ber of Finance, Railroads, Taxation 
and Retrenchment, and Revision. 


Frederick C. Stevens. 


Frederick Charles Stevens, Republi- 
can, who represents the Forty-sixth 
Senate district in the State Senate 
(Wyoming, Livingston, and Allegany 
counties), was born in Attica in 1856, 
the son of the Honorable Robert S. 
Stevens, and grandson of Judge Alden 
S. Stevens. 

After being graduated from the At- 
tica Collegiate Institute, he com- 
pleted his education at Cornell Uni- 
versity. 
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He has been actively engaged in 
business enterprises in various parts 
of the country. He was elected State 
Senator from the Forty-sixth district 
as a Republican, receiving 7,474 more 
votes than his opponent; the vote for 
Mr. Stevens being 15,522, and for his 
Democratic opponent, Norman A. Sey- 
mour, 7,948. 

Senator Stevens in 1903 was ap- 
pointed a member of the following 
Senate Committees: Chairman of the 
Committee on Roads and Bridges, 
member of Finance, Villages, Banks, 
and Agriculture. 


Edwin C. Stewart. 


Edwin C. Stewart, Republican, who 
represents the Fortieth Senate district, 
Chemung, Tompkins, and Schuyler 
counties, was born in Newfield, N. Y., 
March 8, 1864. He was educated in 
the Ithaca public schools and lives in 
that place, where he carries on a 
wholesale grocery business. He is a 
member of the firm of D. B. Stewart 
& Co. For five years he was Chair- 
man of the Republican County Com- 
mittee of Tompkins county. In 1893, 
as a candidate for Assemblyman from 
Tompkins county, he received 3,321 
votes, and had a plurality over John 
H. Conklin, Democrat, of 685. 

Mr. Stewart was appointed in 1894 
a member of these leading Commit- 
tees of the Assembly: Ways and 
Means, and Printing. This was a high 
compliment for a new member. 

Mr. Stewart, in 1894, passed a bill, 
and secured its signature by Gover- 
nor Flower, creating a State Veteri- 
nary College at Cornell University, 
and appropriating $150,000 for it. 
Mr. Stewart also introduced bills mak- 
ing an appropriation to improve the 
Cayuga inlet; a bill amending the 
Military Code in the interest of Sons 


of Veterans; a bill permitting villages 
to create electric light plants; a bill 
in relation to the sale of liquor under 
five gallons in amount, and a bill mak- 
ing an appropriation to continue the 
State survey. 

Mr. Stewart’s services were so satis- 
factory to his constituents that, in 
1894, he was renominated. He re- 
ceived 4,692 votes; A. G. Genung, 
Democrat, 2,402 votes; and T. J. Har- 
rington, Prohibitionist, 379. As a 
member of the Assembly of 1895 he 
was Chairman of the Committee of 
the Soldiers’ Home, and a member of 
the Committee on Ways and Means 
and the Committee on Printing. 

In 1895 Mr. Stewart was nominated 
for Senator from his present district. 
Mr. Stewart’s vote for Senator was 
11,525. Other candidates and their 
support were: J. Franklin Barnes, 
Democrat, 9,269; Sherman C. Estey, 


Prohibition, 1,054; and Lafayette 
Krum, Populist, 214. In the session 
of 1896 Mr. Stewart was Chairman 


of the Committee on Internal Affairs 
of Towns and Counties; and was also 
a member of the following Commit- 
tees: Finance, Public Education, Penal 
Institutions, and Affairs of Villages. 
During Mr. Stewart’s term of service 
in the Senate, he introduced and 
passed a number of bills, including 
one “to promote forestry and to es- 
tablish at Cornell University a State 
school of forestry.” 

Mr. Stewart was a second time 
elected to represent the Fortieth Sena- 
torial district in 1900, receiving a ma- 
jority over William L. Pike, his op- 
ponent on the Democratic ticket, of 
2,397 votes, carrying all three counties 
in the district by the following plu- 
ralities: Chemung, 280; 
698; Tompkins, 1,419. 

The vote was: Stewart, Republican, 
14,831; William L. Pike, Democrat, 
12,436. 


Schuyler, 
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Re-entering the Senate in 1901 Mr. 
Stewart was appointed a member of 
the following Committees: Finance, 
Miscellaneous Corporations, and In- 
dian Affairs. 

At the election of 1902 Mr. Stewart 
received 13,421 votes; Charles A. 
Lowe, Democrat, 10,596. 

In 1903 Senator Stewart was ap- 
pointed a member of the following 
Senate Committees: Chairman of the 
Committee on Public Health, member 
of Finance, Insurance, Miscellaneous 
Corporations, and Revision. 


William Townsend. 


William Townsend, Democrat, who 
represents the Thirty-fourth Senate 
district in the State Senate (Oneida 
county), was born at Walton, Delaware 
county, N. Y.; was educated at Yale, 
class of 1871, and studied law with 
Judge Charles Mason, and later in 
the office of W. & John D. Kernan, at 
Utica, N. Y. He was admitted to the 
bar in 1876. He was appointed As- 
sistant District Attorney of Oneida 
county under M. D. Barnett and served 
three years. After this service he 
formed a copartnership with Judge 
William P. Quin, now of New York, 
under the firm name of Townsend & 
Quin. Dexter E. Pomeroy was then 
admitted to the firm and the firm name 
became Pomeroy, Townsend & Quin. 
In 1881 Mr. Quin retired from the co- 
partnership and soon afterward lo- 
eated in New York. The firm then 
became known as Pomeroy & Town- 
send. 

In the fall of 1882 Mr. Townsend 
was elected to the State Assembly in 
a three-cornered fight by about 800 
plurality. He served one term and 
was made Chairman of the Committee 
on General Laws, the second Commit- 
tee in the House, and was also a mem- 
ber of the Insurance Committee. In 


the fall of 1880 he ran for District 
Attorney in Oneida county against W. 
A. Matteson and ran about 700 ahead 
of his ticket. He ran again for the 
same office in 1883, and again his vote 
was flattering. After he came from 
the Legislature he practiced his pro- 
fession alone until January 1, 1897, 
when he formed a copartnership with 
Hon. Thomas 8. Jones of Utica and 
Hon. Henry W. Bentley of Boonville, 
under the firm name of Bentley, Jones 
& Townsend. Mr. Jones had just been 
elected District Attorney and he made 
Mr. Townsend his assistant. Mr. Bent- 
ley retired at the close of the first 
year and the firm name became Jones 
& Townsend. It so remained until 
the admission of Joseph Rudd in 1898. 
Mr. Jones was re-elected in 1889 and 
Mr. Townsend continued to be his as- 
sistant during the second term. 

For four years Mr. Townsend was 
a member of the board of managers of 
the Utica State Hospital. 

Mr. Townsend received as a candi- 
date for State Senator in 1902, 14,663 
votes, his Republican opponent, Wil- 
liam E. Lewis, 14,382 votes. 

In 1903 Senator Townsend was ap- 
pointed a member of the following 
Senate Committees: Judiciary, Forest, 
Fish ana Game, Agriculture, and Priv- 
ileges and Elections. 


Joseph Wagner. 


Joseph Wagner, Democrat, of 
Brooklyn, who represents the Ninth 
Senate district in the Senate, 
born in Alsace, Germany, in 1853. 
His parents brought him to this coun- 
try when he was three and one-half 
years old and made their home in 
Newark, N. J. 

When Mr. Wagner was fifteen years 
old he came to Brooklyn and learned 
the carpenter trade. In 1875 he en- 
tered into business for himself as a 
carpenter and builder. In 1881 he ac- 
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cepted the position of messenger to 
the Board of Aldermen, but continued 
in the building business until 1883, 
when he was appointed Superintendent 
of the Truant Home. In 1884, when 
the building trade, after a period of 
depression, began to revive, he re- 
signed this position and resumed busi- 
ness as a builder and general con- 
tractor on a larger scale. He has 
executed some of the largest contracts 
in the city of Brooklyn, and is still 
in the same business. 

As the Democratic candidate for 
Senator in 1898 from the Ninth Sen- 
ate district, Mr. Wagner received 16,- 
555 votes to 11,796 votes cast for 
Julius L. Wieman, Republican. 

Senator Wagner, soon after the ses- 
sion of the Legislature begun in 1899, 
was appointed a member of the fol- 
lowing Committees: Banks, Printed 
and Engrossed Bills, and Roads and 
Bridges. F 

Senator Wagner was renominated 
for Senator by the Democratic party 
in 1900, and, as such, received 17,877 
votes to 16,478 votes cast for Wil- 
liam Schnitzpan, Republican.

Spencer K. Warnick. 
Spencer K. Warnick, Republican, 
Senator from the Twenty-seventh Sena- 
torial district, which comprises the 
counties of Montgomery, Schoharie, 
Fulton, and Hamilton, was born in 


the city of Amsterdam, N. Y., on the 
14th day of September, 1874. 

He received his early education in 
the public schools of his native 
Entering Yale University he was 
graduated in the class of 1895 with 
honors, when twenty years of age. 
After graduation he studied law for 
two years in the office of Nisbet & 
"Sanson, at Amsterdam, N. Y., and 
was admitted to the bar in November, 
1897. Soon after, opening an office 
for the general practice of the law, 
his ability and integrity were quickly 
recognized.

Mr. Warnick has been an active Re- 
publican since attaining his majority 
and enjoys a marked popularity, espec- 
ially with the younger element of the 
Republican party. Although he has 
been conspicuous in the upper coun- 
cils of the Republican party, the de- 
sire for political preferment had never 
entered his mind and the suggestion 
of his name in connection with the 
Senatorial nomination came as a com- 
plete surprise to him. He was nomi- 
nated unanimously, his being the only 
name brought before the Convention. 
He a prominent club man and 
Mason. 

Although the Twenty-seventh Sen- 
atorial district comprises the two 
Democratic counties of Schoharie and 
Hamilton, which were two of the only 
three counties outside of Greater New 
York to give a plurality for Coler, the 
Democratic nominee for Governor, 
nevertheless, Mr. Warnick was elected 
Senator over his Democratic opponent, 
Charles Rickard, by 2,245 plurality; 
receiving 15,325 votes, and Charles 
Rickard, Democrat, 13,080 votes. 

Soon after he took the oath of of- 
fice as Senator, Mr. Warnick was ap- 
pointed a member of the following 
Senate Committees: Chairman of the 
Committee on Privileges and Elections, 
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member of Judiciary, Codes, Internal 
Affairs, and Public Education. 


Horace White. 


Horace White, Republican, Senator 
from the Thirty-sixth Senate district, 
Onondaga county, was born October 
7, 1865, in the city of Buffalo. He 
is the son of Horace K. White, a 
well-known and highly-respected citi- 
zen of Syracuse, and a nephew of the 
Hon. Andrew D. White, ex-president 
of Cornell University, ex-Ambassador 
to Russia and Ambassador to Ger- 
many. 

Mr. White came to Syracuse with 
his parents in 1869, and has resided 
there ever since. There he attended 
the publie schools and the high school, 
and thence entered Cornell University, 
graduating with high honors in 1887. 

In 1886, at Cornell, Mr. White took 
the memorial prize for the junior year 
for oratory, and in the senior year 
won the Woodford prize, a gold medal 
of $100 value, for the best English 
oration, matter and manner being con- 
sidered. In the first instance the en- 
tire class competed for this prize, and 
from these the six best were chosen to 
speak in a public contest. Mr. White’s 
eloquent words have been frequently 
heard in Onondaga county since that 
time, both in the courts and from the 
political rostrum. 

After studying law two years in ex- 
Senator Hiscock’s office, Mr. White 
took the law course at Columbia Law 
School. He was admitted to the bar 
in May, 1890, and then put in another 
year’s study in Mr. Hiscock’s office. 

Mr. White then formed a partner- 
ship with Harry F. King, for some 
years managing clerk in Mr. Hiscock’s 
office. On Mr. King’s death in Feb- 
ruary, 1893, Mr. White formed a part- 


nership with Jerome L. Cheney, which 
still continues. 

Mr. White has been an active Re- 
publican since attaining his majority. 
He enjoys popularity in a marked de- 
gree, especially with the younger ele- 
ment of the Republican party. 

Mr. White was elected Senator in 
1895 by nearly 5,000 more votes than 
his Democratic opponent received. 
The votes of the candidates in the 
Thirty-sixth district were: Horace 
White, Republican, 17,512; Philip S. 
Ryder, Democrat, 12,877; Amos Nay- 
lor, Prohibition, 651, and Thos. Crim- 
mins, Socialist Labor, 471. 

Mr. White, in 1896, 1897, and 1898, 
was Chairman of the Committee on 
Printed and Engrossed Bills, and also 
a member of the Committees on Af- 
fairs of Cities, Codes, Public Eduea- 
tion, and Indian Affairs.

Thomas C. Whitlock, Democrat, who 
represents the Fourth Senate district 
in the State Senate (one of the Kings 
county districts), was born in Vir- 
ginia on January 21, 1874.

In 1902 he was nominated for State 
Senator by the Demscratic party in 
the district he now represents, and

Benjamin Martin Wilcox, Republi- 
ean, who represents the Thirty-ninth 
Senate district, Cayuga and Seneca 
counties, was born in Fleming, Cayuga 
county, June 21, 1854, and was edu- 
eated in the public schools of Auburn. 
In 1870 he entered the County Clerk’s 
office as messenger and clerk; was so 
employed for seven years, and then 
appointed Deputy County Clerk, which 
position he held till January, 1883, 
when he was chosen Clerk, and re- 
mained such till 1891.

county. For several years he was 
Chairman of the Republican County 
Committee. 

He was elected to the Assembly in 
1893 by 6,381 votes, having a plurality 
over Lewis C. Mead, Democrat, of 
2,137.

Adams, Republican. Mr. Wilcox, in 
1894, was appointed a member of the 
following Committees: Education, 
Public Lands and Forestry, Prisons. 

His services being eminently satis- 
factory to his Republican constituents, 
Mr. Wilcox was renominated for As- 
semblyman in 1894. He then received 
8,796 votes; H. Howland, Democrat, 
4,764 votes, and H. C. Hoyt, Pro- 
hibitionist, 455 votes. 

In 1895 Mr. Wilcox was Chairman 
of the Committee on Prisons of the 
Assembly, and also was a member of 
the Committee on Taxation and Re- 
trenchment, and of the Committee on 
Public Education.

JAMES S. WHIPPLE, 
Clerk of the Senate. 


James S. Whipple, Clerk of the 
Senate, was born at Steamburg, Cat- 
taraugus county, on October 1, 1852, 
of American parents. His education 
was obtained in the common and 
union schools of that county. 

At nine years of age he was left to 
care for himself and to contribute to 
the support of his mother and younger 
members of the family. His father 
had enlisted in the One Hundred and 
Fifty-fourth Regiment of New York 
Volunteers, and being captured at 
Gettysburg, died in Andersonville 


prison. This death of his father com- 


pelled Mr. Whipple to go hard to work 
at an unusually early age. 

Mr. Whipple has always been a Re- 
publican and has received many hon- 
ors at the hands of the Republican 
party, having been successively Jus- 
tice of the Peace, Coroner, Supervisor, 
Chairman of the Board of Super- 
visors of Cattaraugus county, and 
finally an Assemblyman, by gift of the 
Republican party. He was a Mem- 
ber of the Assembly, representing one 
of the districts of Cattaraugus county, 
in the years 1888, 1889, 1890, and

S. FRED. NIXON, Speaker. 


S. Fred. Nixon, Speaker of the As- 
sembly, who represents the Second As- 
sembly district of the county of Chau- 
tauqua, is a resident of Westfield, 
where he is a manufacturer and far- 
mer. He was born in Westfield, De- 
cember 3, 1860, and was educated at 
the High School in that place and at 
Hamilton College. He was graduated 
in the class of 1881. Mr. Nixon en- 
tered public life in 1884, when he was 
elected Trustee of the village of West- 
field. He was elected Supervisor of 
the town of Westfield in 1886, and has 
been Supervisor continuously since 
that time. 

In 1887 he was an Assemblyman 
from the district he now represents; 
and was re-elected in 1888, 1889, 1893, 
1894, 1895, 1896, 1897, 1898, 1899, and 
1900. In 1893, as a candidate for 
Assemblyman he received 8,593 votes, 
and had a plurality over Charles T. 
Reed, Democrat, of 5,182, and a ma- 
jority over all candidates of 3,603. 

Once more nominated for Assembly- 
man, in 1894, Mr. Nixon received 
12,249 votes; E. M. Fenton, Demo- 
erat, 4,329; J. E. McLean, Prohibi- 
tionist, 834; and C. J. Miller, Popu- 
list, 542. 

In 1895 Mr. Nixon was again nomi- 
nated for Assemblyman, and at the 
election of that year received 4,017 
votes to 410 for Medad 8. Corey, Pro- 
hibitionist, and 139 for Benjamin L. 
Harrison, Populist. Mr. Nixon, in 
the Assembly of 1896, was Chairman 
of the Committee on Railroads; and 


also a member of the Ways and Means 
and Rules Committees:

Lewis A. Abrams, Democrat, who 
represents the Thirty-first Assembly 
district. of New York county in the 
Assembly, was born in the city of 
New York on March 5, 1872, and at- 
tended the public schools and grad- 
uated there in 1885. 

After leaving school he took a po- 
sition with a large mercantile con- 
cern, and remained in commercial 
circles until 1894, when he was ap- 
pointed Stamp Clerk in the New York 
post-office under Postmaster Chas. W. 
Dayton. 

During the time he was employed at 
the postal service, he studied law at 
night, and was admitted to practice 
in the State of New York in the month 
of June, 1597, and since that time has 
built up a large and successful prac- 
tice. He was admitted to practice in 
the United States District Court and 
United States Circuit Court in 1899. 

Mr. Abrams is a member of several 
well-known clubs, societies, and or-

Fred. E. Allen. 


Fred. E. Allen, Republican, of Whit- 
neys Point, N. Y., who represents the 
Second district of the county of 
Broome, is a son of James F. Allen, a 
descendant of Ethan Allen, and was 
born in the town of Lisle, Broome 
county. He is one of Whitneys Point's 
most successful business men, and a 
self-made man in every sense of the 
term. 

He received his education at the 
Whitneys Point High School. Soon 
after leaving school he entered the 
large dry goods store of Griffin 
Brothers to learn the business. He 
began business life in 1883. Starting 
in a small way he has succeeded by 
his own energy and good business 
ability, and for some years back has 
conducted one of the largest stores 
in northern Broome. He also owns 
one of the finest residences in Whit- 
neys Point. He is an active member 


of the Baptist Church and a Mason. 
In public life he has served several 
years as Town Clerk of Whitneys 
Point, was a member of the Board of 
Education for fifteen years and presi- 
dent of the Board eight years, was 
Trustee of the village for two years 
and has been secretary of the Broome 
County Agricultural Society for five 
or six years. He has always been a 
staunch Republican and a strong sup- 
porter of Republican principles. For 
some years he has been a member of 
the Republican County Committee of 
Broome county and in 1901 was the

Samuel M. Allston, Republican, who 
represents the county of Herkimer in 
the Assembly, was born at Malden 
Bridge, Columbia county, N. Y., on 
December 25, 1870. 

Mr. Allston, in 1880, became a resi- 
dent of Ilion, Herkimer county, and 
has since lived there. He was gradu- 
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ated from the Ilion Union School and 
Academy in the class of 1888. He has 
been in the employ of the Remington 
Standard Typewriter Company for 
eleven years and at present is an in- 
spector of typewriting machines. 

Nominated for the Assembly by the 
Republicans of Herkimer county in 
the fall of 1900, Mr. Allston received 
at the November election that year 
8,060 votes, to 5,477 votes cast for 
B. J. McDonald, Democrat. 

After having been sworn in as an 
Assemblyman in 1901, Mr. Allston was 
appointed a member of the Committee 
on Villages, of the Committee on Fish- 
eries and Game, and of the Commit- 
tee on Engrossed Bills. 

Renominated in 1902 Mr. Allston re- 
ceived 5,812 votes; Jay W. Humphrey, 
Democrat, 3,966. 

Speaker Nixon, in 1902, appointed 
Mr. Allston a member of the follow- 
ing Assembly Committees: Fisheries 
and Game, Federal Relations, and 
General Laws. 


In 1902 as the candidate of the Re- 


publicans of Herkimer county for As- 
semblyman, Mr. Allston received 6,318 
yotes; John T. Bradley, Democrat, 
5,026 votes. 

Mr. Allston was appointed a mem- 
ber of the following Assembly Com- 
mittees in 1903: Chairman of Fish- 
eries, Game; member of Public Health, 
and Public lands and Forestry. 


James K. Apgar. 


James Kelloge Apgar, Republican, 
who represents the Third Assembly 
district of Westchester county, was 
born in Peekskill, N. Y., on Novem- 
ber 8, 1862, where he has since re- 
sided.

A. Apgar, who was an intimate asso- 
ciate of the late Judge William H. 
Robertson and the late General James 
W. Husted in the management of the 
political affairs in Westchester county. 


He attended the public schools and 
graduated from Drum Hill Union Free 
School No. 7 in 1880. This, with a 
short term at Colletts’ School for 
young men, in his native town, com- 
prised his scholastic training. 

From 1880 to 1884, he was steam- 
boating on the Hudson, and held a 
responsible clerkship on the steam- 
boat Sarah A. Brown, plying between 
Peekskill and New York. 

In 1884 Mr. Apgar went to Albany 
with General James W. Husted and 
was made a clerk to a committee and 
also his private secretary. From that 
time until 1896, with the exception of 
three Democratic years, Mr. Apgar 
was in Albany.

Husted was president at the time. 

When Charles T. Saxton was elected 
Lieutenant-Governor in 1894, he ten- 
dered to him the office of Clerk to the 
Lieutenant-Governor. Mr. Apgar was 
for two years secretary to Lieutenant- 
Governor Saxton. 

In 1896 William L. Ward 
elected to Congress from the Sixteenth 
Congressional district and made Mr.

Apgar his private secretary. 

In 1897 Mr. Apgar was unanimously 
nominated by the Republicans of his 
district for Assemblyman, but was de- 
feated by John Gibney, Democrat, of 
Sing Sing. Mr. Apgar received 3,845 
votes; Mr. Gibney, 4,016, and Mr. 
Bell, Prohibitionist, 305. 
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In the fall of 1898 Mr. Apgar was 
again nominated by his party for As- 
sembly and was triumphantly elected. 
He received 5,223 votes; Isaac W. 
Turner, Democrat, 4,809; Morrison, 
Prohibitionist, 189, and Hasset, So- 
cialist, 120. 

Mr. Apgar is and has been for some 
years a member of the Albany Club; 
he is a member of Courtlandt Lodge, 
No. 34, F. & A. M.; the Transporta- 
tion Club, New York City Club, the 
Mt. Pleasant Field Club, Ossining, and 
of the Peekskill Lodge, 744, B. P. O. 
Elks. He has been for many years a 
member of Cortlandt Hook and Lad- 
der Company, No. 1, of the Peekskill 
fire department of that village. 

Mr. Apgar represents an historical 
district, one which General James W. 
Husted represented for a quarter of a 
century and his son for two years 
after him. Here it was that the noted 
political trio, which so many times 
has held the destinies of the Repub- 
lican party in their hands, lived, 
namely, Chauncey M. Depew, ex-Sen- 
ator William H. Robertson, and Gen- 
eral James W. Husted. 

In the Assembly of 1899 Mr. Apgar 
was a member of the following Com- 
mittees: Electricity, Gas and Water 
Supply, Public Printing, and Privi- 
Jeges and Elections. 

At the election of 1899 Mr. Apgar 
received 4,929 votes to 3,456 cast for

Louis Bedell. 

Louis Bedell, Republican, who rep- 
resents the Second Assembly district 
of Orange county, was born at Cox- 
sackie, Greene county, N. Y., October 
1, 1864. He was educated at the pub- 
lic schools and at the Poughkeepsie 
High School, from which he graduated 
in 1881. He was instructor at East- 
man’s Business College at Poughkeep- 
sie in stenography and typewriting for 
two years. 

He was admitted to practice law on 
October 1, 1885, having studied law 
with Mr. Robert F. Wilkinson of 
Poughkeepsie. At the time of the con- 
struction of the Poughkeepsie bridge 
and its connecting railroads, he was 
one of the attorneys for- the com- 
panies, and had charge of the acquir- 
ing of titles for the railroads. He re- 
moved from Poughkeepsie in 1890 to 
Goshen, his present residence, 
formed a law  copartnership 
Judge George W. Greene. 

He is a member of the Masonic 
order. He is the secretary of the 
Orange County Horse and Road Im- 
provement Association, and the treas- 
urer of the Horse Show Association 
of Orange county, and was treasurer 
of the New York State Road Im: 
provement Association.

Charles F. Bostwick. 


Charles Francis Bostwick, Repub- 
lican, who represents the Nineteenth 
Assembly district of New York city, 
is a well-known and successful lawyer, 
and teacher of law. 

He was born at Tuckahoe, West- 
chester county, N. Y., October 10, 
1866, of old New England ancestry, 
the Bostwicks having come from 
Cheshire, England, to this country be- 
fore 1640. His father, Charles Coffin 
Bostwick, was the son of Milton Bost- 
wick, who was the grandson of the 
distinguished Presbyterian minister, 
David Bostwick, Rector of the first 
Presbyterian Church of New York city, 
1756, and one of the overseers of 
Princeton College. On his mother’s 
side he is descended from many of 
New York’s oldest families. His 
mother was Mary Frances Goodwin, 
daughter of Hiram Courter Goodwin, 
and a descendant of the Carters, the 
Deans, the Drinkers, the Courters, and 


the Drakes. From Sir Francis Drake 
Mr. Bostwick inherits his middle 
name. 


His family moved from Tuckahoe to 
New York city when he was a child. 
His early schooling was obtained in 
the public schools of the city. While 
in college he was prominent in ath- 
letic sports in which he has always 
taken, and still takes, an active in- 
terest. He attended and was gradu- 
ated from Columbia College with the 
degree of Ph.B. He attended Colum- 
bia College Law School, where, in 
1886, he received the degree of LL.B. 
(Cum Laude); and in 1893 the New 
York Uniiversity conferred the de- 
gree of LL.M. on Mr. Bostwick. He 
was admitted to New York bar in 
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1887. He was invited by the late 
Dean Austin Abbott, his close friend, 
to lecture at the New York University 
in 1893 and became, in 1894, professor 
of the law of corporations and special 
statutory procedure, resigning in 1900. 
He has practiced law in the city of 
New York as senior member of the 


firm of Bostwick, Morrel & Bates 
for the past fifteen years. He acted 
as Prosecuting Attorney for New 


York City Bar Association in 1893. 
He is Editor-in-Chief of the “ Brief.” 
Mr. Bostwick is well known as a legal 
author and contributor to various law 
and medical journals, and many of 
his poems have become standards in 
the profession. He delivered an ad- 
dress before the New York State Bar 
Association in 1889, on “ Competition 
for Corporate Capital,’ which was 
published in The American Lawyer. 
Being again invited he delivered an 
address before the same Association in 
1900 on “ Corporate Finance in Law.” 
He is author of the ‘ Minute Book of 
New York Corporations.” He was co- 
author with Charles W. Coleman of 
“Manual of Corporation Minutes of 
New Jersey Corporations doing busi- 
ness in New York State; ” author of 
““Where to Incorporate;” “A Re- 
view of the Corporation Law of the 
State of Delaware;” “ Recent Changes 
in New York Corporation Law,” ete.

In 1898 he married Laura Bostwick, 
a daughter of Col. Charles B. Bost- 
wick and Annete H. Cockburn, and has 
a son, Charles F., Jr., and a daughter, 
Catherine.

He is a member of the New York 
City Bar Association, and the Colonial 


Club, the Amateur Comedy Club of 
New York, West Side Republican 
Club of which he is vice-president, 
Nineteenth Assembly District Repub- 
lican Club, and Phi Delta Phi Club of 
New York city. 

Mr. Bostwick’s educational views 
were much broadened by travel and 
advanced study. After completing his 
college course he studied medicine for 
several years and traveled extensively, 
not only in the beaten paths, but he 
made visits to the far East, and sub- 
sequently to the Russias and the north- 
ern countries of Europe. 

He was the candidate for New 
York State Senate in 1900 on the Re- 
publican ticket, and was defeated by 
George W. Plunkitt. He received 13,- 
259 votes against 14,541 for Senator 
Plunkitt. 

As the Republican candidate for the 
Assembly in 1902 Mr. Bostwick re- 
ceived 5,581 votes and his opponent, 
Mr. Theodore F. Meehan, 4,971. This 
is his first term of public office. 

In 1903 Speaker Nixon named Mr. 
Bostwick as a member of the following 
Committees: Judiciary, Revision, and 
Claims. 


Joseph P. Bourke. 


Joseph P. Bourke, Democrat, who 
represents the Second Assembly dis- 
trict of New York county in the As- 
sembly, was born in New York in 1874. 

He studied at St. James’ School and 
was graduated from it. Then he en- 
tered the Cooper Institute and took 
a four-years’ course there. He then 
became a partner of his father in the 
saddlery business. In 1900 he entered 
into a partnership with ex-Congress- 
man Rierdon in the real estate busi- 
ness, and that business he still fol- 
lows. 

Nominated for the Assembly in 
1901, Mr. Bourke received 5,022 votes 
to 2,057 cast for Theodore J. Karman. 
Republican and Fusion. 
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Speaker Nixon, in 1902, appointed 
Mr, Bourke a member of the follow- 
ing Assembly Committees: Trades 
and Manufactures and Public Edu- 
cation. 

In 1903 Mr. Bourke as a candidate 
for Assemblyman received 4,901 votes; 
Myer Greenberg, Republican, 1,501 
votes. 

Speaker Nixon, in 1903, appointed 
Mr. Bourke a member of the follow- 
ing Assembly Committees: Banks, 
and State Prisons. 


John H. Bradley. 


John H. Bradley, Democrat, who 
represents the First Assembly district 
of Erie county in the Assembly, was 
born in Buffalo in 1850, and was edu- 
cated in its public schools. 

Mr. Bradley’s father dying when he 
was a boy, he was forced early to go 
to work to earn a living. For thirty- 
two years past he has worked for dif- 
ferent gas companies of Buffalo in 
various capacities, he has been an in- 
spector of gas-meters and lately has 
had charge of the inspection work for 
the Buffalo Gas Company. 

He entered political life in 1888, 
being elected an Alderman from the 
First ward of Buffalo; and was re- 
elected in 1889. At the election for 
Assemblyman, in 1899, he received 
6,010 votes to 4,267 cast for A. J. 
Meyer, Republican. 

Mr. Bradley, in 1900, ap- 
pointed a member of the following 
Assembly Committees: State Prisons 
and Commerce and Navigation. 

At the election in 1900 Mr. Bradley 
received 6,670 votes to 4,773 cast for 
John L. Cronin, Republican,

Charles 8. Bridgeman, Republican, 
who represents Orleans county in the 
Assembly, was born in Kendall, Or- 
leans county, N. Y. June 5, 1849. 
His father, Oliver iapgood Bridge- 
man, came from Vermont to Kendall 
in 1834, and settled on the farm 
where the subject of this sketch was 
born. His mother, Amanda Sedgwick, 
was a member of one of the old his- 
toric families of that name in Con- 
necticut, her native State, and was 
cousin of Maj.-Gen. John Sedgwick, 
of the Civil war. 

Charles 8. Bridgeman was educated 
in the common schools of his town 
and the Brockport State Normal 
School, since which time he has been 
engaged in farming and fruit grow- 
ing. He has served his town three 
years as Assessor and four years as 
Supervisor, and was elected member 
of Assembly November 4, 1902. He 
received 3,932 votes to 2,471 votes cast 
for Avery D. Danolds, his Democratic 
opponent. 

Speaker Nixon, in 1902, appointed 
Mr. Bridgeman a member of the fol- 
lowing Committees: Internal Affairs, 
Agriculture, Printed and Engrossed 
Bills. 
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Fred. J. Brill. 

Fred. J. Brill, Republican, who rep- 
resents the Second Assembly district 
of Oneida county in the Assembly, 
was born in Westmoreland, Oneida 
county, in 1850, on the same farm 
on which he has always resided. He 
was educated in Cazenovia Seminary, 
and since 1873 has been a farmer and 
cattle raiser. He owns the Lowell 
cheese factory and is a large stock- 
holder in the Lowell Canning Com- 
pany, in Oneida county. He has al- 
ways been a Republican and active 
in the volitics of his town. 

His father, William Brill, repre- 
sented the town of Westmoreland in 
the Board of Supervisors of Oneida 
county in 1881, 1882, and 1883. Fred. 
Brill was Supervisor from the same 
town in 1890 and 1891. He was on 
the committee to investigate county 
affairs and on the committee on mis- 
cellaneous accounts. He was also 
chairman of the committee on coro- 
ners’ accounts, which made sweeping 
reductions in the accounts submitted. 
He is a member of the Patrons of 
Industry, and in 1899 served as county 
president of that order. He has one 
son, who has just attained his ma- 
jority. In 1899 Mr. Brill was a can- 
didate for the office of Assemblyman, 
but withdrew in favor of Mr. Martin. 

Nominated in 1900, he received 
5,302 votes to 4,412 votes cast for 
W. J. Butler, Democrat. 

Speaker Nixon, in 1901, appointed 
Mr. Brill a member of the following 
Committees: Internal Affairs, 
culture, and Excise. 

Renominated in 1901 Mr. Brill re- 
ceived 4,420 votes; George N. Green, 
Democrat, 3,383. 

Speaker Nixon, in 1902, appointed

John E. Bullwinkel. 


John E. Bullwinkel, the Assembly- 
man from the Fourth Assembly dis- 
trict of Kings county, a Democrat, 
was born in the Seventh ward of 
Brooklyn on September 17, 1860, 
where he has always resided. He is 
the only Democratic member of As- 
sembly elected from the said district 
in the last sixteen years. His father, 
having lived in said ward since 1832, 
was, up to the time of his death in 
1894, known as the oldest Democrat 
in the ward. 

Mr. Bullwinkel’s early education 
was received at Public School No. 4, 
the Brooklyn Collegiate and Polytech- 
nic Institute, and the Columbia Col- 
lege Law School. 

On account of his health and con- 
tinued illness he was unable to com- 
plete a course at the United States 
Military Academy at West Point, N. 
Y., to which he was appointed by 
the Hon. 8S. B. Chittenden in 1877, as 
the result of a competitive examina- 
tion from among 120 boys of the dis- 
trict. Although a reappointment was. 
offered to him three years afterward 
it was declined. 

He was admitted to the bar in 1882 
and was for several years connected 
with the office of Knox & Woodward, 
now Knox & Dooling, of which the 
Hon. Charles H. Knox is the senior 
member. He has since then been ac- 
tively engaged in the practice of law, 
with offices at No. 271 Broadway, in 
the borough of Manhattan. 

Although having never before held 
an elective or appointive political of- 
fice, he has, since his twenty-first year, 
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been affiliated with the Democratic 
party and was for several years a 
member.of the Kings County General 
Committee and also a member of the 
Finance Committee thereof, of which 
the Hon. Bird S. Coler was Chairman. 

Though the district is considered 
largely Republican, his plurality was 
934 over that of his Republican op- 
ponent, Charles H. Cotton, who, in 
each of the preceding two years, was 
elected by a plurality of 1,178 and 
1,159, respectively, over the Demo- 
cratic candidate. 

At the election of 1902 Mr. Cotton 
received 4,606 votes and Mr. Bull- 
winkel 5,540 votes. 

Speaker Nixon, in 1903, appointed 
Mr. Bullwinkel a member of the fol- 
lowing Assembly Committees: Claims, 
and Public Institutions. 


Anthony F. Burke. 


Anthony F. Burke, Democrat, who 
represents the Third Assembly district 
of Erie county in the Assembly, was 
born in Ireland on December 23, 1875, 
and was brought to this country and 
to Buffalo at the age of three months. 
He has since lived in Buffalo. 

He was educated in parochial and 
publie schools. Then he entered the 
employment of the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western Railroad Com- 
pany at the age of eighteen years, and 
is at the present time chief car in- 
spector of the Buffalo Creek Railroad, 
and is considered an expert authority 
in his line of business by the railroad 
men of Buffalo, his advice being fre- 
quently sought by them in the settle- 
ment of difficult questions between 
connecting railway lines. 

Mr. Burke has consistently been a 
Democrat and an advocate of the 
municipal ownership of public utilities 
whenever and wherever practicable. 
He has always taken an active in- 
terest in politics and public questions. 


He is a prominent member of the 
I, O. R. M., Cazenovia Tribe, C. M. 
B. A., Branch 98, International As- 
sociation of Car Workers, Liberty 
Lodge, No. 1, and of Car Inspectors 
and Repairers’ Association of America. 

Nominated for the Assembly in 
1901, Mr. Burke received 5,102 votes 
to 4,309 votes cast for Frank J. 
O’Leary, Republican. 

Speaker Nixon, in 1902, appointed 
Mr. Burke a member of the following 
Assembly Committees: Labor and In- 
dustries, and Canals. 

In the session of 1902 Mr. Burke 
pushed the bill to compel railway 
companies to pay their employees 
twice a month, and was only defeated 
in committee by one vote on this bill. 
He also attempted to pass a bill to 
compel the street railroads of Buffalo 
to light with electricity the streets 
their cars traverse free of charge to 
the city. 

In 1902 as a candidate for Assem- 
blyman, he received 5,608 votes; his 
Republican opponent, Charles J. 
Stokes, 3,630 votes. 

Speaker Nixon, in 1903, appointed 
Mr. Burke a member of the follow- 
ing Assembly Committees: Canals, 
and Labor and Industries. 


Jean La Rue Burnett. 

Jean La Rue Burnett, who repre- 
sents Ontario county in the Assembly, 
was born in Canandaigua, where he 
has always lived. He was educated 
in the public schools and academy at 
that village, and was subsequently 
graduated by the University of Mich- 
igan at Ann Arbor. While at the 
last-named institution, Mr. Burnett, 
with four other undergraduates, un- 
dertook, and brought to a successful 
completion, the organization of 
the American Collegiate Republican 
League, having a membership of over 
60,000 which obtained national repu- 
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tation for its influence in the campaign 
of 1892. 

He was honored by being elected 
to preside as toastmaster upon the 
occasion of the first annual banquet 
given by the League in honor of many 
distinguished guests, among whom 
were General Russel A. Alger, of 
Michigan; the Hon. William McKin- 
ley, of Ohio; United States Senator 
John M. Thurston, of Nebraska, and 
United States Senator William Mason, 
of Illinois. Mr. Burnett’s eloquent 
address and felicitous introductions of 
the speakers upon this occasion at- 
tracted the attention of Mr. McKin- 
ley and General Alger, and at their 
suggestion the Republican State Com- 
mittee of New York drafted Mr. Bur- 
nett into service on the stump in the 
succeeding Presidential campaign, dur- 
ing which he made speeches through- 
out the State, gaining a reputation as 
an orator of unusual ability. He has 
taken an active part in every State 
and National campaign since. Mr. 
Burnett has exceptional literary talent, 
and has been for many years a con- 
tributor to leading magazines and 
periodicals. Since his admission to 
the bar he has been engaged in the 
practice of his profession. 

Mr. Burnett’s service in the Assem- 
bly began with the session of 1899, 
during which he was a member of the 
Committees of General Laws, Affairs 


of Cities, and Public Health. He has 
represented Ontario county in the 


lower house ever since, haying been re- 
turned from year to year with largely 
increased majorities. In 1900, 1901, 
and 1902 he served as Chairman of 
the Committee on General Laws and 
as a member of the Committees on 
Excise and Affairs of Cities. 

Again a candidate for Assemblyman 
in 1902, Mr. Burnett was practically 


over the Prohibition candidate by a 
majority of 6,633 votes. 

Mr. Burnett, in 1903, was a mem- 
ber of the following Assembly Com- 
mittees: Chairman of the Committee 
on Affairs of Cities; member of Banks, 
and Federal Relations. 


William H. Burns. 

William H. Burns, Democrat, who 
represents the Fourth Assembly dis- 
trict of New York in the Assembly, 
was born in the Seventh ward of New 
York city, March 9, 1871, and has re- 
sided therein all his life. 

He was educated in the public and 
parochial schools of New York, of 
which latter he is a graduate. Since 
his graduation he has been engaged in 
various pursuits. He is now an agent 
and collector. 

Since attaining his majority he has 
always interested himself actively in 
politics and has been a member of 
Tammany Hall, at whose hands he re- 
ceived the nomination for Member of 
Assembly. In the election of 1900 he 
received 3,795 votes and Louis C. 
Woolf, Republican, received 1,528 
votes. 

Shortly after he had taken his oath 
of office as an Assemblyman, in 1901, 
Mr. Burns was appointed a member 
of the following Committees: Com- 
merce and Navigation, Indian Affairs. 

At the election of 1901 Mr. Burns 
received 3,414 votes; Max Brown, Re- 
publican, 2,252. 

Speaker Nixon, at the beginning of 
the session of 1902, appointed Mr. 
Burns a member of the following As- 
sembly Committees: Banks, Public 
Institutions, and Soldiers’ Home.

James’ Commercial School in 1882. 
He learned the machinist’s trade and 
for five years followed it.

Mr. Byrne first entered political 
in 1893, when he received the 
nomination for Member of Assembly 
from the Fourth Assembly district of 
Kings county; but he was defeated 
owing to the Republican landslide, 
Mayor Schieren carrying the city by 
33,000 plurality. His next venture 
in politics was in 1897 as the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Alderman in the 
Tenth Assembly district of Kings 
county. He was elected and re-elected, 
serving two terms of two years each. 
He is credited with being the first 
Democratic Alderman elected from 
that district in thirty years. He was 
renominated a second time for Alder- 
man in 1901, but was defeated by a 
Fusion candidate. 

In 1902 Mr. Byrne was nominated 
for Member of the Assembly in the 
Assembly district and was elected, re- 
ceiving 4,310 votes, and his Republi- 
can opponent, John Rainey, 4,063 
votes. 

Speaker Nixon, in 1903, appointed

Martin L. Cadin. 


Martin L. Cadin, Republican, who

He was the first Republican to act 
as Supervisor of the ward in twelve 
years. He served in the Board of

At one time he took up a residence, 
for business reasons, in the State of 
Indiana, and was admitted to the bar 
in Indianapolis, but he soon decided 
to return to New York, where he now 
has a law office at 76 William street. 

He has frequently visited European 
countries and has an excellent knowl- 
edge of French and German. He is 
the author of several books, including 
one on “ The Game Laws,” and another 
on “ Travels in Mexico.” 

He has real estate interests in the 
district which he represents and on 
the lower east side of Manhattan, and 
is a close student of real estate law 
and taxation. 

He served as a Member of the As- 
sembly from Warren county in 1892 
and 1893. The territory embraced in 
the southerly part of his present New 
York district was represented in the 
Assembly by his brother, Alfred R. 
Conkling, in 1892, and by his father, 
the late F. A. Conkling, in 1854, 1855, 
and 1859. He is president of the Madi- 
son Square Republican Club, and in 
1898 was a candidate for Congress but 
was defeated by George B. McClellan. 

In his previous legislative service 
he made a consistent record for econ- 
omy in the public expense. 

Mr. Conkling, as a candidate for 
the Assembly in 1902, in New York, 
received 3,433 votes, and his Demo- 
cratic opponent, Julius Keller, received 
2,628 votes.

He introduced 
a careful system in every department, 
and maintained a conservative policy 
that enabled him to gain a_ popular 
record. 

Dr. Conkling has occupied several 
public positions, notably that of mem- 
ber of the Board of Supervisors of 
Otsego county, and chairman of the 
Board, while in Richfield. He is one 
of the directors of the Soldiers’ Monu- 
ment Association, a director in the 
Second National Bank at Coopers- 
town, and one of the board of man- 
agers of the Thanksgiving Hospital. 
He is a member of the Mohican Club 
and past president of that society. He 
has twice been chief of the Coopers- 
town Fire Department. He is an 
honorary vice-president of the Central 
New York Agricultural Society and of 
the Otsego County Agricultural So- 
ciety. 

When a candidate for the Assem- 
bly, in 1901, Mr. Conkling received 
4,910 votes, against 3,488 cast for 
George L. Merritt, Democrat.

He was graduated from Oberlin Col- 
lege at Oberlin, Ohio, receiving the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts. In 1883 
the degree of Master of Arts was con- 
ferred upon him by his Alma Mater. 
He pursued the study of law-in the 
office of Cook & Lockwood at James- 
town, N. Y. After his admission to 
the bar he located at Gowanda, N. Y., 
for practice, shortly afterward re- 
moving to Dayton, N. Y., where he 
resided until 1890, when he opened a 
law office in Buffalo, where he has 
since been engaged in the practice of

his profession. His residence is at 
Hamburgh, a thriving village twelve 
miles south from Buffalo. 

He was elected over Orson Earl, the 
Democratic nominee, by about 400 ma- 
jority, after one of the hardest fought 
contests that has taken place in his 
Assembly district for many years. 

At the election of 1899 for the As- 
sembly, Mr. Cook received 4,092 votes 
to 3,674 cast for O. Earl, Democrat.

Thomas M. Costello. 


Thomas M. Costello, Republican, 
who represents the Second Assembly 
district of Oswego county, was born 
on Prince Edwards Island, June 1, 
1845, and was educated in the public 
schools. He is a tanner and currier 
by trade, of which he is justly proud. 
He came to Woburn, Mass., in 1864, 
and to New York State in 1869. 
Settling at Sand Bank, Oswego 
county, in 1870, he worked at his trade 
ten years. He has been engaged in 


mercantile business and manufactur- 
ing lumber for many years, and is now 
engaged in the real estate business. 

In 1899 he introduced and passed 
the sweat shop bill, and also the bill 
putting all the labor laws of the State 
under the Factory Inspector’s care, 
making him responsible for enforcing 
the same. This bill obliges manu- 
factories to guard all machinery and 
elevators in new buildings, thereby 
protecting human life. The sweat 
shop bill is one of the best sanitary 
measures placed on the statute books 
of this State. 

He has held many offices, viz.: 
School Trustee, Village Clerk, Trus- 
tee three years, and President for nine 
years of the village of Sand Bank, 
now Altmar; Supervisor of the town 
of Albion in the years 1887 and 1888, 
and County Clerk of Oswego county, 
1889, 1890, 1891. As a candidate for 
County Clerk he received a majority 
of 4,012 votes. 

He was nominated for the Assem- 
bly in 1895 by acclamation, and was 
elected over Sylvester Potter, who re- 
ceived 935 votes, by 3,605 majority ; 
Timothy D. Stow, Prohibitionist, re- 
ceived 228 votes. 

In the Assembly of 1896 Mr. Cos- 
tello was a member of the following 
Committees: Railroads, Commerce 
and Navigation, and Soldiers’ Home. 

Mr. Costello was re-elected to the 
Assembly in 1896 by receiving 5,656 
votes to 2,936 for Albert S. Barker, 
Democrat; and 125 for Henry G. 
Tyler, Prohibitionist. 

Mr. Costello, in 1897, was a mem- 
ber of the Committees on Revision, 
Ways and Means, and Commerce and 
Navigation. 

At the election of 1897 Mr.

At the election of 1898 Mr. Cos- 
tello received 4,026 votes to 3,077 cast 
for Gilbert N. Harding, Democrat. 

In the Assembly of 1899 Mr. Cos- 
tello was Chairman of the Committee 
on Labor and Industries, and a mem- 
ber of the Committee on Ways and 
Means, and on Railroads. 

At the election of 1899 Mr. Cos- 
tello received 4,778 votes to 2,788 cast 
for D. C. Bishop, Democrat.

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State of New York, Mr. Grattan has 
recently been admitted to practice law 
in the United States civil and criminal 
courts, in which courts he has ap- 
peared with marked success. 

As a member of several leading fra- 
ternal, religious, and political organi- 
zations Mr. Grattan is very well 
known, and as an unflinching and 
persistent worker for their best inter- 
ests he has won the confidence and 
esteem of his associates. He is a 
charter member of Ga-ha-oose Tribe, 
No. 422, Improved Order of Red Men, 
being a past sachem, and at present 
prophet of his tribe.

Alumni Association; Albany Law

From the casting of his first vote he 
has been prominently identified with 
Republican interests, being a delegate 
to the Assembly convention of his dis- 
trict on three occasions, and its per- 
manent chairman in 1900.

He read medi- 
cine at his new home in Yates county, 
and was graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Buffalo in 1877 and at once 
opened an office in Dundee, where he 
has since resided and where he has 
won marked success as a physician 
and surgeon.

For fifteen years Dr. Harvey served 
the Fall Brook Railroad Company as 
their local surgeon. He has held the 
office of Coroner twelve years and for 
fifteen years was a member of the 
Board of Education, for nine years a 
member of the U. 8. Board of Pension 
Examiners and now represents the 
town of Starkey in the Board of 
Supervisors of Yates county, having 
been elected for a second term. He 
has been largely interested in real 
estate operations, and prominently 
connected with the business advance- 
ment of the community in which he 
resides.

Theodore Hayden, Republican, who 
represents the First Assembly district 
of Cattaraugus county in the Assem- 
bly, was born near Port Byron, New 
York, on February 23, 1847.

county, where Mr. Hayden has lived 
ever since. 

His grandfather and his father were 
both woolen manufacturers. His 
father engaged in custom carding and 
cloth dressing. About the time Mr. 
Hayden was twenty-one years old the 
business was changed to the manu- 
facture of nonshrinking flannels and 
yarns. About ten years ago Mr. Hay- 
den added to this the manufacture 
of shirts. 

Mr. Hayden was educated in the 
common schools and at the Areade 
High School and Commercial College. 
At the age of twenty-one he became 
& member of the firm of M. & T. 
Hayden, and so continued until the 
death of his father in 1883, since 
which time the business has been con- 
ducted by him. He was elected as 
Supervisor of the town of Freedom 
in November, 1899, and re-elected in 
November, 1901. He has been Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee of the 
Board of Supervisors for two years. 
He is president of the Wyoming and 
Cattaraugus Telephone Co. He was 
elected to the Assembly in 1902, from 
the First Assembly district of Cat- 
taraugus county, by a plurality of 
1,621 votes over John Roach, Demo- 
erat, of Olean. This is the largest 
majority that has ever been given a 
eandidate for the Assembly in the dis- 
trict. Mr. Hayden received 4,042 
yotes; John Roach, Democrat, 2,421 
votes. 

Mr. Hayden, in 1903, was appointed 
a member of the following Assembly 
Committees : Banks, Trades and 
Manufactures, and State Prisons. 


Charles J. Hewitt. 
Charles J. Hewitt, Republican, who 
represents the Second Assembly dis- 
trict of Cayuga county in the Assem- 


bly, was born in Onondaga county, 
New York, July 15, 1867. While still 
in his infancy, his parents moved to 
Locke, Cayuga county, in 1870, and 
he has ever since been a resident of 
that thriving village.

In the same year he was elected to 
the Assembly, being then less than 
twenty-two years of age; being prob- 
ably the youngest man ever elected 
to the Legislature of this State. 

In 1892 he was elected Judge of the 
Municipal Court of Buffalo by 888 
plurality, being one of the two suc- 
cessful Democratic candidates in Buf- 
falo that year. In 1899, as candidate 
for re-election, he made a phenomenal 
run in that Republican

being largely ahead of his ticket in 
every election district in the city. Al- 
though his opponent was concededly 
one of the strongest men on the Re- 
publican ticket, his plurality over 
Mr. Hinson was only 643; although 
the remainder of the Republican can- 
didates were elected by majorities 
ranging from 5,000 to 10,000. 

In 1901 Mr. Hinson received the 
Democratic nomination for Surrogate. 
The Republicans made a clean sweep, 
electing every man on their city and

He determined then to be a candi- 
date for office no more, but in 1902 
was prevailed upon by his party to 
accept the nomination for the Assem- 
bly against Charles F. Brooks, who 
represented the Fifth district in 1901 
and 1902, having been elected the pre- 
vious year by 422 majority in a total 
vote of about 7,000.

Mr. Hoffman is president of Active 
Hose, No. 5, Lockport Fire Depart- 
ment, a member of the Lockport Ex- 
empt Firemen’s Association, a _ life 
member of the New York State Fire- 
men’s Association, and a member of 
the Western New York Firemen’s 
Association. He served for two years 
as Chief of the Fire Department of 
Lockport. He is president of the 
Central Labor Union of Lockport, and

Mr. Hoffman was a candidate for 
Assembly, nominated by the Demo- 
cratic party in 1901, but was defeated 
by John T. Davison, the Republican 
candidate, by a plurality of 192 votes 
in a district which gave the Repub- 
lican County Judge and District At- 
torney 1,000 majority.

William H. Hornidge, Democrat, 
who represents the Twenty-second 
Assembly district of New York in the 
Assembly, was born in New York city 
on November 3, 1848, of American 
parentage, and was educated in the 
public schools of the Nineteenth ward 
of that city. 

He engaged early in life in the pro- 
vision business and continued in that 
business down to December, 1886. He 
is now in the fire and life insurance 
business. 

He was elected a member of the 
Assembly from the then Twentieth 
Assembly district of New York in 
1886 and in 1887, as a County De- 
mocracy candidate for Assemblyman, 
and then was re-elected a second time 
in 1888. 

Upon January 1, 1890, he was ap- 
pointed law clerk in the office of the 
County Clerk of New York, and held 
that position until January 1, 1898. 
He was then promoted to take charge 
of the equity department. He re- 
mained in that position until March 
31, 1902. 


In the fall of 1902, as the candidate 
of the Democratic party for Assem- 
blyman in the Twenty-second district, 
Mr. Hornidge received 5,352 votes to 
1,831 votes cast for Charles H. Govan, 
his Republican opponent.

Orlando Hubbs. 


Orlando Hubbs, the Republican 
Member of Assembly for the Second 
district of Suffolk county, was born 
on February 18, 1840, in Huntington 
township, in that county, and is the 
son of the late Platt R. Hubbs. His 
ancestors were of English extraction 
and were among the first settlers in 
New York State from the mother 
country. His great grandfather was 
a soldier in the Revolutionary War 
and his name appears in the records of 
the town of Huntington. Mr. Hubbs 
was born on his father’s farm, edu- 
cated at the Commack Academy and 
at an early age was apprenticed to 
learn the trade of a carriage builder, 
He resided in the vicinity of his birth- 
place until 1865, when he removed to 
New Barre, N. C., where he carried on 
a mercantile business. 

At the close of the Civil War he 
took an active interest in organizing 
the Republican party in that State. 
In 1870 he was elected Sheriff of 
Craven county, North Carolina, and 
was re-elected five consecutive terms 
of two years each. In 1880 he was 
elected a member of Congress from 
the Second district of North Carolina, 
and was an elector on the Blaine and 
Logan ticket, carrying the eastern 
part of his State. In 1890 Mr. Hubbs 
returned to New York, settling at 
Central Islip, where he has since re- 
sided. In politics he is a strong Re- 
publican and has always been active 
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in the councils of that party. 
took an active interest in the two 
McKinley campaigns, heartily sup- 
porting the late President, with whom 
he served in the Forty-seventh Con- 
gress. 

As the candidate of the Republican 
party for the Assembly in Suffolk 
county, Mr. Hubbs received 2,908 
votes; Parker, Democrat, 2,693. 

Mr. Hubbs, in 1903, was appointed 
a member of the following Assembly 
Committees:

Thomas D. Lewis. 


Thomas D. Lewis, Republican, who 
represents the First Assembly dis- 
trict of Oswego county in the As- 
sembly, was born in Shannonville, 
Canada, July 7, 1853. He is of Hol- 
land descent. His grandparents emi- 
grated from Holland in the year 1760 
and settled in Dutchess county, N. Y., 
where they lived the remainder of 
their lives. Edward Huyck Lewis, the 
father of the subject of this sketch, 
was born at Kinderhook, N. Y., and 
moved from there to Canada. When 
Mr. Lewis was only four years of age 
his father removed from Canada to 
Fulton, N. Y. Here Mr. Lewis has 
lived nearly all his life, receiving his 
education at the public schools and at 
Falley Seminary in that village. 

Previous to his election to the As- 
sembly, he had represented the town 
of Volney in the Board of Supervis- 
ors of Oswego county for five years. 
The town of Volney had elected Dem- 
ocratiec Supervisors for four years 
prior to his nomination, but by hard 
political work Mr. Lewis was able to 
turn the tide in favor of his party, 
by a majority of 278, which was the 
largest majority received by a candi- 
date for this office since the Civil 
War. The second year he received 
a majority of 480; the third year 450, 
and the fourth year, which ‘term was 
for two years, 696. This same year he 
was honored with the nomination for 
President of the village of Fulton, 


N. Y., and was elected by 217 ma- 
jority, the largest ever given a candi- 
date for this office. His majority over 
his Democratic opponent for the As- 
sembly in 1898 was 1,542, and his 
plurality was 1,637.

Gotthardt A. Litthauer, Democrat, 
who represents the Thirtieth Assem-

the Assembly, was born in Germany, 
and came to this country with his 
parents when he was three years old. 


He was educated in the public 
schools of the city of New York, and 
graduated from Grammar _ School 
NO! 7. 


As a boy of fourteen, he entered 
the law offices of Hon. Ashbel P. 
Fitch, ex-Comptroller of the city of 
New York, where he remained for 
about fifteen years. He took up the 
study of the law, entering the law 
school of the University of the City 
of New York, and was graduated with 
honors, receiving the degree of LL. B. 
On reaching his majority, he was ad- 
mitted to the bar, and has since been 
engaged in the active practice of his 
profession in the city of New York. 

Mr. Litthauer is widely known and 
very popular in society, being a mem- 
ber of a number of social and fra- 
ternal organizations. He is a promi- 
nent Mason, holding the exalted posi- 
tion of Master of the oldest German 
Masonic Lodge in this State (Trinity, 
No. 12), to which office he has been 
several times elected. He is a director 
of the German Masonic Temple and 
Home Association. He is also a mem- 
ber of Amity Lodge, No. 92, I. O. 
F. S. of I., the Red Bank Yacht Club, 
the Hichenkranz Society, the Mozart 
Verein, the Tammany Organization, 
the Hell Gate Democratic Club, and is 
president of the Algonquin Club. 

At the election of 1901 he received 
4,770 votes as against 4,331 cast for 
his opponent on the Fusion ticket, 
Richard F. McMahon, and in 1902 was 
re-elected, receiving a majority of over 
3,000 over all of his opponents.

Mr. Lynch was educated in the 
Christian Brothers’ Academy in Roch- 
ester. He moved to Buffalo when 
he was eighteen years old. In 1887 
he was appointed a patrolman of the 
Buffalo police department. Subse- 
quently he was promoted through suc- 
cessive ranks to the position of cap- 
tain. He resigned his captaincy in 
1895 to enter the retail liquor business, 
which he still conducts. 

Mr. Lynch is a member of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the New York 
State Retail Liquor Dealers’ Associa- 
tion; of the B. P. O. Elks, A. O. H., 
and of the Buffalo Press Club. 

Nominated for the Assembly from 
the Fourth Assembly district of Erie 
county in 1902, Mr. Lynch received 
3,498 votes, and his Republican an- 
tagonist, William Metzler, 3,372 votes.

Thomas F. Mathews. 


Thomas F. Mathews, Democrat, who 
represents the Thirteenth Assembly 
district of Kings county ir the As- 
sembly, was born in Greenpoint, Long 
Island, on the 28th of October, 1863. 
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He attended Public School No. 34 
and, there graduating at an early age, 
turned his attention to steamboating, 
and for eleven years was in command 
of various steamboats, both as master 
and pilot. 

In 1883 Mr. Mathews married Ida 
Virginia Pine of Greenpoint. Mr. 
Mathews then engaged in the contract- 
ing business with his uncle, the late 
Francis Pidgeon, and there are many 
large docks and bridges in the vicinity 
of New York as monuments to the 
firm’s ability. After his uncle’s death 
he became associated in business with 
the present Frank Pidgeon. For the 
last seven years Mr. Mathews has held 
a responsible position with the Brook- 
lyn Union Gas. Co. 

Mr. Mathews has from early man- 
hood taken an active interest in poli- 
tics, from a Democratic point of view. 
He is now, and has been for years, 
president of the Jefferson Club; also 
a member of the John Ennis Demo- 
cratic Club, and the Thirteenth Dis- 
trict Democratie Club, and the Royal 
Areanum. 

His vote for Assemblyman in 1900 
was 5,925; that of Mr. Droge, his 
Republican opponent, 5,194, a majority 
for Mr. Mathews of 731. He carried 
what has been considered a close dis- 
trict by the largest plurality ever 
known, in 1900.

He early became 
an expert wheelman, and in 1897 made 
a tour through Europe as a guest of 
the Evening Journal, having been one 
of the ten most popular cyclists in 
America. During the trip Mr. Mc- 
Carthy saved the life of one of his 
companions. On a down grade Mr. 
Schumann lost control of his wheel 
and dashed within a dozen feet of a 
deep embankment. Instantly Mr. Me- 
Carthy, at the peril of his own life, 
was at the side of his comrade, and, 
with a herculean effort, he threw him 
off the machine which, the next second, 
crashed pell-mell down into the chasm. . 
That act of cool daring made Mr. 
McCarthy a hero, admired by wheel- 
men the world over. 

When Tammany Hall, a few years 
ago, organized clubs for young men in 
order to prepare them for intelligent 
citizenship, Mr. McCarthy was one of 
the first in the Twenty-third Assembly 
district to respond. He became a dili- 
gent student of the works of Thomas 
Jefferson and the State papers of An- 
drew Jackson, as well as of the his- 
torians that treat of the formation and 
development of the Republic. This 
course of reading has qualified Mr.

He is treasurer of the North Shore 
Fire Department and the Royal Ar- 
canum; president of the Wyandotte 
Hook and Ladder Co., No. 5; presi- 
dent of the Richmond Athletic Club; 
president of the Business Men’s Club 
of Staten Island; Grand Knight of 
the Knights of Columbus, Richmond 
Council, No. 851, member of the 
Catholic Club, the Staten Island 
Yacht Club, and of the Jackson Demo- 
eratic Club. 

In 1902, as the Democratic candi- 
date for Assemblyman, Mr. McCor- 
mack received 7,172 votes, and his Re-

in the Assembly. 

After receiving a public school edu- 
cation he entered La Salle Academy 
from which he graduated with honor 
and merit. Being determined to seek 
a business as well as a practical edu- 
cation Mr. McCullough embarked in 
the building and real estate business 
and has made a specialty of remodel- 
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ing houses. It is said of him that he 
has no equal as an expert in the 
valuation and appraisal of real estate 
in the lower portion of the city of 
New York, and his judgment is 
much sought after by landlords and 
real estate owners in general. Mr. 
McCullough himself is the owner of 
several pieces of property which he 
has remodeled and brought up to 
date. He has lived in the Assembly 
district which he represents all his 
life. He is married and has one child. 
He is a member of San Salvador 
Council, Knights of Columbus, besides 
belonging to very many charitable, 
social, fraternal, and religious so- 
cieties. As the Democratic candidate 
for the Assembly in 1901 he received 
3,344 to 3,204 votes granted to Jacob 
C. Brand, Republican.

Thomas A. Mortimer, Democrat, 
who represents the First Assembly dis- 
trict of Oneida county in the Assem- 
bly, was born at Little Falls on Feb- 
ruary 3, 1873. 

His parents went to live in Utica, 
Oneida county, when he was eight 
years old and Mr. Mortimer has lived 
in its Ninth ward ever since. He 
learned the art of painting and worked 
some ten or twelve years at this trade. 
He has been prominent in the Painters’ 
Union of the State. He has been presi- 
dent of the State branch of the Paint- 
ers and Decorators of America. He 
also has’ been president of the Utica 
Trades’ Assembly. At present Mr. 
Mortimer is a seller of paints. 

In 1902, as the Democratie eandi- 
date for Assemblyman in the First 
Assembly district of Oneida county he 
received 5,960 votes, and Michael J. 
MeQuade, 5,539 votes. ; 

Speaker Nixon, in 1903, appointed 
Mr. Mortimer a member of the follow- 
ing Assembly Committees: Banks and 
Fisheries and Game. 


Dominick F. Mullaney. 


Dominick F. Mullaney, Democrat, 
who represents the Third Assembly 
district of New York county in the 
Assembly, was born in New York city 
on July 25, 1865. He was educated in 
the public schools of the city and in 
the College of the City of New York. 
His business is that of a contractor. 

He is a yeteran member of the Legis- 
lature, having been a member of the 
Assembly in 1883, 1884, 1888, 1889, 
1890, 1891, 1892, and 1898, before he 
became a member of the Assembly of 
1903. 

As a candidate for Assemblyman 
upon the Democratic ticket in 1902, 
Mr. Mullaney received 3,996 votes; his 
Republican opponent, Hugh T. Swee- 
ney, 1,674 votes. 

Speaker Nixon, in 1903, appointed 
Mr. Mullaney a member of the follow- 
ing Assembly Committees: Railroads 
and Soldiers’ Home. 


Matthew F. Neville. 


Matthew F. Neville, Democrat, who 
represents the Thirty-second Assembly 
district of New York county in the 
Assembly, was born in Waterbury, 
Connecticut, on September 12, 1853. 

He was graduated from St. John’s 
College, Fordham, and was a classmate 
of Judge Morgan J. O’Brien, Judge of 
the Supreme Court, Appellate Division, 
First Department, and of Judge James 
A. O'Gorman of the Supreme Court. 

For the past twenty-five years Mr. 
Neville has been a resident of the As- 
sembly district in which he lives and 
is well known and highly respected 
there. 

Mr. Neville has been and now is 
attorney for many of the largest 
estates and corporations in the city 
of New York in tax and assessment 
matters, to which branch of the law he 
has given his attention for more than 
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twenty-five years. He is a member of 
San Salvador Council, No. 174, 
Knights of Columbus, of the Tam- 
many or Columbian order, and also of 
the Tammany Hall General Commit- 
tee and of the Fordham College 
Alumni Association. 

Mr. Neville also is a member of the 
Democratic Club, and for a long time 
has been an active worker for the 
Democratic party. 

Nominated for the Assembly in 1901 
Mr. Neville received 5,776 votes to 
4,363 cast for Charles F. Wilson, Re- 
publican and Fusion. 

Speaker Nixon, in 1902, appointed 
Mr. Neville a member of the follow- 
ing Assembly Committees: Codes and 
Public Lands and Forestry. 

In 1902 he received the largest 
plurality ever given any candidate for 
Assembly in the district, 3,719. 

A candidate for Assembly again in 
1902 Mr. Neville received 6,399 votes;

Charles E. Nichols. 


Charles E. Nichols, Republican, who 
represents Greene county in the As- 
sembly, was born at Athens, Greene 
county, N. Y., March 20, 1854. 

He received his early education at 
the public schools and afterward at- 
tended Fairfield Seminary, Herkimer 
county, N. Y., and Fort Edward Insti- 
tute, Fort Edward, N. Y. He went to 
Colorado in 1878 and studied law 
there, and afterward attended the law 
department of Washington Univer- 
sity at St. Louis, Mo., one year, and 
was admitted to the bar of Colorado. 
After practicing law there for about 
a year he came back to Athens, 
Greene county, and read law in the

office of Judge Sanderson and later in 
the year in the office of Judge J. 
Rider Cady in Hudson. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar of New York State 
in 1882, after which he practiced law 
at Athens for three years, going to 
Catskill as deputy county clerk, un- 
der his father, January 1, 1886. He 
was deputy county clerk for three 
years and was then appointed clerk 
to the Surrogate’s Court by County 
Judge and Surrogate John Sanderson, 
which office he held for ten years, dur- 
ing which time he was one of the 
Board of Education of Catskill public 
schools for three years. 

He was elected District Attorney of 
Greene county in the fall of 1888, being 
the only Republican elected on the 
county ticket that fall. Mr. Nichols, 
in 1902, was elected Member of the 
Assembly by a majority of more than 
700 over William W. Rider, Democrat, 
completely reversing the large major- 
ity obtained by Mr. Rider as a candi- 
date for Assemblyman in 1901. Mr. 
Nichols received 4,104 votes; William 
W. Rider, his Democratic opponent, 
3,345 votes. 

Speaker Nixon, in 1903, appointed 
Mr. Nichols a member of the follow- 
ing Assembly Committees: General 
Laws, Affairs of Villages, Revision, 
and Privileges and Elections. 


Olin T. Nye. 


Olin T. Nye, Republican, who repre- 
sents as an Assemblyman the county 
of Schuyler, was born on his father’s 
farm near Beaver Dams, Schuyler 
county, on March 13, 1874, and is a son 
of E. M. W. Nye, a prominent Repub- 
lican and for more than a quarter of 
a century a Justice of the Peace of 
the town of Dix. 

He comes of good old Puritan stock, 
and the family was well represented. 
in the Revolution and the War of 1812,

his grandfather, Captain Nye, having 
been an especially well-known and 
gallant officer in the latter unpleasant- 
ness. 

Mr. Nye was educated in the com- 
mon schools and the Dundee Prepara- 
tory School, and in 1893 he was ap- 
pointed clerk of the Schuyler County 
Surrogate’s Court. He was graduated 
from the law department of Union 
University at Albany in 1896, was ad- 
mitted to the bar, and in the autumn 
of the same year was elected District 
Attorney of Schuyler county. As Dis- 
trict Attorney his career was excep- 
tionally brilliant, some of the most im- 
portant criminal cases ever tried in 
Schuyler county being disposed of dur- 
ing his term. 

Tn the fall of 1899 he was nominated 
for the Assembly. Unfortunately for 
him, however, the Republican party of 
the county was torn with factional 
dissensions, and he was defeated. 

The next year, however, he turned 
the tables on his Democratic opponent 
of 1899, Dr. J. Franklin Barnes, and 
was elected over him by a majority of 
324. In 1901 he was elected over 
James D. Considine, a prominent Wat- 
kins Democrat, by 683, and last fall, 
1902, defeated Gen. John E. Mulford, 
one of the wealthiest and most de- 
servedly popular Democrats of the 
southern tier, by a majority of 770, 
showing a growth of political strength 
extremely pleasing to Mr. Nye’s 
many friends. 

At the time of his first canvass for 
the -Assembly Mr. Nye was the 
youngest candidate ever nominated by 
either party in his district. He ranks 
as one of the leaders of the Schuyler 
county bar, and his large law prac- 
tice and active political duties keep 
him busily employed. 

In both the Assemblies of 1901 and 
1902 he was a prominent member of 


the Committees on Judiciary and 
Public Health. He is a prominent Odd 
Fellow and Red Man, and at the last 
session of the Great Council of the 
Red Men of the State held at Elmira 
last summer was elected Great Senior 
Sagamore of the State. 

Renominated by acclamation in 1902 
Mr. Nye’s vote for Assemblyman was. 
2,323, that of John E. Mulford, Demo- 
erat, 1,553. Mr. Nye is the first As- 
semblyman elected for a third term 
from Schuyler county since the elec- 
tion of ex-Speaker Fremont Cole in 
1889. 

Speaker Nixon, in 1903, appointed 
Mr. Nye a member of the following 
Assembly Committees: Chairman of 
the Committee on Public Health, and 
member of Judiciary, Public Printing, 
and Public Institutions. 


John Orr. 


John Orr, Republican, who repre- 
sents the First Assembly district of 
Orange county in the Assembly, was 
born at Cornwall, N. Y., on March 5, 
1859, and has lived in that town all 
his life. 

He was educated at publie and pri- 
vate schools and took a ten years’ 
course in a German high school at 
Leipsie. For twenty years past he has 
been interested in the firm of Wil- 
liam Orr & Sons, flour, grain, and coal 
dealers in Cornwall, and is at present 
a member of this firm. 

Mr. Orr has held several official po- 
sitions, and for the last six years has 
been Supervisor of the town of Corn- 
wall, Orange county. In August, 1900, 
Mr. Orr was elected grand sachem of 
the Improved Order of Red Men, and 
thus was the presiding officer of 30,000: 
brothers in this State. This is a great 
honor. He has been an active worker 
for the good of redmanship for over 
twelve great suns. He has _ repre- 
sented Woareneck Tribe, No. 103, in

the great councils for the past fourteen 
years, being unanimously elected to 
that position by the members of his 
tribe each time. Mr. Orr has been

He is particularly well posted on 
questions of taxation and parliament- 
ary usage, and is in specially close 
touch with the farming community 
and familiar with their needs and de- 
sires.

James A. Outterson, Republican, 
who represents the Second Assembly 
district of Jefferson county in the As- 
sembly, was born in Binghamton, N. 

His father, 
Col. J. T. Outterson, was a captain 
of the One Hundred and Eighty-fourth 
New York Volunteers in the Civil 
War. 

Mr. Outterson has always followed 
paper manufacturing as a business, 
and has lived in a large number of 
the counties of the State. He is at 
present pecuniarily interested in paper 
and pulp mills, situated in the coun- 
ties of St. Lawrence, Lewis, and Jef- 
ferson. He is president of the Carth- 
age Machine Company, manufacturers 
of paper and pulp mill machinery, 
with sulphite 
specialty. 

Mr. Outterson became a resident of 
the village of Carthage in 1896, and 
has served as President of that village

for three terms. He was elected a 
member of the Board of Supervisors 
of Jefferson county in 1899, and re- 
signed the office in the fall of 1900. 

Mr. Outterson is a member of the 
following fraternal associations :

Harry E. Oxford. 


Harry E. Oxford, Democrat, who 
represents the Sixth Assembly district 
of New York county in the Assembly, 
was born in England in 1866. When 
only a baby he was brought to this 
country by his parents. 

Mr. Oxford was educated in the pub- 
lie schools of New York and then en- 
tered into the real estate business, in 
which he is still engaged. He has 
been an active Democrat ever since he 
reached the voting age, and a member 
of the Tammany Hall organization in 
recent years. He is one of the leaders 
of the Democratic party in his Assem- 
bly district. 

Nominated for the Assembly in 1901 
Mr. Oxford received 5,223 votes to 
2,662 votes cast for George E. Lapp. 
who received the support of the Repub- 
licans and of the Greater New York 
Democracy. 

Speaker Nixon, in 1902, appointed 
Mr. Oxford a member of the following 
Assembly Committees: Trades and 
Manufactures and State Prisons. 

Renominated in 1902 Mr. Oxford re- 
ceived 5,715 votes; Frank Pittelle, Re- 
publican, 1,669 votes. 

Speaker Nixon, in 1903, appointed

John Pallace, Jr. 

John Pallace, Jr., Democrat, who 
represents the Fourth Assembly dis- 
trict of Monroe county in the Assem- 
bly, was born in Brockport in that 
county, in 1874. 

He was educated in the common 
schools and was graduated from the 
Brockport Normal School. Then he 
studied law in the Albany Law School 
and was graduated from that school 
in 1901.

He is forty-three years 
of age and occupies a leading place 
among the successful lawyers in that 
section of the State. 

Mr. Palmer was bern in Richmond- 
ville, Schoharie county, and was edu- 
cated in the public schools and the 
Normal College at Albany, from 
which latter college he graduated in 
1877. One year later he entered the 
law office of Judge Charles Holmes 
and was admitted to the bar in 1882,

Schoharie county was the 
only county in the State that this 
year, 1896, gave a majority for the 
Democratic candidate for President, 
and Mr. Palmer’s efforts to keep it 
in the Democratic column contributed 
to this result. 

In the Assembly of 1897 he was a 
member of the following Committees:

Re-elected in 1897 by a vote of 3,484 
against 3,310 cast for M. W. Hanoway, 
Republican, Mr. Palmer 
member of the Committees on Ways 
and Means, and of the Judiciary.

John K. Patton, Republican, who 
represents the Seventh Assembly dis- 
trict of Erie county in the Assembly, 
was born of Irish parentage in the 
city of Buffalo, Erie county, N. Y., 
October 1, 1856. His early life was 
spent on a farm in the town of Elma, 
Erie county, with his widowed mother.

Edgar A. Pearsall, Republican, who 
represents Chenango county in the As- 
sembly, was born in Oxford in that 
county on August 10, 1843.

Mr. Pearsall was elected Supervisor 
of the town of Coventry in 1884 and 
served the people continuously in that 
position for five years past.

Mr. Pearsall has been a member of 
the Board of Education of the Oxford 
Union Free School since 1898. He was 
educated at the district schools of 
Coventry and Oxford and at the Ox- 
ford Academy. He began his life work 
as a teacher and followed this profes- 
sion for six years. Then be became 
a farmer, also engaged in cattle rais- 
ing. For the past twenty-five years 
he has been engaged in manufacturing 
and selling lumber.

Jesse S. Phillips. 

Jesse S. Phillips, Republican, who 
represents Allegany county in the As- 
sembly, is a lawyer of Andover, in 
that county. He was born in the 
town of Independence, Allegany 
county, May 4, 1871. 

His boyhood was spent on a farm 
and in district schools until his parents 
removed to Andover, when he was fif- 
teen years of age. After that he was 
a clerk in a general country store and 
spent what time he could in study un- 
til he was successfully graduated from 
the Andover High School. His father 
had died in the meantime, but through 
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personal effort Mr. Phillips was able 
to enter the University of Michigan, 
where he was graduated with honor 
from the law department in 1893. He 
was admitted to the bar in 1894, and 
has been Attorney for his village, and 
an active, practicing counselor and suc- 
cessful court lawyer since that time. 

In 1898 he was elected Supervisor of 
his town, one of the youngest men who 
ever served on the Allegany County 
Board. In 1899 he was re-elected for 
two years by the largest plurality ever 
given a candidate in his township. 
During his three years’ experience as 
Supervisor he has served on the im- 
portant committees and been recog- 
nized as a leader on the floor of the 
local legislature. 

Mr. Phillips was married to Miss 
Mary Teresa Cannon, one of Alle- 
gany’s most accomplished daughters, 
September 3, 1902. 

In 1900 Mr. Phillips 
nated for the Assembly, without oppo- 
sition, in the Republican County Con- 
vention of Allegany county, and was 
elected by 2,649 plurality, receiving at 
the election 6,777 votes; A. L. Litch- 
ard, Democrat, the twin brother of 
former Assemblyman A. W. Litchard, 
receiving 4,128 votes. Mr. Phillips’ 
vote in his own township of Andover, 
in 1900, exceeded the record-breaker

Charles S. Plank. 
Charles 8S. Plank, Member of As- 


sembly from the First Assembly dis- 
trict of St. Lawrence county, was born 
in Rodman, Jefferson county, N. Y., 
September 1863. His parents, 
Seymour 8. Plank and Rosina (Mat- 
toon) Plank, were of New England 
stock. 

The subject of this sketch was 
reared on his father’s farm and at- 
tended the district school. He grad- 
uated from the classical course of Ives 
Seminary in 1884, and from the Pots- 
dam Normal School in 1887. 

Mr. Plank served three years as 
principal of the Waddington Union 
School and six years as School Com- 
missioner of the Second district of St. 
Lawrence county. He has also served 
Trustee of the village of Wad- 
dington, Justice of the Peace of his 
town for eight years, and Supervisor 
continuously since 1898. 

Mr. Plank studied law with Azro 
B. Shepard, of Waddington; Watson 
M. Rogers, of Watertown, and Chas. 
A. Kellogg, of Ogdensburg, and was 
duly admitted to the bar. He is 
deeply interested in the cause of edu- 
cation and farming, as well as in the 
profession of the law. 
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In politics Mr. Plank has always 
been a Republican, and has taken an 
active part in every campaign since 
he was a voter. 

During his service in the Legislature 
Mr. Plank has given especial attention 
to those measures affecting education, 
taxation, agriculture, and highway im- 
provement. His bill doubling the 
amount of State aid to towns adopt- 
ing the money system was enacted into 
law during the session of 1902. An- 
other measure which has been strongly 
advocated by him is one for the es- 
tablishment of schools of agriculture 
and domestic economy in the various 
counties of the State.

James T. Rogers. 

James T. Rogers, Republican, who 
represents the First Assembly district 
of Broome county, was born in Owego, 
Tioga county, on April 18, 1864. 

Mr. Rogers was educated at Whit- 
neys Point, at Newark Valley, and 
finally at the Owego Free Academy. 
Entering upon business life he acted 
as Assistant Postmaster of Owego for 
six years. He then studied law with 
Howard J. Mead, County Judge of 
Tioga county, and was Clerk of his 
Surrogate’s Court for several years. 
He was also Clerk of the village of 
Owego. He concluded his studies at 
the Cornell Law School in 1893, and 
was graduated by it as a Bachelor of 
Laws. While at ‘the Cornell Law 
School he was one of students 
selected to take part in a prize debate, 
and he was awarded the first prize. 
During his senior year he was assist- 
ant librarian of the Law School. He 
was admitted to the bar in September, 
1892, at the close of his junior year. 
He entered the law office of White & 
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Cheney in 1893 at Syracuse, and re- 
mained with that firm until early in 
1894, when he decided to locate in 
Binghamton, and formed a law part 
nership with S. Mack Smith, under 
the firm name of Smith & Rogers. 
That firm continued in existence until 
October, 1898, when it was dissolved 
because Mr. Smith had been elected 
Recorder of Binghamton. In Decem- 
ber, 1898, he formed a law partner- 
ship with J. H. Roberts and Theodore 
R. Tuthill, under the firm name of 
Roberts, Tuthill & Rogers. In 1895 
Mr. Rogers was appointed Attorney 
for the Police Department of Bing- 
hamton and held that position until 
March, 1898. 

As a Republican candidate for As- 
semblyman in 1898, Mr. Rogers re- 
ceived 4,222 votes to 2,863 votes cast 
for William E. Carpenter, Democrat. 

At the beginning of the session of 
the Assembly of 1899 Mr. Rogers was 
appointed a member of the following 
Committees :

Edward Rosenstein. 

Edward Rosenstein. Democrat, whe 
represents the Twelfth Assembly dis- 
trict of New York county in the As- 
sembly, was born in New York city. 
August 5, 1864.

He was also employed in this 
eapacity by Eugene A. Philbin and 
William Travers Jerome. The office of 
detective he resigned March 10, 1902, 
and returned to his old position with 
the Siegel-Cooper Company. 
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He has always been a loyal Demo- 
erat since his majority, toiling and 
working for his party with energy. 
He has been captain of his election dis- 
trict for twelve years, and has always 
carried it for the Democratic party, 
thus demonstrating his skill in party 
management. .At the election of 1902 
he received 3,371 votes out of 5,500 
votes registered, or the largest vote 
ever cast for a candidate for Assembly 
in his district. He belongs to a num- 
ber of clubs, among them being: Col- 
umbian Club, Samuel Tischner Benevo- 
lent Association, Broome  Coterie, 
Jerome Coterie, and Nathan Davis As- 
sociation.

When he was five years old his 
parents emigrated to this country and 
settled at Buffalo, N. Y., where Mr.

since resided. 

He was educated in the public 
schools and at St. Luke’s, Philadel- 
phia, and later took a course in study 
at Cortland Place Institute. He 
spent four years in business in New 
York, when ill-health compelled him 
to abandon that undertaking, and he 
returned to Hudson, where he has since 
been prominent in many undertakings 
there. He has been a volunteer fire- 
man, being a member of C. H. Evans’ 
Hook and Ladder Company, and also 
a trustee and charter member of the 
Lodge of Elks. 

Mr. Scovill served over five years in 
the Twenty-third Separate Company, 
National Guard, and was honorably 
discharged at the expiration of his 
term, at which time he held the rank 
of corporal. When the Spanish war 
broke out he .was among those who 
volunteered for the defense of his 
country.

Wm. Seward Shanahan. Democrat, 
who represents the Eleventh Assem- 
bly district of Kings county in the 
Assembly, was born in Brooklyn, Jan- 
uary 11, 1876, in the district which he 
represents, and has resided there all 
his life. 

Mr. Shanahan received his early 
education at the local public school.

New York city, he entered Columbia 
College and was graduated in the class 
of 1897 with the degree of A. B. In 
1898 he graduated from the New 
York Law School, receiving the degree 
of LL. B., with honor. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1899, and has 
since been associated with his brother, 
John B. Shanahan, in the practice of 
law ,at No. 189 Montague street, 
Brooklyn, N. Y. 

Mr. Shanahan has never held an ap- 
pointive position. He was a candidate 
for Member of the Assembly in 1901 
and was beaten 337 votes, although he 
ran over a thousand votes ahead of the 
Democratic ticket. The vote in the 
district, was Waldo R. Blackwell, 
5,460; W. S. Shanahan, 5,123. The 
head of the ticket was beaten 1,378 
votes in the same district. 

In the election of 1902 Mr. Shanahan 
again ran ahead of his ticket .and, re- 
ceiving more votes than any other can- 
didate in the same district, won by a 
plurality of 1,544 votes. He received 
5,770 votes and his opponent, John 
Cooper, Republican, 4,226. The Demo- 
cratic State ticket carried the same 
district by 1,108 votes. 

Speaker Nixon, in 1903, appointed 
Mr. Shanahan a member of the fol- 
lowing Assembly Committees: Public 
Health, Fish and Game, and Indian 
Affairs. 


James C. Sheldon. 


James Calhoun Sheldon, Republican, 
who represents the Second Assembly 
district of Cattaraugus county in the 
Assembly, was ,born in the town of 
Randolph in that county, November 
10, 1871. His father, Charles C. 
Sheldon, was one of the representative 
men of that section of the State, and 
for over a quarter of a century was 
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actively engaged in business enter- 
prises in Randolph. He was an en- 
thusiastic Republican and was identi- 
fied with that party throughout Cat- 
taraugus county. He died four years 
ago leaving the heritage of a rich in- 
telligence and an unsullied name. 
James C. Sheldon was educated in 
the Randolph Union School and at 
Chamberlain Institute, graduating 
from the latter institution in 1889. 
For four years he was associated with 
his father and afterward engaged 
alone in the mercantile and retail 
eoal business. In 1893 he commenced 
the study of law in the offices of ex- 
Supreme Court Judge Wm. H. Hender- 
son and Alex. Wentworth, Esq., at 
Randolph, and three years later was 
admitted to the bar at Rochester. 
Mr. Sheldon’s political career may 
be said to haye commenced when he 
attained his majority. In that year 
he was elected Justice of the Peace 
and was continued in office until he re- 
signed seven years afterward, and at 
the time of his first election he had 
the distinction of being the youngest 
magistrate in the United States. He 
has been chairman of the Republican 
campaign committee of Randolph for 
nine years and a member of his As- 
sembly district committee since the 
death of his father, whom he suc- 
ceeded in office. He was assistant 
secretary of the Constitutional Con- 
vention of 1894, and in 1899 was made 
assistant chief of the Revision De- 
partment of the Assembly. For the 
past three years Mr. Sheldon has been 
chief of the latter department, being 
selected each year without opposition. 
In connection with other work Mr. 
Sheldon has for several years con- 
tributed generously to the press 
throughout the State, and as a writer 
of political editorials and on subjects 
of public interest he has come into

1; is one of the officers of Randolph 
Lodge, No. 359, F. & A. M.; a member 
of Fidelity Chapter of the Eastern 
Star; of Randolph Tent, No. 5, K. O. 
T. M., and a charter member of the 
Order of Modern Woodmen of 
America, Lodge of Randolph. 

Mr. Sheldon takes his seat in the 
Assembly this year with the prestige 
of having been sent there by the 
largest majority over accorded a can- 
didate for Member of Assembly in the 
Second Cattaraugus district. Mr. 
Sheldon received 4,350 votes to 2,013 
votes cast for Ivo J. McGinity, Demo- 
crat, his opponent.

Peter P. Sherry. 


Peter P. Sherry, Democrat, who rep- 
resents the Seventh Assembly district 
of New York county, in the Assembly, 
was born in the Sixteenth ward, on 
July 26, 1872, of Irish parents, and 
has lived in the district which he rep- 
resents all his life. 

He was educated in Publie School 
No. 11, West Seventeenth street, and 
at St. Francis Xavier’s College, West 
Sixteenth street, New York. He has 
been associated with Wm. H. Hoyt & 
Co., real estate brokers, of No. 15 
West Forty-second street, since he left 
college, and is also in the fire and lia- 
bility insurance business, with an of- 
fice at 136 Eighth avenue. 

He has been a member of the Tam- 
many Hall organization of his district 
since his twenty-first birthday, and 
is the standard bearer of the Peter P. 
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Sherry Association, which was organ- 
ized November 11, 1896. 

He is a member of Celtic Council, 
Royal Arcanum, and Greenwich Coun- 
cil, Knights of Columbus, and several 
other organizations. He received 
5,143 votes in 1902 as the Democratic 
candidate for the Assembly, while 
Van Vorst Wells, the Republican can- 
didate, received 2,186 votes.

- John F. Simpson, Republican, who 
represents Sullivan county in the As- 
sembly, is a resident of the town of 
Fallsburgh in that county, where he 
is a farmer and manufacturer. He is 
also a member of the mercantile firm 
of E. H. Elmore & Co., Hurleyville, 
Nae 

He was born in the town of Falls- 
burgh, September 28, 1836, and has al- 
ways lived in the same place and was 
educated at the public schools. He 
has held various town offices for 
about thirty years and is now serving 
his fourteenth year as Supervisor, and 
has been Chairman of the Board for 
four years. He has always been an 
active Republican. 

Mr. Simpson is a member of the 
Monticello Lodge, No. 532, F. & A. M. 

At the election of 1902 Mr. Simpson 
received 3,725 votes to 3,271 votes 
given to Charles Barnum, Democrat.

John J. Sloane, Democrat, who rep- 
resents the First Assembly district of 


Westchester county in the Assembly, 
is a well-known and prosperous mer- 
chant of Yonkers. He was born in 
the county of Cumberland, England, 
on March 24, 1864, and upon attain- 
ing his majority came to this country 
and lived for one year in Philadelphia, 
Pa. In 1886 he removed to Yonkers 
and shortly after became local man- 
ager of the American Wringer Com- 
pany, in which position he remained 
until 1898, when he organized the 
Sloane Furniture Company, of which 
he is president. This is one of the 
leading enterprises in Westchester 
county, over whose entire area its 
business extends. 

Mr. Sloane has large property in- 
terests in Yonkers. He is prominent 
in fraternal circles in the State and 
county, being a member of the Forest- 
ers of America, Knights of Columbus, 
Elks, Red Men, Knights of the Es- 
senie Order, Knights of Honor, and 
Royal Arcanum. 

He has always been a _ zealous 
Democrat and served on the City Com- 
mittee for several years. He was first 
a candidate for political honors in 
1898, when he was elected to the As- 
sembly from the First Westchester 
district, receiving 6,111 votes and de- 
feating his Republican opponent, John 
Mulligan, by 278 votes. In the As- 
sembly of 1899 Mr. Sloane served on 
the following Committees:

Addison P. Smith, Republican, who 
represents the county of Wayne in 
the Assembly, was born in Otisco, 
Onondaga county, N. Y., December 30, 
1855, and moved with his parents, Dr. 
W. G. Smith and wife, to Savannah, 
Wayne county, N. Y., when eight 
years of age. 

He received his education at Savan- 
nah. At the age of twenty-one years 
he engaged in the mercantile busi- 
ness, in which he still continues. Mr. 
Smith is secretary, treasurer, and gen- 
eral manager of the Savannah Cream- 
ery Company, with its several tribu- 
tary stations, and has satisfactorily 
filled this position for six years.

mitted to the bar of this State in 
1883, and soon thereafter, as the Re- 
publican candidate, was elected County 
Judge of Hamilton county, when the 
county was strongly Democratic, and 
served in that office for six years. In 
January, 1890, he removed to Johns- 
town, Fulton county, N. Y., and com- 
menced the practice of law there, and 
has remained there in the active prac- 
tice of law since that time. He has 
always been an active Republican, and 
has been Chairman of the Republican 
District Committee. 

His vote for Member of Assembly, 
in 1901, was 5,655 to 3,989 for Frank 
Carson, Democrat.

George Herbert Smith, Republican,

The family resi- 
dence, however, was at Livonia, Liv- 
ingston county, N. Y., and this con- 
tinued to be his home until the family 
moved to Rochester. Mr. Smith’s 
father, the Hon. Lewis E. Smith, rep- 
resented Livingston county in the As- 
sembly in the sessions of 1868 and 
1869. His grandfather, Col. George 
Smith, was largely instrumental in 
securing the erection of Livingston 
county into a county, and was its 
first representative in the Assembly. 

Geo. H. Smith received his educa- 
tion in the distriet school in Livonia, 
the public grammar school, and Free 
Academy of Rochester, the University 
of Rochester, and Columbia Law 
School. On graduating from the Free 
Academy, he was awarded, on com- 
petitive examination, a scholarship in 
the University of Rochester. He 
graduated from this institution with 
eredit in 1881, receiving honorable 
mention for extra work and being 
elected a member of the Phi Beta 
Kappa Society. 

He at once entered upon the study 
of the law and was admitted to the 
bar at Rochester in October, 1883. 
He opened an office in May, 1884, and 
formed the partnership of Smith & 
Davis, with Albert Arthur Davis, in 
September, 1889, which continued four 
years. In November, 1889, the firm 
of Smith & Castleman was formed 


with John Warrant Castleman. In 
January, 1898, the firm of Smith, 
Remington, Benedict & Castleman 


was formed by an association in the 
law business with Harvey F. Reming- 
ton and Abraham Benedict. Mr. 
Remington retired in October, 1901. 

Mr. Smith is senior member of the 
law firm of Smith, Benedict & Castle- 
man, comprising, besides Mr. Smith, 
Abraham Benedict, John Warrant 
Castleman, and Howard T. Mosher, 
having offices on the seventh floor of 
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the German Insurance Building in 
Rochester. Mr. Smith was a member 
of the Rochester School Board in 1893. 
He completed, in 1901, six consecutive 
years’ service in the Board of Super- 
visors of Monroe county. The last 
two years he was Chairman of that 
body. 

Mr. Smith a member of the 
Rochester Chamber of Commerce, the 
Rochester Historical Society, the Civic 
League, the Rochester Economic Club, 
and the Political Equality Club. 

Nominated for the Assembly in 1902, 
Mr. Smith received 6,523 votes to 4,198 
east for H. B. Hallock, Democrat.

For a number of years he served 
as trustee of the public schools and 
as President of the village of Fish- 
kill-on-the-Hudson, and for several 
years represented his town in the 
Dutchess county Board of Supervisors, 
serving for two years as Chairman 
of the Board. He has been a mem- 
ber of the Republican County Commit- 
tee of Dutchess county since 1896, and 
for the past five years Chairman of 
the Committee. He served, in 1901, 
as chairman of Group VI, New York 
State Bankers’ Association. 

Mr. Smith has represented the First 
Assembly district of Dutchess county 
in the Legislature since 1898, twice 
being elected without opposition; his 
majority in the last election was 
nearly 2,000.

Hubbard, Democrat, had 2,970 votes.

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John Wolf. 

John Wolf, Democrat, who repre- 
sents the Nineteenth Assembly dis- 
trict of Kings county in the Assem- 
bly, was born on May 11, 1859, at 
Plumsburgh, Pennsylvania. His pa- 
rents moved to Brooklyn, New York, 
when he was four years old, and he 
has lived in that place ever since. 

Mr. Wolf attended the parochial 
school of St. Nicholas’ Church for 
several years, and was finally grad- 
uated from the college attached to 
Annunciation Chureh of Brooklyn. 

Mr. Wolf followed the trade of a 
merchant tailor for eleven years, and 
finally opened the hotel at 251 Pow- 
ers street, borough of Brooklyn, of 
which he is the proprietor. In poli- 
tics he has always been a Democrat. 
He has lived in the Highteenth ward 
of the county of Kings for the last 
thirty years. He became leader of 
the organization of the Democratic 
party in his district about twelve 
years ago, and still holds that posi- 
tion. 

Nominated for the Assembly by the 
Democratic party in 1901, Mr. Wolf 
received 4,421 votes to 3,136 votes 
east for Herman Schwickart, Repub- 
lican. 

Speaker Nixon, in 1902, appointed 
Mr. Wolf a member of the following 
Assembly Committees: Fisheries and 
Game and Soldiers’ Home. 

Renominated in 1902 Mr. Wolf re- 
ceived 4,632 votes; William E. F.

Frederick E. Wood. 
Frederick E. Wood, Republican, who 
represents the Twenty-first Assembly 
district of New York in the Assembly,

He was chairman of the Re- 
publican Campaign Committee in the 
Twenty-first Assembly district during 
the years 1900 and 1901, when phe- 
nomenal majorities were given to the 
Presidential and Mayoralty candidates 
of the Republican party.

Mr. Wood is secretary of Atlas

Mr. Wood was elected by a plurality 
of 294 votes over E. Styles Potter, 
Democrat, receiving 8,466 votes against

Mr. Wood a member of the following

John R. Yale. 


John R. Yale, Republican, who rep- 
resents Putnam county in the Assem- 
bly, was born in the town of Patter-

son, Putnam county, New York, on 
the 8th day of May, 1856. 

Mr. Yale for the past ten years 
has been employed as a real estate ex- 
pert by New York city in condemna- 
tion proceedings for New York city. 
He has always been a Republican. 
For the two years 1900 and 1901 he 
was an Assessor. Then, in 1901, he 
was elected an Assemblyman, receiy- 
ing 1,984 votes to 1,506 cast for 
George E. Sunderlin, Democrat. 

Speaker Nixon, in 1902, appointed 
Mr. Yale a member of the following 
Assembly Committees: Railroads and 
Labor and Tudustries. 

Renominated in 1902 Mr. Yale re- 
ceived 2,043 votes; William S. Mead, 
Democrat, 1,390 votes. 

Mr. Yale, in 1903, was appointed a 
member of the following Assembly 
Committees: Railroads, Publie Print- 
ing, and Labor and Industries. 


Louis J. Zettler. 


Louis J. Zettler, Democrat, who rep- 
resents the Twentieth Assembly dis- 
trict of Kings county in the Assem- 
bly, was born on November 4, 1860, of 
German parents, in the Tenth ward 
of the old city of New York. 

After receiving the benefits of a 
general school education, usually al- 
lotted to boys of his station, he en- 
tered the employ of one of the largest 
dry goods stores, as cash boy. Through 
his courage and honesty of purpose, he 
finally, after much perseverance, suc- 
ceeded in raising himself to the posi- 
tion of buyer of his department, filling 
the same with credit, both to his firm 
and to himself. After a faithful and 
pleasant business connection of eigh- 
teen years’ standing with this firm, he 
deemed it advisable to make a change 
and secured a position as traveling 
salesman with one of the largest manu- 
facturers in his line, with whom he 
has now been for ‘ten years. 
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Through this latter position, Mr. 
Zettler comes in contact with citizens 
and the public, in general, all over 
the eastern part of the United States. 

He travels as far west as Chicago 
and St. Louis, southwest as far as 
Louisville, and also all through the 
east, thus becoming more or less ac- 
quainted with the actual wants of 
the people, what is necessary for their 
welfare, and finding through the same 
medium a remedy for any and all de- 
fects in government. 

Socially, he is well-known and liked, 
being a member of the Royal Arcanum, 
Foresters of America, Knights of Co- 
lumbus, and other associations. 

In politics he has always been a 
staunch Democrat, and has always af- 
filiated with his party. He is a very

ARCHIE E. BAXTER, 


Archie E. Baxter, Clerk of the As- 
sembly, was born at Port Glasgow, 
Scotland, upon the 16th of December, 
1844. He was brought to this country 
by his parents and educated in its 
schools. When the War of the Rebel- 
lion broke out he enlisted in the One 
Hundred and Forty-first New York 
State Volunteers, and fought bravely. 
So good a soldier was he that he was 
successively promoted to the rank of 
lieutenant, captain and brevet major 
in the regiment to which he was at- 
tached. Shortly after his return from 
the war he was adjutant and lieuten- 
ant-colonel of the One Hundred and 
Sixth Regiment of the National Guard 
of the State of New York. Colonel 
Baxter by this time had become one of 
the most eloquent speakers in the 


ranks of the Republican party, and 


was the favorite orator in many 


towns and cities of the State. 


Seymour Democratie Club, of which 
he is a past president, of the Empire 
Club, and of the Twentieth Assembly 
District Regular Democratic Associa- 
tion, of both of which latter he is now 


president. He is also a member of the 
Standard and Linden Democratic 
Clubs. He has always represented his

Speaker Nixon, in 1903, appointed 
Mr. Zettler a member of the follow- 
ing Assembly Committees: Commerce 
and Navigation and Military Affairs. 


Clerk of the Assembly. 


In 1883 he was elected County Clerk 
of Chemung county and served at that 
post with great acceptability to the 
residents of the county. Once he was 
the Republican candidate for Congress- 
man in the district. In 1889 he was 
appointed United States Marshal for 
the Northern district of New York by 
President Harrison and held that place 
until President Cleveland reassumed 
office in 1893. In the years 1895 and 
1896 Mr. Baxter was elected Clerk of 
the Assembly. In 1896 he was elected 
a delegate to the Republican National 
Convention. When the Assembly of 
1897 was organized, Mr. Baxter was 
again unanimously chosen by the Re- 
publicans as Clerk of the Assembly. 
At the organization of the Assembly 
of 1898, he was again unanimously 
chosen by the Republicans as Clerk of 
the Assembly, this compliment being 
repeated in 1899, 1900, 1901, 1902, and 
1903. 
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ANDERSON D. LAWRENCE, Chief Messenger of the Assembly. 


Anderson D. Lawrence, of Albany, 
holds the position officially known as 
“Chief Messenger” in the Assembly, 
but this title illy gives the manifold 
nature of Mr. Lawrence’s duties. In 
fact, he provides a public document 
for any member of the Assembly 
when he wants one, or any bill intro- 
duced in the Legislature this year 
(1903), or for five previous years; 
and he is not a “messenger” at all. 
It frequently happens that a member 
of the Legislature desires a copy of 
a bill introduced in either the Senate 
or the Assembly some previous year. 
Mr. Lawrence, years ago, began to pre- 
serve the bills introduced in one ses- 
sion and put them at the command of 
the members of the Legislature the 
succeeding year; and four years ago 
he persuaded Clerk Baxter to have a 
room constructed specially for filing 
away legislative bills and documents. 
As a result of this system of presery- 
ing documents and legislative bills, 
adopted by him, Mr. Lawrence now 
has the bills introduced in the Legis- 
latures of 1897, 1898, 1899, 1900, 1901, 
and 1902, and a large proportion of 
the public documents of the same 
period, and the members of the Legis- 
lature are thus greatly aided in the 
execution of their work. Mr. Law- 
rence also sends copies of all legis- 


Mr. Lawrence also supervises the re- 
sponsible work of putting the bills in- 
troduced in the Legislature, as fast as 
they are printed, on the files of the 
members of the Assembly; and has 
charge of the pages of the Assembly 
while they are engaged upon this and 
the similar work of putting on the 
Assemblymen’s files public documents 
and the Journals of the Assembly and 
the Senate. 

Mr. Lawrence was born in Albany 
in 1840 and was educated at its public 
schools. For twenty-four years, with- 
out a break, he has been an employee of 
the Assembly in some position; and so 
faithful and helpful and efficient has 
he been, that he was considered indis- 
pensable, even by political opponents, 
and, therefore, was the sole Republi- 
can employee retained when the Demo- 
cratic party had a majority in the As- 
sembly and named its executive offi- 
Mr. Lawrence thus held office 
under Speakers Patterson in 1882, 
Chapin in 1883, Sheehan in 1891, Bush 
in 1892, and Sulzer in 1893, all of the 
Democratic party and all aware that 
he is a zealous Republican. 

In this interval of twenty-four 
years Mr. Lawrence also, every sum- 
mer, has been a hard-working employee 
of the Republican State Committee, at 
its headquarters at the Fifth Avenue

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The Declaration of Independence. 


Mave BY THE OriciINAL TuirTeEN Untrep Srates or AMERICA, 
on Juty 4, 1776. 


When, in the course of human events, 
it becomes necessary for one people to 
dissolve the political bands which have 
connected them with another, and to 
assume, among the powers of the earth, 
the separate and equal station to which 
the laws of nature and of nature’s God 
entitle them, a decent respect to the 
opinions of mankind requires that they 
should declare the causes which impel 
them to the separation. 

We hold these truths to be self-evi- 
dent, that all men are created equal, 
that they are endowed, by their Creator, 
with certain unalienable rights, that 
among these are life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness. That to secure 
these rights, governments are instituted 
among men, deriving their just powers 
from the consent of the governed, that 
whenever any form of government 
becomes destructive of these ends, it is 
the right of the people to alter or to 
abolish it, and to institute new govern- 
ment, laying its foundation on such 
principles, and organizing its powers in 
euch form as to them shall seem most 
likely to effect their safety and happi- 
ness. Prudence, indced, will dictate, 
that governments long established, 
should not be changed for light and 
transient causes; and accordingly all 
experience hath shown, that mankind 
are more disposed to suffer, while evils 
are sufferable, than to right themselves 
by abolishing the forms to which they 
are accustomed. But when a long train 
of abuses and usurpations, pursuing 
invariably the same object, evinces a 
design to reduce them under absolute 


despotism, it is their right, it is their 
duty, to throw off such government, 
and to provide new guards for their 
future security. Such has been the 
patient sufferance of these Colonies, and 
such is now the necessity which con- 
strains them to alter their former_ 
systems of government. The history of 
the present King of Great Britain is a 
history of repeated injuries and usurpa- 
tions, all having in direct object the 
establishment of an absolute tyranny 
over these States. To prove this, 
let facts be submitted to a candid 
world. 

He has refused his assent to laws, the 
most wholesome and necessary for the 
public good. 

He has forbidden his governors to 
pass laws of immediate and pressing 
importance, unless suspended in their 
operation till his assent should be 
obtained ; and when so suspended, he 
has utterly neglected to attend to them. 

He has refused to pass other laws for 
the accommodation of large districts of 
people, unless those people would relin- 
quish the right of representation in the 
Legislature, a right inestimable to them 
and formidable to tyrants only. 

He has called together legislative 
bodies at places unusual, uncomfortable 
and distant from the depository of their 
public records, for the sole purpose of 
fatiguing them into compliance with 
his measures. 

He has dissolved representative houses 
repeatedly, for opposing with manly 
firmness his invasions on the rights of 
the people. 
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He has refused for a long time, after 
such dissolutions, to cause others to be 
elected, whereby the legislative powers, 
incapable of annihilation, have returned 
to the people at large for their exercise; 
the State remaining, in the meantime, 
exposed to all the dangers of inva- 
sion from without, and convulsions 
within. 

He has endeavored to prevent the 
population of these States; for that 
purpose obstructing the laws for natur- 
alization of foreigners; refusing to pass 
others to encourage their migrations 
hither, and raising the conditions of 
new appropriations of lands. 

He has obstructed the administration 
of justice by refusing his assent to laws 
for establishing judiciary powers. 

He has made judges dependent on his 
will alone, for the tenure of their 
offices, and the amount and payment of 
their salaries. 

He has erected a multitude of new 
offices, and sent hither swarms of officers 
to harass our people, and eat out their 
substance. 

He has kept among us, in times of 
peace, standing armies, without the 
consent of our legislatures. 

He has affected to render the military 
independent of and superior to the civil 
power. 

He has combined with others to sub- 
ject us to a jurisdiction foreign to our 
constitution and unacknowledged by 
our laws; giving his assent to their acts 
of pretended legislation: 

For quartering large bodies of armed 
troops among us: 

For protecting them, by a mock trial, 
from punishment for any murders which 
they should commit on the inhabitants 
of these States: 

For cutting off our trade with all 
parts of the world: 

For imposing taxes on us without 
our consent: 

For depriving us, in many cases, of 
the benefits of trial by jury: 


For transporting us beyond seas to be 
tried for pretended offenses: 

For abolishing the free system of 
English laws in a neighboring province, 
establishing therein an arbitrary gov- 
ernment, and enlarging its boundaries, 
so as to render it at once an example 
and fit instrument for introducing the 
same absolute rule into these colonies: 

For taking away our charters, abol- 
ishing our most valuable laws, and alter- 
ing fundamentally the forms of our 
governments: 

For suspending our own legislatures, 
and declaring themselves invested with 
power to legislate for us in all cases 
whatsoever. 

He has abdicated government here, 
by declaring us out of his protection, 
and waging war against us. 

He has plundered our seas, ravaged 
our coasts, burnt our towns, and de- 
stroyed the lives of our people. 

He is, at this time, transporting large 
armies of foreign mercenaries to com- 
plete the works of death, desolation, 
and tyranny, already begun, with cir- 
cumstances of cruelty and perfidy, 
scarcely paralleled in the most barbar- 
ous ages, and totally unworthy the head 
of a civilized nation. 

He has constrained our fellow-citizens, 
taken captive on the high seas, to bear 
arms against their country, to become 
the executioners of their friends and 
brethren, or to fall themselves by their 
hands. 

He has excited domestic insurrection 
amongst us, and has endeavored to 
bring on the inhabitants of our frontiers, 
the merciless Indian savages, whose 
known rule of warfare is an undistin- 
guished destruction of all ages, sexes, 
and conditions, 

In every stage of these oppressions we 
have petitioned for redress in the most 
humble terms: our repeated petitions 
have been answered only by repeated 
injury. A prince whose character is 
thus marked by every act which may 
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define a tyrant, is unfit to be the ruler of 
a free people. 

Nor have we been wanting in atten- 
tions to our British brethren. We have 
warned them, from time to time, of at- 
tempts by their legislature to extend an 
unwarrantable jurisdiction overus. We 
have reminded them of the circumstances 
of our emigration and settlement here. 
We have appealed to their native jus- 
tice and magnanimity, and we have 
conjured them by the ties of our com- 
mon kindred to disayow these usurpa- 
tions, which would inevitably interrupt 
our connections and correspondence. 
They too have been deaf to the voice of 
justice and of consanguinity. Wemust, 
therefore, acquiesce in the necessity 
which denounces our separation, and 
hold them, as we hold the rest of 
mankind, enemies in war, in peace 
friends. 

We, therefore, the Representatives of 
the United States of America, in General 
Congress assembled, appealing to the 
Supreme Judge of the world for the 
rectitude of our intentions, do, in the 
name, and by authority of the good 
people of these Colonies, solemnly pub- 
lish and deciare, That: these United Col- 
onies are, and of right ought to be, free 
and independent States; that they are 
absolved from all allegiance to the Brit- 
ish crown, and that all political connex- 
fon between them and the State of Great 
Britain, is, and ought to be, totally dis- 
solved; and that as free and independent 
States, they have full power to levy war, 
conclude peace, contract alliances, estab- 
lish commerce, and to do all other acts 
and things which independent States may 
of right do, And for the support of this 
declaration, with a firm reliance on the 
protection of Divine Providence, we 
mutually pledge to each other our lives, 
or fortunes, and our sacred Lonour.

PREAMBLE TO CONSTITUTION. 


We, the people of the United States, 
in order to form a more perfect union, 
establish justice, insure domestic tran- 
quillity, provide for the common 
defense, promote the general welfare, 
and secure the blessings of liberty to 
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ourselves and our posterity, do ordain 
and establish this constitution for the 
United States of America. 


ARTICLE I.

SECTION 2. 


1, The house of representatives shall 
be composed of members chosen every 
second year by the people of the several 
states; and the electors in each state 
shall have the qualifications requisite 
for electors of the most numerous 
branch of the state legislature. 

2. No person shall be a representative 
who shall not have attained to the age 
of twenty-five years, and been seven 
years a citizen of the United States, and 
who shall not, when elected, be an 
inhabitant of that state in which he 
shall be chosen. 

8. Representatives and direct taxes 
shall be apportioned among the several 
states which may be included within 
this union, according to their respective 
numbers, which shall be determined by 
adding to the whole number of free per- 
sons, including those bound to service 
for a term of years, and excluding 
Indians not taxed, three-fifths of all 
other persons. The actual enumeration 
shall be made within three years after 
the first meeting of the congress of the 
United States, and within every subse- 
quent term of ten years, in such manner 
as they shallZby law direct. The num- 
ber of representatives shall not exceed 
one for every thirty thousand, but each 
state shall have at least one representa- 
tive; and until such enumeration shall 
be made, the state of New Hampshire 
shall be entitled to choose three; Massa- 
chusetts, eight; Rhode Island and Proy- 
idence plantations, one; Connecticut, 
five; New York, six; New Jersey, four; 


Pennsylvania, eight; Delaware, one; 
Maryland, six; Virginia, ten; North 
Carolina, five; South Carolina, five; and 
Georgia, three. 

4, When vacancies happen in the rep- 
resentation from any state, the executive 
authority thereof shall issue writs of 
election to fill such vacancies. 

5. The house of representatives shall 
choose their speaker and other officers, 
and shall have the sole power of 
impeachment, 


Srction 8. 


1. The senate of the United States 
shall be composed of two senators from 
each state, chosen by the legislature 
thereof, for six years; and each senator 
shall have one vote. 

2. Immediately after they shall be as- 
sembled in consequence of the first elec- 
tion, they shall be divided as equally as 
may be into three classes. The seats of 
the senators of the first class shall be 
vacated at the expiration of the second 
year, of the second class at the expira- 
tion of the fourth year, and of the third 
class at the expiration of the sixth year, 
so that one-third may be chosen every 
second year; and if vacancies happen, 
by resignation or otherwise, during the 
recess of the legislature of any state, the 
executive thereof may make temporary 
appointments until the next meeting of 
the legislature, which shall then fill such 
vacancies. 

8. No person shall be a senator who 
shall not have attained the age of thirty 
years, and been nine years a citizen of 
the United States, and who shall not, 
when elected, be an inhabitant of that 
state for which he shall be chosen. 

4, The vice-president of the United 
States shall be president of the senate, 
but shall have no vote unless they be 
equally divided. 

5. The senate shall choose their other 
officers, and also a president pro tempore 
in the absence of the vice-president or 
when he shall exercise the office of presi- 
dent of the United States. 
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6. The senate shall have the sole 
power to try all impeachments. When 
sitting for that purpose, they shall be 
on oath or affirmation. When the presi- 
dent of the United States is tried, the 
chief justice shall preside; and no per- 
son shall be convicted without the con- 
currence of two-thirds of the members 
present. 

7. Judgment in cases of impeachment 
shall not extend further than to removal 
from office, and disqualification to hold 
and enjoy any office of honor, trust or 
profit under the United States; but the 
party convicted shall, nevertheless, be 
liable and subject to indictment, trial, 
judgment and punishment, according to 
law. 

Section 4, 


1. The times, places and manner of 
holding elections for senators and repre- 
sentatives shall be prescribed in each 
state by the legislature thereof, but the 
congress may at any time by law make 
or alter such regulations, except as to 
the place of choosing senators. 

2. The congress shall assemble at least 
once in every year, and such meeting 
shall be on the first Monday in Decem- 
ber, unless they shall by law appoint a 
different day. 

Section 5. 


1. Each house shall be the judge of 
the elections, returns and qualifications 
of its own members, and a majority of 
each shall constitute a quorum to do 
business; but a smaller number may 
adjourn from day to day, and may be 
authorized to compel the attendance of 
absent members, in such manner and 
under such penalties as each house may 
provide. 

2. Hach house may determine the rule 
of its proceedings, punish its members 
for disorderly behavior, and with the 
concurrence of two-thirds, expel a 
member, 

8. Each house shall keep a journal of 
its proceedings, and from time to time 
publish the same, excepting such parts 


as may, in their judgment, require 
secrecy; and the yeas and nays of the 
members of either house on any ques- 
tion shall, at the desire of one-fiftu of 
those present, be entered on the journal. 

4, Neither house, during the session 
of congress, shall, without the consent 
of the other, adjourn for more than 
three days, nor to any other place than 
that in which the two houses shall be 
sitting. 

Section 6. 

1. The senators and representatives 
shall receive a compensation for their 
services, to be ascertained by law, and 
paid out of the treasury of the United 
States. They shall, in all cases except 
treason, felony and breach of the peace, 
be privileged from arrest during their 
attendance at the session of their 
respective houses, and in going to and 
returning from the same; and for any 
speech or debate in either house they 
shall not be questioned in any other 
place. 

2. No senator or representative shall, 
during the time for which he was 
elected, be appointed to any civil office 
under the authority of the United 
States, which shall have been created, or 
the emoluments whereof shall have been 
increased, during such time; and na 
person holding any office under the 
United States shall be a member of 
either house during his continuance in 
office. 


SECTION 7. 


1. All bills for raising revenue shall 
originate in the house of representa- 
tives; but the senate may propose or 
concur with amendments as on other 
bills. 

2. Every bill which shall have passed 
the house of representatives and tha 
senate shall, before it becomes a law, be 
presented to the president of the United 
States; if he approve, he shall sign it; 
but if not, he shall return it, with hig 
objections, to that house in which if 
shall have originated; who shall enter 
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the objections at large on their journal, 
and proceed to reconsider it. If, after 
such reconsideration, two-thirds of that 
house shall agree to pass the bill, it 
shall be sent, together with the objec- 
tions, to the other house, by which it 
shall Jikewise be reconsidered; and, if 
approved by two-thirds of that house, 
it shall become a law. But in all cases, 
the votes of both houses shall be deter- 
mined by yeas and nays, and the names 
of the persons voting for and against 
the bill shall be entered on the journal 
of each house respectively. If any bill 
shall not be returned by the president 
within ten days (Sundays excepted) 
after it shall have been presented to 
him, the same shall be a law in like 
manner as if he had signed it, unless the 
congress, by their adjournment, prevent 
its return, in which case it shall not be 
a law. 

8. Every order, resolution or vote, to 
which the concurrence of the senate and 
house of representatives may be neces- 
sary (except on a question of adjourn- 
ment), shall be presented to the president 
of the United States; and, before the 
game shall take effect, shall be approved 
by him; or, being disapproved by him, 
shall be repassed by two-thirds of the 
senate and house of representatives, 
according to the rules and limitations 
prescribed in the case of a bill. 


SEcTION 8. 

The congress shall have power: 

1. To lay and collect taxes, duties, 
imposts, and excises; to pay the debts 
and provide for the common defense 
and general welfare of the Uuited States; 
but all duties, imposts and excises shall 
be uniform throughout the United 
States. 

2. To borrow money on the credit of 
the United States. 

8. To regulate commerce with foreign 
nations, and among the several states, 
and with the Indian tribes. 

4. To establish an uniform rule of 
naturalization, and uniform laws on the 
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subject of bankruptcies throughout the 
United States. 

5. To coin money, regulate the value 
thereof, and of foreign coin, and fix the 
standard of weights and measures. 

6. To provide for the punishment of 
counterfeiting the securities and current 
coin of the United States. 

7. To establish post-oftices and post 
roads. 

8. To promote the progress of science 
and useful arts, by securing for limited 
times, to authors and inventors, the 
exclusive right to their respective writ- 
ings and discoveries. 

9. To constitute tribunals inferior ta 
the supreme court; to define and punish 
piracies and felonies committed on the 
high seas, and offenses against the law 
of nations. 

10. To declare war, grant letters of 
marque and reprisal, and makes rules 
concerning captures on ‘land and water. 

11. To raise and support armies; but 
no appropriation of money to that use 
shall be fora longer term than two years, 

12. To provide and maintain a navy. 

13. To make rules for the government 
and regulation of the land and naval 
forces. 

14. To provide for calling forth the 
militia to execute the laws of the Union, 
suppress insurrections, and repel inva- 
sions. 

15. To provide for organizing, arming 
and disciplining the militia, and for 
governing such part of them as may 
be employed in the service of the 
United States; reserving to the states 
respectively the appointment of the 
officers and the authority of training the 
militia according to the discipline pre- 
scribed by congress. 

16. To exercise exclusive legislation 
in all cases whatsoever, over such dis- 
trict (not exceeding ten miles square) as 
may, by cession of particular states, and 
the acceptance of congress, become the 
seat of government of the United States; 
and to exercise like authority over all 
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places purchased, by the consent of the 
legislature of the state in which the 
same shall be, for the erection of forts, 
magazines, arsenals, dockyards, and 
other needful buildings; and 

17. To make all laws which shall be 
necessary and proper for carrying into 
execution the foregoing powers, and all 
other powers vested by this constitution 
in the government of the United States, 
or in any department or officer thereof. 


SEcTION 9. 

1. The migration or importation of 
such persons as any of the states now 
existing shall think proper to admit, 
shall not be prohibited by the congress 
prior to the year one thousand eight 
hundred and eight; but a tax or duty 
may be imposed on such importation 
not exceeding ten dollars for each 
person. 

2. The privilege of the writ of habeas 
corpus shall not be suspended, unless 
when, in cases of rebellion or invasion, 
the public safety may require it. 

8. No bill of attainder, or ex post facto 
Jaw shall be passed. 

4. No capitation or other direct tax 
shall be laid unless in proportion to the 
census or enumeration hereinbefore 
directed to be taken. 

5. No tax or duty shall be laid on any 
articles exported from any state. .No 
preference shall be given by any regu- 
lation of commerce or revenue to the 
ports of one state over those of another; 
nor shall vessels bound to or from one 
state be obliged to enter, clear or pay 
duties in another. 

6. No money shall be drawn from the 
treasury but in consequence of appro- 
priations made by law; and a regular 
statement and account of the receipts 
and expenditures of all public money 
shall be published from time to time. 

7. No title of nobility shall be granted 
by the United States; and no person 
holding any office of profit or trust 
under them shall, without the consent 


of the congress, accept of any present, 
emolument, office, or title of any kind 
whatever, from any king, prince, or 
foreign state. 


Szction 10. 


1. No state shall enter into any treaty, 
alliance or confederation; grant letters 
of marque and reprisal; coin money; 
emit bills of credit; make anything but 
gold and silver coin a tender in payment 
of debts; pass any bill of aftainder, 
ex post facto law, or law impairing the 
obligation of contracts; or grant any 
title of nobility. 

2. No state shall, without the consent 
of the congress, lay any imposts or 
duties on imports or exports, except 
what may be absolutely necessary for 
executing its inspection laws, and the 
net produce of all duties and imposts 
laid by any state on imports or exports 
shall be for the use of the treasury of 
the United States, and all such laws 
shall be subject to the revision and 
control of the congress. No state shall, 
without the consent of the congress, 
lay any duty of tonnage, keep troops 
or ships of war in time of peace, enter 
into any agreement or compact with 
another state, or with a foreign power, 
or engage in war, unless actually in- 
vaded, or in such imminent danger ag 
will not admit of delay, 


ARTICLE II. 
SECTION 1. 


1. The executive power shall be vested 
in a president of the United States of 
America. He shall hold his office dur- 
ing the term of four years; and,together 
wi'h the vice-president chosen for the 
same term, be elected as follows: 

2. Each state shall appoint, in such 
manner as the legislature thereof may 
direct, a number of electors equal to 
the whole number of senators and repre- 
sentatives to which the state may be 
entitled in the congress; but no senator 
or representative, or person holding an 
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office of trust or profit under the United 
States, shall be appointed an elector. 

3. The electors shall meet in their 
respective states, and vote by ballot for 
two persons, of whom one at least shall 
not be an inhabitant of the same state 
with themselves, And they shall make 
a list of all the persons voted for, and 
of the number of votes for each; which 
list they shall sign and certify, and 
transmit sealed to the seat of govern- 
ment of the United States, directed to 
the president of the senate. The presi- 
dent of the senate shall, in the presence 
of the senate and house of representa- 
tives, open all the certificates, and the 
vote shall then becounted. The person 


having the greatest number of votes’ 


shall be the president, if such number 
be a majority of the whole number of 
electors appointed; and if there be more 
than one who have fsuch majority, and 
have an equal number of votes, then 
the house of representative shall imme- 
diately choose, by ballot, one of them 
for president; and if no person havea 
majority, then, from the highest on the 
list, the said house shall, in like manner, 
choose the president. But in choosing 
the president, the vote shall be taken by 
states, the representation from each 
state having one vote: a quorum for 
this purpose shall consist of a member 
or members from two-thirds of the 
states, and a majority of all the states 
shall be necessary toa choice. Inevery 
case, after the choice of the president, 
the person having the greatest number 
of votes of the electors shall be the vice- 
president. But if there should remain 
two or more who have equal votes, the 
senate shall choose from them, by ballot, 
the vice-president. 

4,The congress may determine the time 
of choosing the electors, and the day on 
which they shall give their votes, which 
day shall be the same throughout the 
United States. 

5. No person, except a natural born 
citizen, or a citizen of the United States 


at the time of the adoption of this 
constitution, shall be eligible to the 
office of president; neither shall any 
person be eligible to that office who 
shall not have attained to the age of 
thirty-five years, and been fourteen 
years a resident within the United 
States. 

6. In case of the removal of the pres- 
ident from office, or of his death, resig- 
nation, or inability to discharge the 
powers and duties of the said office, the 
same shall devolve on the vice-president; 
and the congress may, by law, provide 
for the case of removal, death, resigna- 
tion or inability, both of the president 
and vice-president, declaring what 
officer shall then act as president; and 
such officer shall act accordingly, until 
the disability be removed, or a president 
shall be elected. 

7. The president shall, at stated times, 
receive for his services a compensation 
which shall neither be increased nor 
diminished during the period for which 
he shall have been elected; and he shall 
not receive within that period any other 
emolument from the United States, or 
any of them. 

8. Before he enter on the execution of 
his office, he shall take the following 
oath or affirmation : 

“‘T do solemnly swear (or affirm) that 
I will faithfully execute the office of 
president of the United States; and 
will, to the best of my ability, preserve, 
protect and defend the constitution of 
the United States.” 


SECTION 2. 

1. The president shall be commander- 
in-chief of the army and navy of the 
United States, and of the militia of 
the several states, when called into the 
actual service of the United States. He 
may require the opinion, in writing, of 
the principal officer in each of the 
executive departments, upon any sub- 
ject relating to the duties of their 
respective offices; and he shall have 
power to grant reprieves and pardons 
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for offenses against the United States, 
except in cases of impeachment. 

2. He shall have power, by and with 
the advice and consent of the senate, to 
make treaties, provided two-thirds of 
the senators present concur; and he 
shall nominate, and by and with the 
advice and consent of the senate shall 
appoint, ambassadors, other public 
ministers and consuls, judges of the 
supreme court, and all other officers of 
the United States whose appointments 
are not herein otherwise provided for, 
and which shall be established by law. 
But the congress may, py law, vest the 
appointment of such inferior officers as 
they think proper, in the president 
alone, in the courts of law, or in the 
heads of departments. 

3. The president shall have power to 
fill up all vacancies that may happen 
during the recess of the senate, by grant- 
ing commissions which shall expire at 
the end of their next session. 


SECTION 3. 


1. He shall, from time to time, give 
to the congress information of the state 
of the union, and recommend to 
their consideration such measures as he 
shall judge necessary and expedient. 
He may on extraordinary occasions, 
convene both houses, or either of them; 
and in case of disagreement between 
them, with respect to the time of 
adjournment, he may adjourn them to 
such time as he shall think proper. He 
shall receive ambassadors and other pub- 
lic ministers. He shall take care that 
the laws be faithfully executed; and 
shall commission all the officers of 
he United States. 


Srcrion 4, 

1. The president, vice-president’ and 
all civil officers of the United States, 
shall be removed from office on impeach- 
ment for, and conviction of treason, 
bribery or other high crimes and mis- 
demeanors., 


ARTICLE III. 
SecTIon 1. 


1. The judicial power of the United 
States shall be vested in one supreme 
court, and in such inferior courts as the 
congress may, from time to time, ordain 
and establish. The judges, both of the 
supreme and inferior courts, shall hold 
their offices during good behavior; and 
shall, at stated times, receive for their 
services a compensation, which shall not 
be diminished during their continuance 
in office. 

SECTION 2. 

1. The judicial power shall extend to 
all cases in law and equity arising under 
this constitution, the laws of the United 
States, and treaties made, or which shall 
be made under their authcrity; to all 
cases affecting ambassadors, ther pub- 
lic ministers and consuls: to all caseg 
of admiralty and maritime jurisdiction; 
to controversies to which the United 
States shall be a party; to controversies 
between two or more states; between 2 
state and citizens of snother state; 
between citizens of different states, be- 
tween citizens of the same state claim- 
ing lands under grant: vf different 
states, and between a state, or the 
citizens thereof, and foreign states, 
citizens or subjects. 

2. In all cases affecting ambassadors, 
other public ministers and consuls, and 
those in which a state shall be party, 
the supreme court shall have original 
jurisdiction. In all the other cases be- 
fore mentioned, the supreme court shall 
have appellate jurisdiction, both as to 
law and fact, with such exceptions and 
under such regulations as the congress 
shall make. 

38. The trial of all crimes, except in 
cases of impeachment, shall be by jury, 
and such trial shall be held in the state 
where the said crimes shall have been 
committed, but when not eommitted 
within any state, the trial shall be at 
such place or places as the congress may 
by law have directed. 
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SEcTIon 38. 


1. Treason against the United States 
shall consist only in levying war against 
them or in adhering to their enemies, 
giving them aid and comfort. No per- 
son shall be convicted of treason, unless 
on the testimony of two witnesses to the 
game overt act, or on confession in open 
court. 

2. The congress shall have power to 
declare the punishment of treason; but 
no attainder of treason shall work cor- 
ruption of blood, or forfeiture, except 
during the life of the person attainted. 


ARTICLE TV. 
SEcTIon 1. 


1, Full faith and credit shall be given 
in each state to the public acts, records 
and judicial proceedings of every other 
state; and the congress may, by general 
laws, prescribe the manner in which 
such acts, records and proceedings shall 
be proved, and the effect thereof. 


SECTION 2. 


1. The citizens of each state shall be 
entitled to all privileges and immunities 
of citizens in the several states. 

2. A person charged in any state with 
treason, felony or other crime, who shall 
flee from justice, and be found in 
another state, shall on demand of the 
executive authority of the state from 
which he fled, be delivered up, to be re- 
moved to the state having ‘urisdiction 
of the crime. 

8. No person held to service or labor 
in one state under the laws thereof, 
escaping into another, shall, in conse- 
quence of any law or regulation therein, 
be discharged from such service or 
labor; but shall be delivered up on claim 
of the party to whom such service or 
labor may be due. 


SECTION 3. 

1. New states may be admitted by 
the congress into this Union; but no 
new state shall be formed or erected 
within the jurisdiction of any other 


state, nor any state be formed by the 
junction of two or more states or parts of 
states, without the consent of the legis- 
latures of the states concerned, as well 
as of the congress. 

2. The congress shall have power to 
dispose of, and make all needful rules 
and regulations respecting the territory 
or other property belonging to the 
United States; and nothing in this con- 
stitution shall be so construed as ta 
prejudice any claims of the. United 
States, or of any particular state. 


SEcTIon 4, 


1. The United States shall guarantee 
to every state in this Union a republican 
form of government, and shall protect 
each of them against invasion; and, on 
application of the legislature, or of the 
executive (when the legislature can not 
be convened), against domestic violence. 


ARTICLE V. 


1. The congress, whenever two-thirds 
of both houses shall deem it necessary, 
shall propose amendments to this con- 
stitution; or, on the application of tha 
legislatures of two-thirds of the several 
states, shall call a convention for pro- 
posing amendments, which, in either 
case, shall be valid to all intents and 
purposes, as part of this constitution, 
when ratified by the legislatures of 
three-fourths of the several states, cr by 
conventions in three-fourths thereof, as 
the one or the other mode of ratification 
may be proposed by the congress; pro- 
vided that no amendment, which may 
be made prior to the year one thousand 
eight hundred and eight, shall in any 
manner affect the first and fourth 
clauses in the ninth section of the first 
article; and that no state, without its 
consent, shall be deprived of its equal 
suffrage in the senate. 


ARTICLE VI. 
1. All debts contracted and engage- 
ments entered into before the adoption 
of this constitution shall be as valid 
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against the United States under this 
constitution, as under the confederation. 

2. This constitution, and the laws of 
the United States which shall bo made 
in pursuance thereof, and al! treaties 
made, or which shall be made, under 
the authority ot the United States, shall 
be the supreme law of the land; and 
the judges in every state shall be bound 
thereby, anything in the constitution or 
laws of any state to the contrary not- 
withstanding. a 

8. The senators and representatives 
before mentioned, and the members of 
the several state legislatures, and all 
executive and judicial officers, both of 
the United States and of the several 
states, shall bc bound by oath or affirm- 
ation to support this constitution; but 
no religious test shall ever be required 
as a qualification to any office or public 
trust under the United States. 


ARTICLE VII. 


1. The ratification of the conventions 
of nine states shall be sufficient for 
the establishment of this constitution 
between the states so ratifying the same. 

Done _in convention by the unanimous consent 

of the states present, the seventeenth day of 
September, in the year of our Lord one thou- 
sand soven hundred and eighty-seven, and of 
the Independence of the United States of 


America tho twelfth. In witness whereof we 
have hereunto subscribed our names.

AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTI- 
TUTION OF THE UNITED 
STATES. 


The following amendments were pro- 
posed at the first session of the {first 
congress of the United States, which 
was held in the city of New York in 
March, 1789, and were adopted by the 
states - 

ARTICLE I. 


Congress shall make no law respect- 
ing an establishment of religion, or pro- 
biting the free exercise theroof, or 
abridging thc freedom of speech or of 
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the press, or the right of the people 
peaceably to assemble, and to petition 
the government for aredress of griev- 
ances. 

ARTICLE I. 

A well regulated militia being neces- 
sary to the security of a free state, the 
right of the people to keep and bear 
arms shall not be infringed. 


ARTICLE III. 


No soldier shall, in time of peace, be 
quartered in any house without the con- 
sent of the owner; nor in time of war 
but in a manner to be prescribed by law. 


ARTICLE IV 


The right of the people to be secure 
in their persons, houses, paper and 
effects, against unreasonable searches 
and seizures shall not be violated; and 
no warrants shall issue but upon prob- 
able cause, supported by oath cr affir- 
mation, and particularly describing the 
place to be searched, and the persons or 
things to be seized. 


ARTICLE Y. 


No person shall be held to answer for 
a capital or otherwise infamous crime, 
unless on a presentment or indictment 
of a grand jury, except in cases arising 
in the land or naval forces, or in the 
militia, when in actual service in time 
of war or public danger; nor shall any 
person be subject for the same offense to 
be twice put in jeopardy of life or 
limb; nor shall be compelled, in any 
criminal case, to be a witness against 
himself, nor be deprived of lif>, liberty 
or property, without due process of law; 
nor shall private property be taken for 
public use without just compensation. 


ARTICLE VI. 


In all criminal prosecutions, the 
accused shall enjoy the right toaspeedy 
and public trial, by an impartial jury of 
the state and district whercin the crime 
shall have been committed, which dis 


trict shall have been previously ascer- 
tained by law; and to be informed of 
the nature and cause of the accusation; 
to be confronted with the witnesses 
against him; to have compulsory pro- 
cess for obtaining witnesses in his favor, 
and to have the assistance of counsel for 
his defense. 
ARTICLE VII. 

In suits at common law, where the 
value in controversy shall exceed 
twenty dollars, the right of trial by jury 
shall be preserved; and no fact tried by 
a jury shall be otherwise re-examined in 
any court of the United States, than 
aecording to the rules of the common 
law. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

Excessive bail shall not be required, 
nor excessive fines imposed, nor cruel 
and unusual punishments inflicted. 


ARTICLE IX. 


The cnumeration in the constitution of 
certain rights shall not be construed to 
deny or disparage others retained by the 
people. 

ARTICLE X. 

The powers not delegated to the 
United States by the constitution, nor 
prohibited by it to the states, are re- 
served to the states respectively, or to 
the people. 

; ARTICLE XI. 

The judicial power of the United 
States shall not be construed to extend 
to any suit in law or equity, commenced 
or prosecuted against one of the United 
States by citizens of another state, or 
by citizens or subjects of any foreign 
state. 

ARTICLE XII. 

1. The electors shall meet in their 
respective states, and vote by ballot for 
president and vice-president, one of 
whomat ieast shall not be an inhabitant 
of the same state with themselves. 
They shall name in their ballots the 
person voted for as president, and in 
distinct ballots the person voted for as 
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vice-president; and they shall make dis- 
tinct lists of all persons voted for ag 
president, and of all persons voted for 
as president, and of all persons voted 
for as vice-president, and of the number 
of votes for each; which lists they shall 
sign and certify, and transmit sealed to 
the seat of the government of the United 
States, directed to the president of the 
senate. The president of the senate 
shall, in the presence of the senate and 
house of representatives, open all the 
certificates, and the votes shall then be 
counted. The person having the great- 
est number of votes for president shall 
be the president, if such number be a 
majority of the whole number of electors 
appointed; and if no person have such 
majority, then from the persons having 
the highest numbers, not exceeding 
three, on the list of those voted for as 
president, the house of representatives 
shall choose immediately, by ballot, the 
president. But in choosing the presi- 
dent, the votes shall be taken by states, 
the representation from each state hav- 
ing one vote; a quorum for this purpose 
shall consist of a member or members 
from two-thirds of the states, and 2 
majority of all the states shall be neces- 
sary to achoice. And if the house of 
representatives shall not choose a presi- 
dent, whenever the right of choice sha'} 
devolve upon them, before the fourth 
day of March next following, then the 
vice-president shall act as president ag 
in the case of the death or other constt- 
tutional disability of the president. 

2. The person having the greatest 
number of votes as vice-president shall 
be the vice-president, if such number 
be a majority of thc whole number of 
electors appointed, and if no person 
have a majority, then from the two 
highest numbers on the list the senate 
shall choose the vice-president. A 
quorum for the purpose shall consist of 
two-thirds of the wholc number of 
senators, and a majority of the whole 
number shall be necessary to a choice, 
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8. But no person constitutionally 
ineligible to the office of president shall 
be eligible to that of vice-president of 
the United States.

basis of representation therein shall be 
reduced in the proportion which the 


number of such male citizens shall bear 
to the whole number cf male citizens 
twenty-one years of age in such state. 


SECTION 2. 

No person shall be a senator or repre- 
sentative in congress, or elector of presi- 
dent and vice-president, or hold any 
office, civil or military, under the United 
States, or under any state, who, having 
previously taken an oath as a member 
of congress, or as an Officer of the 
United States, or as a member of any 
state legislature, or as an executive or 
judicial officer of any state, to support 
the constitution of the United States, 
shall have engaged in insurrection or 
rebellion against the same, or given aid 
or comfort to the enemies thereof. But 
congress may, by a vote of two-thirds 
of each house, remove such disabiity. 


Section 4. 

The validity of the public debt of the 
United States authorized by law, in- 
cluding debts incurred for payment of 
pensions and bounties for services in 
insurrection or rebellion, shall not be 
questioned. But neither the United 
States nor any state shall assume or pay 
any debt or obligation incurred in aid of 
insurrection or rebellion against the 
United States, or any claim for the loss 
or emancipation of any slave; but all 
such debts, obligations, and claims shall 
be held Legal and void.

We, the people of the State of New York, grateful to 
Almighty God for our freedom, in order to secure its blessing, do 
establish this Constitution. 


GENERAL PRINCIPLES OF CONSTITUTIONAL CONSTRUCTION. 


A constitution is an instrument of government made and adopted by the 
people for practical purposes connected with the common business and wants 
of human life. (People v. N. Y. C. R. R. Co., 24 N. Y. 485; McKoan v. 
Deveries, 3 Barb. 196.) 

The meaning of the words in a constitutional provision is to be reached in 
two ways: first, by ascertaining what the framers desired to guard against by 
the provision; and, second, by ascertaining the meaning of the words when 
applied to astatute by writers and courts. (People v. Supervisors of Chau- 
tauqua, 43 N. Y. 10, 14.) 

A constitution should be so construed as best to promote the great objects 
for which it was made; avoiding the two extremes of a liberal or strict con- 
struction. (North River Steamboat Co. v. Livingston, 3 Cow. 713, 750.) 

In construing a constitutional provision, its history and the conditions and 
circumstances attending its adoption must be considered. (Sweet v. City of 
Syracuse, 129 N. Y. 316.) 

The rule of statutory interference with vested rights has but little, if any, 
application to the construction of the constitution. (Matter of Lee & Co.’s 
Bank, 21 N. Y. 9.) 

The same rules of construction which are applicable to statutes govern in 
constitutional interpretation. (Matter of New York District Railway, 42 Hun, 
621; affd., 107 N. Y. 42.) 

In construing the language of a constitution the courts have nothing to do 
with the arguments ab inconvenienti. (People v. Morrell, 21 Wend. 563; 
Newell v. People, 7 N. Y. 9, 109.) 

A constitutional provision should not be so construed as to work a public 
mischief, unless its language is such that no other course is open to the court. 
(People, ex rel. v. Lorillard, 1385 N. Y. 285, citing Smith v. People, 47 id. 
830; People, ex rel. v. Potter, id. 375; People, ex rel. v. Angle, 109 id. 564.) 

The terms of a written constitution if plain, clear and unambiguous, convey- 
ing a distinct meaning, will not be extended by implication. (Settle v. Van 
Evrea, 49 N. Y. 280.) : a Skits 

In giving construction to a constitutional provision the whole provision is to 
be considered, and the real intent should prevail over the strict letter, but that 
intent must be gathered from the language, unless this would lead to palpable 
injustice, contradiction or absurdity. (Adams v. East River Savings Inst., 136 
N. Y. 52; aff’g 47 State Rep. 175.) f 

Constitutions should be so construed as to give effect to every part thereof 
and leave each part some office to perform; to deprive any part of effect and 
meaning when it is susceptible of a different interpretation is unauthorized. 
(People, ex rel. v. Angle, 109 N. Y. 564; Cooley’s Const. Lim., p. 72.) 

In construing a constitutional provision the intent of the enactment must 
prevail over the letter thereof. (People, ex rel. v. Lorillard, 185 N. Y. 285: 


People, ex rel. v. Potter, 47 id. 875.) 
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Greater care and caution should be used in adding words to or striking 
them from the constitution, than if the provisions were contained in a 
statute. (People ex rel. vy. Wemple, 125 N. Y. 485.) 

The constant and uniform construction of a constitutional provision 
by every department of the state government will have great, if not 
controlling weight, upon its interpretation, and almost the force of a 
judicial exposition. (People vy. Home Ins. Co., 92 N. Y. 328, 337; People, 
ex rel. v. Williams, 55 id. 367; People vy. Supervisors of Orange, 17 id. 235.) 

It must be assumed that the legislature and all other public bodies 
intrusted with the functions of government will use the power conferred 
by the constitution or the law fairly and in the public interests. (Clark 
v. State, 142 N. Y. 101.) 

Statutes are presumed constitutional, and a court will only declare 
' them void in a clear case. (Roosevelt vy. Goddard, 52 Barb. 533; People, ex 
rel. v. Durston, 119 N. Y. 568; Sweet v. City of Syracuse, 129 id. 316; 
People, ex rel. v. Rice, 135 id. 484.) 

A statute evading the terms, or the necessary implied purposes of 
a constitution is as clearly void as if forbidden in express terms. (People 
y. Albertson, 55 N. Y. 50.) 

A statute cannot be declared unconstitutional or defective where it 
may be completely executed. (People, ex rel. vy. City of Rochester, 50 
N. Y. 525.) 

The constitutionality of a statute is to be tested not by what has been 
done under it, but by what may by its authority be done. (Stuart vy. 
Palmer, 74 N. Y. 183; Matter of South Market Street, 67 Hun, 594.) 

Actual and material injury must exist to warrant a court in declaring 
a statute unconstitutional. (People v. Canal Board, 55 N. Y. 390.) 

The question of constitutionality should be determined by the language 
and general scope of the statute, and not by independent inquiries as 
to facts outside of the provisions of the statute itself. (Waterloo Woolen 
Mfg. Co. v. Shanahan, 128 N. Y. 345.) And if it cannot be made to 
appear by argument deduced from the language of the law itself or from 
matters of which the court can take judicial notice that the act is un- 
constitutional, it must stand. (People, ex rel. vy. Durston, 119 N. Y. 569.) 

A court should not pass upon the constitutionality of a statute unless 
necessary to a decision in a cause. (Frees y. Ford, 6 N. Y. 176; People 
vy. Crissey, 91 id. 616; People v. Brooklyn, 89 id. 75.) 

Nor should a court declare a statute unconstitutional unless required 
by the most cogent reasons, or compelled by unanswerable grounds. 
(People v. Budd, 117 N. Y. 13.) 

The language of the statute must comply with the constitution in 
substance and form. (People y. Allen, 42 N. Y. 404.) 

The general rule is that where a part of a statute is in conflict with 
the constitution, and that part is entirely separable from the residue, 
so that the other portion of it can be enforced without any reference to 
the former, the unconstitutional part only will be condemned. (Wyne- 
hamer y. People, 13 N. Y. 378, 441; Matter of De Vaucne, 31 How. Pr. 289.) 

Before a statute can be declared unconstitutional, it must be shown 
to be in direct conflict with the constitution. ~ (Morris y. People, 3 Denio, 
331; Grant v. Courter, 24 Barb. 282.) 

The courts should not imply a conflict between a statute and the 
constitution. (Cochran y. Van Surlay, 20 Wend. 383; Newell v. People, 
ENS Yee 1092) 

When a statute and the constitution can be so construed as to enable 
both to stand, it is the duty cf the court to give them that construction. 
as v. City of Syracuse, 129 N. Y. 316; People, ex rel. y. Terry, 108 
id 3) 

Every presumption is in favor of the constitutionality of a statute. 
(Fort v. Cummings, 90 Hun, 481.) (1895.) 

A statute must be viewed with reference to what could be done under 
it, and not what actually was done. (Coxe vy. State, 144 N. Y. 396.) (1895.) 

The constitutionality of an act is not to be determined by what has 
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been done under it in any particular instance, but what may be done 
under it by virtue of its authority. (Colon vy. Lisk, 153 N. Y. 188.) (1897.) 

_ Where a portion of a statute may be carried into effect without the 
aid of the remainder, it may be upheld, although the remainder is un- 
constitutional. (Matter of Oneida Street, 37 App. Div. 266.) (1899.) 

The rule of construction that a law is not retroactive, unless clearly 
expressed or intended by the enacting power, applies to constitutional 
oe (O’Reilly v. Utah, Nevada, etc., Stage Co., 87 Hun, 406.) 

.) 

The proceedings of the convention in which the constitution was 
framed may be examined in considering the purpose of a given article 
er section. (Goedel vy. Palmer, 15 App. Div. 86.) (1897.) 

Where in a new constitution, an article relating to the same subject- 
matter embraced in a provision of the former constitution which has 
received judicial construction, is phrased in different language or qualified, 
it is presumed that the effect of the construction placed upon the former 
Loa is intended to be avoided. (Matter of Smith, 90 Hun, 568.)

ARTICLE I. 


Persons not to be disfranchised.— Section 1. No member of this 
State shall be disfranchised, or deprived of any of the rights or 
privileges secured to any citizen thereof, unless by the law of the 
land, or the judgment of his peers. 


{Section 1 of article I of the amended constitution of 1846, without change. ] 


A law affecting any rights of an individual can only be questioned as 
to constitutionality by the individual affected. (Sinclair v. Jackson, 8 
Cow. 578; Waterloo Woolen Mfg. Co. v. Shanahan, 128 N. Y. 345.) ‘“ Law 
of the land” does not mean the act of legislature which deprives the 
citizen of his rights, privileges or property. (Wynehamer y. People, 138 
N. Y. 393, et seq., which is a leading case as to the meaning of “law 
of the land,” and “due process of law.’ See also, Taylor v. Porter, 4 
Hill, 140; White v. White, 5 Barb. 474; People v. Toynbee, 20 id. 168, 
198: Green v. Shumway, 39 N. Y. 426; Bowe v. U. S. Reflector Co., 36 
Hun, 410.) 

Statute providing for courts-martial not in conflict with this section. 
(People, ex rel. vy. Daniell, 50 N. Y. 274, 280.) 

The provisions of this section do not take away the legislature’s power 
of taxation. (Town of Guilford vy. Supervisors, 13 N. Y. 143; People v. 
Supervisors of Ulster Co., 36 Hun, 491, 496.) 

Section 383 of the Penal Code prohibiting the exclusion of colored per- 
sons from places of amusement not in conflict with this section. (People 
y. King, 42 Hun, 186; affd., 110 N. Y. 418.) 

The sovereign power may regulate the use of one’s property with refer- 
ence to the public welfare. (Id.) 

The right to liberty secured to the citizen by constitutional prohibitions 
includes the right to adopt and follow such lavful individual pursuits, 
not injurious to the community, as he may see fit. Principle applied to 
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statute prohibiting manufacture of oleomargarine, ete. (People v. Marx, 99 
IN SEY Suite) 

Section 292 of the Penal Code prohibiting employment or exhibition of 
child under fourteen years as a dancer, is not contrary to this section. 
(People v. Ewes, 47 St. Rep. 501; S. C., 141 N. Y. 129; as to § 718 of 
Penal Code, see People, ex rel. Zeese, vy. Maston, 79 Hun, 580.) 

The provision permitting the formation of a state commission from one 
political party is not in violation of the constitution. (Rogers v. Common 
Council of Buffalo, 123 N. Y. 173, 181.) ; 

Rights of citizens are not abridged by law providing for eight hours 
labor as in Laws 1891, chapter 105, title 24, section 504. (People v.- 
Warren, 77 Hun, 120.) 

As to constitutionality of section 873 of Code of Civil Procedure pro- 
viding for examination of person of plaintiff in personal injury cases. 
(Lyon y. Man. R. Co., 142 N.Y. 298.) 

Ticket brokerage act, held unconstitutional as violative of the con- 
stitutional guarantees of civil rights and privileges and of liberty. (Peo- 
ple, ex rel. Tyroler, v. Warden, 157 N. Y. 116.) (1898.) 


Trial by jury.— 2. The trial by jury in all cases in which it has 
been heretofore used shall remain inviolate forever; but a jury 
trial may be waived by the parties in all civil cases in the manner 
to be prescribed by law. 


[Section 2 of article I of the amended constitution of 1846, without change. ] 


.The expression “in all cases in which it has been heretofore used ’*’ 
is generic. It does not limit the right to the mere instances in which it 
has been used, but extends it to such new and like cases as might after- 
ward arise. (Wynehamer y. People, 13 N. Y. 426.) The word “ hereto- 
fore” in this clause means before 1846, and cannot be carried back to 
1777 and confined to cases which at that early period were triable by a 
jury. (Id. 427. See also Riggs v. Shannon, 27 Abb. N. GC. 456.) Such 
jury must be a jury of twelve men. (Id. 427; People, ex rel. v. Justices, 
74 N. Y. 406.) 

Act creating special session for trial of petit larceny without a jury 
is constitutional. (Murphy vy. People, 2 Cow. 815.) 

Constitutional provision does not apply to the petty offenses triable 
before a court of special sessions. (People, ex rel. vy. Justices, 74 N. Y. 
406.) 

Right to trial by jury has no reference to proceedings intended merely 
to prevent the commission of offenses. (Duffy y. People, 1 Hill, 355; 
S7OsnG ds fos) 

Nor does it apply to special proceedings for removal of tenants. (Roberts 
vy. Cone, 3 Alb. L. J. 151.) Nor toa proceeding for determining whether a 
license should not be revoked for violation of law. (People, ex rel. vy. Com- 
missioners of Police of Brooklyn, 59 N. Y. 92.) Nor to imprisoning for non- 
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payment of costs. (Standacher v. Webb, 16 Hun, 42.) Nor toa summary

Act of legislature not unconstitutional because it allows title to land to be 
tried in an action of partition; party desiring jury trial may have it by issues 
sent to circuit for trial.

The provision of the constitution relative to trial by jury relates to the trial 
of issues of fact, in civil and criminal proceedings, and has no relation to 
assessments for damages for property taken for a public purpose. (Livingston 
v. Mayor of New York, 8 W end. 85; Matter of Newell Smith, 10 id. 449; 
People, ex rel. Herrick v. Smith, 21 N. Y. 595; Astor v. Mayor, 62 id. 580.) 

The trial by jury is preserved by the constitution in all cases in which it had 

been used prior to its adoption. _ Butin controversies cognizable in courts of 
equity a jury trial was never, in general, resorted to. (Matter of the Empire 
City Bank, 18 N. Y. 199, 210; Sands v. Kimbark, 27 id. 147; Hudson v. Caryl, 
44 id. 553, 555.) 
__ The lien law of 1862, relating to liens upon vessels, is not unconstitutional as 
infringing upon the right of trial by jury. (Sheppard v. Steele, 43 N. Y. 52.) 
As to constitutionality of mechanics’ lien law,see Schillinger Fire Proof Cement 
Co. v. Arnott, 14 N. Y. Supp. 326. 
In an action to abate a nuisance, a jury trial is a matter of right. (Hudson 
v. Caryl, 44 N. Y. 5538.) . 
_The circumstance of the question involved being one of facts does not of itself give a 
right toa trial by jury. (McKeon v. See, 51 N. Y. 300.) If request for jury be not founded 
on tenable ground, even if right existed, the court would not err inrefusing request. (Id.) 

Waiver of trial by jury may be adjudged upon any evidence which would be sufficient ta 
constitute a waiver of rights in other cases. (Baird v. Mayor, 74 N. Y. 382; Powell v. 
Waldron, &9id. 328; Hund v. Kennedy, 83 id. 149.) 

Act providing summary trial and punishment of public intoxication by magistrate is not 
repugnant to this section. (Peoplev Burleigh, 1 Crim. R. 522.) 

In an equitable action a trial by jury is not a matter of right ; it rests in the discretion of 
the court. (Knickerbocker Life Insurance Co. v. Nelson, 8 Hun, 21; Cushman v. Thayer 
Mfg. Co.. 76N. Y. 365.) 

Defendant cannot be deprived of constitutional right to trial by jury because plaintiff de, 
man Is equitable relief. (Libman v. Manhattan El. R. R. Co., 26 Abb. N, C. 423; 8. C., 59 
Hun, 428.) 

For recent decisions as to the right of trial by jury, see Colon v. Lisk, 153 N. Y. 188 (1697); 
Buttling v. Hatton. 18 App. Div. 128 (1897); Schillinger v. Arnott, 152 N. Y. 584 (1897). — ; 

An act which merely regulates the mode of securing a common-law jury is not violative 
of the right of trial by jury. (People v. Dunn, 157 N. Y. 528.) (1898.) 

Act of 1896, chap. 378, providing for a special jury in criminal cases upheld, (People v. Duun, 

57 N. Y. 528.) (1898.) 


Freedom of worship; religious liberty.—§ 3. The free exercise 
and enjoyment of religious profession and worship, without discrimina- 
tion or preference, shall forever be allowed in this State to all man- 
kind; and no person shall be rendered incompetent to be a witness on 
account of his opinions on matters of religious belief; but the liberty 
of conscience hereby secured shall not be so construed as to excuse 
acts of licentiousness, or justify practices inconsistent with the peace or 
safety of this State. 


[Section 3 of article I of the constitution of 1846, without change. ] 


This section does not shield a witness from cross-examination as to his 
religious belief. (Stanbro v. Hopkins, 28 Barb. 265.) j é 

A statute which prevents theatrical entertainments_on Sunday is valid. 
(Lindenmuller v. People, 83 Barb. 548; Neundorff v. Duryea, 69 N. Y. 557; 


People v. Hoynn, 20 How. Pr. 76.)

Habeas corpus._§ 4. The privilege of the writ of habeas 
corpus shall not be suspended, unless when, in cases of rebellion or 
invasion, the public safety may require its suspension. 


[Section 4 of article I of the amended constitution of 1846, without change.] 
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The legislature cannot commit a person for contempt and then forbid all 
inquiry into the rightful exercise of that power, for this would take away the 
benefit of the writ of habeas corpus. (People, ex rel. McDonald, v. Keeler, 32 
Hun, 563; 8. C., 99 N. Y. 460.) 


Excessive bail and fines.— § 5. Excessive bail shall not be required 
nor excessive fines imposed, nor shall cruel and unusual punishments 
be inflicted, nor shall witnesses be unreasonably detained. 


[Section 1 of article I of the amended constitution of 1846, without change.] 


The following is a history of the constitutional provision against cruel and 
unusual punishment found in the case of Matter of Bayard, 25 Hun, 546, 
opinion of Rumsey, J.: ‘‘ We first find the injunction against cruel and unusual 
punishment in the Declaration of Rights, presented by the convention to Wil- 
liam and Mary before settling the crown upon them in 16°38, That declaration 
recites the crimes and errors which had made the revolution necessary. These 
recitals consist of the acts only of the former king and the judges appointed by 
him, and one of them was that illegal and cruel punishment had been inflicted. 
(Stephen’s Eng. Const. 44.) The punishments complained of were the pillories, 
slittings and mutilations which the corrupt judges of King James had inflicted 
without warrant of law, and the declaration was aimed at the acts of the execu- 
tive, for the judges appointed by him, and removable at pleasure, were practi- 
cally part of the executive. Itclearly did not then refer to the degree of pun- 
ishment, for the criminal law of England was at that time disgraced by the 
infliction of the very gravest punishment for slight offenses, even petit larceny 
then being punishable with death. But the declaration was intended to forbid 
the imposition of punishment of a kind not known to the law, or not warranted 
by the law.” 

The provision as to excessive bail only applies to criminal actions. (People 
v. Tweed, 13 Abb. [N. S.] 148.) 

While the legislature has established a general maximum of punishment 
throughout the state for a crime, it may change or increase the punishment as 
to particular loealities. (Matter of Bayard, 25 Hun, 546.) 

Disqualification from holding office is not an unconstitutional punishment 
for acrime. (Barker v. People, 20 Johns. 457 ) 

This section confers power upon the courts to declare void acts of the legisla- 
ture prescribing punishments for crime, in factcrueland unusual. (People, ex 
rel. Kemmler, v. Durston, 119 N. Y. 569.) 

But the act of 1888, chapter 489, providing for the infliction of the death pen- 
alty by means of electricity, is constitutional. (Id.) 


Bill of rights.—§ 6. No person shall be held to answer for a capital 
or otherwise infamous crime (except in cases of impeachment, and in cases 
of militia when in actual service, and the land and naval forces in time 
of war, or which this State may keep with the consent of Congress in 
time of peace, and in cases of petit larceny, under the regulation of the 
Legislature), unless on presentment or indictment of a grand jury, and 
in any trial in any court whatever the party accused shall be allowed 
to appear and defend in person and with counsel as in civil actions. 
No person shall be subject to be twice put in jeopardy for the same 
offense; nor shall he be compelled in any criminal case to be a witness 
against himself; nor be deprived of life, liberty or property without 
due process of law; nor shall private property be taken for public use, 
without just compensation. 


[Section 6 of article I of the constitution of 1846, without change. ] 
Indictment of grand jury.—This provision has reference to criminal pro- 


ceedings only, with a view to punishment under the criminal law. 
of Smith, 10 Wend. 449.) ; al law. (Matter 
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The bill of rights must be interpreted in light of the law as it was when 
the bill was adopted, and though indictments could generally be tried only 
in the county where the offense was committed, there were exceptions by 
virtue of legislative enactment. (Mack v. People, 82 N. Y. 235; People v. 
Dowling, 84 id. 478.) 

An indictment found by a grand jury drawn under a void act is the indict- 
ment of a de fucto grand jury selected and organized under the forms of law 
and therefore valid. (People v. Petrae, 92 N. Y. 128.) 

Provision of Code of Criminal Procedure allowing amendment to indictment, 
by direction of court, without prejudice to defendant, is constitutional. 
(People v. Johnson, 104 N. Y. 213.) 

_Right to counsel, ete.—A prisoner confined in jail has a constitutional 
right to private interview with counsel, even before indictment. (People, ex 
rel. v. Risely, 13 Abb. N. C. 186.) 

The right to appear and defend with counsel cannot be denied an accused 
person in courts-martial. (People, ex rel. v. Van Allen, 55 N. Y. 381.) 

But such right is not given a policeman accused before a board of police 
commissioners. (People, ex rel. v. Police Commissioners, 31 Hun, 209.) 

It is wrong to permit a jury to visit place where crime was committed with- 
out attendance of defendant or his counsel. (People v. Palmer, 43 Hun, 397.) 

Twice in jeopardy.—A new trial cannot be granted where the defendant 
has been acquitted. (People v. Comstock, 8 Wend. 549.) 

A writ of error will not lie in behalf of the people after judgment for 
defendant in a criminal case. (People vy. Corning, 2.N. Y. 9.) 

May be tried again where plea to jurisdiction has been raised and prisoner 
discharged. (Gardiner v. People, 6 Park. 155, 190.) 

A prisoner against whom a wrong judgment was pronounced upon a 
regular trial and conviction, cannot be subjected to another trial. (Shepherd 
v. The People, 25 N. Y. 406; see also, in this connection, Hartung v. People, 22 
Nee 005 5..C., 26:10.167.) 

An arrest of judgment after conviction upon the ground of mistake is no 
bar to trial for same offense. (People v. Casborus, 13 Johns. 351.) . 

Where a jury failed to agree upon a verdict in a criminal case, and jury was 
discharged, the defendant may be tried again (People v. Goodwin, 18 Johns. 
187); and where jury separated without authority before rendering a verdict a 
new trial could be had. (People v. Reagle, 60 Barb. 527.) ; 

A new trial may be had upon the reversal of a conviction at the instance of 
the defendant, since the jeopardy is incurred with the consent of and as a 
privilege granted to the defendant upon his application. (People v. Palmer, 
109 N. Y. 418; People v. Rudolff, 5 Park. 77.) ; 

Where the defendant was acquitted upon some counts in an indictment and 
convicted on another, the reversal of the conviction does not disturb the 
acquittal and defendant can only be retried upon the count in which the 
verdict of conviction was rende-ed. (People v. Dowling, 84 N. Y. 478.) 

To sustain the plea of a former acquittal it must appear that the party was 
“put in jeopardy” by the former trial; so it indictment was detective in 
former trial itis mo bar. (Canter vy. People, 1 Abb. Dec. 800.) 

Conviction for assault and battery no bar to indictment for murder, where 
the person assaulted subsequently dies of the blows, (Burns v. People, * 


1 Par. 182.) 


The provisions of !L. 1886, chap. 21, authorizing the governor to commute asentence of im- 
prisonment with a condition of serving out the full term upon conviction of a subsequent 
felony, does not conflict with the provision that no one shall be twice in jeopardy for the 
same offense. (People «a rel. Willis v. Sage, 11 App. Div. 4.) (1896.) 

Witness against himself.— By this provision no one is to be compelled in any judicial or 
other proceeding against himself, or upon the trial of issues between others, to disclose facts 
or circumstances that can be used against him as admissions tending to prove his guilt or 
connection with any criminal offense of which he may then or afterward be charged. 
(People ex rel. Taylor v. Forbes, 143 N. Y. 219, 228.) 

A witness is not protected in a criminal case against another from being compelled to give 
testimony which implicates him in a crime when he has been protected by statute against 
the use of such testimony on his own trial. (People ex rel. v. Kelly, 24 N. Y. 74, citing Perine 
y. Pixley, 7 Paige, 598; People v. Sharp, 107 N. Y. 427.) 

Law of 1869, chap. 678, providing that accused “shall at his own request, but not otherwise, 
pe deemed a competent witness” is constitutional. (People v. Courtney, 94 N. Y. 490.)

By consenting to become a witness under the above act, defendant waive 
constitutional protection and subjects himself to the rules and tests appli- 
cable to other witnesses. (Connors v. People, 50 N. Y. 240; Brandon v.

Compelling a defendant ina criminal case to stand up for identification by a witness does 
not compel him to give evidence against himself. (People v. Gardner, 144.N. Y, 119.) (1894.) 

Privilege of witness, see Matter of Attorney-General, 21 Misc. Rep. 101 (1897); affirmed but 
not on this point, 22 App. Div. 285. 

Due process of law.— Due process of law requires that a party shall be properly brought 
into court and shall there have an opportunity to be heard. The legislature has the right to 
take Oa Ue ead form of remedy and to give a new one. (People ex rel. v. Super- 
TE epuS process of law cannot mean less than a prosecution or suit instituted and conducted 
according to the prescribed forms and solemnities for ascertaining guilt or determining the 
title to property, (Taylor v. Porter, 4 Hill, 140.) 

Such summary proceedings as were recognized at common law and such as 
were authorized by statute prior to the adoption of the bill of rights may be 
regarded as ‘‘due process of law.” (Rockwell v. Nearing, 35 N. Y. 302.) 

The guaranty that no person shall be deprived of his property without due 
process of law may be violated without a physical taking; it may be destroyed 
or its value annihilated (Matter of -'acobs, 98 N. Y. 98, 105, citing Wynehamer 
v. People, 18 id. 878, and People v. Otis, 90 id. 48.) : 

All property is protected by this provision without reference as to whether its 
abuse engenders mischief. (Wynehamer v. People, 13 N. Y. 378.) 

As to meaning of word “liberty” in this provision, see People v. Gillson, 
109 N. Y. 389. 

The meaning of the word “deprived” is the same as ‘“‘taken” in the same 
section; and when property is not seized and directly appropriated to public 
use, though it be subjected to greater burdens than before, it is not taken 
without due process of law. (Grant v. Courter, 24 Barb. 232.) 

This provision is not confined to judicial proceedings, but extends to every 
case which may deprive a citizen of life, liberty or property, whether the oro- 
ceeding be judicial, administrative or executive. (Stuart v. Palmer, 74 N. Y. 
188, containing collation of authorities as to meaning of ‘‘due process of 
law.”’) 

It has no reference to disciplinary proceedings before a medical society. 
(Matter of Smith, 10 Wend. 449.) 

It does not mean that a trial by jury is necessary. (Wynehamer y. People, 
13 N. Y. 378, 425; People, ex rel. Herrick v. Smith, 21 id. 595.) 

This constitutional protection to property may be waived by the owner. 
(People v. Turner, 117 N. Y. 227.) 

Personal service of process is not necessary. The legislature may provide 
for bringing in parties by publication of notice. (Matter of Empire City 
Bank, 18 N. Y. 199; Owners of Ground, etc., v. Albany, 15 Wend. 374; Happy 
Mosher, 48 N. Y. 318; Matter of Union El. R. R. Co. of Brooklyn, 112 id. 

il) 

Section 435 of the Code of Civil Procedure, providing a substituted 
service in lieu of personal service, is not violative of the constitutional pro- 
vision. (Bank v. Thurber, 74 Hun, 632.) 

Taxation is not taking property without due process of law. (People, ex rel. 
v. Mayor of Brooklyn, 4 N. Y. 419; Town of Guilford v. Supervisors, 18 id. 
145; People v. Supervisors of Ulster Co., 86 Hun, 491.) 

A hearing or an opportunity to be heard in an assessment for local improve- 
ment is, however, absolutely essential. (Stuart v. Palmer, 74 N. Y. 183.) 

A statute directing an assessment for street improvement must contain 
some provision giving notice to property-owners. (McLaughlin vy. Miller, 124 
N. Y. 510; Remsen v. Wheeler, 105 id. 573.) Laws 1871, chapter 464, title 10, 
relating to assessments of water rates in Log Island City, are unconstitutional | 
for want of Speen. for notice and hearing. (Matter of Trustees of Union 
College, 129 N. Y. 308.) 

A ‘grievance day”— an opportunity to be heard in respect to the justice and 
correctness of a proposed assessment — is a necessary part of the due process of 
Be on; Ay levying of assessments on property.

Sections 663 and 665 of New York consolidation act requiring all tenement- 
houses to have water on each floor is unconstitutional, as not providing an 
opportunity to be heard. (Health Dept. v. Trinity Church, 43 St. Rep. 142) 
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Collateral inheritance tax law gives sufficient notice and opportunity for 
te nae does not invade constitutional rights. (Matter of Ne PHArsOn, 104 

The principle of no opportunity to be heard does not apply to statut id

The power of the legislature to change existing rules of evidence, and vary 
existing rules for limitation of actions is not affected by this constitutional pro- 
hibition. (People v. Turner, 117 N. Y. 227, citing Rexford v. Knight, 11 id. 
808; Hand v. Ballou, 12 id. 541; Howard v. Moot, 64 id. 262.) 

Act conferring upon legislature the right to punish, as for contempt, a per- 
son refusing to appear as a witness before that body or a committee thereof, is 
not in violation of this provision. (People, ex rel. v. Keeler, 99 N. Y. 463.) 

An act curing defects in a tax sale, where such defects exist as mere irregu- 
larities gnd do not extend to matters of jurisdiction, is constitutional. (Ensign 
v. Barsé, 107 N. Y. 329.) But where assessment is void and sales thereunder 
conveyed no title, act cannot be passed validating such assessment and sales. 
{Cromwell v. MacLean, 123 N. Y. 474.) 

Statute providing for appointment of not more than two civil service com-

183, § 7, prohibiting manufac- 
ture of article in semblance of butter. (People v. Arensburg, 105 N. Y. 123.) 
Statute prohibiting watering of milk invades neither life, liberty nor property. 
(People v. West, 106 N. Y. 293.) Act regulating height of buildings facing 
public streets is constitutional. (People, ex rel. v. D’Oench, 111 N.Y. 359.) 
Nee 0 of 1871, chap. 721, is declared valid. (Phelps v. Racey, 60 

Act regulating catching of fish in inland waters constitutional. (People v.

Statute (L. 1884, chap. 272) prohibiting the manufacture of cigars, etc., in 
tenement-houses unlawfully interferes with liberty and the use of property, 
and is unconstitutional. (Matter of Jacobs, 98 N. Y. 98.) To sustain a 
health law as constitutional against objection that it interferes with personal 
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liberty, etc., without due process of law, the courts must be able to 
see that it has some relation to public health, that the public health is 
the ond actually aimed at, and that it is appropriate and adapted to that 
ena.

L. 1889, chap. 59, § 4, providing that upon the publication of a notice, 
a negotiable instrument shall no longer be transferable deprives the 
owner of his property without due process of law and is unconstitutional. 
(People, ex rel. v. Otis, 90 N. Y. 48.) . 

Act prohibiting sale of article of food upon inducement of a gift or 
prize, invades personal rights and is unconstitutional. (People v. Gillson, 
109° N. ¥.. 389!) 

L. 1884, chap. 202, prohibiting manufacture and sale of any article to 
take the place of butter is unconstitutional. (People v. Marx, 99 N. Y. 
377.) 

The right to build frame houses within the fire limit of a city, granted 
by the common council, cannot be rescinded by subsequent action after 
houses are partly built. Such rescission would be unconstitutional. (City 
of Buffalo v. Chadeaque, 27 St. Rep. 60.) 

That part of L. 1884, chap. 202, § 13, requiring that milk shall be de- 
clared adulterated if it do not contain a certain percentage of certain 
ingredients deprives an accused person of his liberty and property with- 
out due process of law. (People vy. Cipperly, 37 Hun, 319.) 

Act validating stock subscription to a corporation is depriving persons. 
of property without due process of law. (N. Y. & Oswego R. R. Co. vy. 
Van Horne, 57 N. Y. 473.) 

Due process of law in its application to judicial proceedings means a 
course of legal proceedings according to those rules and principles which 
have been established by our jurisprudence for the protection and en- 
forcement of private rights. If the proceeding involve the personal lia- 
bility of the defendant, he must be brought within the jurisdiction by 
service of process within the state, or voluntary appearance. If it be 
a proceeding in rem, the res must have been seized or attached, or at 
least must be within the jurisdiction. (Ward vy. Boyce, 152 N. Y. 191.) 
(1897.) 

Due process of law does not require a legal proceeding according to the 
course of the common law, nor personal notice, but it is sufficient if a kind 
of notice is provided by which it is reasonably probable that the party 
proceeded against will be apprised and an opportunity given him to 
defend. (Schneider v. City of Rochester, 90 Hun, 171.) (1895.) 

Due process implies notice or an opportunity to be heard. It is not 
enough that in the particular case notice was in fact given. (Matter of 
City of Brooklyn, 87 Hun, 54.) (1895.) 

A commitment of a person for a term exceeding that for which 
sentenced, if such person is identified as a former offender, held, not 
due process of law. (Matter of Kenny, 23 Mise. Rep. 9.) 1898.) 

A commitment to an inebriate asylum, without notice to the person 
committed, without a hearing and without her presence, is not due pro- 
eess of law. (People, ex rel. Ordway, v. St. Saviour’s Sanitarium, 34 
App. Div. 363.) (1898.) 

A commitment for contempt, by a commissioner appointed in this 
state to take testimony in an action pending in another state pursuant 
to section 920 of the Code, is not due process of law. (People, ex rel. 
MacDonald, v. Leubischer, 34 App. Div. 577.) (1898.) 


The provision of the Penal Code making it a misdemeanor to have 
in possession silverware below a certain prescribed standard is not un- 
constitutional as depriving persons in possession of such goods of their 
property without due process of law. (People vy. Webster, 17 Misc.

Lands owned by a private individual or corporation and devoted to 
use as a private cemetery may be condemned for public use. (Matter 
of Bd. of Street Opening, 133 N. Y. 329.) 

A law depriving an owner of property of its beneficial use and free 
enjoyment or imposing restraints materially affecting the value, without 
legal process or compensation, is unconstitutional. (Forster v. Scott, 
PON Yo 1.) 

The owner of lands adjoining a navigable river in which tide ebbs 
and flows has no property in the land below high-water mark and is 
not entitled to compensation for the taking for a public use. (Gould vy. 
Hudson R. R. Co., 6 N. Y. 522, distinguished in Rumsey v. N. Y. & N. EH. 
R. R. Co., 114 N. Y. 423, 429, and overruited in id., 1383 N. Y. 79, 85.) 

Right to maintain a watercourse is “ property ” protected by the con- 
stitution and cannot be impaired without compensation. (Arnold y. 
Hudson BR. B.. Co., 55 N. Y. 661.) 

The right to enjoy free from smoke, gas, steam, cinders, etc., caused 
by the operation of an elevated road is properly within the constitutional 
meaning and cannot be taken without compensation. (Abendroth v. 
Manhattan Ry. Co., 19 Abb. N. C. 247.) 

The owner of gypsum in lands over which highway runs, who is not 
owner of land, is entitled to compensation. (People, ex rel. v. Eldredge, 
3 Hun, 541.) 

A stream in which riparian owners have vested rights is private 
property and cannot be made a public highway by statute without com- 
pensation. (Morgan vy. King, 35 N. Y. 454.) 

Right to maintain a toll-bridge is private property. (Matter of Hamil- 
ton Avenue, 14 Barb. 405.) But diminution of its value by opening a 
free bridge in a neighborhood is not a “taking” within the constitutional 
provision. (1d.) 

Franchise of a street railroad is property and entitled to constitutional 
protection. (People y. O’Brien, 111 N. Y. 1, 40.) 

The power to take private property for public use is inseparable from 
the sovereign power of the state, and the constitution merely regulates 
it by requiring that just compensation be made to the owner. (Matter of 
Furman Street, 17 Wend. 649.) 

The right to take may be delegated by the sovereignty for a public use. 


(Bloodgood v. The Mohawk & H. R. R. Co., 18 Wend. 59.) 

The statute granting a railroad corporation the right to take, need not 
specify the land to be taken, but can delegate to the corporation the 
right to choose. (Buffalo & N. Y. R. R. Co. y. Brainerd, 9 N. Y. 100.) 
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If use be public legislatures are sole judges as to whether benefit is such as 
to warrant delegation of power. (Matter of Townsend, 39 N. Y. 171.) And 
an act is not unconstitutional because the power is delegated to a foreign cor- 
poration.

Taking land for a railroad is a public use. (Buffalo and N. Y. R. R. Co. v. 
Brainerd, 9 N. Y. 100; People v. Law, 34 Barb. 494.) 

But under the provisions of the general railroad act a corporation can take 
only so much and such land as the proper execution of its corporate purposes 
requires and renders necessary. (Matter of South Beach R. R. Co., 119 N. Y. 
141. 

Cee of a street surface railroad in a city street is not such an 
infringement of the vested rights of an abutting owner as to require compen- 
sation. (Clark v. Rochester City & B. R. R. Co., 18 St. Rep. 903, citing 
People v. Kerr, 27 N. Y. 188; Killinger v. Forty-second St. R. R. Co., 50 id.

Use of the public of an elevated railroad comes within the limits of what is 
known asa public use. (Spader v. N. Y. El R. R. Co., 3 Abb. N. C. 467.) 

Laying of gas pipes to supply gas to cities and towns for lighting streets and 
public places is for a public use. (Bloomfield Gas Co. v. Richardson, 63 Barb. 
437.) 

Acts passed authorizing supply of water to city of Middletown for ‘‘ public 
and private purposes” are constitutional. Words ‘‘and private purposes” are 
surplusage. (Matter of Middletown, 82 N. Y. 196. See also Stamford Water- 
Works Co. v. Stanley, 39 Hun, 424.) 

Preservation of public health is a public purpose and act providing for 
drainage (L. 1869, chap. 688) is constitutional. (Matter of Ryers, 72 N. Y. 1.) 

Provision in an act authorizing condemnation of land for park purposes 
that city may sell such lands when ro longer necessary for park purposes does 
not render act unconstitutional as taking for a use not public. (Matter of City 
of Rochester, 187 N. Y. 243.) 

The question whether the use is a public one is a judicial one, to be deter- 
mined by the courts. (Matter of Deanville Cemetery, 66 N. Y. 569; Pocantico 
Water-Works Co. v. Bird, 130 id. 249.) The grant by the legislature of the 
right to take is not conclusive evidence that the use is a public one. (Id.) 

A possible limited use by a few persons, and then not as a right, but by way 
of permission or favor, is not sufficient to authorize the taking of private 
property against the will of the owner. (Matter of the Split Rock Cable Road 
Co., 128 N. Y. 408.) 

The erection of an elevated railroad in a street, which will to some extent 
obscure the light of the abutting premises and depreciate their value is a taking 
RE oe Pe ae requiring compensation.

Where a highway is taken for railroad purposes compensation must be made 
to owners of fee. (Trustees, etc., v. Aub. & Roch. R. R. Co., 3 Hill, 567; 
Fletcher _v. Aub. & Syr. R. R. Co., 25 Wend. 462; Bloodgood v. Mohawk & 
Hudson R. R. Co., 18 id. 9; Brown v. Cayuga & Susq. R. R. Co.,12 N. Y. 486.) 

Occupancy and use of lands for purpose of constructing and maintaining 
ditches is such an interference with the proprietary interests of the owner as 
tS euge ia to compensation for the taking. (People, ex rel. v. Haines, 49 

Act which invades ownership must provide for a certain definite and ade- 
quate source and manner of payment. (Matter of Mayor, etc., of New York, 
99 N. Y. 569; Sage v. City of Brooklyn, 89 id. 189; Kelly v. Mayor, etc., of 
a York, 6 Misc.

Nuisances may be abated by act of legislature without violating the provisions of the con- 
stitution. (Coe v. Shultz, 47 Barb. 65; Kelly v. Mayor, etc., of N. Y., 6 Misc. Rep. 516.) 

Act regulating the use of wharves in a seaport doesnot deprive the owners of any of their 
rights or privileges. (Roosevelt v. Godard, 52 Barb. 533.) 

This constitutional protection may be waived by the owner. (Embury v. Conner, 3 N. Y. 
511; People v. Turner, 117 id. 227; Matter of Hand Street, 55 Hun, 132. ) 

And the constitutional objection can only be raised by the owner. (People v. Turner, 117 
N. Y. 227; Waterleo Woolen Mfg. Co, v. Shanahan, 128 id. 345.) 

The question of just compensation is judicial in its nature and must be conducted in a court 
having jurisdiction over the subject-matter. (In re City of Buffalo, 189 N. Y. 422.) 

The floating of logs is a public use, and the legislature having determined the necessity for 
the exercise of eminent domain, the validity of the act is not open to question. (Matter of 
Burns, 155 N. Y. 23.) (1898.) 

When damages in the exercise of the power of eminent domain have been ascertained in 
the constitutional method, the legislature may, in its discretion, determine the excent to 
which decision is reviewable onappeal. (Matter of De Camp. 151.N Y. 557.) (1897.) 

Special assessments for opening streets are laid in the exercise of the taxing power and not 
of eminent domain. and the question as to the extent of the exercise of this power is one of 
state policy of which the legislature is the sole judge. (Dyker Meadow Land and Improve:

Compensation for taking private property ; private roads; drainage 
of agricultural lands.— § 7. When private property shall be taken for 
any public use, the compensation to be made therefor, when such 
compensation is not made by the State, shall be ascertained by a 
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jury, or by not less than three commissioners appointed by a court 
of record, as shall be prescribed by law. Private roads may be 
ppened in the manner to be prescribed by law; but in every case 
the necessity of the road and the amount of all damage to be sus- 
tained by the opening thereof shall be first determined by a Jury of 
freeholders, and such amount, together with the expenses of the 
proceeding, shall be paid by the person to be benefited. General 
laws may be passed permitting the owners or occupants of agri- 
cultural lands to construct and maintain for the drainage thereof, 
necessary drains, ditches and dykes upon the lands of others, under 
proper restrictions and with just compensation, but no special laws 
shall be enacted for such purposes.

The jury referred to in this section meansa jury drawn inthe ordinary way, but a majority 
of them may render a decision.

The provision requiring compensation for private property taken for public use to be de- 
termined by a jury meansa jury drawn in the same way as those required in the courts, and 
a provision of a statute requiring a jury to be selected by village trustees from a list prepared 
by them and composed of persons who need not possess the qualifications required by the 
courts, is not such a jnry as is required by the constitution.

This section is not a restriction upon the legislative power to provide for a reassessment of 
ipreean ks jury, after they have been once assessed by commissioners. (Clark v. Miller, 
oO . + OW. 

The constitutional provision as to the manner of ascertaining the compensation to be paid 
for private property when taken for public use, may be waived by the owner. (Matter of 
Hand Street, 55 Hun, 1382; Baker v. Braman, 6 Hill, 47; Matter of Vilage of Middletown, 83 N.Y. 
196; Embury v. Conner, 3 id. 511: Sherman vy. McKeon, 38 id. 266; Menges v. City of

Freedom of speech and press; criminal prosecutions for libel.—§ 8. 
Every citizen may freely speak, write and publish his sentiments on 
all subjects, being responsible for the abuse of that right; and no law 
shall be passed to restrain or abridge the liberty of speech or of the 
press. In all criminal prosecutions or indictments for libels, the truth 
may be given in evidence to the jury; and if it shall appear to the jury 
that the matter charged as libelous is true, and was published with 
good motives and for justifiable ends, the party shall be acquitted; and 
the jury shall have the right to determine the law and the fact.

The erection and exhibition of a statue of a deceased person does not come 
within the provisions of this section, and its erection and exhibition may be 
enjoined where they will cause pain and distress to the relatives of the 
deceased.

A by-law of a news association prohibiting its members from receiving or 
publishing the regular news dispatches of any other news association covering 
a like territory, is not a violation of this section. (Matthews v. Associated 
Press of N. Y., 61 Hun, 199.) 


Right to assemble and petition; divorces ; lotteries, pool-selling and 
gambling, laws to prevent.—g 9. No law shall be passed abridging the 
tight of the people peaceably to assemble and to petition the govern- 
ment, or any department thereof; nor shall any divorce be granted 
otherwise than by due judicial proceedings; nor shall any lottery or 
the sale of lottery tickets, pool-selling, book-making, or any other kind 
of gambling hereafter be authorized or allowed within this state; and 
the Legislature shall pass appropriate laws to prevent offenses against 
any of the provisions of this section,

section relating to pool-selling, book-making and other kinds of gambling is new. By the 
amendment the act known as the Ives pool bill (L. 1887, chap.

Any distribution of prizes by chance isa lottery. (Rolfe v. Delrhar, 7 Rob. 80.) : 
Payment of prizes in money is not necessary to constitute a lottery; it is a lottery if the 
prizes are payable in lands and chattels.

Y. Y. 228.) 


This section applies to the sale of foreign lottery tickets in this state. (Charles v. People, 
dINie Y= 180. 

Where oe Intent was to sell packages of candy for more than their value, the purchasers 
taking the chance of g+tting a package containing a ticket entitling him to a prize, itis a 
lottery.

When ae pecuniary consideration is paid, determined by lot or chance, according to some 
scheme held out to the public, what and how much he who pays the money is to receive for 
it, that isalottery. (People v. Noelke, 94 N, Y. 137; Kohn v. Koehler, 96 id. 362, 867; Irving 
v. Britton, 8 Misc. Rep. 201.) a ; 

The provision of the racing law, L. 1895, chap. 570, providing an exclusive penalty for the 
making or recording of a wager onan authorized race course is not in violation of this sec- 
tion. (People ex rel. Sturgis v. Fallon, 152 N.Y. 1.) (1897.) 

The offering or paying of premiums or prizes to winners of a horse race by the officers of 
an authorized racing association, the owners of the horses participating in the race paying 
an entrance fee into the genera| treasury of the association, and .the premiums being paid 
out of its general funds, does not constitute gambling within the meaning of this section. 
(People ex rel, Lawrence y, Fallon, 152N, Y.12.) (1897.) 


Escheats.—§ 10. The people of this State,in their right of sover- 
eignty, are deemed to possess the original and ultimate property in and 
to all lands within the jurisdiction of the State; and all lands the title 
to which shall fail, from a defect of heirs, shall revert, or escheat to 


the people.

Leases of agricultural lands.— § 13. No lease or grant of agricultural 
land, for a longer period than twelve years, hereafter made, in which 
skall be reserved any rent or service of any kind, shall be valid. 


{Section 14 of article I of the amended constitution of 1846, without change.) 


A lease of agricultural lands for twelve years, with a covenant of renewal for 
twelve years, if the lessor should live, is void as to the renewal, but valid for 
the original term. (Hart v. Hart, 22 Barb. 606.) 

In consideration of a covenant to support the plaintiff for life, she conveyed 
her real property for life, and certain personal estate, and agreed to devise a 
certain parcel of land; held not a lease under this section, (Stephens v. Rey- 
nolds, 6 N. Y. 454.) 

To bring a lease within this section, it must reserve rent, as rent, payable in 
money or otherwise at stated periods. A grant or lease of land for life for a 
specified consideration, whether payable in installments or at one time, is not 
within the meaning of this provision. (Parsell v. Stryker, 41 N. Y. 480.) 

Agricultural land may be leased for other than agricultural purposes for a 
longer period than twelve years if the lease contains a restriction as to their 
use. (Odell v. Durant, 62 N. Y. 524.) 

Where two leases are executed at the same time, for thesame lands, for eight 
and twelve years respectively, both are void. (Clark v. Barnes, 76 N. Y. 301.) 

A lease by a doweress for a certain term, and if at the expiration she be 
living, then for her natural life; held, a sale and, therefore, not within this sec- 
tion. (Rutherford v. Graham, 4 Hun, 796.) 


A judgment of foreclosure estops the parties from setting up that the lease was void be- 
cause of agricultural lands leased for longer than twelve years. (Witherbce y. stover, 23 
Hun, 27, distinguishing the case of Odell v. Durant, 62 N. Y. 524.) 

This prohibition does not amount to a prohibition of the creation of estates for life in such 
lands. (Parish v. Rogers, 20 App. Div. 279.) (41897.) 
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Fines and quarter-sales abolished.—§ 14. All fines, quarter-sales 
or other like restraints upon alienation, reserved in any grant of 
land hereafter to be made, shall be void.

A reservation, in a conveyance in fee, of a right of purchase by the grantor,

While the word ‘‘ Indians” is used in the plural it includes the purchase 
from a single Indian. (Goodell v. Jackson, 20 Johns. 693; Lee v. Glover, 8

The Soi of the state has been to prohibit all private dealings with and 
purchases from Indians, except under the supervision of public officials and 
with the consent of the legislature. (Seneca Nation v. Christie, 126N Y.

Grants of land made by the king of Great Britain since 1775; prior 
grants.—§ 17. All grants of land within this State, made by the king 
of Great Britain, or persons acting under his authority, after the four- 
teenth day of October, one thousand seven hundred and seventy-five, 
shall be null and void; but nothing contained in this Constitution shall 
affect any grants of land within this State, made by the authority of 
the said king or his predecessors, or shall annul any charters to bodies 
politic and corporate, by him or them made, before that day; or shall 
affect any such grants or charters since made by this State, or by 
persons acting under its authority; or shall impair the obligation of 
any debts contracted by the State, or individuals, or bodies corporate, 
or any other rights of property, or any suits, actions, rights of action, 
or other proceedings in courts of justice.

ARTICLE II. 


Qualification of voters.— Section 1. Every male citizen of the age of 
twenty-one years, who shall have been a citizen for ninety days, and an 
inhabitant of this State one year next preceding an election, and for the 
last four months a resident of the county, and for the last thirty days a 
resident of the election district in which he may offer his vote, shall be 
entitled to vote at such election in the election district of which he shall 
at the time be a resident, and not elsewhere, for all officers that now 
are or hereafter may be elective by the people, and upon all questions 
which may be submitted to the vote of the people, provided that in 
time of war no elector in the actual military service of the State, or of 
the United States, in the army or navy thereof, shall be deprived of 
his vote by reason of his absence from such election district; and the 
Legislature shall have power to provide the manner in which and the 
time and place at which such absent electors may vote, and for the 
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return and canvass of their votes in the election districts in which they 
respectively reside.

Mere declaration does not constitute residence. The facts determine. 
(Silvey v. Lindsay, 107 N, Y. 59.) 

Residence means the act of being seated or settled in a place. It imports 
not only personal presence in a place, but an attachment to it by those acts or 
habits which express the closest connection between a person and a place. 
(Matter of Collins, 64 How. Pr. 63.) 

Residence may be acquired by living on a lighter attached to a pier. (Id.) 

The legislature may affix ineligibility to office asa punishment for crime and 
not encroach upon the constitutional privilege of the elector (Barker v. 
People, 3 Cow. 686); or that no supervisor shall be superintendent of the poor. 
(People, ex rel. Furman, v. Clute, 50 N. Y. 451, 458.) 

_ The right to vote is a political right and not within the privileges and 
immunities guaranteed to the citizen. (People v. Barber, 48 Hun, 198.) 

A law prohibiting a person from voting who will not take an oath to the 
effect that he has always been faithful in his allegiance is unconstitutional.

any promise to influence the giving or withholding any such vote, or 
who shall make or become directly or indirectly interested in any bet 
or wager depending upon the result of any election, shall vote at such 
election; and upon challenge for such cause, the person so challenged, 
before the officers authorized for that purpose shall receive his vote, 
shall swear or affirm before such officers that he has not received or 
offered, does not expect to receive, has not paid, offered or promised to 
pay, contributed, offered or promised to contribute to another, to be 
paid or used, any money or other valuable thing as a compensation or 
reward for the giving or withholding a vote at such election, and has 
not made any promise to influence the giving or withholding of any 
such vote, nor made or become directly or indirectly interested in any 
bet or wager depending upon the result of such election. The Legis- 
lature shall enact laws excluding from the right of suffrage all persons 
convicted of bribery or of any infamous crime.

Certain occupations and conditions not to affect residence.— § Be 
For the purpose of voting, no person shall be deemed to have gained or 
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lost a residence, by reason of his presence or absence, while employed 
in the service of the United States; nor while engaged in the naviga- 
tion of the waters of this State, or of the United States, or of the high 
seas; nor while a student of any seminary of learning; nor while kept 
at any almshouse, or other asylum, or institution wholly or partly sup- 
ported at public expense or by charity; nor while confined in any pub: 
lic prison.

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counting votes at elections, shall secure equal representation of the two 
political parties which, at the general election next preceding that for 
which such boards or officers are to serve, cast the highest and the next 
highest number of votes. All such boards and officers shall be appointed 
or elected in such manner, and upon the nomination of such representa- 
tives of said parties respectively, as the Legislature may direct. Exist- 
ing laws on this subject shall continue until the Legislature shall other- 
wise provide.

If no authority were delegated to the legislature by the constitution it would still have 
7 Satie - exercise and declare the will of the people. (People v. Young, 18 app. Diy. 

Subject to the limitations of the constitution, the legislature may change or 
abrogate a right derived from legislative authority (People, ex rel. McCarthy, 
v. French, 10 Abb. N. C. [Gen. T.} 418); may interfere with vested rights 
(Butler v. Palmer, 1 Hill, 324); may directly control the local public affairs of 
any civil division of the state. (People v. Tweed, 63 N. Y. 202.) 

Under our government, the powers are divided into legislative, judicial and 
executive branches, each restricted to the exercise of its own legitimate func- 
tions; and unless a constitutional warrant can be found, no one of them should 
be permitted to be made the domain of the other. (People, ew rel. Sabold, v. 
Webb [Sp. T.], 23 N. Y. St. Rep. 825.) 

The legislature may provide that an act shall take effect on the happening of 
a future event, certain or uncertain (Corning v. Greene, 23 Barb. 33; People v. 
Fire Association, 92 N. Y. 311); but, except as authorized by the constitution, 
cannot divide the responsibility of enacting laws as by referring their enact- 
ment toa popular vote (Thorne v. Cramer, 15 Barb.

The legislature cannot declare in advance the effect of subsequent legislation 
on existing statutes. (Mongeon v. People, 55 N. Y. 613.) : 

The legislature cannot control future legislation upon matters of a public 
interest. (People v. L. 1. R. R. Co., 9 Abb. N. ©, 181.) 

An act authorizing the supreme court, on application, to order gates to be 
erected by a railroad company at a certain street, is not a delegation of legisla- 
tive power. (People v. L. I. R. R. Co., 184 N. Y. 506.) | 

The legislature may determine whether a special act is necessary. (People 
v. Bowen, 21 N. Y. 517; U. S. Trust Co. v. Brady, 20 Barb. 119.) 

The taxing power of the legislature for public purposes is unlimited, except 
aa restrained by the constitution. (In re Van Antwerp, 56 N. Y. 261; 
McLaughlin v. Miller, 124 id. 510; State v. County of Kings, 125 id. 312. 
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Thus it may cure defects and confirm taxes where there was jurisdiction to 
impose them. (People v. McDonald, 69 id. 362; Terrel v. Wheeler, 123 id. 
76; Cromwell v. MacLean, 123 id. 474.) It may confirm a tax imposed where 
the assessment omits property which might originally have been exempted. 
(Van Deventer v. Long Island City, 139id. 133.) It may delegate toa munici- 
pality the power to tax for the expenses of the local government. (Matter of 
Petition of Zborowski, 68 id.

The power of the legislature to apportion taxes is as broad as the taxing 
power itself. (Matter of Sackett St., 4 Hun, 92, affirmed in 74.N. Y. 95.) 

The legislature may authorize the land of the state to be assessed for local 
improvements. (Hassan et al. v. Rochester, 67 N. Y. 528.) Leda? 

Tho legislature may sanction an improvement or expenditure which it could 
previously authorize, and authorize an assessment therefor. (Matter of 
Sackett St., etc., 74 N.Y. 95.) It cannot compel an adjoining town 
to be taxed for the payment of debts previously contracted by a city. (Matter 
of Assessment, 60 N. Y. 398.) ; : 

Tho legislature may make a tax deed of the comptroller presumptive evi- 
dence that the sale was regular.

The legislature may ratify and create a liability on the part of the state for 
property voluntarily furnished or valuable services rendered at request of a 
state officer. (O’Hara v. State, 112 N. Y. 146.) It may relinquish a claim of 
the state or waive its remedies for fraud. (People v. Stephens, 71 N. Y. 527.) 
It may enlarge the time within which a claim against the state may be filed, 
if it would not already be outlawed as between individuals. (Parmenter v. 
State, 135 id. 154.) 

It cannot confer jurisdiction on the court of claims to hear or allow a claim 
against the state, which, as between individuals, would be barred by the stat- 
a ve limitations. (McDougall v. State, 109 N. Y. 73; Gates vy. State, 128 id. 
221. 

The legislature may validate the act of a municipality, invalid because of 
procedure, where the municipality had jurisdiction of the subject-matter 
(Tifft v. City of Buffalo, 82 N. Y. 204); may ratify an ultra vires contract for 
a public purpose of a municipality (Brown v. Mayor, etc., 63 N. Y. 239); may 
authorize local regulations and commit the power of making them to local 
bodies or the people of localities (Tanner v. Albion, 5 Hill, 121; Clarke v. City 
of Rochester, 28 N. Y. 605); may authorize a municipality to regulate hawk- 
ing and peddling (Village of Stamford vy. Fisher, 140 id. 187); may establish civil 
divisions (People ex rel. Wood v. Draper, 15 id. 582); may erect a county (Rumsey 
v. People, 19 id. 41), but only when it can provide for the new county taking its 
place in the political and judicial divisions of the state (Lanning v. Carpenter, 
20 id. 447); may authorize a village to dissolve its incorporation (Blauvelt v. 
Village of Nyack, 9 Hun, 153); may distribute the powers of local government 
between county and city (People, ex rel. Taylor, v. Dunlap, 66 N. Y. 162); may 
provide that claims be presented to a city council for a certain time before 
action is brought (Reining v. City of Buffalo, 102 id. 3808); may validate a 
claim against a town, supported by a moral consideration, but irregular. 
(Wrought Iron Bridge Co. v. Attica, 119 id. 204.) 

The legislature cannot vest the performance of specific Jocal and municipal 
duties in a state board. (People v. Acton, 48 Barb. 524.) 

The legislature has no judicial authority and cannot control the courts in 
respect to the construction of statutes arising before the declaratory statute. 
(Ins. Co. Vv. Jenkins, 16 N. Y. 424.) It may conduct a legislative but not a 
judicial inquiry. (People, ea rel. v. Webb [Sp. T.], 28 N. Y. St. Rep. 325; People 
v. Otis, 90 N. Y. 48.) 

The legislature may create inferior local courts (Sill v. Village of Corning, 
15 N. Y. 297); may authorize city courts to issue writs of mandamus (People, 
ex rel. Vv. Green, 58id. 295); may reguiate their jurisdiction, within constitu. 
tional limitations. (Butterfield v. Rudde, 58 id. 489.) 
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The legislature may modify the rules of evidence. (Howard v. Moot, 
64 N. Y. 262; People v. Turner, 117 id. 227.) But retroactive laws of 
oe must be strictly construed. (People, ex rel. vy. Ryder, 124 
id. ; 


The legislature cannot deny to a person who has been illegally deprived 

of his property access to the courts for relief (Gilman y. Tucker, 128 N. 
Y. 190, 202); but may deprive a party of the aid of a court of equity 
to remove the apparent lien of a void assessment upon his land. (Lennon 
vy. Mayor, 55 N. Y. 361.) 4 
f The legislature may direct the enforcement of valid judgments by 
imprisonment, if property cannot be found. (People, ex rel. Underwood 
v. Daniel, 50 N. Y. 274.) 
; The legislature cannot provide for the surrender of fugitives from 
justice of foreign countries (People, ex rel. y. Curtis, 50 N. Y. 321); 
cannot validate a void contract. (N. Y. & Oswego R. R. Co. v. Van Horn, 
57 N. Y. 478.) 

The legislature cannot infringe upon the liberty or the property rights 
of persons within the protection of the constitution, under the guise of 
the police power. (People v. Gilson, 109 N. Y. 389.) 

The legislature cannot contingently deprive a person of property the 
right to which was perfect under prior laws. (Burch y. Newbury, 10 N. Y. 
374.) 

‘rhe legislature may confirm an irregular election. (People y. Flanagan, 
GGUN. Y. 237.) 

The legislature may regulate or limit the height of buildings. (People, 
ex rel vy. D’Oench, 111 N. Y. 359.) 

The legislature may authorize the sale of land of infants, in being or 
unborn (Leggett v. Hunter, 19 N. Y. 445); but not of adults without their 
consent, except for taxes or assessments. (Brevoort vy. Grace, 53 N. Y. 
245.) 

The legislature may distribute the functions of supreme court com- 
missioner, although the office has been abolished. (Hayner v. James, 
AGAIN) Ys. 3.16.) 

The legislature may create a commission of investigation by joint resolu- 
tion. (People vy. Learned, 5 Hun, 626.) 

The legislature cannot create a debt of the state beyond the amount 
authorized by the constitution. (People v. Supervisors of Kings, 52 N. 
Y. 556.) 

The legislature may determine what estate shall be taken by the state 
in land acquired for public purposes, although the public use be not 
necessarily permanent. (Eldridge v. Binghamton, 120 N. Y. 309.) 

The legislature cannot arbitrarily declare property a public nuisance 
for the purpose of devoting it to destruction. (Colon y. Lisk, 153 N. Y. 


188.) (1897.) 

The power to divide counties and towns, and erect new ones, is 
legislative in its character and is conferred upon the legislature by the 
general grant of legislative powers. (People, ex rel. Henderson, vy. Super- 
visors of Westchester, 147 N. Y. 1.) (1895.) 

The legislature cannot annul the final judgment of a court convicting 
an accused person of a crime. (Roberts y. State, 30 App. Div. 106.) 
(1898.) 

Police power.— Laws passed in the exercise of the police power must 
tend toward the preservation of the lives, health, morals or welfare of 
the community, and there must be some clear and real connection between 
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the assumed purpose of the law and the actual provisions thereof. (Colon 
Ve pislaabd Neen oon) sm Glse te) 

The state may, by police regulations, so direct the use and enjoyment 
of the property of the citizen, that it shall not prove pernicious to its 
neighbors or to the public generally, so long as’ the exaction is not un- 
reasonable either with reference to its nature or its cost. (Health Dept. 
of N. Y. v. Rector, ete., of Trinity, 145 N. Y. 32.) (1895.) 

It is not usually necessary to the validity of police legislation, that 
the citizen affected should be heard before he is bound to comply with the 
direction of the legislature. (Health Dept. of N. Y. v. Trinity, 145 N. Y. 
SZ asoes) 

Act prohibiting sale of vinegar containing artificial coloring matter, 
upheld as a valid exercise of police power. (People .vy. Girard, 145 N. 
2 1052) 1GL895;) 

The regulation of plumbing in cities upheld as an exercise of the 
police power. (People, ex rel. Nechamcus vy. Warden of City Prison, 
144 N. Y. 529.) (1895.) 

The liquor tax law is not a tax law having for its primary purpose the 
raising of money for the support of government, but is a law enacted 
under the police power. (People, ex rel. Hinsfeld vy. Murray, 149 N. Y. 
367.) (1896.) 


Number and terms of senators and assemblymen.— § 2. The Sen- 
ate shall consist of fifty members, except as hereinafter provided. 
The senators elected in the year one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-five shall hold their offices for three years, and their sue- 
cessors shall be chosen for two years. The Assembly shall con- 
sist of one hundred and fifty members who shall be chosen for one 
year. 


[New, superseding section 2 of article III of the amended constitution of 1846, which pro- 
vided for a senate of 32 members, and an assembly of 128 members. The provision that the

B, Clinton street, Rivington street, Norfolk street, Division street, 
Bowery and Canal street, to the place of beginning. 

District number twelve (12) shall consist of that part of the county 
of New York lying north of districts numbers ten and eleven and 
within and bounded by a line beginning at Jackson street and the East 
river, and running thence through Jackson street, Grand street, Divi- 
sion street, Norfolk street, Rivington street, Clinton street, Avenue B, 
Seventh street, Avenue A, St. Mark’s place, Third avenue, East Four- 
teenth street to the East river, and along the East river, to the place of 
beginning.

Kast Fifty-second street, Third avenue, East Fifty-third street, Lex- 
ngton avenue, Kast Kighty-fourth street, Second avenue, East Eighty- 
third street and the Kast river, to the place of beginning; and also 
Blackwell’s island. 

District number nineteen (19) shall consist of that part of the 
county of New York lying north of district number seventeen, and 
within and bounded by a line beginning at West Eighty-ninth street 
and the Hudson river, and running thence along the Hudson river and 
Spuyten Duyvil creek around the northern end of Manhattan island;

District number twenty (20) shall consist of that part of the county

Second avenue, East Highty-fourth street, Lexington avenue, East 
Ninety-sixth street, Fifth avenue, East One Hundred and Tenth street, 
Fourth or Park avenue, East One Hundred and Nineteenth street to 
the Harlem river, and along the Harlem and East rivers, to the place of 
beginning; and also Randall’s island and Ward’s island. 

All the above districts in the county of New York bounded upon or 
along the boundary waters of the county, shall be deemed to extend to 
the county line.

Enumerations and reapportionments.—§ 4. An enumeration of the 
inhabitants of the State shall be taken under the direction of the Secre- 
tary of State, during the months of May and June, in the year one 
Chousand nine hundred and five, and in the same months every tenth 
year thereafter; and the said districts shall be so altered by the Legis- 
lature at the first regular session after the return of every enumera- 
‘tion, that each senate district shall contain as nearly as may be an 
equal number of inhabitants, excluding aliens, and be in as compact 
form as practicable, and shall remain unaltered until the return of 
another enumeration, and shall at all times, consist of contiguous terri- 
tory. and no county shall be divided in the formation of a senate 
district except to make two or more senate districts wholly in such 
county. No town, and no block in a city inclosed by streets or public 
ways, shall be divided in the formation of senate districts; nor shall 
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any district contain a greater excess in population over an adjoining 
district in the same county, than the population of a town or block 
therein adjoining such district. Counties, towns or blocks which, from 
their location, may be inciuded in either of two districts, shall be so 
placed as to make said districts most nearly equal in number of inhab- 
itants, excluding aliens. 

No county shall have four or more senators unless it shall have a 
full ratio for each senator. No county shall have more than one-third 
of all the senators; and no two counties or the territory thereof as 
now organized, which are adjoining counties, or which are separated 
only by public waters, shall have more than one-half of all the 
senators. 

The ratio for apportioning senators shall always be obtained by 
dividing the number of inhabitants, excluding aliens, by fifty, and the 
Senate shall always be composed of fifty members, except that if any 
county having three or more senators at the time of any apportion- 
ment shall be entitled on such ratio to an additional senator or senators, 
such additional senator or senators shall be given to such county in 
addition to the fifty senators, and the whole number of senators shall 
be increased to that extent.

The legislature in determining the question of population is not confined to 
the last state census. (De Camp v. Eveland, 19 Barb. 81.) 

This section grants to the legislature a discretion, which the court has no 
power to review unless it has been plainly and grossly abused.

The power of the legislature to direct an enumeration is not lost by the 
failure of the first legislature after the expiration of ten years to perform its 
duty. The duty devolves upon each succeeding legislature. (Peopie v. Rum-= 
sey, 19 N. Y. 41; People, ex rel. Carter, v. Rice, 185 id. 473.) 


Apportionment of assemblymen; creation of assembly districts.— 
§ 5. The members of the Assembly shall be chosen by single districts, 
and shall be apportioned by the Legislature at the first regular session 
after the return of every enumeration among the several counties of 
the State, as nearly as may be according to the number of their respect- 
ive inhabitants, excluding aliens. Hvery county heretofore established 
and separately organized, except the county of Hamilton, shall always 
be entitled to one member of assembly, and no county shall hereafter 
be erected unless its population shall entitle it to a member. The 
county of Hamilton shall elect with the county of Fulton, until the 
population of the county of Hamilton shall, according to the ratio, enti- 
tle it toa member. But the Legislature may abolish the said county of 
Hamilton and annex the tertitory thereof to some other county or 
counties. . 

The quotient obtained by dividing the whole number of inhabit- 
ants of the State, excluding aliens, by the number of members 
of assembly, shall be the ratio for apportionment, which shall 
be made as follows: One member of assembly shall be appor- 
tioned to every county, including Fulton and Hamilton as one 
connty, containing less than the ratio and one-half over. Two mem- 
bers shall be apportioned to every other county. The remaining mem- 
bers of assembly shall be apportioned to the counties having more than 
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two ratios according to the number of inhabitants, excluding aliens. 
Members apportioned on remainders shall be apportioned to the coun- 
ties having the highest remainders on the order thereof respectively. 
No county shall nave more members of assembly than a county having 
a greater number of inhabitants, excluding aliens. 

Until after the next enumeration, members of the Assembly shall 
be apportioned to the several counties as follows: Albany county, 
four members; Allegany county, one member; Broome county, 
two members; Cattaraugus county, two members; Cayuga county, 
two members; Chautauqua county, two members; Chemung county, 
one member; Chenango county, one member; Clinton county, one 
member; Columbia county, one member; Cortland county, one mem- 
ber; Delaware county, one member; Dutchess county, two members;

members; Montgomery county, one member; New York county,

In any county entitled to more than one member, the board of super- 
visors, and in any city embracing an entire county and having no board 
of supervisors, the common council, or if there be none, the body exer- 
cising the powers of a common council, shall assemble on the second 
Tuesday of June, one thousand eight hundred and ninety-five, and at 
such times as the Legislature making an apportionment shall prescribe, 
and divide such counties into assembly districts as nearly equal in 
number of inhabitants, excluding aliens, as may be, of convenient and 
contiguous territory in as compact form as practicable, each of which 
shall be wholly within a senate district formed under the same appor- 
tionment, equal to the number of members of assembly to which such 
county shall be entitled, and shall cause to be filed in the office of the 
Secretary of State and of the clerk of such county, a description of 
such districts, specifying the number of each district and of the 
inhabitants thereof, excluding aliens, according to the last preceding 
enumeration; and such apportionment and districts shall remains 
unaltered until another enumeration shali be made, as herein provided; 
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but said division of the city of Brooklyn and the county of Kings to be 
made on the second Tuesday of June, one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-five, shall be made by the common council of the said city and the 
board of supervisors of said county, assembled in joint session. In 
counties having more than one senate district, the same number of 
assembly districts shall be put in each senate district, unless the assem- 
bly districts cannot be evenly divided among the senate districts of an 
county, in which case one more assembly district shall be put in the 
senate district in such county having the largest, or one less assembly 
district shall be put in the senate district in such county having the 
smallest number of inhabitants, excluding aliens, as the case may require. 
No town, and no block in a city inclosed by streets or public ways, shall 
be divided in the formation of assembly districts, nor shall any district 
contain a greater excess in population over an adjoining district in the 
same senate district, than the population of a town or block therein 
adjoining such assembly district. Towns or blocks which, from their 
location, may be included in either of two districts, shall be so placed 
as to make said districts most nearly equal in number of inhabitants, 
excluding aiens; but in the division of cities under the first appor- 
tionment, regard shall be had to the number of inhabitants, excluding 
aliens, of the election districts according to the state enumeration of 
one thousand eight hundred and ninety-two, so far as may be, instead 
of blocks. Nothing in this section shall prevent the division, at any 
time, of counties and towns, and the erection of new towns by the 
Legislature. 

An apportionment by the Legislature, or other body, shall be subject 
to review by the Supreme Court, at the suit of any citizen, under such 
reasonable regulations as the Legislature may prescribe; and any 
court before which a cause may be pending involving an apportionment, 
shall give precedence thereto over all other causes and proceedings, 
and if said court be not in session it shall convene promptly for the 
disposition of the same.

Compensation of members.—§ 6. Each member of the Legislature 
shall receive for his services an annual salary of one thousand five hun- 
dred dollars. The members of either house shall also receive the sum 
of one dollar for every ten miles they shall travel in going to and return- 
ing from their place of meeting, once in each session, on the most usual 
route. Senators, when the Senate alone is convened in extraordinary 
session, or when serving as members of the Court for the Trial of 
Impeachments, and such members of the Assembly, not exceeding nine 
in number, as shall be appointed managers of an impeachment, shall 
receive an additional allowance of ten dollars a day.

member for any such office or appointment shall be void.

No person snall be 
eligible to the Legislature, who at the time of his election, is, or within one 
hundred days previous thereto has been, a member of Congress, a civil or 
military officer under the United States, or an officer under any city govern- 
ment, And if any person shall, after his election as a member of the Legis- 
lature, be elected to Congress, or appointed to any office, civil or military, 
under the government of the United States, or under any city government, 
his acceptance thereof shall vacate his seat.

Powers of each house,—§ 10, A majority of each house shall consti- 
tute a quorum to do business.

Neither 
house shall, without the consent of the other, adjourn for more than 
two days.

: The presumption is that a law published under the authority of the govern- 
ment was correctly passed so far as relates to matters of form. (People v. 
Supervisors of Chenango, 8N. Y. 317.) _ shes 

It is not necessary under the constitution that the presiding officer should 
certify that an act was passed by a majority of all the members elected. This 
is presumed. (Id.) 

It is sufficient where a bill has been passed by ayes and nays, and subsequent 
amendments disagreed to by the other house, if such amendments are receded 
from without an aye and nay vote. (Id.) : 

The requirement that the question upon the final passage of a bill be taken 
immediately upon its last reading, and the ayes and nays be entered in the 
journal, is only directory. (People v. Supervisors of Orange, 27 Barb. 584.) 

The certificate of the presiding officers of each house required by Laws 1847, 
chapter 253, is only presumptive evidence of the fact. If the certificate is 
omitted, the fact that three-fifths were present may be shown by other evidence. 
(People v. Supervisors of Chenango, 8 N. Y. 318.) 


Private and local bills not to embrace more than one subject. — 
$16. No private or local bill, which may be passed by the Legislature, 
shall embrace more than one subject, and that shall be expressed in 
the title. 

{Section 16 of article III of the amended constitution of 1846, without change.] 
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This section is limited to acts of the legislature and does not apply to a reso- 
lution of a board of supervisors. (Roberts v. Supervisors of Kings, 3 App. 
Div, 366.) (1896.) 

The design of this section was that no portion of the state or its peopleshould 
be made the subject of legislative action without notice. (People v. Super- 
visors of Chautauqua, 43 N. Y. 10, 15; People v. Hills, 35 id. 449.) 

No definite rule can be laid down as to what constitutes a local act, but each 
case must be determined upon its own circumstances. (People ex rel. v. New- 
burgh Plankroad Co., 86 N. Y. 1, 7.) 

A general provision in a local act is valid, although not expressed in the title, 
and though the local provisions are void because not expressed in the title. 
(Ferguson v. Ross, 126 N. Y. 459; People v. Supervisors of Chautauqua, 43 
id. 10; People v. McCann, 16 id. 58 ; Williams v. People, 24 id. 405.) The local 
provisions are void, if by containing general law, the act embraces more than 
one subject though but one local or private subject. (People v. Supervisors of 
Chautauqua, 43 N. Y. 10, 23.) 

Am act embracing all the cities of the state, or all things of a certain class is general, al- 
though by some limitation of population or otherwise, only a_ particular city or the inhabit- 
ants of a single locality receive its benefit. (Ferguson v. Ross, 126 N. Y. 459, 464; People 


ex rel. v. Squire, 107 id, 593; Matter of Church, 92 id. 4; Matter of Elevated R. R., 70 id. 327 ; 
Treanor v. Eichhorn, 74 Hun, 58; Burnham v. Acton, 7 Rob. 95.) 


An act is local which in its subjects relates but to a portion of the people of the state, or 
to their property, and may not, either in its subject, operation or immediate and necessary 
results, affect the people of the state or their property in general. (People v. Supervisors, 
43 N. Y. 21; Kerrigan v. Force, 68 id. 383.) 


Although an act is drawn in general terms, if its provisions are such in number and char- 
acter, as unduly, with reference to the constitutional purpose, to restrict its operation and, 
to all intents, to confine it to a particular locality, it comes as much under condemnation as 
though it designated the locality by name. (Matter of Henneberger, 155 N. Y. 420.) (1898.) 

A statute, local in one sense, may in some cases be general. (Burnham vy. Acton, 7 Rob, 95.} 

An act may be public and still local. Thus the following acts though public are local and 
require the subject to be expre-sed in the title: Defining jurisdiction of local courts, 
amending municipal charters, regulating elections of city officers in a particular city, pro- 
viding for laying out stree s or highways or constructing bridges in a particular locality, 
taxing to pay expense of the work, regulating fees of officers in a particular county or the 
expenses of judicial sales therein. (Ferguson vy. Ross,126 N. Y. 459, 464, and cases cited.) 

A statute, general in form, is not private or local, because every application 
must be local or private. (Matter of N. Y. El. R. R. Co., 7 N.Y. 327; 
Matter of Gilbert El. R. R. Co., id. 361.) 

The legislature may make local exceptions in general laws. (Matter of N. Y. 
BUS iia COmnLOENGmY aoe ie) 

(As to what are and what are not local acts, see Sweet v. City of Syracuse, 
129N. Y. 316,331; Waterloo, etc., Co. v. Shanahan, 128 id. 345; Ferguson v. 
Ross, 126 id. 459, 465; People v. Squire, 107 id. 598; People v. Newburgh 
Plankroad Co., 86 id.

It is necessary that the title be such as to fairly suggest or give a clue to the 
subject, but when that is expressed, all matters fairly and reasonably con- 
nected with it, and all measures which will or may facilitate its accomplish- 
ment, are proper to be incorporated in the act. (Astor v. Arcade R. R. Co., 
113 N. Y. 93, 110; Sweet v. City of Syracuse, 129 id. 816, 331; Van Brunt v. 
Town of Flatbush, 128 id. 50.) 

_ Any means provided by an act for accomplishing the purpose as expressed 

in the title, not clearly incongruous and foreign, will not render it invalid. 

(People, ew rel. etc., v. Briggs, 50 N. Y. £53; Kerrigan v. Force, 68 N. Y. 384.) 

_ The intention was to require sufficient notice of the subject of proposed leg- 

ser of a private or aie character to be so expressed in the title as to 
il persons concerned in proposed legislation upon their guard. (Johns 

v. Spicer, 107 N. Y. 185; Astor v. enue IR, IRE Can 113 id. 93.) : me 
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The inquiry must be based upon the title of the original act. (Wilcox 
v. Baker, 22 App. Div. 299.) (1897.) 

It is not sufficient to state in the title of a local bill merely that it 
amends a chapter of a previous year (People y. Hills, 35 N. Y. 449); but 
it is not necessary that the most expressive title should be adopted, nor 
should the courts criticise too rigidly the details of a bill to find extraneous 
matter (People, ex rel. Rochester, vy. Briggs, 50 N. Y. 558); ‘An act to 
amend the several acts in relation to the city of Rochester,’ was held 
sufficient. (Id.) i

This section does not require the re-enactment of general laws when- 
ever it is necessary to resort to them to carry into effect a special 
statute. (People, ex rel. Comrs., v. Banks, 67 N. Y. 568, 575.) 

Where a statute in itself grants some power, confers some right, 
imposes some duty, or creates some burden or obligation, it does not 
conflict with this section, because it refers to some other existing 
statute, general or local, for the purpose of pointing out the procedure, 
or some administrative detail, necessary for the execution of the power, 
the enforcement of the right, the proper performance of the duty, or 
the discharge of the burden or obligation. (People, ex rel. Everson, v.

Reference for procedure or administrative details is not within the 
prohibition of this section.

Cases in which private and local bills shall not be passed; restric- 
tions as to laws authorizing street railroads. § 18. The Legisla- 
ture shall not pass a private or local bill in any of the following 
cases: 

Changing the names of persons. 


Has no application to corporations. (Moran y. Lydecker, 27 Hun, 585.) 


Laying out, opening, altering, working or discontinuing roads, 
highways or alleys, or for draining swamps or other low lands. 


The legislature may, nevertheless, confer the power it before possessed 
upon boards of supervisors. (People, ex rel. Morrill, vy. Supervisors of 
Queens, 112 N. Y. 585; People, ex rel. Comrs., v. Banks, 67 id. 568.) Not 
applicable to act laying out city street (Matter of Lexington Ave., 29 
Hun, 303; Matter of Woolsey, 95 N. Y. 185, rev’g 29 Hun, 629); nor to 
provision in village charter authorizing board of trustees to widen a 
street. (People vy. Lohnas, 54 Hun, 604. See also Matter of Church, 92 
N. Y. 1; Treanor v. Eichhorn, 74 Hun, 58; Weinckie v. N. Y. Cent. & H. 
R. R. R., 61 id. 619; Swikehard v.-Michels [Sp. T., Sup. Ct.J], 8 Misc. Rep. 
568.) 

The term ‘“ highways,’ as used in the constitution, does not include 
streams of water or water highways. (DeCamp v. Dix, 159 N. Y. 436 
(1899); Matter of Burns, 155 N. Y. 23.) (1898.) 


Locating or changing county seats. 


Under this prohibition, the legislature cannot validate a resolution of 
a board of supervisors changing the county seat which depended for its 
passage upon the vote of one who acted as a member without color of 
authority, as such ratification would be in fact the enactment of a 
change by the legislature. (Williams y. Boynton, 147 N. Y. 426.) (1895.) 


Providing for changes of venue in civil or criminal eases. 
Incorporating villages. 


“An act to amend and consolidate the charter of the village of 
Waterloo” not in violation of this provision. (Reed y. Schmit, 39 Hun 
223.) 


Providing for election of members of boards of supervisors. 


An act providing for the length of term of supervisors in but four 
counties is unconstitutional. (People, ex rel. v. Hoffman [Sper La eeGo) 
How. Pr. 824.) 

This provision applies to town, not to city, supervisors. A provision 
of a city charter allowing the supervisors of each ward to be “elected 
by the electors of each ward” is valid. (People, ex rel. Clancy, v. Super- 
visors, 189 N. Y. 524.) , 
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Selecting, drawing, summoning or impaneling grana or petit 
jurors. 


(See People v. Petrea, 92 N. Y. 128.) 
An act confined in operation to each county containing a population of 


500,000 or more, not violative of this subdivision. (People v. Dunn, 157 
N. Y. 528.) (1898.) 


Regulating the rate of interest on money. 


The opening #nd conducting of elections or designating places 
of voting. 


Creating, increasing or decreasing fees, percentages or allow- 
ances of public officers, during the term for which said officers are 
elected or appoiited. 


An act increcsing fees of sheriff of Kings county, which did not in 
terms apply to the sheriff in office, held constitutional. (Kerrigan v. 
Force, 68 N. Y. 381.) Does not apply to officers having fixed salaries 
(Mangam y. Brooklyn, 98 id. 585); nor to an act relating to the compen- 
sation of certain county treasurers, which does not in terms apply to 
county treasurers in office at the time of its passage. (Supervisors of 
Seneca y. Allen, 99 id. 532. See also Cole v. State, 102 id. 48; People, ex 
rel. Lynch, v. Duffy, 49 Hun, 276; Ricketts v. Mayor, 67 How. Pr. 320.) 


Granting to any corporation, association or individual the right 
to lay down railroad tracks. 


An act amending an act authorizing corporations created for the trans- 
mission of letters, etc., in the cities of New York and Brooklyn, by adding 
the words ‘and tc provide for the transportation of passengers in said 
tubes,”’ held unconstitutional. (Astor vy. Arcade R. R. Co., 118 N. Y. 
93.) An act authorizing the construction of an “illustrative section ”’ 
of elevated railroad, held void. (People, ex rel. Harvey, v. Loew, 102 
id. 471.) An act extending the expired time of a railroad is invalid. 
(Matter of Brooklyn, etc., R. R. Co., 75 id. 335.) Authority to change 
motive power, although it necessitates a change of rails, is not invalid. 
(People, v. Li. Is R2 Ry Co. [Sp. 2.) 9 Abb: N.C. 181; Matter of N.Y. HI 
R. R., 70 N. Y. 327, where the subject is thoroughly discussed.) The reg- 
ulation of an existing right is not within this prohibition. (Gilbert BI. 
R. R. Co. vy. Anderson, 3 Abb. N. C. 484. See also Farnham vy. Benedict, 
107 N. Y. 159; Matter of N. Y¥. & L. I. Bridge Co., 54 Hun, 400.) Has no 
reference or application to a municipality. (Sun Printing, etc., Co., v. 
Mayor, 152 N. Y. 257.) (1897.) 

The consolidation of two railroad corporations by special act is not 
unconstitutional. (Bohmer, v. Haffen, 22 Misc. Rep. 565.) (1898.) 

A provision in a charter of a bridge company authorizing it to provide 
for the transportation of vehicles of every description, does not include 
the right to lay railroad tracks and such an act is not rendered uncon- 
stitutional thereby. (Matter of N. Y. & Long Island Bridge Co. 148 N. 
Y. 540.) (1896.) 


Granting to any private corporation, association or individual 


any exclusive privilege, immunity or franchise whatever. 

Designed to prohibit original and independent grants. An act restrict- 
ing and regulating an existing right is not within this prohibition. (Mat- 
ter of Gilbert El. R. R., 70 N. Y. 361. See Matter of Application of Union 
Ferry Co., 98 id. 139; Syracuse Water Co. yv. Syracuse, 116 id. 167, 186; 
Trustees of Firemen’s Fund v. Roome 93 id. 314: Moran vy. L. I. City, 
101 id. 489.) 

Providing for building bridges, ana chartering companies for 


such purposes, except on the Hudson river below Waterford, and 
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on the East river, or over the waters forming a part of the bounda- 
ries of the state. 


It may nevertheless confer the power of local legislation in regard to 
building bridges upon board of supervisors. (Town of Kirkwood v. New- 
bury, 122 N. Y. 571. See People, ex rel. Keene, v. Board of Supervisors 
of Queens, 142 id. 271; Wrought Iron Bridge Co. y. Attica, 119 id. 204.) 


The legislature shall pass general laws providing tor the cases 
enumerated in this section, and for all other cases which in its judg- 
ment, may be provided for by general laws. But no law shall au- 
thorize the construction or operation of a street railroad except 
upon the condition that the consent of the owners of one-half in 
value of the property bounded on, and the consent also of the local 
authorities having the control of, that portion of a street or high- 
way upon which it is proposed to construct or operate such railroad 
be first obtained, or in case the consent of such property owners 
cannot be obtained, the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court, 
in the department in which it is proposed to be constructed, may, 
upon application, appoint three commissioners who shall deter- 
mine, after a hearing of all parties interested, whether such railroad 
ought to be constructed or operated, and their determination, con- 
firmed by the court, may be taken in leu of the consent of the 
property owners. 

(Section 18 of artic'e III of the amended constitution of 1846 amended by changing the 
words ‘‘ general term of the supreme court, in the district’ in the last paragraph to ‘‘appel- 
late division of the supreme court. in the department.’’] 


The provisions of the last paragraph of section 18 in reference to con- 
sent do not apply to the streets of New York city, the title to those streets 
being in the city. (In re Gilbert El. R. R. Co., T0 N. Y¥. 361.) 

This paragraph does not prevent the imposing of further conditions 
cae ae herewith. (Matter of Thirty-fourth St. R. R. Co., 102 N. 
r. 343.) 

Refers to a part of a road as well as to a complete railroad. (Matter 
of Metropolitan Transit Co., 111 N. Y. 588.) 

The powers and franchises of street railroad corporations existing 
prior to January 1, 1875, may be regulated without violating this provis- 
ion. (Matter of Petition of Third A. R. R. Co., 121 N. Y. 536.) 

The legislative power to authorize the construction of a street railway 
is subject to the limitation that the franchise is granted for public pur- 
poses. (Fanning v. Osborne, 102 N. Y. 441.) 

Section 78 of the railroad law authorizing lease of railroad, being a 
revision of Laws 1889, chapter 218, held constitutional. The lessee road 
is not required to obtain consents of abutting owners. (Ingersoll y. 
Nassau Hlec. R. R. Co., 157 N. Y. 453.) (1898.) 


Private claims not to be audited by legislature— § 19. The Leg- 
islature shall neither audit nor allow any private claim or account 
against the State, but may appropriate money to pay such claims as 
shall have been audited and allowed according to law. 


{Section 19 of article IIT of the amended constitution of 1846, without change.] 
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For laws creating and regulating the court of claims, see L. 1888, chap. 205;

Two-thirds bills. § 20. The assent of two-thirds of the members 
elected to each branch of the legislature shall be requisite to every bill 
appropriating the public moneys or property for local or private 
purposes.

(For law requiring certificate of presiding officer, see Legislative L., § 40.) 

Where the appropriation is fr state purposes, though the expenditure is 
confined to a locality, it does not require a two-thirds vote. Money may be 
appropriated to pay individuals for property purchased for the state or for 
salaries or wages without a two-thirds vote. (Sweet v. Syracuse, 129 
N.Y. 316, 347.) 

The courts may inquire whether an appropriation is public, and if private 
or local, whether it received the assent of two-thirds of the members of each 
house. (W. W. M. Co. v. Shanahan, 128 N. Y. 345, 358.) 

The law must show on its face the requisite vote. (People, ex rel. Purdy, v. 
Commissioners, 54 N. Y. 276.) Resort may be had to the original law to 
determine whether it received the requisite two-thirds vote. (Rumsey v. N. 
Y.&N.E.R. R. Co., 130 id. 88.) Orif the certificate is defective and does 
not state by what vote the bill was passed, to the journal of the house. (Id.) 

A certificate in due form, free from defects and clerical errors, would doubt- 
less be conclusive. (Id.; People v. Devlin, 33 N. Y. 269.) : ; 

An appropriation is local when money is to be expended in a particular 
Jocality and the people of that locality are to be directly and inainly benefited, 
although the publ c are remotely and incidentally benefited also. (People v.

An act requiring insurance companies of another state to pay an amount 
equal to that imposed by the state of their origin on companies of this state is 
in the nature of a license fee and not prohibited by this section. (People v.

When ayes and nays necessary ; three-fifths to constitute quorum.— 
§ 25. On the final passage, in either house of the Legislature, of any 
act which imposes, continues or revives a tax, or creates a debt or 
charge, or makes, continues or revives any appropriation of public or 
trust money or property, or releases, discharges or commutes any 
claim or demand of the State, the question shall be taken by yeas and 
nays, which shall be duly entered upon the journals, and three-fifths of 
all the members elected to either house shall, in all such cases, be 
necessary to constitute a quorum therein. 


[Section 21 of article III of the amended constitution of 1846, without change. ] 


The provision requiring the presence of three-fifths has'no reference to the 
passage of a military law by which a commutation tax is imposed. (People

may be destroyed in consequence of mobs and riots,” did not require three- 
fifths to constitute a quorum, although it might result in creating a local 
charge.

Board of Supervisors.--§ 26. There shall be in each county, except in a 
county wholly included in a city, a board of supervisors, to be composed of 
such members and elected in such manner and for such period as is or may 
be provided by law. In a city which includes an entire county, or two or more 
entire counties, the powers and duties of a board of supervisors may be de- 
volved upon the municipal assembly, common council, board of aldermen or 
other legislative body of the city.

An act providing that existing supervisors in certain towns shall constitute 
the board of supervisors of a newly erected county (Nassau), does not con- 
travene this section.

Local legislative powers.—§ 27. The Legislature shall, by general 
laws, confer upon the boards of supervisors of the several counties of 
the State such further powers of local legislation and administration as 
the Legislature may, from time to time, deem expedient.

The Legislature shall, 
by law, provide for the occupation and employment of prisoners sen- 
tenced to the several state prisons, penitentiaries, jails and reformato- 
ries in the State; and on and after the first day of January, in the year 
one thousand eight hundred and ninety-seven, no person in any such 
prison, penitentiary, jail or reformatory, shall be required or allowed 
to work, while under sentence thereto, at any trade, industry or occu- 
pation, wherein or whereby his work, or the product or profit of his 
work, shall be farmed out, contracted, given or sold to any person, 
firm, association or corporation. This section shall not be construed te 
prevent the Legislature from providing that convicts may work for, and 
that the products of their labor may be disposed of to, the State or 
any political division thereof, or for or to any public institution owned 
or managed and controlled by the State, or any political division 
thereof.

_ Executive power.—SxEcTIon 1. The executive power shall be vested 
in a Governor, who shall hold his office for two years; a Lieutenant- 
Governor shall be chosen at the same time, and for the same term. The 
Governor and Lieutenant-Governor elected next preceding the time when 
this section shall take effect, shall hold office until and including the 
thirty-first day of December, one thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
six, and their successors shall be chosen at the general election in that 
year.

Qualifications of Governor and Lieutenant-Governor.—§ 2. No person 
shall be eligible to the office of Governor or Lieutenant-Governor, except 
a citizen of the United States, of the age of not less than thirty years, 
and who shall have been five years next preceding his election a resi- 
dent of this state.

Election of Governor and Lieutenant-Governor.—§ 3. The Governor 
and Lieutenant-Governor shall be elected at the times and places of 
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choosing members of the Assembly. The persons respectively having 
the highest number of votes for Governor and Lieutenant-Governor 
shall be elected; but in cas2 two or more shall have an equal and the 
highest number of votes for Governor, or for Lieutenant-Governor, the 
two houses of the Legislature at its next annual session shall forthwith, 
by joint ballot, choose one of the said persons so having an equal and 
the highest number of votes for Governor or Lieutenant-Governor.

Duties and powers of Governor; compensation.—§ 4. The Governor 
shall be Commander-in-Chief of the military and naval forces of the 
State. He shall have power to convene the Legislature, or the Senate 
only, on extraordinary occasions At extraordinary sessions no sub- 
ject shall be acted upon, except such as the Governor may recommend 
for consideration. He shall communicate by message to the Legislature 
at every session the condition of the State, and recommend such matters 
to 7¢ as he shall judge expedient. He shall transact all necessary busi- 
ness with the officers of government, civil and military. He shall 
expedite all such measures as may be resolved upon by the Legislature, 
and shall take care that the laws are faithfully executed. He shall 
receive for his services an annual salary of ten thousand dollars, and 
there shall be provided for his use a suitable and furnished executive 
residence.

The governor, as commander-in-chief of the military forces of the state, 
has power to consolidate companies and regiments (People v. Ewen, 17 How.

No action can be maintained to recover any part of money appropriated 
by law to the governor for incidental expenses ; the propriety of the expendi- 
ture is discretionary and not subject to judicial cognizance.

The governor is not required to recommend any subject in a proclamation, 
convening the legislature in extraordinary session (People, ex rel. Carter,

Reprieves, commutations, and pardons to be granted by governor.— 
§ 5. The Governor shall have the power to grant reprieves, 
commutations and pardons after conviction, for all offenses except 
treason and cases of impeachment, upon such conditions and with 
such restrictions and limitations, as he may think proper, subject to 
such regulations as may be provided by law relative to the manner of 
applying for pardons. Upon conviction for treason, he shall have 
power to suspend the execution of the sentence, until the case shall be 
reported to the Legislature at its next meeting, when the Legislature 
shall either pardon, or commute the sentence, direct the execution of 
the sentence, or grant a further reprieve. He shall annually com- 
municate to the Legislature each case of reprieve, commutation or 
pardon granted, stating the name of the convict, the crime of which he 
was convicted, the sentence and its date, and the date of the com- 
mutation, pardon or reprieve.

In case of a breach of a conditional pardon, the recipient may be remanded, 
and the original sentence executed. (People v. Potter, 1 Park. Cr. 47; 
Matter of Whalen, 47 State Rep. 313.) 

A statute which in terms authorizes courts of criminal jurisdiction to sus- 
pend sentence in certain cases, after conviction, is not violative of this section.

The distinction between the power to suspend sentence and the power to 
pardon pointed out. (Id-) 


When lieutenant-governor to act as governor.—§ 6. In case of the 
impeachment of the Governor, or his removal from office, death, inabil- 
ity to discharge the powers and duties of the said office, resignation, 
or absence from the State, the powers and duties of the office shall 
devolve upon the Lieutenant-Governor for the residue of the term, or 
until the disability shall cease. But when the Governor shall, with the 
consent of the Legislature, be out of the State, in time of war, at the 
head of a military force thereof, he shall continue Commander-in-Chief 
of all the military force of the State.

Qualifications and duties of lieutenant-governor; succession to the 
governorship.—§ 7. The Lieutenant-Governor shall possess the same 
qualifications of eligibility for office as the Governor. He shall be 
president of the Senate, but shall have only a casting vote therein. If 
during a vacancy of the office of Governor, the Lieutenant-Governor 
shall be impeached, displaced, resign, die, or become incapable of per- 
forming the duties of his office, or be absent from the State, the Presi- 
dent of the Senate shall act as Governor until the vacancy be filled or 
the disability shall cease ; and if the President of the Senate for any of 
the above causes shall become incapable of performing the duties per- 
taining to the office of governor, the Speaker of the Assembly shall act 
as Governor until the vacancy be filled or the disability shall cease.

Salary of lieutenant-governor.—§ 8. The Lieutenant-Governor shall 
receive for his services an annual salary of five thousand dollars, and 
shall not receive or be entitled to any other compensation, fee or per- 
quisite, for any duty or service he: may be required to perform by the 
Constitution or by law.

In such case, he shall append to the bill, at the 
time of signing it, a statement of the items to which he objects; and 
the appropriation so objected to shall not take effect. If the Legisla- 
ture be in session, he shall transmit to the house in which the bill 
originated a copy of such statement, and the items objected to shall be 
separately reconsidered. If on reconsideration one or more of such 
items be approved by two-thirds of the members elected to each house, 
the same shall be part of the law, notwithstanding the objections of 
the Governor. All the provisions of this section, in relation to bills 
not approved by the Governor, shall apply in cases in which he shall 
withhold his approval from any item or items contained in a bill 
appropriating money.

The Secretary of State, Comptroller, Treas- 
urer, Attorney-General and State Engineer and Surveyor shall be chosen 
at a general election, at the times and places of electing the Governor 
and Lieutenant-Governor, and shall hold their offices for two years, 
except as provided in section two of this article. Each of the officers in 
this article named, excepting the Speaker of the Assembly, shall, at 
stated times during his continuance in office, receive for his services a

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term for which he shall have been elected; nor shall he receive to his 
use any fees or perquisites of office or other compensation. No person 
shall be elected to the office of State Engineer and Surveyor who is not 
a practical civil engineer.

First election of state officers.—§ 2. The first election of the Secre- 
tary of State, Comptroller, Treasurer, Attorney-General and State Engi- 
neer and Surveyor, pursuant to this article, shall be held in the year one - 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-five, and their terms of office shall 
begin on the first day of January following, and shall be for three 
years. At the general election in the year one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety-eight, and every two years thereafter, their successors shall 
be chosen for the term of two years.

Superintendent of public works; appointment; powers and duties 
of.—§ 3. A superintendent of public works shall be appointed by the 
Governor, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, and hold 
his office until the end of the term of the Governor by whom he was 
nominated, and until his successor is appointed and qualified. He 
shall receive a compensation to be fixed bylaw. He shall be required 
by law to give security for the faithful execution of his office before 
entering upon the duties thereof. He shall be charged with the execu- 
tion of all laws relating to the repair and navigation of the canals, and 
also of those relating to the construction and improvement of the 
canals, except so far as the execution of the laws relating to such con- 
struction or improvement shall be confided to the State Engineer and Sur- 
veyor; subject to the control of the Legislature, he shall make the rules 
and regulations for the navigation or use of the canals. He may 
be suspended or removed from oftice by the Governor, whenever, 
in his judgment, the public interest shall so require; but in case of the 
removal of such Superintendent of Public Works from office, the 
Governor shall file with the Secretary of State a statement of the cause 
of such removal, and shall report such removal and the cause thereof 
to the Legislature at its next session. The Superintendent of Public 
Works shall appoint not more than three assistant superintendents, 
whose duties shall be prescribed by him, subject to modification by the 
Legislature, and who shall receive for their services a compensation to 
be fixed by law. They shall hold their office for three years, subject 
to suspension or removal by the Superintendent of Public Works, when- 
ever, in his judgment, the public interest shall so require. Any 
vacancy in the office of any such assistant superintendent shall be 
filled for the remainder of the term for which he was appointed, by 
the Superintendent of Public Works; but in case of the suspension or 
removal of any such assistant superintendent by him, he shall 
at once report to the Governor, in writing, the cause of such 
removal. All other persons employed in the care and manage- 
ment of the canals, except collectors of tolls, and those in the 
department of the State Engineer and Surveyor, shall be appointed 
by the Superintendent of Public Works, and be subject to suspension 
er removal by him, The Superintendent of Public Works shall per 
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form all the duties of the former Canal Commissioners and Board 
ot Canal Commissioners, as now declared by law, until otherwise pro- 
vided by the Legislature. The Governor, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, shall have power to fill vacancies in the oftice of 
Superintendent of Public Works; if the Senate be not in session, he may 
grant commissions which shall expire at the end of the next succeed- 
ing session of the Senate.

Under this section, the superintendent of public works has the exclusive 
power to select and appoint his subordinates, and to determine as to the pro- 
priety of such appointments, and as to their qualifications.

A superintendent of public works honestly and fairly exercising his discre- 
tion in matters pertaininy to the canals, his conduct is not subject to the con- 
trol or direction of the courts. (Wright v. Shanahan, 61 Hun, 264. See also 
Yaw v. State, 127 id. 190; Clark v. State, 142 id. 101.) 


Superintendent of state prisons, appointment, powers and duties of — 
§ 4. A Superintendent of State Prisons shall be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, and hold his 
office for five years, unless sooner removed; he shall give security in 
such amount, and with such sureties as shall be required by law for the 
faithful discharge of his duties; he shall have the superint.ndence, 
management and control of state prisons, subject to such laws as now 
exist or may hereafter be enacted; he shall appoint the agents, wardens, 
physicians and chaplains of the prisons. The agent and warden of each 
prison shall appoint all other officers of such prison, except the clerk, 
subject to the approval of the same by the Superintendent. The 
Comptroller shall appoint the clerks of the prisons. The Superintendent 
shall have all the powers and perform all the duties not inconsistent 
herewith, which were formerly had and performed by the Inspectors of 
State Prisons. The Governor may remove the Superintendent for cause 
at any time, giving to him a copy of the charges against him, and an 
opportunity to be heard in his defense.

The Treasurer 
tay be suspended from office by the Governor, during the recess of 
the Legislature, and until thirty days after the commencement of 
the next session of the Legislature, whenever it shall appear to him 
that such Treasurer has, in any particular, violated his duty. The 
Governor shall appoint a competent person to discharge the duties 
of the office during such suspension of the Treasurer.

Certain offices abolished—§ 8. All offices for the weighing, 
gauging, measuring, culling or inspecting any merchandise, 
produce, manufacture or commodity whatever, are hereby abol- 
ished; and no such office shall hereafter be created by law; but 
nothing in this section contained shall abrogate any office created 
for the purpose of protecting the public health or the interests of 
the State in its property, revenue, tolls or purchases, or of supply- 
ing the people with correct standards of weights and measures, or 
shall prevent the creation of any office for such purposes hereafter.

An act reorganizing the warden’s office of the port of New York, and 
providing that certain officers shall have cognizance of all matters re- 
lating to the surveys of vessels and their cargoes, arriving in the port 
of New York, is not violative of this provision.

Civil service appointments and promotions.—§ 9. Appointments 
and promotions in the civil service of the State, and of all the civil 
divisions thereof, including cities and villages, shall be made ac- 
cording to merit and fitness to be ascertained, so far as practicable, 
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by examinations, which, so far as practicable, shall be competitive; 
provided however, that honorably discharged soldiers and sailors 
from the army and navy of the United States in the late civil war, 
who are citizens and residents of this State, shall be entitled to 
preference in appointment and promotion without regard to their 
standing on any list from which such appointment or promotion 
may be made. Laws shall be made to provide for the enforcement 
of this section.

A person appointed in the civil service without compliance with the 
terms of the law cannot compel payment of his salary by the comp- 
troller.

This section is mandatory as to provision requiring appointments to be 
made according to merit and fitness, but as to the machinery necessary 
for the conducting of a competitive examination, its execution to that ex- 
tent is dependent upon the statute.

ARTICLE VI. 


Supreme court; how constituted; judicial districts Section ee 
The Supreme Court is continued with general jurisdiction in law 
and equity, subject to such appellate jurisdiction of the Court of 
Appeals as now is or may be prescribed by law not inconsistent with , 
this article. The existing judicial districts of the State are con-| 
tinued until changed as hereinafter provided. The Supreme Court 
shall consist of the Justices now in office, and of the Judges trans- 
ferred thereto by the fifth section of this article, all of whom shall 
continue to be Justices of the Supreme Court during their re- 
spective terms, and of twelve additional Justices who shall reside in 
and be chosen by the electors of, the several existing judicial dis-" 


- 
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tricts, three in the first district, three in the second, and one in each 
of the other districts; and of their successors. The successors of 
said justices shall be chosen by the electors of their respective Judi- 
cial districts. The Legislature may alter the judicial districts once 
after every enumeration under the Constitution, of the inhabitants 
of the State, and thereupon reapportion the Justices to be there- 
after elected in the districts so altered. 


[The number of supreme court judges is changed by this section from 46 to 76. The supe- 
rior court of the city of New York, the court of common pleas for the city and county of 
New York, the superior court of Buffalo and the city court of Brooklyn are abolished by sec- 
tion 5 of this article and the judges thereof transferred to the supreme court. Sections 6 
and 28 of article VI of the amended constitution of 1846 provide for the number of *‘ justices 
now in office.”

The jurisdiction of the supreme court cannot be limited by the legis- 
lature. (People, ex rel. v. Nichols, 79 N. Y. 582; DeHart vy. Hatch, 3 Hun, 
375.) Appellate jurisdiction of the court of appeals is, however, subject 
to regulation by the legislature. (Butterfield v. Rudde, 58 N. Y. 489.) 

Legislature cannot confer jurisdiction upon the supreme court in admir- 
alty cases even by stipulation. (Bartlett v. Spicer, 75 N. Y. 528; Vose vy. 
Cockroft, 44 id. 415; Brookman y. Hamil, 43 id. 554; Matter of Steambeat 
Josephine, 39 id. 19; Poole v. Kermit, 59 id. 554.) 

Legislature cannot abridge or limit jurisdiction of supreme court, and 
acts authorizing transfer of certain actions to marine court are unconsti- 
tutional. (DeHart y. Hatch, 8 Hun, 375; Alexander y. Bennett, 60 N. Y. 
204; People ex rel. y. Supervisors, 49 Hun, 476.) 

Constitution does not restrict power of legislature to provide for admin- 
istering both legal and equitable relief in a single suit. (Phillips y. Gor- 
Taira ING eis) 

Statute (§ 2122 of Code of Civ. Pro.) limiting remedy by certiorari in 
supreme court does not affect the constitutional provision of general 
jurisdiction. (People, ex rel. v. Supervisors, 49 Hun, 476.) 

Courts are not deprived of equity jurisdiction by section 970 of the Code 
of Civil Procedure, directing that certain causes be tried by a jury upon 
the request of either party. (Wggers v. Man. Hl. R. BR. Co., 27 Abb. N. 
C. 4638; Underhill v. Man. Hl. R. R. Co., 27 id. 478.) 

An act of legislature designating place where surplus moneys arising 
from the sale of lands in foreclosure or petition proceedings may be 
deposited does not restrict general jurisdiction of courts. (Matter of 
Hstate of Stilwell, 189 N. Y. 337. 

Section 18 of the mechanics’ lien law (lL. 1885, chap. 342) providing for 
consolidation of separate actions by the court in which first action is 
brought, does not deprive supreme court of jurisdiction.

Acts confining the trial of certain action to New York city are uncon- 
stitutional as limiting the jurisdiction of the Supreme court. (Mussen

66 id. 236.) 
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Legislature cannot require the supreme court to perform other than Judici 
duties. (People, ex rel. v. Waters.) 4 Misc. 1.) 7 Tae 


Judicial departments; appellate division, how constituted ; governor 
to desiynate justices; reporter; time and place of holding courts. — 
§ 2. The Legislature shall divide the State into four judicial depart- 
ments. The first department shall consist of the county of New York; 
the others shall be bounded by county lines, and be compact and equal 
in population as nearly as may be. Once every ten years the Legis 
lature may alter the judicial departments, but without increasing the' 
number thereof. 

There shall be an Appellate Division of the Supreme Court, consisting 
of seven Justices in the first department, and of five Justices in each of 
the other departments. In each department four shall constitute a 
quorum, and the concurrence of three shall be necessary to a decision. 
No more than five Justices shall sit in any case. 

From all the Justices elected to the Supreme Court the Governor shall 
designate those who shall constitute the Appellate Division m each 
department; and he shall designate the Presiding Justice thereof, who 
shall act as such during his term of office, and shall be a resident of 
the department. The other Justices shall be designated for terms of 
five years, or the unexpired portions of their respective terms of oftice, 
if less than five years. From that time as the terms of such desig- 
nations expire, or vacancies occur, he shall make new designations. A 
majority of the Justices so designated to sit in the Appellate Division 
in each department shall be residents of the department. He may also 
make temporary designations in case of the absence or inability to 
act of any Justice in the Appellate Division; or in case the Presid- 
ing Justice of any Appellate Division shall certify to him that one or 
more additional Justices are needed for the speedy disposition of the 
business before it. Whenever the Appellate Division in any 
department shall be unable to dispose of its business within a 
reasonable time, a majority of the Presiding Justices of the 
several departments at a meeting called by the Presiding Justice of 
the department in arrears may transfer any pending appeals from 
such départment to any other department for hearing and determina- 
tion. No Justice of the Appellate Division shall exercise any of the 
powers of a Justice of the Supreme Court, other than those of a Justice 
out of court, and those pertaining to the Appellate Division or to the 
hearing and decision of motions submitted by consent of counsel. 
From and after the last day of December, one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety-five, the Appellate Division shall have the jurisdiction now 
exercised by the Supreme Court at its Genera! Terms, and by the General 
Terms of the Court of Common Pleas for the City and County of New 
York, the Superior Court of the City of New York, the Superior Court 
of Buffalo and the City Court of Brooklyn, and such additional jums- 
diction as may be conferred by the Legislature. It shall have power to 
appoint and remove a reporter. 

The justices of the Appellate Division in each department shall have 
power to fix the times and places for holding Special and Trial Terns 
therein, and to assign the Justices in the departments to hold such 
terms; or to make rules therefor.

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Judge or justice not to sit in review; testimony in equity cases.— 
g 3. No Judge or Justice shall sit in thc Appellate Division or in the Court 
of Appeals in review of a decision made by him or by any court of 
which he was at the time a sitting member. The testimony in equity 
cases shall be taken in like manner as in cases at law 3 and, except as 
herein otherwise provided, the Legislature shall have the same power to 
alter and regulate the jurisdiction and proceedings in law and in equity 
that it has heretofore exercised.

An appeal from an order vacating an ex parte order for the examination of 
pd scat before trial may be heard before general term of which the judge 
who granted the original order is a member.

This section does not restrict the power of the legislature to provide for equitable and legal 
relief in one suit. (Phillips v. Gorham, 17 N. Y. 270.) 


Court has no power in an equity case to make a compulsory order directing testimony to 
be taken before a referee and the cause to be brought to trial upon the pleadings and the evi- 
dence so taken. (Farmers’ Nat. Bank of Malone v. Houston, 44 Hun, 567.) 


The provision of the constitution prohibiting a justice from sitting in review of a decis- 
ion made by him prevents such justice from sitting in review of an order which denied a mo- 
tion to vacate an order made by him, (Van ArsdaJe v. King, 152 N. Y. 69.)

Terms of office; vacancies, how filled.—§ 4. The official terms of the 
Justices of the Supreme Court shall be fourteen years from and 
including the first day of January next after their election. When a 
vacancy shall occur otherwise than by expiration of term in the office 
of Justice of the Supreme Court the same shall be filled for a full term, 
. at the next general election, happening not less than three months after 
such vacancy occurs; and, until the vacancy shall be so filled, the 
Governor by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, if the 
Senate shall be in session, or if not in session the Governor, may fill 
such vacancy by appointment, which shall continue until and including 
the last day of December next after the election at which the vacancy 
shall be filled.

The term shall be for the full fourteen years, and no vacancy can exist 
longer than the term.

City courts abolished; judges become justices of supreme court; 
salaries ; jurisdiction vested in supreme court.—§ 5. The Superior Court 


of the City of New York, the Court of Common pleas for the City and 
County of New York, the Superior Court of Buffalo, and the City Court 
of Brooklyn, are abolished from and after the first day of January, one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-six, and thereupon the seals, 
records, papers and documents of or belonging to such courts, shall be 
deposited in the offices of the Clerks of the several counties in which 
said courts now exist; and all actions and proceedings then pending in 
such courts shall be transferred to the Supreme Court for hearing and 
determination. The Judges of said courts in office on the first day of 
January, one thousand eight hundred and ninety-six, shall, for the 
remainder of the term for which they were elected or appointed, be 
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Justices of the Supreme Court; but they shall sit only in the counties in which 
they were elected or appointed. Their salaries shall be paid by the said coun- 
ties respectively, and shall be the same as the salaries of the other Justices of 
the Supreme Court residing in the same counties. Their successors shall be 
elected as Justices of the Supreme Court by the electors of the judicial dis- 
tricts in which they respectively reside. 

The jurisdiction now exercised by the several courts hereby abolished, shall 
be vested in the Supreme Court. Appeals from inferior and local courts now 
heard in the Court of Common Pleas for the City and County of New York 
and the Superior Court of Buffalo, shall be heard in the Supreme Court in 
such manner and by such Justice or Justices as the Appellate Divisions in the 
respective departments which include New York and Buffalo shall direct, 
unless otherwise provided by the Legislature.

Circuit courts and courts of oyer and terminer abolished.—§ 6. Circuit 
Courts and Courts of Oyer and Terminer are abolished from and after the last 
day of December, one thousand eight hundred and ninety-five. All their 
jurisdiction shall thereupon be vested in the Supreme Court, and all actions 
and proceedings then pending in such courts shal! be transferred to the Supreme 
Court for hearing and determination. Any Justice of the Supreme Court, 
except as otherwise provided in this article, may hold court in any county.

The abolition of the Court of Oyer and Terminer was self-executing, and an 
order transferring a pending indictment was unnecessary. (People v. Hoch, 
150 N. Y. 291.) (1896.) 


Court of appeals.—§ 7. The Court of Appeals is continued. It shall consist 
of the Chief Judge and Associate Judges now in office, who shall hold their 
offices until the expiration of their respective terms, and their successors, who 
shall be chosen by the electors of the State. The official terms of the Chief 
Judge and Associate Judges shall be fourteen years from and including the 
first day of January next after their election. Five members of the court 
shall form a quorum, and the concurrence of four shall be necessary to a de- 
cision. The court shall have power to appoint and to remove its reporter, 
clerk and attendants. Whenever and as often as a majority of the Judges of 
the Court of Appeals shall certify to the Governor that said court is unable, 
by reason of the accumulation of causes pending therein, to hear and dispose 
of the same with reasonable speed, the Governor shall designate not more 
than four Justices of the Supreme Court to serve as Associate Judges of Court 
of Appeals. The Justices so designated shall be relieved from their duties as 
Justices of the Supreme Court and shall serve as Associate Judges of the Court 
of Appeals until the causes undisposed of in said court are reduced to two 
hundred, when they shall return to the Supreme Court. The Governor may 
designate Justices of the Supreme Court to fill vacancies. No Justice shall 
serve as Associate Judge of the Court of Appeals except while holding the 
office of Justice of the Supreme Court, and no more than seven Judges shall 


sit in any case. 


Vacancy in court of appeals, how filled.—§ 8. When a vacancy shall 
occur otherwise than by expiration of term, in the office of Chief or Associate 
Judge of the Court of Appeals, the same shall be filled, for a full term, at 
the next general election happening not less than three months after such 
vacancy occurs; and until the vacancy shall be so filled, the Governor, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, if the Senate shall be in 
session, or if not in session the Governor may fill such vacancy by appoint- 
ment. If any such appointment of Chief Judge shali be made from among 
the Associate Judges, a temporary appointment of Associate Judge shall be 
made in like manner; but in such case, the person appointed Chief Judge shall 
not be deemed to vacate his office of Associate Judge any longer than until 
the expiration of his appointment as Chief Judge. The powers and jurisdiction 
of the court shall not be suspended for want of appointment or election, when 
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the number of Judges is sufficient to constitute a quorum. All ap- 
pointments under this section shall continue until and including 
the last day of December next after the election at which the 
vacancy shall be filled. 

[Section 8 of article VI of the amended constitution of 1846, amended by a change in 
language.] 

Jurisdiction of court of appeals— § 9. After the last day of 
December, one thousand eight hundred and ninety-five, the juris- 
diction of the Court of Appeals, except where the judgment is of 
death, shall be limited to the review of questions of law. No 
unanimous decision of the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court that there is evidence supporting or tending to sustain a 
finding of fact or a verdict not directed by the court, shall be re- 
viewed by the Court of Appeals. Except where the judgment is 
of death, appeals may be taken, as of right, to said court only from 
judgments or orders entered upon decisions of the Appellate Divi- 
sion of the Supreme Court, finally determining actions or special 
proceedings, and from orders granting new trials on exceptions, 
where the appellants stipulate that upon affirmance judgment ab- 
solute shall be rendered against them. The Appellate Division in 
any department may, however, allow an appeal upon any question 
of law which, in its opinion, ought to be reviewed by the Court of 
Appeals. . 

The Legislature may further restrict the jurisdiction of the 
Court of Appeals and the right of appeal thereto, but the right to 
appeal shall not depend upon the amount involved. 

The provisions of this section shall not apply to orders made or 
judgments rendered by any General Term before the last day of 
December, one thousand eight hundred and ninety-five, but appeals 
therefrom may be taken under existing proyisions of law. 


[This section is mostly new.] 


It was the intent of this section to establish a constitutional right of 
appeal to the court of appeals from every final judgment or order made 
by the appellate division, and place it beyond the power of the legislature 
to abridge such right or take it away, but the legislature has power to 
further restrict such right within the limitations prescribed by the con- 
stitution and to deny the right of appeal to the court of appeals in any 
class of actions in its discretion, the only restriction upon the legislative 
power being that the right shall not be made to depend upon the amount 
involved. (Sciolina v. Erie Preserving Co., 151 N. Y. 50.) (1896.) 

Under this section the legislature may further restrict the jurisdiction 
of the court of appeals, and L. 1896, chap. 559, taking away the right 
to appeal from unanimous judgments of affirmance in actions for per- 
sonal injury is constitutional. (Croveno v. Atlantic Avenue R. R. Co., 
150 N, Y. 225.) (1896.)

The provisions of this section that the legislature may further restrict 


the jurisdiction of the court of appeals, does not prevent it from extending 
such jurisdiction. (People, ex rel. Com’rs. of Public Charities, vy. Cullen, 
153 N. Y. 629.) (1897.) 

The provision of this section that no unanimous decision of the ap- 
pellate division, that there is evidence supporting or tending to sustain 
a finding of fact shall be reviewed by the court of appeals, applies to a 
special proceeding commenced by writ of certiorari. (People, ex rel 
Manhattan R. R. Co. v. Barker, 152 N. Y. 417.) (1897.) 

An order of reyersal based upon an exception filed to the decision of 
the trial court and awarding a new trial, grants a new trial “on excep- 
tions ” within this section and is reviewable by the court of appeals. 
(Otten v. Manhattan Ry. Co., 150 N. Y. 395.) (1896.) 


Judges not to hold any other office— § 10. The Judges of the 
Court of Appeals and the Justices of the Supreme Court shall not 
hold any other office or public trust. All votes for any of them, 
for any other than a judicial office, given by the Legislature or the 
people, shall be void.

Power conferred upon the supreme court to appoint commissioners of 
estimate and assessment is not unconstitutional as conferring another 
office of public trust. (Striker v. Kelly, 7 Hill, 9. And see Embury vy. 
Connor, 3 N. Y. 511.) 

Nor is the duty of designating a journal for the publication of judicial 
notices. (Printing Co. v. Mayor, etc., of N. Y., 52 Hun, 542.) 

The term “office of public trust” refers to a permanent public trust 
or employment to be exercised generally. (Matter of Hathaway, 71 
Nien X2 238.) 

Act of 1858, allowing assessments in city of New York to be set aside 
by the supreme court for fraud or irregularity, is not unconstitutional 
as conferring new office or trust on justices of the supreme court. 
(Matter of Geekman, 19 How. Pr. 518.) 

This section does not apply to a case where a judge and two others were 
appointed by the legislature as apprentices to fix the value of relics 
bought by the State. (People, ex rel. vy. Nichols, 52 N. Y. 478.) 

The anti-trust law, conferring upon a judge administrative and non- 
judicial functions, held unconstitutional. (Matter of Attorney-General, 
21 Mise.

Removal of judges.— § 11. Judges of the Court of Appeals and 
Justices of the Supreme Court may be removed by concurrent res- 
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olution of both houses of the Legislature, if two-thirds of all the 
members elected to each house concur therein. All other judicial 
officers, except Justices of the Peace and judges or justices of in- 
ferior courts not of record, may be removed by the Senate, on 
the recommendation of the Governor, if two-thirds of all the mem- 
bers elected to the Senate concur therein. But no officer shall be 
removed by virtue of this section except for cause, which shall be 
entered on the journals, nor unless he shall have been served with 
a statement of the cause alleged, and shall have had an opportunity 
to be heard. On the question of removal, the yeas and nays shall 


be entered on the journal.

Compensation; age restriction; assignment by governor.— § 1s The 
Judges and Justices hereinbefore mentioned shall receive for their 
services a compensation established by law, which shall not be increased 
or diminished during their official terms, except as provided in section 
five of this article. No person shall hold the office of Judge or Justice of 
any court longer than until and including the last day of December 
next after he shall be seventy years of age. No judge or justice 
elected after the first day of January, one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-four, shall be entitled to receive any compensation after the last 
day of December next after he shall be seventy years of age; but the 
compensation of every Judge of the Court of Appeals or Justice of the 
Supreme Court elected prior to the first day of January, one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-four, whose term of office has been, or whose 
present term of office shall be,so abridged, and who shall have served 
as such Judge or Justice ten years or more, shall be continued during 
the remainder of the term for which he was elected; but any such 
Judge or Justice may, with his consent, be assigned by the Governor, 
from time to time, to any duty in the Supreme Court while his com- 
pensation is so continued,

Age limitation does not apply to justices of the peace. (Dehring v. People,

Ten years’ service need not have been rendered during the term abridged to 
entitle justice to compensation after expiration, (People, ex rel. Gilbert, v.

Retired justice of supreme court is entitled to $1,200 per annum, given by 
act of legislature for officialexpenses. (People, ex rel. v. Wemple, 115N.Y. 302, 


Trial of impeachments.—§ 13, The Assembly shall have the power of 
impeachment, by a vote of a majority of all the members elected. The 
“Court for the ‘Trial of Impeachments shall be composed of the Presi- 
dent of the Senate, the senators or the major part of them, and 
the Judges of the Court of Appeals, or the major part of them. 
On the trial of an impeachment against the Governor or Lieutenant- 
Governor, the Lieutenant-Governor shall not act as a member of the 
court. No judicial officer shall exercise his office, after articles of 
tmpeachment against him shall have been preferred to the Senate, until 
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he shall have been acquitted. Before the trial of an impeachment the 
members of the court shall take an oath or aftirmation truly and 
impartially to try the impeachment according to the evidence, and no 
person shall be convicted without the concurrence of two-thirds of the 
members present. Judgment in cases of impeachment shall not extend 
further than to removal from office, or removal from office and disquali- 
fication to hold and enjoy any office of honor, trust or profit under this 
State; but the party impeached shall be liable to indictment and pun- 
ishment according to law.

County courts.—§ 14, The existing County Courts are continued, and 
the Judges thereof now in office shall hold their offices until the expira- 
tion of their respective terms. In the county of Kings there shall be 
two County Judges and the additional County Judge shall be chosen at 
the next general election held after the adoption of this article. The 
successors of the several County Judges shall be chosen by the electors 
of the counties for the term of six years, County Courts shall have the 

owers and jurisdiction they now possess, and also original jurisdiction 
in actions for the recovery of money only, where the defendants reside 
in the county, and in which the complaint demands judgment for a sum 
not exceeding two thousand dollars. The Legislature may hereafter 
enlarge or restrict the jurisdiction of the County Courts, provided, 
however, that their jurisdiction shall not be so extended as to author- 
ize an action therein for the recovery of money only, in which the 
sum demanded exceeds two thousand dollars, or in which any person 
not a resident of the county is a defendant. 

Courts of Sessions, except in the county of New York, are abolished 
from and after the last day of December, one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety-five. All the jurisdiction of the Court of Sessions in each 
county, except the county of New York, shall thereupon be vested in 
the County Court thereof, and all actions and proceedings then pending 
in such Courts of Sessions shall be transferred to sid County Courts for 
nearing and determination. Every County Judge shall perform such 
duties as may be required by law. His salary shall be established by 
law, payable out of the county treasury. A County Judge of any 
eounty may hold County Courts in any other county when requested by 
ihe Judge of such other county. 


[Some of the provisions of this section are taken from section J5 of article VI of the amended 
constitution of 846 The jurisdiction is changed so that the limit is now two thousand doilare 
instead of one thousand, and courts of sessions are abolished and their jurisdiction conferred

Legislature cannot authorize board of supervisors to fix salary of county judge or surro- 
gate. (Healy v. Dudly, 5 Lans. 115.) joes ; 

When the county judge is surrogate an administrator’s bond made to run to the county 
judge is correct. (Farley v. McConnell, 52 N. Y. 630 ) 

A county court may entertain an application by a village to extend a street across the tracks 
of a railroad where the principal ; lace of business of the railroad company is outside of the 
county. (Matter of Folts Street, 18 App. Div. 568.) (1897.) 

Surrogates’ courts; surrogates, their powers and jurisdiction ; vacan: 
cies.—§ 15. The existing Surrogates’ Courts are continued, and the 
Surrogates now in office shall hold their offices until the expiration of 
¢heir terms. Their successors shall be chosen by the electors of their 
respective counties, and their terms of office shall be six years, except 


in the county of New York, where they shall continue to be fourteen 
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years, Surrogates and Surrogates’ Courts shall have the jurisdiction 
and powers which the Surrogates and existing Surrogates’ Courts now 
possess, until otherwise provided by the Legislature. The County Judge 
shall be Surrogate of his county, except where a separate Surrogate has 
been or shall be elected. In counties having a population exceeding 
forty thousand, wherein there is no separate Surrogate, the Legislature 
may provide for the election of a separate officer to be Surrogate, 
whose term of office shall be six years. When the Surrogate shall be 
elected as a separate officer his salary shall be established by law, 
payable out of the county treasury. No County Judge or Surrogate 
shall hold office longer than until and including the last day of 
December next after he shall be seventy years of age. Vacancies 
occurring in the office of County Judge or Surrogate shall be filled in 
the same manner as like vacancies occurring in the Supreme Court. 
The compensation of any County Judge or Surrogate shall not be 
increased or diminished during his term of office. For the relief of 
Surrogates’ Courts the Legislature may confer upon the Supreme Court 
in any county having a population exceeding four hundred thousand, 
the powers and jurisdiction of Surrogates, with authority to try issues 
of fact by jury in probate cases. 


{Some of the provisions of this section are contained in section 15 of article VI of the 
amended constitution of 1846.] 


Collateral inheritance tax law confers no power upon surrogate prohibited 
by the constitution. (Matter of McPherson, 104N. Y. 306.) 


Local judicial officers.—§ 16. The Legislature may, on application ot 
the board of supervisors, provide for the election of local officers, not 
to exceed two in any county, to discharge the duties of County Judge 
and of Surrogate, in cases of their inability or of a vacancy, and in such 
other cases as may be provided by law, and to exercise such other 
powers in special cases as are or may be provided by law.

Under this section the legislature has power to authorize a special county 
judge to take a recognizance. (People v. Main, 20 N. Y. 434, And see for 
a general discussion of this section, People, ex rel. v. Townsend, 102 id. 480.) 


Justices of the peace; district court justices.— § 17. The electors of 
the several towns shall, at their annual town meetings, or at such other 
time and in such manner as the Legislature may direct, elect Justices of 
the Peace, whose term of office shall be four years, In case of an 
election to fill a vacancy occurring before the expiration of a full term, 
they shall hold for the residue of the unexpired term. Their number 
and classification may be regulated by law. Justices of the Peace and 
judges or justices of inferior courts not of record, and their clerks may 
be removed for cause, after due notice and an opportunity of being 
heard, by such courts as are or may be prescribed by law. Justices of 
the Peace and District Court Justices may be elected in the different 
cities of this State in such manner, and with such powers, and for such 
terms, respectively, as are or shall be prescribed by law ; all other 
judicial officers in cities, whose election or appointment is not otherwise 
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provided for in this article, shall be chosen by the electors of such 
cities, or appointed by some local authorities thereof. 
[Section 18 of article VI of the amended constitution of 1846, amended. ] 


This section does not apply to police justices in New York city, and 
they may be appointed. (Wenzler y. People, 58 N. Y. 516; People v. 
Morgan, 5 Daly, 161; affirmed, 58 N. Y. 679.) And the legislature may 
abolish or abridge the tenure of oftice of a police justice. (Coulter y. 
Murray, 15 Abb. [N. S.] 129.) 

Legislature cannot provide for election of justices of the peace in any 
other manner or by any other locality than is prescribed in constitution. 
(Geraty v. Reid, 78 N. Y. 64.) 

This section does not prevent annexing towns to cities, and in effect 
ending the term of a justice of the peace. (Gertum v. Supervisors of 
Kings, 109 N. Y¥. 170.) 

An act of legislature extending the term of a district court judge is un- 
constitutional. (People, ex rel. y. Bull, 46 N. Y. 57.) 

Legislature may confer powers of justices of the peace of towns upon 
justices in cities. (Ostrander y. People, 29 Hun, 513.) 

A justice of the peace in a town is a constitutional officer whose office 
cannot be abolished, directly or indirectly. (People, ex rel. Burby, v. 
Howland, 155 N. Y. 270.) (1898.) 

The criminal jurisdiction of a justice of the peace may be limited as 
to a village, and the provision of the general village law conferring upon 
police justices exclusive jurisdiction of misdemeanors in the village, is 
constitutional. (People, ex rel. Saloom, vy. Whitney, 32 App. Diy. 144.) 
(1898.) 

(See also People, ex rel. Ryan, v. Supervisors, 155 N. Y. 295.) (1898.) 


Inferior local courts——§ 18. Inferior local courts of civil and 
criminal jurisdiction may be established by the Legislature, but no 
inferior local court hereafter created shall be a court of record. 
The Legislature shall not hereafter confer upon any inferior or 
local court of its creation, any equity jurisdiction or any greater 
jurisdiction in other respects than is conferred upon County Courts 
by or under this article. Except as herein otherwise provided, all 
judicial officers shall be elected or appointed at such times and in 
such manner as the Legislature may direct. 


[Section 19 of article V1 of the amended constitution of 1846, amended. The provisions 
that no such courts shall be courts of record or possess equity jurisdict on are new. ] 

An act establishing within a village a court with inferior and local 
jurisdiction, although he be named a justice of the peace and is given 
similar powers, is valid. (People, ex rel. v. Terry, 108 N. Y. 1; Bocock 
y. Cochran, 32 Hun, 521.) ‘ 

Act creating office of police justice in village is not void as giving too 
broad territorial jurisdiction. (Village of Deposit v. Vail, 5 Hun, 310.) 

Legislature has power to confer upon a local inferior court, whatever 
civil or criminal jurisdiction it deems best, subject to constitutional 
restriction. (Anderson y. Reilly, 66 N. Y. 189.) 

This section does not authorize the legislature to provide a district for 
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judicial purposes not bounded by town, county, village or city lines. 
(People, ex rel. v. Porter, 80 N. Y. 68.) 

Jurisdiction is limited to localities for which such courts were estaD- 
lished (Rockwell v. Raymond, 5 N. Y. Supp. 642); legislature may pre- 
scribe the jurisdiction. (Connors y. Hilton, 66 How. Pr. 144.) 

Act giving exclusive jurisdiction to courts of special sessions is valid. 
Jurisdiction is not exclusive unless specified. (People y. Austin, 49 Hun, 
396.) 

Justices of the peace in Rochester possessing no criminal jurisdiction 
are inferior local courts and may be abolished. (People, ex rel. y. 
Common Council of Rochester, 11 Hun, 241.) (As to municipal court 
of Syracuse, see Curtin v. Barton, 139 N. Y. 505.) 

The only limitation upon the jurisdiction of new magistrates created 
under this provision is that it be local and inferior. (Brandon y. Avery, 
22Na V. 469) 

The jurisdiction of a local court must be exercised within the locality, 
and its process cannot be executed outside of it. (Geraty vy. Reid, 78 
N. Y. 65; Hoag v. Lamont, 60 id. 96; Connor y. Hilton, 66 How. Pr. 144.) 

An act authorizing the city court of Mount Vernon to authorize the 
service of its summons outside of the city, held unconstitutional. (Pierson 
y. Fries, 3 App. Div. 418.) (1896.) 

The jurisdiction of a local court cannot be extended by legislation so 
as to authorize service of process without its territorial limits. (Baird 
v. Helfer, 12 App. Div. 23 (1896); Ziegler v. Corwin, 12 App. Div. 60.) 
(1897.) 

(See Armstrong y. Kennedy, 23 Misc. Rep. 47.) (1898.) 

Although several of the above decisions hold that process of a local 
court cannot be served without the municipality, they were rendered 
under the language of section 19 of article 6 of the old constitution, 
which was much narrower than the language of the above section. It 
is believed that the section was expressly amended to obviate the effect 
of these decisions, and that under this section process of a local court 
may, if authorized by the legislature, be served anywhere in the county. 


Clerks of courts.— § 19. Clerks of the several counties shall be 
clerks of the Supreme Court, with such powers and duties as shall 
be prescribed by law. The Justices of the Appellate Division in 
each department shall have power to appoint and to remove a clerk, 
who shall keep his office at a place to be designated by said Jus- 
tices. The Clerk of the Court of Appeals shall keep his office at 
the seat of government. The Clerk of the Court of Appeals and 
the clerks of the Appellate Division shall receive compensation to 
be established by law and paid out of the public treasury.

No judicial officer, ex- 
cept Justices of the Peace, shall receive to his own use any fees or 
perquisites of office; nor shall any Judge of the Court of Appeals, 
or Justice of the Supreme Court, or any County Judge or Surro- 
gate hereafter elected in a county having a population exceeding 
one hundred and twenty thousand, practice as an attorney or coun- 
selor in any court of record in this State, or act as referee.

Terms of office of present justices of the peace and local judicial 
officers.— § 22. Justices of the Peace and other local judicial offi- 
cers provided for in sections seventeen and eighteen, in office when 
this article takes effect, shall hold their offices until the expiration 
of their respective terms.

Abolition of office of police justice in New York city, held not in viola- 
tion of this section.

Courts of special sessions— § 23. Courts of Special Sessions 
shall have such jurisdiction of offenses of the grade of misdemeanors 
as may be prescribed by law.

Section is not limited to offenses of the grade specified created by 
statute after the adoption of such section. (People, ex rel. v. Dutcher,

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ARTICLE VII. 


State credit not to be given.—Sxction 1. The credit of the State 
shall not in any manner be given or loaned to or in aid of any individ- 
ual, association or corporation. 


[Section 9 of article VII of the amended constitution of 1846, without change.) 


The legislature may require insurance companies to deposit a fund with the 
state insurance department. (Attorney-General v. North Am."Life Ins. Co., 
82 N. Y. 172.) 


State debts, power to contract.— § 2, The State may, to meet casual 
deficits or failures in revenues, or for expenses not provided for, con- 
tract debts; but such debts, direct or contingent, singly or in the 
aggregate, shall not at any time exceed one million of dollars; and the 
moneys arising from the loans creating such debts shall be applied to 
the purpose for which they were obtained, or to repay the debt so 
contracted, and to no other purpose whatever. 


[Section 10 of article VII of the amended constitution of 1846, without change.] 


Neither the legislature or any state department can create a debt or incur an 
obligation for or in behalf of the state, except as to the amount and in the 
manner provided by the constitution. (People, ex rel. v. Supervisors of 
Kings Co., 52 N. Y. 556, 563.) 


State debts to repel invasions.— g 3, In addition to the above limited 
power to contract debts, the State may contract debts to repel inva- 
sion, suppress insurrection, or defend the State in war; but the money 
arising from the contracting of such debts shall be applied to the pur- 
pose for which it was raised, or to repay such debts, and to no other 
purpose whatever. 


[Section 11 of article VII of the amended constitution of 1846, without change.] 


Limitation of legislative power to create debts.—§ 4, Except the 
debts specified in sections two and three of this article, no debts 
shall be hereafter contracted by or on behalf of this State, unless 
such debt shall be authorized by a law, for some single work or 
object, to be distinctly specified therein ; and such law shall impose 
and provide for the collection of a direct annual tax to pay, and sufti- 
cient to pay, the interest on such debt as it falls due, and also to pay 
and discharge the principal of such debt within eighteen years from 
the time of the contracting thereof. No such law shall take -effeect 
until it shall, at a general election, have been submitted to the people, 
and have received a majority of all the votes cast for and against it at 
such election. On the final passage of such bill in either house of the 
Legislature, the question shall be taken by ayes and noes, to be duly 
entered on the journals thereof, and shall be: “Shall this bill pass, and 
ought the same to receive the sanction of the people?” 

The Legislature may at any time, after the approval of such law by 
the people, if no debt shall have been contracted in pursuance thereof, 
repeal the same; and may at any time, by law, forbid the contracting 
of any further debt or liability under such law; but the tax imposed 
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by such act, in proportion to the debt and liability which may have 
been contracted, in pursuance of such law, shall remain in force and be 
irrepealable, and be annualiy collected, until the proceeds thereof shal) 
have made the provision hereinbefore specified to pay and discharge 
the interest and principal of such debt and liability. The money 
arising from any loan or stock creating such debt or liability shal] 
be applied to the work or object specified in the act authorizing such 
debt or liability, or for the repayment of such debt or liability, and fox 
no other purpose whatever. No such law shall be submitted to be 
voted on, within three months after its passage, or at any general 
election when any other law, or any bill, or any amendment to the Con- 
stitution, shall be submitted to be voted for or against.

_ The canal law of 1851 authorizing the raising of a loan to the state on cer- 

tificates pledging the canal revenues for payment of principal and interest 
and excluding in terms any other liability on the part of the state than that 
contained in the statute, with the provision that the state shall not be liable, 
in any event, to make up any deiciency in the revenues, or to redeem the 
certificates, and that the certificates should in no event or contingency be so 
construed as to create a debt or liability of the state, is repugnant to this 
section. (People v. Newell, 7 N. Y. 9.) 

The act of 1872, chapter 700, authorizing, subject to the approval of the 
people at the next general election, the creation of a debt for purposes therein 
named, violates this section in providing for the creation of a debt for many 
different objects. (People, ex rel. Hopkins, v. Board of Supervisors of Kings 
Co., 52 N. Y. 556.) 

This section only relates to state finances and taxes, and not to taxes for 
municipal improvements. (People, ex rel. v. Havemeyer, 3 Hun, 97; People 
v. Supervisors of Chenango, 8 N. Y. 317; Darlington v. Mayor of N. Y., 31 
id. 164.) And, therefore, the legislature may direct the issue of town bonds 
to defray the expense of constructing highways therein without the consent 
of the inhabitants of such town. (People, ex rel. v. Flagg, 46 id. 401.) 


Sinking fund, how kept and invested.—§ 5. The sinking funds pro- 
vided for the payment of interest and the extinguishment of the prin- 
cipal of the debts of the State shall be separately kept and safely 
invested, and neither of them shall be appropriated or used in any 
manner other than for the specific purpose for which it shall have been 
provided. 

[Section 13 of article VII of the amended constitution of 1846, without change. ] 


Claims barred by statute of limitations.— § 6. Neither the Legisla- 
ture, canal board, nor any person or persons acting in behalf of the 
State, shall audit, allow or pay any claim which, as between citizens 
of the State, would be barred by lapse of time. This provision shall 
not be construed to repeal any statute fixing the time within which 
claims shall be presented or allowed, nor shall it extend to any claim 
duly presented within the time allowed by law, and prosecuted with 
due diligence from the time of such presentment. But if the claimant 
shall be under legal disability, the claim may be presented within twa 
years after such disability is removed.

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Under this section it is not necessary to avoid the limitations to show that 
pr-sentation has been made to the board of audit or its successor the bo ard 
of claims. Presentment to the legislature or to any officer or body having 
jurisdiction to pay, allow or act upon the claim is sufficient, if after such 
presentation tho same has been prosecuted with reasonable diligence. 
(Corkings v. State, 99 N. Y. 491.) ; : 

This does not apply to a claim for services and materials furnished state 
yfficers, which is not enforceable in any tribunal until it receives recognition 
from the legislature, and the limitation does not begin to run until the enabling 
act has been passed. (O’Hara v. State of N. Y., 112 N. Y. 146.) , 

Where a meritorious claim against the state was barred at the time of its 
submission to the board of claims by the intervention of the general statute of 
limitations, the legislature cannot conifer power upon the board of claims te 
allow or pass upon such claim. (Gates v. Stato, 128 N. Y. 221.) 

The legisiature has tne right to enlarge the time in which a claim in any particular cas 
may be filed, provided it does not itself audit or permit any other body to audit or allow a 
claim which, as between citizens, is outlawed. (Parmenter v. State, 135 N. Y. 134, citing 
Cole v. State, 102 id. 48, 53.) 

Such limitation can only be said to run against the claimant during the time which he 
would have been authorized to present his claim before some tribunal qualified to hear and 
determine his claim by an act of the legislature. (Parmenter v. State,135 N. Y. 154.) 


This section only applies to a case where a tribunal has been constituted by the legislature 
to hear and determine the claim in controversy, and the limitation only commences to run 
from that date. (Supervisors of Cayuga (Wo. v. State, 153 N. Y. 279.) (1897.) 

Section considered. (Coxe v. State, 144N. Y., 396.) (1895.) 


Forest preserve.—§ 7, The lands of the State, now owned or heres 
after acquired, constituting the forest preserve as now fixed by law, 
shall be forever kept as wild forest lands. They shall not be leased, 
sold or exchanged, or be taken by any corporation, public or private, 
nor shall the timber thereon de sold, removed or destroyed. 


[New.] 


Canals, not to be sold; not applied to certain canals; disposition of 
funds.—§ 8. The Legislature shall not sell, lease or otherwisc dispose of 
the Erie canal, the Oswego canal, the Champlain canal, thc Cayuga 
and Seneca canal, or the Black River canal; but they shall remain the 

‘property of the State and under its management forever. The pro- 
hibition of lease, sale or other disp sition herein contained, shall not 
apply to the canal known as the idain and Hamburg strect canal, 
situated in the city of Buffalo, anc which extends easterly from the 
westerly line of Main street to the westerly line of Hamburg street. 
All funds that may be derived from uny lease, sale or other disposition 
of any canal shall be applicd to the 1m, rovement, superintendence or 
repair of the remaining portion of the canals. 


[Section 6 of article VII of the amended constitution of 1846, amended.] 


Under this section the legislature cannot authorizo the imposition of a tax 
or assessment upon lands of a canal by 2 municipal corporation which may 
result in its being sold or leascd. (Elwood v. City of Rochester, 43 Hun, 102.) 

This section does not affect the sale of abandoned canals. (People v. 
Stephens, 13 Hun, 17; De Witt v. E. T. R. Co., 184 N. Y. 495; Eldridge v. 
City of Binghamton, 120 id. 309, 815.) 

No citizen can acquire the prescriptive right to use the waters of the canals 
(Burbank v. Fay, 5 Lans. 397); but the legislature may authorize the use of 
surplus waters of canal feeders. (Comstock v. City of Syracuse, 5 N.Y. Supp. 
874; Sweet v. City of Syracuse, 129 N. Y. 316.) 


No tolls to be imposed; contracts for work and materials; no extra com- 
pensation.— § 9. No tolls shall hereafter be imposed on persons or 
property transported on the canals, but all boats navigating the canals, 
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and the owners and masters thereof, shall be subject to such laws and 
regulations as have been or may hereafter be enacted concerning the 
navigation of the canals. The Legislature shall annually, by equitable 
taxes, make provision for the expenses of the superintendence and 
repairs of the canals. All contracts for work or materials on any canal 
shall be made with the persons who shaTl offer to do or provide the 
same at the lowest price, with adequate security for their performance. 
No extra compensation shall be made to any contractor ; but if, from 
any unforeseen cause, the terms of any contract shall prove to be unjust 
and oppressive, the canal board may, upon the application of the con- 
tractor, cancel such contract. 


[Section 3 of article VU of the amended constitution of 1846, amended by striking out certain 
obsolete provisions relating to the * canal debt sinking fund.” 


A discretionary power is vested in the officers authorized to award a con- 
tract, to determine who is the “lowest bidder” and what is ‘‘ adequate 
security.” This provision should be applied according to its spirit and not 
literally. (People, ex rel. v. Fay, 3 Lans. 898; People v. Contracting Board, 
27 N. Y. 3878.) 

The canal board cannot, after a contract has been awarded, increase the 
price of work and materials to be subsequently done or provided under such 
contract, even if authorized by the legislature. (People, ex rel. v. Canal 
Board, 4 Lans. 272.) 

This section secures to the state a contract at the lowest prices bid, with 
security for its performance and the power of enforcing it against tho con- 
tractor and sureties; the power of modifying such contract, or making further 
allowances by way of increasing prices or otherwise, has always resided in the 
legislature, and the provisions of this section do not interfere therewith. 
(People, ex rel. v. Dayton, 55 N. Y. 367.) 

There is no restriction upon the legislature’s relieving a contractor from the 
effect of a hard bargain. (People, ew rel. v. Densmore, 1 Sup. Ct. [T. &C.], 
280.) 

The last sentence in this section was first adopted as an amendment to this 
section in November, 1874, and the cases here cited, relating to the additional 
compensation,were decided prior to the adoption thereof, and may be affected 
by such amendment. 


Canal improvement, and cost thereof.—§ 10. The canals may be im- 
proved in such manner as the Legislature shall provide by law. A debt 
may be authorized for that purpose in the mode prescribed by section 
four of this article, or the cost of such improvement may be defrayed 
by the appropriation of funds from the state treasury, or by equitable 
annual tax.

Corporations, formation of.—-Sxction 1. Corporations may be formed 
under general laws; but shall not be created by special act, except for 
municipal purposes, and in cases where, in the judgment of the Legis- 
lature, the objects of the corporation cannot be attained under general 
laws. All general laws and special acts passed pursuant to this sec- 
tion may be altered from time to time or repealed,

The provision of this section is permissive not mandatory. (Matter of Tax- 
payers of Kingston, 40 How. Pr. 444.) 


An act reorganizing an old corporation is not within this section (Mosher 
v. Hilton, 15 Barb. 657); nor an act remedying a technical defect in the 
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organization (Syracuse City Bank v. Davis, 16 id. 188); nor an act regulating 
an existing corporation. (Attorney-General v. North Am. Life Ins. Co., 82 N. 
Wermliace) 


A special act for incorporation 1s not violative of this section by reason of 
the existence of a general law. Whether an act is necessary or not is in the 
discretion of the legislature. (People v. Bowen, 21N. Y. 517.) 

The legislature may by special act impose such conditions, restrictions and 
burdens upon railroad corporations as the public good requires. (People, 
ex rel. v. Boston & Albany R. R. Co., 70 N. Y. 569.) 

The legislature may pass a special act requiring a railroad corporation 
organized under the general railroad act to pay a tax upon gross receipts 
instead of a license fee as before prescribed. Such act may be deemed an 
amendment of the charter of the company, and so within the power reserved 
ie ape ene by this section. (Mayor v. Twenty-third Street R. R. Co.,

Under such reserved power the legislature cannot deprive a corporation of its property, or 
interfere with or annul its contract with third persons. (1d. citing People v. O’Brien, 111 N. 
Y. 1. See Peope ex rel. Gage v. Lohnas, 54 Hun, 604; People v. O’Brien, 111 N. Y. 2; Booth 
v. R. W, & O. T. BR. R. Co., 44State Rep. 9, 11.) 

A law depriving a turnpike corporation of its right to exact toll for bicycles is unconst tu- 
tional, notwithstanding the right of the legislature to alter or amend a charter. (Rocheste>

Dues of corporations,— § 2. Dues from corporations shall be secured 
by such individual liability of the corporators and other means as may 
be prescribed by law.

Corporation, definition of term.— § 3. The term corporations as used 
in this article shall be construed to include all associations and joint- 
stock companies having any of the powers or privileges of corporations 
not possessed by individuals or partnerships. And all corporations 
shall have the right to sue and shall be subject to be sued in all courts 
in like cases as natural persons.

A provision in a corporate charter that ‘‘all applications for injunctions” 
shall be made only to the supreme court is void, being a violation of this 
section.

A statute requiring a notice before an action can be maintained against a 
municipal corporation because of personal injuries received from defective 
sidewalks, is constitutional. (Smith v. City of Rochester, 46 State Rep. 727

Savings bank charters; restrictions upon trustees; speci 
pecial charters 
not to be granted.—§ 4. The Legislature shall, by general law, conform 
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all charters of savings banks, or institutions for savings, to a uniformity 
of powers, rights and liabilities, and all charters hereafter granted for 
such corporations shall be made to conform to such general law, and to 
such amendments as may be made thereto. And no such corporation 
shall have any capital stock, nor shall the trustees thereof, or any of 
them, have any interest whatever, direct or indirect, in the profits of 
such corporation; and no director or trustee of any such bank or insti- 
tution shall be interested in any loan or use of any money or property 
of such bank or institution for savings. The Legislature shall have no 
power to pass any act granting any special charter for banking pur- 
poses; but corporations or associations may be formed for such purposes 
under general laws.

The provision relating to the granting of ‘‘ special charters for banking pur- 
poses ” relates to banking business that might be carried on at the time of the 
adoption of the provision in 1846, as authorized by the banking act, passed 
April 18, 1¢38; and, therefore, a special charter granted to the United States 
Deposit Company is valid. (United States Deposit Co. v. Brady, 20 Barb, 119;

Specie payment.—§ 5. The Legislature shall have no power to pass 
any law sanctioning in any manner, directly or indirectly, the suspen- 
sion of specie payments, by any person, association or corporation, 
issuing bank notes of any description.

Registry of bills or notes.— § 6. The Legislature shall provide by law 
for the registry of all bills or notes, issued or put in circulation as 
money, and shall require ample security for the redemption of the same 
in specie.

Liability of stockholders of banks.— § 7. The stockholders of every 
corporation and joint-stock association for banking purposes, shall be 
individually responsible to the amount of their respective share or 
shares of stock in any such corporation or association, for all its debts 
and liabilities of every kind.

This section applies to banks chartered before the constitution of 1846.

The liability of a stockholder under. this section is not lsmited to the amount 
of capital stock which he has agreed to pay, but it extends to an amount equal 
to the stock held by him and additional thereto. (Matter of Empire City 
Bank, 18 N. Y. 179; Briggs v. Penniman, 8 Cow.

Billholders of insolvent bank, preferred creditors.—§ 8. In case of 
the insolvency of any bank or banking association, the billholders 
thereof shall be entitled to preference in payment, over all other credit- 
ors of such bank or association.

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Credit or money of the state not to be given.— § 9. Neither the credit 
nor the money of the State shall be given or loaned to or in aid of any 
association, corporation or private undertaking. This section shall not, 
however, prevent the Legislature from making such provision for the 
education and support of the blind, the deaf and dumb, and juvenile 
delinquents, as to it may seem proper. Nor shall it apply to any fund 
or property now held, or which may hereafter be held, by the State for 
educational purposes.

This provision has reference to moneys raised by taxation throughout the state and paid 
out of the state treasury, and does not prevent the legislature from authorizing a board cf 
supervisors to impose a tax for the relief of poor through the instrumentality of a charitable 
institution.

Counties, cities and towns not to give or loan money or credit; lim- 
itation of indebtedness. § 10. No county, city, town or village shall 
hereafter give any money or property, or loan its money or credit to 
or in aid of any individual, association or corporation, or become 
directly or indirectly the owner of stock in, or bonds of, any associa- 
tion or corporation; nor shall any such county, city, town or village 
be allowed to incur any indebtedness except for county, city, town or 
village purposes. This section shall not prevent such county, city, 
town or village from making such provision for the aid or support of 
its poor as may be authorized by law. No county or city shall be 
allowed to become indebted for any purpose or in any manner to an 
amount which, including existing indebtedness, shall exceed ten per 
centum of the assessed valuation of the real estate of such county or 
city subject to taxation, as it appeared by the assessment-rolls of said 
county or city on the last assessment for state or county taxes prior to 
the incurring of such indebtedness; and all indebtedness in excess of 
such limitation, except such as may now exist, shall be absolutely void, 
except as herein otherwise provided. No county or city whose present 
indebtedness exceeds ten per centum of the assessed valuation of its 
real estate subject to taxation, shall be allowed to become indebted in 
any further amount until such indebtedness shall be reduced within 
such limit. This section shall not be construed to prevent the issuing 
of certificates of indebtedness or revenue bonds issued in anticipation 
of the collection of taxes for amounts actually contained, or to be con- 
tained in the taxes for the year when such certificates or revenue 
bonds are issued and payable out of such taxes, 

Nor shall this section be construed to prevent the issue of bonds to 
provide for the supply of water; but the term of the bonds issued to 
provide the supply of water shall not exceed twenty years, and a sink- 
ing fund shall be created on the issuing of the said bonds for their 
redemption, by raising annually asum which will produce an amount 
equal to the sum of the principal and interest of said bonds at their 
maturity. All certificates of indebtedness or revenue bonds issued in 
anticipation of the collection of taxes, which are not retired within 
five years after their date of issue, and bonds issued to provide for the 
supply of water, and any debt hereafter incurred by any portion or 
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part of a city, if there shall be any such debt, shall be included in ascertaining 
the power of the city to be become otherwise indebted. Whenever the boun- 
daries of any city are the same as those of a county, or when any city shall 
include within its boundaries more than one county, the power of any county 
wholly included within such city to become indebted shall cease, but the debt 
of the county, heretofore existing shall not, for the purposes of this section, 
be reckoned as a part of the city debt. The amount hereafter to be raised by 
tax for county or city purposes, in any county containing a city of over one 
hundred thousand inhabitants, or any such city of this State, in addition to 
providing for the principal and interest of existing debt, shall not in the 
aggregate exceed in any one year two per centum of the assessed valuation of 
the real and personal estate of such county or city, to be ascertained as pre- 
scribed in this section in respect to county or city debt. 


The most 
important changes are: (1) applying the Jimitation of indebtedness to all cities and counties; 
(@) providing that certificates or bonds issued in anticipation of the collection of taxes, not 
retired within five years, water bonds, and debts incurred by a part of a city shall be included 
in ascertaining the power to contract further indebtedness; and (8) providing that power of a 
county to contract a debt shall cease when the boundaries of county and city shall become the 
Same. 


The legislature has power to compel a town to pay bonds issued for a local 
improvement, although the statute under which they were issued is uncon- 
stitutional. (Knapp v. Town of Newton, 1 Hun, 26%; Town of Cherry Creek 
v. Becker, 123 N. Y. 161.) 

This section does not prohibit the legislature from enacting a statute author- 
izing two cities to construct a public bridge connecting them. (People, ew rel. 
v. Kelly, 76 N. Y. 475.) 

An issue of bonds to raise money to make immediate payment for local im- 
Bo erect to be reimbursed by a subsequent assessment on the landowners 

enefited is not a loaning of city ‘‘ credit or money” within the prohibition 
of this section. (People, ex rel. v. Banks, 67 N. Y. 568.) 

The caring for the poor of a city through the instrumentality of a private 
corporation is not prohibited by this section, and is not a gift of city money. 
(The Shepherd’s Fold v. Mayor of N. Y., 96 N. Y. 187.) And an act pro- 
viding that a part of city excise money be paid to the use of an inebriate 
asylum for the care of the inebriates of a certain locality is making a pro- 
vision for the support of the poor. (White v. The Inebriate Home for Kings 
Co., 141 id. 123.) 

The creation of a liability on towns for damages occasioned by defective 
highways and bridges is not a gift of the money or property of the towns to 
or in aid of an individual within the meaning of this section. (Bidwell v. 
Town of Murray, 40 Hun, 190.) 

An act authorizing a town holding railroad bonds to exchange them for 
common stock in the same railroad is unconstitutional. (Town 01’ Wheat- 
land v. Taylor, 29 Hun, 70.) 

The creation of a debt for the purchase of lands outside the city limits 
for a park, is for a ‘‘city purpose,” and therefore valid. (Matter of Mayor, 
etc., of New York, 99 N. Y. 569.) 

And the creation of a debt for the construction and operation of an electric 
light system by a city for its own and the use of its inhabitants is for a 
‘‘city purpose.” (Hequembourg v. City of Dunkirk, 49 Hun, 550.) ‘ 

Municipalities have the right to compromise a claim which they dispute, 
but which in the end they deem wise and prudent to acknowledge in part. 
(Hills v. Peekskill Savings Bank, 101 N. Y. 490.) 

Stocks and bonds created by the city of New York and held by the com- 
missioners of the sinking fund are not debts to be met in the future by 
taxation, and are not such debts as the municipality can be called upon to 
pay. (Bank for Savings in New York City v. Grace, 102 N. Y. 313.) 

The issue of bonds by a city for a water supply is for a “city purpose * 
and therefore not within the prohibition of this section. (Sweet v. City of 
Syracuse, 129 N. Y. 316.) 
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This section only imposes a limitation upon water bonds, the issue of 
which passes the limit of indebtedness, and water bonds issued within such 
limit may be made to run for a longer period than twenty years. (City of 
Rochester v. Quintard, 186 N. Y. 221.) : " 

In determining the limit of indebtedness, the valuation of real estate in 
the city and county is to be taken distributively and not collectively. (Adams 
v. East River Savings Inst., 186 N. Y. 52.) 


A city purpose must be one necessary for the common good and general welfare. of the 
eople of the municipality, sanctioned by its citizens, public in character and authorized by 
the legislature. (Sun Printing Co. v. Mayor, 151N. Y. 257.) (1897.)

The ‘‘ drafted men’s act’ held unconstitutional, as violative of the provisions prohibiting 
the giving of money or property in aid of anindividual. (Bushy. Board of Supervisors, 159

State board of charities; state commission in lunacy; state commis- 
sion of prisons.— § 11. The Legislature shall provide for a state board of char- 
ities, whichshall visit and inspect all institutions, whether state, county, munic- 
ipal, incorporated or not incorporated, which are of a charitable, eleemosynary, 
correctional or reformatory character, excepting only such institutions as are 
hereby made subject to the visitation and inspection) of either of the commis- 
sions hereinafter mentioned, but including all reformatories except those in 
which adult males convicted of felony shall be confined; a state commission 
in lunacy, which shall visit and inspect all institutions, either public or private, 
used for the care and treatment of the insane (not including institutions for 
epileptics or idiots) ; a state commission of prisions which shall visit and in- 
spect all institutions used for the detention of sane adults charged with or 
convicted of crime, or detained as witnesses or debtors.

_ Existing laws to remain in force.—§ 13. Existing laws relating to 
institutions referred to in the foregoing sections and to their super- 
vision and inspection, in so far as such laws are not inconsistent with 
the provisions of the Constitution, shall remain in force until amended 
or repealed by the Legislature. The visitation and inspection herein 
provided for shall not be exclusive of other visitation and inspection 
now authorized by law.

Maintenance and support of inmates of charitable institutions.—§ 14. 
Nothing in this Constitution contained shall prevent the Legislature from 
making such provision for the education and support of the blind, the 
deaf and dumb, and juvenile delinquents, as to it may seem proper; or pre- 
vent any county, city, town or village from providing for the care, sup- 
port, maintenance and secular education, of inmates of orphan asylums 
homes for dependent children or correctional institutions, whether under 
public or private control. Payments by counties, cities, towns and vil- 
lages to charitable, eleemosynary, correctional and reformatory institu. 
tions, wholly or partly under private control, for care, support and main- 
tenance, may be authorized, but shall not be required by the Legislature. 
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No such payments shall be made for any inmate of such institutions 
who is not received and retained therein pursuant to rules established 
by the state board of charities. Such rules shall be subject to the con- 
trol of the Legislature by general laws.

ARTICLE X. 


Sheriffs, clerks of counties, district attorneys and registers; governor 
may remove.— SECTION 1. Sheriffs, clerks of counties, district attorneys 
and registers in counties having registers, shall be chosen by the 
electors of the respective counties, once in every three years and as 
often as vacancies shall happen, except in the counties of New York 
and Kings, and in counties whose boundaries are the same as those of 
a city, where such officers shall be chosen by the electors once in every 
two or four years as the Legislature shall direct. Sheriffs shall hold no 
other office and be ineligible for the next term after the termination of 
their offices. They may be required by law to renew their security, 
from time to time; and in default of giving such new security, their 
offices shall be deemed vacant. But the county shall never be made, 
responsible for the acts of the sheriff. The Governor may remove any 
officer, in this section mentioned, within the term for which he shall 
have been elected; giving to such officer a copy of the charges against 
him, and an opportunity of being heard in his defense.

Appointment or election of officers, not provided tor by this constitu- 
tion. § 2. All county officers, whose election or appointment is not 
provided for by this Constitution, shall be elected by the electors of 
the respective counties or appointed by the boards of supervisors, or 
other county authorities, as the Legislature shall direct. All city, town 
and village officers, whose election or appointment isnot provided for by 
this Constitution, shall be elected by the electors of such cities, towns and 
villages, or of some division thereof, or appointed by such authorities 
thereof, as the Legislature shall designate for that purpose. All other 
officers, whose election or appointment is not provided for by this Con- 
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stitution, and all officers, whose offices may hereafter be created by law, 
eel be elected by the people, or appointed, as the Legislature may 
irect.

The reservation to the electors or local authorities to elect or appoint 
county, city, town and village officers relates only to such officers as existed 
at the time of the adoption of the constitution.

Office of commissioners of taxes in city of New York, comprised functions 
of office existing at the time of adoption of the constitution and cannot be 
filled by appointment of the governor. (People v. Raymond, 87 N. Y. 428.) 

This constitutional right of local self-government cannot be evaded by a 
change in the name of an office, nor can an office be divided and the dxties 
assigned to two or more officers of different names. (People, ex rel. v. 
Albertson, 55 N. Y. 50.) 

Office of commissioner of records in city of New York does not supersede or 
interfere with that of register and is a new office. (People, ex rel. v. Palmer,

Act of legislature extending terms of town collectors then in office, is an 
attempted exercise of the power of appointment and is unconstitutional. 
oe ex rel. v. McKinney, 52N. Y. 3874; People, ew rel. v. Crooks, 58 
id. 648.) 

Act extending the jurisdiction of park commissioners of New York city over 
land in Westchester authorized to be acquired by it is not violative of this 
section. (Matter of Application of Mayor, etc., of New York, 99 N. Y. 569.) 

Legislature can clothe officers appointed by it for the purpose of carrying 
out a public improvement with power to perform acts which at the time of 
the adoption of the constitution was vested in local officers elected by the 
people, if such acts had special relation to such improvement. (Astor v. 
Mayor, etc., 62 N. Y. 567. And see also Fire Department v. Steamship Co., 
106 id. 566, 577.) 

And so the legislature may provide for the widening of a street in a village 
by the appointment of commissioners. (People, ex rel. v. McDonald, 69 N. Y. 
362; Hanlon v. Superv'sors, 57 Barb. 397.) 

The provisions of this section include superintendents of the poor, and the 
legislature may direct that vacancies in such office be filled by boards of 
supervisors. (People, ex rel. v. Comstock, 78 N. Y. 3856; People, ex rel. v. 
Clute, 50 id. 451, 459.) ; ; 

The office of health officer of the port of New York is not a county or city 
officer, and the governor may appoint. (In Matter of Whiting, 2 Barb. 513.) 

A commissioner of loans was a county officer at the time of the adoption of 
the constitution of 1846, and the governor cannot appoint. This does not refer 
to United States loan commissioners. (Matter of Carpenter, 7 Barb, 30.) 

President pro tempore of board of supervisors is a county authority, and an 
act authorizing him to appoint commissioners is constitutional. (Matter of 
Carboy, 27 Hun, 82.) ; ; ae. : 

An act creating a board of water commissioners is constitutional as creating 
new offices, the duties of which had not devolved upon other officers, 
(Hequembourg v. Dunkirk, 49 Hun, 550.) Paty oh 

Act vesting appointment of tax commissioners in city of New York upon 
governors was declared unconstitutional. (People v. Raymond, 87 N. Y. 428.) 

An act providing for the appointment of pilot commissioners by the 
Chamber of Commerce and the presidents of the marine insurance companies 
is within the provisions of this section relating to the appointment of officers 
created by the legislature and is valid. (Sturgis v. Spofford, 45 N. Y. 446.) 

An act directing that regulations of mayor for admission into the civil ser- 
vice of a city bé submitted to the state board of civil service commissioners 
for their approval, does not interfere with the general powers of the local 
authorities to appoint. (Rogers v. Common Council of Buffalo, 123 ING YGeluvos) 
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Where a new town is created out of an old one, an act providing that 
the officers of the old shall act as the officers of the new town until the 
next election is constitutional. (People, ex rel. v. Hayt, 7 Hun, 39.) 

An act transferring power from one local board to another is not con- 
trary to this section. (Matter of Lester, 21 Hun, 130.) 

The provisions of this section relate to villages incorporated since the 
adoption of the constitution of 1846, and the part of an act naming vil- 
lage officers would be unconstitutional. (People v. Blake, 49 Barb. 9.) 

Trustees of school districts are not ‘county, city, town or village” 
officers within the provisions of this section. (People, ex rel. v. Bennett, 
54 Barb. 480.) 

The office of school commissioner is created by law, and made elective 
by the direction of the legislature according to the alternative provided by 
this section, and an act permitting women to vote for a person to fill 
such office is unconstitutional. (Matter of Gage, 141 N. Y. 112.) 

The legislature cannot extend the term of a town officer after his elec- 
tion, since that would virtually be an appointment to the office during 
the term of such extension. (People, ex rel. Le Roy, vy. Foley, 148 N. Y. 
677.) (1896.) 

Legislature has no power to elect a town officer, and an act extending 
the term of a highway commissioner cannot have the effect of extending 
the term of one already in office. (People, ex rel. Lovett, v. Randall, 151 
N. Y. 497.) (1897.) 

Laws 1896, chapter 427, the Albany police law, which provided for 
the appointment of a portion of the police commissioners by a minority 
of the common council, and possibly by a single member, held uncon- 
stitutional; a minority of the common council not being a local authority 
within the meaning of the constitution. (Rathbone y. Wirth, 150 N. Y. 
459.) (1896.) 

A provision that not more than one of the police commissioners of a 
county shall be of the same political opinion on state and national poli- 
tics, is not violative of this section. (Pearce vy. Stephens, 18 App: Diy. 
101.) (1897.) 

The election of a village president by trustees is not violative of this 
section. (People, ex rel. Whitehall, v. Sturges, 21 Misc. Rep. 605.) (1897.) 

Laws 1896, chapter 424, extending terms of corner chosen for two years, 
user) years, held unconstitutional. (Matter of Burger, 21 Mise. Rep. 370.) 


Duration of term— § 3. When the duration of any office is not 
provided by this Constitution it may be declared by law, and if not 
so declared, such office shall be held during the pleasure of the 
authority making the appointment. 


[Section 3 of article X of the amended constitution of 1846, without change.] 


When the duration is once declared by law the legislature cannot ex- 
tend the term of the office so as to affect the present incumbent. 
(People, ex rel. v. Bull, 46 N. Y. 57.) 

Legislature may abridge the term of office either by express words 
or may specify an event upon the happening of which it shall end. 
(People, ex rel. v. Whitlock, 92 N. Y. 191.) 

When the power of appointment is conferred in general terms and with- 
out restriction the office is held only during the pleasure of the authority 
making the appointment. (People, ex rel. v. Robb, 126 N. Y. 180.) 

The provision that “such office shall be held during the pleasure of 
the authority making the appointment” applies only to an office that is 
continuous. (Bergen v. Powell, 94 N. Y. 591.) 

The provision of this section that when the duration of an office is not 
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declared by law, it shall be held during the pleasure of the authority 
making the appointment, relates only to the offices, tho tenure of which 
continues and not to cases in which the power of appointment is exhausted 
when it is once exercised, or where the tenure is fixed by the statutes. 
(Jarvis v. Waterway, 84 Hun, 462.) (1895.) 


Time of election— § 4. The time of electing all officers named 
in this article shall be prescribed by law.

Vacancies in offices, how filled § 5: The Legislature shall pro- 
vide for filling vacancies in office, and in case of elective officers, 
uo person appointed to fill a vacancy shall hold his office by virtue 
of such appointment longer than the commencement of the political 
year next succeeding the first annual election after the happening 
of the vacancy.

This section relates only to offices which are certain and fixed as 
elective offices, not of those which may become so by act of legislature, 
and therefore does not refer to superintendents of the poor.

A construction of the provisions of this section is contained in People 
vy. Keeler, 17 N. Y. 370.) 

Political year—§ 6. The political year and legislative term 
shall begin on the first day of January; and the Legislature shall, 
every year, assemble on the first Wednesday in January. 

[Section 6 of article X of the amended constitution of 1846,amended. The time of the 


assembling of the .egislature is changed and made absolute. } 


(For interpretation of this section, see people v. Supervisors of Monroe 
County, 65 Hun, 263, 281.) 

Removal from office for misconduct, ete—— § 7. Provision shall 
be made by law for the removal for misconduct or malversation in 
office of all officers, except judicial, whose powers and duties are not 
local or legislative and who shall be elected at general elections, and 
also for supplying vacancies created by such removal. 


[Section 7 of article X of the amended constitution of 1846, without change.] 


Office deemed vacant.— § 8. The Legislature may declare the 
cases in which any office shall be deemed vacant when no provision 
is made for that purpose in this constitution. 


[Section 8 of article X of the amended constitution of 1846, without change.) 


Compensation of officers— § 9. No officer whose salary is fixed 
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by the Constitution shall receive any additional compensation. Each 
of the other state officers named in the Constitution shall, during 
his continuance in office, receive a compensation, to be fixed by 
law, which shall not be increased or diminished during the term 
for which he shall have been elected or appointed; nor shall he re- 
ceive to his use any fees or perquisites of office as other compensa- 
tion.

ARTICLE XI. 


State militia— Section 1. All able-bodied male citizens between 
the ages of eighteen and forty-five years, who are residents of the 
State, shall constitute the militia, subject however, to such exemp- 
tions as are now, or may be hereafter created by the laws of the 
United States, or by the Legislature of this State. 


[Section 1 of article XI of the amended constitution of 1846, amended. ] 


Enlistment.— § 2. The Legislature may provide for the enlist- 
ment into the active force of such other persons as may make 
application to be so enlisted. 


[This provision is not contained in the amended constitution of 1846, although this power 
was impliedly granted therein. | 


Organization of militia— § 3. The militia shall be organized 
and divided into such land and naval, and active and reserve forces 
as the Legislature may deem proper, provided however that there 
shall be maintained at all times a force of not less than ten thou- 
sand enlisted men, fully uniformed, armed, equipped, disciplined 
and ready for active service. And it shall be the duty of the Leg- 
jslature at each session to make sufficient appropriation for the 
maintenance thereof. |

militia. (People, ex rel. v. Daniell, 50 N. Y. 274.) PS ae ace 
The provision of a law making the wages of armorers and janitors 
of armories a county charge, does not violate this section. (Yoedel v 
Palmer, 5 App, Diy.

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Appointment of military officers by the governor.—§ 4. The Gov- 
ernor shall appoint the chiefs of the several staff departments, his aides- 
de-camp and military secretary, all of whom shall hold office during his 
pleasure, their commissions to expire with the term for which the Gov- 
ernor shall have been elected; he shall also nominate, and with the con- 
sent of the Senate appoint, all major-generals.

The governor has no power during the recess of the senate to appoint a 
pete zontal of the national guard to filla vacancy.

§ 5. All other commissioned and non-commissioned officers shall be 
chosen or appointed in such manner as the Legislature may deem most 
conducive to the improvement of the militia, provided, however, that 
no law shall be passed changing the existing mode of election and 
appointment unless two-thirds of the members present in each house 
shall concur therein, 


[This section is a substitute for sections 4 and 6 of article XI of the amended constitution of 
1836.] 


Commissioned officers; their removal.—§ 6. The commissioned officers 
shall be commissioned by the Governor as commander-in-chief. No 
commissioned officer shall be removed from office during the term for 
which he shall have been appointed or elected, unless by the Senate on 
the recommendation of the Governor, stating the grounds on which such 
removal is recommended, or by the sentence of a court-martial, or upon 
the findings of an examining board organized pursuant to law, or for 
absence without leave for a period of six months or more. 


The principal change 
is the removal of commissioned officers upon the findings of an examining board or for absence 
without leave. ] 


A commissioned officer, rendered supernumerary by the disbandment of a 
military company, pursuant to Military Code, is not removed _ from office within 
the meaning of this section.

ARTICLE XII. 


Organization of cities and villages.— Suction 1. It sliall be the 
duty of the Legislature to provide for the organization of cities and in- 
corporated villages, and to restrict their power of taxation, assessment, 
borrowing money, contracting debts, and loaning their credit, so as to 
prevent abuses in assessmen and in contracting debt by such munici- 
pal corporations.

This provision is merely a direction to the legislature for the exercise of a 
power which had been restricted by former constitutions. (Bank of Chenango

This section authorizes the legislature to restrict the power of incurring 
indebtedness by municipal corporations, and the degree of such restriction is 
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in the discretion of the legislature. (Sweet v. City of Syracuse, 129N. Y. 
816, 331. , : 

The reprint is not prohibited from authorizing a municipal corporation 
to incur an indebtedness of a new and unusual character. (Bank of Rome v. 
_ City of Rome, 18 N. Y. 88; Grant v. Courter, 24 Barb. 232; Benson v. Mayor 
of Albany, id. 248.) : 

By this section local legislative powers may be delegated to villages and 
cities. (Consumers’ Gas Co. v. Spring Co., 61 Hun, 1385; Wallerstein v. 
Judge, 24 State Rep. 814.) 


Classification of cities; general and special city laws; special city 
laws; how passed by legislature and acceptance by cities.—§ 2. All 
cities are classified according to the latest state enumeration, as from 
time to time made, as follows: The first class includes all cities having 
a population of two hundred and fifty thousand, or more; the second 
class, all cities having a population of fifty thousand and less than two 
hundred and fifty thousand; the third class, all other cities. Laws 
relating to the property, affairs or government of cities, and the several 
departments thereof, are divided into general and special city laws; 
general city laws are those which relate to all the cities of one or more 
classes; special city laws are those which relate to a single city, or to 
less than all the cities of a class. Special city laws shall not be passed 
except in conformity with the provisions of this section. After any 
vill for a special city law, relating to a city, has been passed by both 
branches of the Legislature, the house in which it originated shall im- 
mediately transmit a certified copy thereof to the mayor of such city, 
and within fifteen days thereafter the mayor shall return such bill to 
the house from which it was sent, or if the session of the Legislature at 
which such bill was passed has terminated, to the Governor, with the 
mayor's certificate thereon, stating whether the city has or has not ac- 
cepted the same. 

In every city of the first class, the mayor, and in every other city, the mayor 
and the legislative body thereof concurrently, shall act for such city as to such 
bill; but the Legislature may provide for the concurrence of the legislative 
body in cities of the first class. The Legislature shall provide for a public 
notice and opportunity for a public hearing concerning any such bill in every 
city to which it relates, before action thereon. Sucha bill, if it relates to more 
than one city, shall be transmitted to the mayor of each city to which it re- 
lates, and shall not be deemed accepted unless accepted as herein provided, by 
every such city. Whenever any such bill is accepted as herein provided, it 
shall be subject as are other bills, to the action of the Governor. Whenever, 
during the session at which it was passed, any such bill is returned without 
the acceptance of the city or cities to which it relates, or within such fifteen 
days is not returned, it may nevertheless again be passed by both branches of 
the legislature, and it shall then be subject as are other bills, to the action of 
the Governor. In every special city law which has been accepted by the city 
or cities to which it relates, the title shall be followed by the words ‘‘accepted 
by the city,” or ‘‘ cities,” as the case may be; in every such law which is 
passed without such acceptance, by the words ‘‘ passed without the accept- 
ance of the city,” or ‘‘cities,” as the case may be. 


[New.]

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Election of city officers, when to be held ; extension and abridom 

of terms.—S§ 3, All elections of city officers, including supervisors and eaicial 
officers of inferior local courts, elected in any city or part of a city, and of 
county officers elected in the counties of New York and Kings, and in all 
counties whose boundaries are the same as those of a city, except to fill vacan- 
cies, shall be held on the Tuesday succeeding the first Monday in November in 
an odd numbered year, and the term of every such officer shall expire at the 
end of an odd-numbered year. ‘The terms of office of all such officers elected 
before the first day of January, one thousand eight hundred and ninety-five 
whose successors have not then been elected, which under existing laws would 
expire with an even-numbered year, or in an odd-numbered year and before 
the end thereof, are extended to and including the last day of December next 
following the time when such terms would otherwise expire; the térms of office 
of all such officers, which under existing laws would expire in an even-num- 
bered year, and before the end thereof, are abridged so as to expire at the end 
of the preceding year. This section shall not apply to any city of the third 
class, or to elections of any judicial officer, except judges and justices of 
inferior local courts.

This section does not save the office of justice of the peace of Brooklyn from 
abridgment.

ARTICLE XIII. 


Oath of office.—Suction 1. Members of the Legislature, and all officers 
executive and judicial, except such inferior officers as shall be by law 
exempted shall, before they enter on the duties of their respective 
offices, take and subscribe the following oath or affirmation: “I do 
solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will support the Constitution of the 
United States, and the Constitution of the State of New York, and 
that I will faithfully discharge the duties of the office of ; 
according to the best of my ability;” and all such officers who shall 
have been chosen at any election shall, before they enter on the duties 
of their respective offices, take and subscribe the oath or affirmation 
above prescribed, together with the following addition thereto, as 
part thereof: 

“And I do further solemnly swear (or affirm) that I have not 
directly or indirectly paid, offered or promised to pay, contributed, or 
offered or promised to contribute any money, or other valuable thing 
as a consideration or reward for the giving or withholding a vote at 
the election at which I was elected to said office, and have not made 
any promise to influence the giving or withholding any such vote,” 
and no other oath, declaration or test shall be required as a qualifica- 
tion for any office of public trust.

A statute which requires an applicant for appointment to a position in a 
public office to show his fitness therefor is not an illegal test within the 
meaning of the provision of this section.

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Official bribery and corruption—§ 2. Any person holding office 
under the laws of this State who, except in payment of his legal 
salary, fees or perquisites, shall receive or consent to receive, directly 
or indirectly, anything of value or of personal advantage, or the 
promise thereof, for performing or omitting to perform any, official act, 
or with the express or implied understanding that his official action or 
omission to act is to be in any degree influenced thereby, shall be 
deemed guilty of a felony. This section shall not affect the validity of 
any existing statute in relation to the offense of bribery.

A subordinate in the district attorney’s office of New York, is a public officer, 
within the constitutional prohibition against extra compensation. (Merzbach 
v. Mayor, 19 App. Div., 186.) (1897.) : 


Offer or promise to bribe.—§ 3. Any person who shall offer or promise a 
bribe to an officer, if it shall be received, shall be deemed guilty of a felony 
and liable to punishment, except as herein provided. No person offering a 
bribe shall, upon any prosecution of the officer for receiving such bribe, be 
privileged from testifying in relation thereto, and he shall not be liable to 
civil or criminal prosecution therefor, if he shall testify to the giving or offering 
of such bribe. Any person who shall offer or promise a bribe, if it be rejected 
by the officer to whom it was tendered, shall be deemed guilty of an attempt 
to bribe, which is hereby declared to be a felony.

Person bribed or offering a bribe may be a witness.— § 4. Any person 
charged with receiving a bribe, or with offering or promising a bribe, shall be 
premitted to testify in his own behalf in any civil or criminal prosecution 
therefor.

Free passes, franking privileges, etc., not to be received by public 
officer ; penalty.— § 5. No public officer, or person elected or appointed to a 
public office, under the laws of this State, shall directly or indirectly ask, de- 
mand, accept, receive or consent to receive for his own use or benefit, or for 
the use or benefit of another, any free pass, free transportation, franking 
privilege or discrimination in passenger, telegraph or telephone raies, from any 
person or corporation, or make use of the same himself or in conjunction with 
another. A person who violates any provision of this section, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall forfeit his office at the suit of the Attorney- 
General. Any corporation, or officer or agent thereof, who shall offer or 
promise to a public officer, or person elected or appointed to a public office, 
any such free pass, free transportation, franking privilege or discrimination, 
shall also be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and liable to punishment except 
as herein provided. No person, or officer or agent of a corporation, giving 
any such free pass, free transportation, franking privilege or discrimination 
hereby prohibited, shall be privileged from testifying in relation thereto, and 
he shall not be liable to civil or criminal prosecution therefor if he shall testify 
to the giving of the same.

Removal of district attorney for failure to prosecute ; expenses of 
prosecutions for bribery.— § 6, Any district attorney who shall fail 
faithfully to prosecute a person charged with the violation in his 
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county of any provision of this article which may come to his knowl 
edge, shall be removed from office by the Governor, after due notice 
and an opportunity of being heard in his defense. The expenses 
which shall be incurred by any county, in investigating and prosecut- 
ing any charge of bribery or attempting to bribe any person holding 
office under the laws of this State within such county, or of receiving 
bribes by any such person in said county, shall be a charge against the 
State, and their payment by the State shall be provided for by law.

This section only refers to investigations in bribery proceedings, and an act 
providing that all the costs and expenses of an investigation of charges against 
a county officer be borne by the county is not contrary thereto. (People, 
ex rel. v. Supervisors, 39 Hun, 442.) 


ARTICLE XIV, 


Amendments to constitution, how proposed, voted upon and ratified, 
—Sxoction 1. Any amendment or amendments to this Constitution 
may be proposed in the Senate and Assembly; and if the same shall be 
agreed to by a majority of the members elected to each of the two 
houses, such proposed amendment or amendments shall be entered on 
their journals, and the yeas and nays taken thereon, and referred to 
the Legislature to be chosen at the next general election of senators, 
and shall be published for three months previous to the time of making 
such choice; and if in the Legislature so next chosen, as aforesaid, such 
proposed amendment or amendments shall be agreed to by a majority 
of all the members elected to each house, then it shall be the duty of 
the Legislature to submit such proposed amendment or amendments to 
the people for approval in such manner and at such times as the Legis- 
lature shall prescribe; and if the people shall approve and ratify such 
amendment or amendments by a majority of the electors voting 
thereon, such amendment or amendments shall become a part of the 
Constitution from and after the first day of January next after such 
approval.

Future constitutional conventions; how called; election of delegates; 
compensation; quorum; submission of amendments}; officers; rules; 
vacancies; taking effect,— § 2. At the general election to be held in the 
year one thousand nine hundred and sixteen, and every twentieth year 
thereafter, and also at such times asthe Legislature may by law provide, 
the question, “Shall there be a convention to revise the Constituticn 
and amend the same?” shall be decided by the electors of the State; 
and in case a majority of the electors voting thereon shall decide in 
favor of a convention for such purpose, the electors of every senate 
district of the State, as then organized, shall elect three delegates at 
the next ensuing general election at which members of the Assembly 
shall be chosen, and the electors of the State voting at the same election 
shall elect fifteen delegates-at-large. The delegates so elected shall 
convene at the capitol on the first Tuesday of April next ensuing after 
their election, and shall continue their session until the business of such 
convention shall have been completed. Every delegate shall receive 
for his services the same compensation and the same mileage as shal] 
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then be annually payable to the members of the Assembly. A majority 
of the convention shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business, and no amendment to the Constitution shall be submitted for 
approval to the electors as hereinafter provided, unless by the assent of 
a majority of all the delegates elected to the convention, the yeas and 
nays being entered on the journal to be kept. The convention shall 
have the power to appoint such officers, employés and assistants as it 
may deem necessary, and fix their compensation and to provide for the 
printing of its documents, journal and proceedings. The convention 
shall determine the rules of its own proceedings, choose its own officers, 
and be the judge of the election, returns and qualifications of its mem- 
bers. In case of a vacancy, by death, resignation or other cause, of 
any district delegate elected to the convention, such vacancy shall 
be filled by a vote of the remaining delegates representing the 
district in which such vacancy occurs. If such vacancy occurs 
in the office of a delegate-at-large, such vacancy shall be filled 
by a vote of the remaining delegates-at-large. Any proposed consti- 
tution or constitutional amendment which shall have been adopted 
by such convention, shall be submitted to a vote of the electors 
of the State at the time and in the manner provided by such convention, 
at an election which shall be held not less than six weeks after the 
adjournment of such convention. Upon the approval of such con- 
stitution or constitutional amendments, in the manner provided in the 
last preceding section, such constitution or constitutional amendment, 
shall go into effect on the first day of January next after such approval.

Amendments of convention and legislature submitted coincidently.— 
§ 3. Any amendment proposed by a constitutional convention relating 
to the same subject as an amendment proposed by the Legislature, 
coincidently submitted to the people for approval at the general 
election held in the year one thousand eight hundred and ninety-four, 
or at any subsequent election, shall, if approved, be deemed to super- 
sede the amendment so proposed by the legislature.

Its History — Membership under Various Apportionments — 
Present Senate. 


The lLieutenant-Governor is, ex 
officio, presiding officer of the Senate. 
He can not participate in debates, nor 
vote, except in cases of a tie. In his 
absence the Senate elects one of its 
own members to act as president, pro 
tem., and while so acting he has the 
right to vote. Under the first Consti- 
tution the Senate consisted of twenty- 
fourmembers, apportioned among four 
great districts. After the first election 
they were divided by lot into four 
classes, so that the terms of six should 
expire eachyear. An additional Sena- 
tor was to be added to each district 
whenever, by a septennial census, it 
was shown that the number of electors 
in the district had increased one-twen- 
ty-fourth. This increase was to be 
allowed until the number reached 100. 

The census of 1795 made the number 
forty-three. In 1801, the rule being 
found unequal in its operation, the 
Constitution was amended so as to 
fix the number permanently at thirty- 
two, which has ever since been 
retained. 

The principal change made by the 
Constitution of 1821, in the legislative 
branch of the government, was the 
election of State officers by joint 
ballot, and the conferring of the ap- 
pointing power upon the Governor and 
Senate. The following officers were 
thus appointed, besides several local 
and minor officers: * Chancellor, Vice- 
Chancellor, Judges of County Courts, 


Surrogates, Masters and Examiners in 
Chancery, Notaries Public, Supreme 
Court Commissioners, Loan Commis- 
sioners, Inspectors and Measurers for 
commercial purposes, Recorders and 
Marshals of cities, Commissioners of 
Deeds in this State, Superintendent of 
Salt Springs, Harbor Masters, Port 
Wardens and Pilots, Directors in cer- 
tain Banks, Inspectors and Clerks of 
Prisons, Indian agents, etc., Inspectors 
of turnpikes, Canal Appraisers, Major- 
Generals, Brigade Inspectors and Chiefs 
of the Staff departments, except Adju- 
tant-General (appointed by the Gov- 
ernor) and Commissary-General. At 
the time of the adoption of the new 
Constitution, 2,238 officers were thus 
appointed, 

The power of appointment by the 
Governor and Senate is limited to 
Superintendent of Public Works, 
Superintendent of Prisons, Superin- 
tendents of the Bank and Insurance 
Departments, Railroad Commissioners, 
Capitol Commissioner, Commissioners 
of Claims, Civil Service Commissioners, 
Commissioners in Lunacy, Commis- 
sioner of Statistics of Labor, Members 
of Board of State Charities, State 
Assessors, Trustees of Asylums for 
Idiots and Insane, Port Wardens and 
Harbor Masters of New York, Health 
Officer and Captain of the Port of New 
York, Commissioners of Emigration, 
and other civil officers, Major-Generals 
and Commissary-General,

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When deliberating upon appoint- 
ments to office, the Senate is said to be 
in executive session, and they usually 
on such occasions sit with closed 
doors ; their votes and debates are not 
preserved, and their proceedings are 
recorded separately in volumes kept 
by their clerk. Executive sessions of 
the Senate have been repeatedly con- 
vened at times when the Legislature 
was not in session, and when impor- 
tant offices were to be filled. 

The State was divided into eight 
great Senatorial districts, each of which 
was entitled to four Senators, one being 
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elected every year. Term of office, 
four years. Under the present Consti- 
tution, the Senate consists of fifty 
members, who are elected each even 
year, one in each Senatorial district. 
The Senate districts must consist of 
contiguous territory, and no county 
can be divided unless entitled to two 
ormore Senators. A census is required 
to be taken every ten years (1875, 1885, 
etc.), and an apportionment must be 
made by the Legislature at its first 
session after the return of every 
enumeration.

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The right to representation in Gen- 
eral Assembly was finally secured, by 
the people residing in the province of 
New York, after the revolution in 
England which placed William and 
Mary on the throne. On the 19th of 
March, 1691, Governor Sloughter ar- 
rived, with instructions to re-establish 
the Assembly and to reinstate the 
people in their rights. It met on the 
9th of April, 1691, and consisted of 17 
members, which number was increased, 
subsequently, to 27. The compilers of 
the laws were directed to commence 
with the General Assembly cf 1691. 
After an existence of about 92 years, 
the Colonial Assembly adjourned April 
8, 1775, and never again convened. 

Previous to 1716, new Assemblies 
were elected about every two years, 
though sometimes but a few months 
would intervene between the elections. 
The Assembly elected in 1716 continued 
over 10 years —from June 5, 1716, to 
August 10, 1726. Four Assemblies 
succeeded during the next 10 years, 
the last expiring May 3, 1737. A new 
Assembly convened June 15, 1737, 
which passed an act providing for tri- 
ennial elections. The bill passed the 
Council and received the sanction of 
Lieutenant-Governor Clarke, but was 
repealed by the King, November 30, 
1738, on the recommendation of the 
Lords of Trade, notwithstanding the 
Lieutenant-Governor sent a written 
appeal in favor of it. The next As- 
sembly convened March, 1739, and 
continued until September, 17483, when 
it was dissolved. On the 8th of Novem- 
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each Assembly to seven years, if not 
previously dissolved. 

In 1774, the House was composed of 
31 members. They were elected on 
writs issued by order of the Governor, 
who had the power, by and with the 
advice of the Council, to convene, 
prorogue or dissolve the Assembly at 
pleasure. In case of vacancy during 
the session of the Legislature, the writ 
was issued on a warrant signed by 
the Speaker. None were eligible for 
representatives except freeholders, resi- 
dent in the district from which they 
were elected. 

Members were paid by their constitu- 
ents, those of New York, Westchester, 
Queens, Kings, Ulster, Richmond, 
Dutchess, Orange, and the Manor of 
Cortland, receiving six shillings (75 
cents) aday; of Albany, Schenectady, 
Borough of Westchester, Manors of 
Livingston and Rensselaerswyck, 10 
shillings ($1.25), and those of Suffolk, 
nine shillings ($1.124) a day, for the 
time of their attendance, which was 
duly certified by the Speaker, and the 
same per diem, for the time, which was 
fixed by law, for their journey to and 
from New York. 

On the day appointed for the meet- 
ing of a new Legislature, the Members 
elect convened at the Assembly Cham- 
ber, in the city of New York, and if 
they were above 13 in number, sent the 
Clerk of the House to inform the Gov- 
ernor of their attendance. Commis- 
sioners, generally the Judges of the 
Supreme Court, were sent to the As- 
sembly Chamber to qualify them, after 


ber following, another House met, and, | which their presence was required be- 
in December, passed an act limiting! fore his Excellency, who requested 
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them to return to their chamber and 
elect aSpeaker. For that purpose they 
again retired, and having made a 
choice, conducted the person elected 
to the chair, which was placed at the 
upper end of the long table. He sub- 
sequently presented himself, accom- 
panied by the Members, to the Gov- 
ernor, for his approval, which was of 
course. The Speaker thereupon ad_ 
dressed the Governor, and, in behalf 
of the House, prayed “that their 
words and actions may have a favor- 
able construction; that the Members 
may have free access to him, and they 
and their servants be privileged with 
freedom from arrests.” The Governor, 
having granted this request, opened 
the session by reading his speech to 
both Houses, a copy whereof was de- 
livered to the Speaker of the 
Assembly. 

Messages to the Council were con- 
veyed by one of the Members of the 
House, who was met at the bar of the 
Council by the Speaker of that body, 
into whose hands the message was de- 
livered. All money bills originated in 
the Assembly, which, according to the 
practice of the House of Commons, 
allowed no amendment to be made 
thereto by the Council. 

Both Houses were present in the 
Council Chamber when the Governor 
passed the bills sent to him, on which 
occasion the custom was for his Excel- 
lency to ask the advice of his Council 
with respect to every bill. If approved, 
he signed them after these words: ‘‘I 
assent to this bill, enacting the same, 
and order it to be enrolled.” The acts 
were thereupon published in the open 
street, near the City Hall, New York, 
in the presence of the Governor and 
both branches of the Legislature. 

Alllaws passed were subject, subse- 
quently, to an absolute veto of the 
King. If disallowed, an order in 
Council to that effect was transmitted 
to the Governor and recorded in the 


minutes of the Council, and notice of 
the fact was given by proclamation. 

The General Assembly was succeeded 
by the Provincial Congress. The First 
Provincial Congress assembled on the 
22d of May, 1775. Some of the mem- 
bers were elected for one year, others 
for six months. A majority of the 
counties represented constituted a 
quorum for the dispatch of business, 
The vote was taken by counties, each 
of which generally designated in its 
returns the number of its delegation 
that might cast the vote to which it 
was entitled. At first, New York had 
four; Albany three, and each of the 
remaining counties two votes, except 
Gloucester (now in Vermont), which 
had one vote; but the ratio was 
changed in 1776, and in the Third Pro- 
vincial Congress and the State Con- 
vention, New York was allowed eight; 
Albany six; Dutchess five; Ulster, 
Westchester, Queens and Suffolk each 
four; Orange three; Kings, Rich- 
mond, Tryon, Charlotte and Cumber- 
land, each two votes, and Gloucester 
one vote. But any member was at 
liberty to have his name and dissent 
from the vote of his county entered on 
the minutes. The proceedings were 
with closed doors, and none but mem- 
bers, all of whom were pledged to 
secrecy, were permitted to take copies 
of the minutes. Provision was made 
with a view to the ultimate publica- 
tion, at the close of the session, of the 
proceedings of the Congress, except 
such part as the unanimous voice of 
the counties should declare to be of a 
secret or unimportant nature, leaving 
to the body power to publish from 
time to time such extracts as it may 
deem fit. These rules governed suc- 
ceeding Congresses, but the Journal 
was not printed until 1842. 

The First Provincial Congress held 
three sessions, viz.: From the 22d 
May to the 8th July, when it adjourned 
until the 26th of the same month, 
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having appointed a Committee of 
Safety to sit during the recess. It re- 
assembled on the 26th of July, and sat 
until the 2d of September, when it 
adjourned until the 2d of October, 
the Committee of Safety sitting in the 
interval. It assembled for the third 
time on the 4th of the latter month, 
and finally dissolved on the 4th of 
November, having previously pro- 
vided for an election of a new Pro- 
vincial Congress. 

The Second Provincial Congress was 
to be elected on the 7th, and to have 
met on the 14th of November, buta 
sufficient number of deputies did not 
attend until the 6th of December, 1775. 
Like its predecessor, it sat in the city 
of New York. It held three meetings, 
or sessions, viz.: From the 6th to the 
22d December, 1775; from the 12th 
February to 16th March, and from the 
8th to the 13th May, 1776. Queens 
county was not represented in this 
Congress. The Committee of Safety 
superintended public affairs during 
the adjournment. 

The Third Provincial Congress was 
elected in April, 1776, to meet at New 
York on the 14th of May, but a suf- 
ficient number of members not attend- 
ing, it adjourned from day to day 
until the 18th, when, a quorum being 
present, it proceeded to business, and 
continued in session until the 80th of 
June, on which day it adjourned, an 
attack on the city being anticipated. 

The Fourth Provincial Congress 
assembled at the courthouse in the 
town of Whiteplains, in the county of 
Westchester, on the 9th of July, 1776; 
and the Declaration of Independence 
having been read and unanimously 
agreed to, the title of the body was 
changed, on the 10th of July, from 
that of the Provincial Congress of the 
Colony of New York, to that of The 
Convention of the Representatives of 
the State of New York. This body 
continued to sit at Whiteplains until 


the 27th of July, when it adjourned to 
meet at Harlem on the 29th, where it 
continued until the 29th August, 
when it adjourned to Fishkill, leaving 
the public business, meanwhile, in the 
hands of the Committee of Safety. 
The convention met in the latter place 
on the 5th of September, in the Epis- 
copal Church, but that building “being 
very foul with the dung of doves and 
fowls, without any benches, seats, or 
other conveniences whatever,” it 
adjourned to the Dutch Church. On 
the 7th it took a ~ecess until the 14th 
of the same menth, and thence con- 
tinued in session until the 5th of Octo- 
ber, when it adjourned over to the 
15th, and again resigned the care of 
public affairs to the Committee of 
Public Safety. It held brief sessions 
on the 5th and 6th of December, and 
on the 11th of February, 1777, resolved 
to adjourn to Kingston. It met at the 
latter place on the 6th of March, and 
having formed a State Constitution 
and provided a temporary form of 
government by electing a Council of 
Safety, it finally dissolved on the 13th 
of May. The approach of the enemy 
on Kingston obliging the Legislature, 
then in session at that place, to dis- 
perse, the members of the Senate and 
Assembly met as a Convention there 
on the 7th of October, 1777, and 
appointed another Council of Safety, 
whereupon they adjourned. This 
Legislative Convention assembled 
afterward at Poughkeepsie, January 
7, 1778, and having adopted sundry 
measures, was dissolved by the meet- 
ing of the Legislature, on the 15th of 
the same month. 

The Assembly, under the State Con- 
stitution, has always been chosen 
annually. It consisted at first of 
70 members, with the power to in- 
crease one with every seventieth 
increase of the number of electors 
until it contained 800 members. When 
the Constitution was amended in 1801, 
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the number had reached 108, when it 
was reduced to 100, with a provision 
that it should be increased after 
each census, at the rate of two 
annually, until the number reached 
150. This increase was 12 in 1808, 
and 14 in 1815. The Constitution of 
1821 fixed the number permanently 
at 128. Members were placed on a 
general ticket. Under the Constitution 
of 1894 members of Assembly are 
elected by single districts. : 

No change can be made in the rep- 
resentation of counties between the 
period fixed by the Constitution for 
the appointment based upon the 
census taken in years ending in five. 
Counties erected from parts of other 
counties, or embracing parts of dif- 
ferent election districts, between these 
periods, can not have a separate repre- 
sentation until the next apportion- 
ment. In such cases the elections are 
held and the votes canvassed in the 
original counties, as if no division had 
been made until the arrival of the 
period for a new apportionment. The 
Legislature apportions to each county 
its relative number of members, and 
the Boards of Supervisors divide the 
-towns and wards in their respective 
counties into Assembly districts, ex- 


cept in the city and county of New 
York, where the apportionment is 
made by the Board of Aldermen. The 
Boards of Supervisors of the several 
counties were required to meet on the 
first Tuesday of January succeeding 
the adoption of the Constitution, and 
divide the counties into districts, of 
the number apportioned to them, of 
convenient and contiguous territory, 
and as nearly equal population as 
possible. After each State census, the 
Legislature is required to reapportion 
the members and to direct the time 
when the Supervisors shall meet for 
the purpose of redistricting. Pur- 
suant to this provision the boards met 
in June, 1857, 1866 and 1879. Fulton 
and Hamilton counties together elect 
one member, and every other county 
one or more. Acts reapportioning the 
State reached the order of third read- 
ing of bills each session since the 
census of 1875 was taken, but failed of 
final passage, in consequence of dif- 
ferences of opinion with regard to 
the proper ratio of representation. An 
act was finally passed April 23, 1879 
(Laws 1879, chap. 208), which led toa 
reapportionment. A reapportion- 
ment was also made in 1892 and 
1894.

The change was grad- 
ual, but is almost complete. The 
Albany of to-day typifies the time — 
this age of progress, enterprise, bus:- 
ness aetivity and ability. In de- 
scribing the town in 1695 the Rey. 
John Miller said: “It is in circum- 
ference about six furlongs and hath 


therein about 200 houses, a fourth | 


part of what there is reckoned in 
New York. * * * The whole city 
is well stockaded about and in the 
several fortifications named are 
about 30 guns.” A hundred years 
later it was the sixth largest city in 
the United States. In 1786 it con- 
tained 550 houses and it was esti- 
mated that it had about 4,000 in- 
habitants. The houses were seldom 
more than one story and a half high, 
and says a writer of the day, “ have 
but little convenience and less ele- 
gance; but they are kept very neat, 
being rubbed with a mop almost 
every day and scoured every week.” 

Now in the year 1896 it is a new 
and modern city that stands upon 
our hills. The traveler approaching 
it from the south and east sees 
looming on the storied terraces be- 
fore him a town whose picturesque 
beauties are emphasized on closer 
examination. With the disappear- 
ance of the Albany built of houses 
with their gable ends to the streets, 
there have gone those customs and 
observances, those traits of the 
population’s character that made the 
eity interesting and marked for 
years, even if they did not add to 
its attractiveness. 


The story of this ancient com- 
munity’s rise and growth is told in 
the history of the Republic. It is 
the oldest surviving European set- 
tlement in the 13 original States. 
From colonial times until the pres- 
ent day it has been the scene of 
marked political activity. Here 
have dwelt men whose names have 
made American records bright and 
glowing. The most illusirious of our 
statesmen have trod its streets. Its 
business men have been famous for 
their shrewdness since the days 
when they bartered for furs with 
the Indians and too often took ad- 
vantage of the red man’s fondness 
for the cup that cheers and ine- 
briates. 

But it is not Albany the political 
capital; the city whose strategical 
position made it the gateway to the 
great northwest; the scene of the 
strifes, the intrigues, the conten- 
tions and victories that have gone 
to make its history of the American 
people with which we have to deal 
in this place. It is the new Albany 
— the city that was quick to adopt 
modern invention; the city of the 
close of the nineteenth century that 
now engages interest and study. 

There is an opinion abroad that 
Albany is slow and unresponsive to 
the demands of the time. Yet Al- 
bany was the third city in the world 
to adopt a telephone plant; it was 
brilliantly illuminated by the electric 
light years before other cities which 
boast of their progress and enter- 
prise had discarded gas. It was 
among the first, if not the first, that 
collected mail matter by horse and 
wagon instead of by the old, slow 
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system of the postman walking 
about to empty the mail boxes. 

The metamorphosis that has been 
wrought was so gradual in its de- 
velopment that few, even of those 
who love to study the features of 
the old, historic place, appreciate the 
full significance of what has been 
accomplished. The change was ef- 
fected during the last quarter of the 
century. The Albany of the later 
sixties retained many features of 
the colonial times. Old customs still 
lingered. It was the transition 
period, and the effects of the con- 
servatism of an age to which the 
possibilities of electricity were un- 
known, showed its effects in all the 
walks and relations of life. The 
city then was growing, but it grew 
in the old way. Then, as it has al- 
ways been, it was rich and robust. 
But, in the main it was plain and 
unpretending. North Pearl street 
from State to Clinton avenue; 
Broadway from Clinton avenue to 
Lumber street, now Livingston 
avenue; State street from Pearl, 
westward beyond the old Capitol 
were lined with the stately homes of 
the opulent of the time. But there 
Was a dreary uniformity in their out- 
ward forms, though those who were 
fortunate enough to cross their por- 
tals were the recipients of that 
elegant hospitality for which the 
town justly has been famed, 

Its public buildings at this epoch 
were not distinctive or ornate. The 
old Capitol whose corner stone had 
been laid in 1806 had outgrown its 
usefulness, and work on the new 
edifice, now one of the world’s 
architectural wonders, was pro- 
jected. The “ Patroon’s Mansion,” 
soon to be deserted, had lived down 
all its glory and only the ghosts of 
bewigged and ruffled courtiers and 
gallants, resplendent dames and 
beauteous maidens filled its com- 
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manding and now gloomy passages. 
The Schuyler mansion was still a 
residence; the Staats and Pember- 
ton buildings yet rearea their fronts, 
but most of the structures which 
had given grace and distinction to 
the city in older days had gone with 
the Vanderheyden palace and the 
Lydius house. Commerce was as- 
serting its sway more energetically 
than ever. A new era had dawned. 
Modern Albany was awakening. 
The city which has been evolved 
in the intervening years is one 
which may exeite native pride and 
arouse the appreciation of the edu- 
cated traveler. Architecturally it 
will compare with any city of its 
size in tae world. Its credit is de- 
servedly high. Its securities are as 
good as the bonds of the United 
States. Its financial institutions 
stand among the highest in the land. 
Its business men are noted for their 
prudence, their enterprise and their 
skill. The beauty of its daughters 
has been sung all over the world. 
Its attractions are manifold. 
Travelers come from every quarter 
of the globe to visit that wonderful 
granite pile standing 200 feet above 
tidewater, whose beauty and sym- 
metry have caused it to be compared 
with the eastern potentate’s monu- 
ment—emblematice of his devotion 
to his dead wife—the Tag Majal. 
Where will a finer thoroughfare — 
State street leading to the Capitol — 
be found. Its educational institutions 
rank with the best of their order in 
the world. The public school sys- 
tem embodies the most approved 
features of this wisest and most 
beneficent of modern public institu- 


tions. Its high school has no su- 
perior among similar establish- 
ments. For over 70 years the Boys’ 


Academy has been turning out grad- 
uates who haye adorned all sta- 
tions of life. The fame of the Fe- 
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male Academy is world-wide and 
its alumnae have come and gone 
wherever the English language is 
heard. The Medical College and 
the Law School have made their im- 
press on the times. The reputation 
of the Normal School is deservedly 
high. The Business College has 
filled the ranks of successful busi- 
ness men, and some of its graduates 
have taken high rank in the finan- 
cial world. 

Albany, which has made such 
bountiful provision for the educa- 
tional needs of its sons and daugh- 
ters, has also looked carefully after 
their spiritual wants. The city’s 
churches are not only wisely admin- 
istered, but the high character, elo- 
quence and unremitting labor of 
those in charge of them _  sus- 
tain the enviable reputation which 
the spiritual counselors of the town 
have enjoyed since the days of 
Dominie Johannes Megapolensis. In 
the effective series of distinctive 
points of view around the city 
which accompany this article, there 
will be found pictures of some of the 
representative church edifices which 
adorn the streets of Albany. The 
Cathedrals of the Immaculate Con- 
ception and of All Saints are noble 
and impressive specimens of church 
architecture. St. Peter’s Church, 
with its rich relics, is embellished 
with a tower which is an admirable 
specimen of the French Gothic 
school and makes the edifice one of 
State street's commanding features. 
Another tower that attracts atten- 
tion is the fine specimen of a repro- 
duction of Norman work on the 
City Hall. The Greek, the Gothic, 
the French Renaissance, and some 
specimens of “ Warly English ’’ find 
expression in different parts of the 
city, and will provide abundant 
study for those interested in archi- 
tecture. 
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Its public buildings, the Capitol, 
the City Hall, the Federal 
Building, the old State House, 
Geological Hall, its hospitals, the 
Armory, Harmanus Bleecker Hall, 
its theaters—all in their way 
testify to the advancement, good 
taste and liberality of its people. 
Other places have more pretentious 
points of public interest, but there 
are few cities of Albany’s class that 
possess advantages which make 
them so attractive as a place of 
residence or so interesting to the 
intelligent traveler. Situated as it 
is, at the head of tidewater, it pos- 
sesses geographical advantages 
which, in time, must make it 
greater than ever. What engineer- 
ing genius will do for its future is 
a subject upon which fancy may 
riot. There is no danger that Al- 
bany will dwindle in importance. 
Pessimism may cry that the deca- 
dence of certain of its industries 
indicates dry rot. Albany, at one 
lime, was the greatest stove manu- 
facturing town in the world, but the 
development of railroad systems has 
transferred that interest to other 
parts of the land. Its shoe manu- 
factories were once of importance 
and the source of great wealth. 
Keen competition has deprived it 
to a degree of the importance in 
this respect that it once possessed. 
Its luniber trade is not what it used 
to be, but the changes in these lines 
of business that have been brought 
about, are the natural effects of 
forces constantly at work in this 
bustling, competitive age. Similar 
changes are going on everywhere. 
It is the story repeated of the sur- 
vival of the fittest, and he who 
would give way to despair in con- 


sequence must have a _ circum- 
scribed, narrow visage. As well 
might the farmers in Albany 


county complain that ther have ne 
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future, because they can no longer 
raise wheat at a profit. Once upon 
a time the farmers of Albany county 
found in wheat a profitable crop. 
And the loss of its fur trade we 
are told “‘had its compensation in 
the more remunerative grain busi- 
ness, which for many years made 
Albany a noble market for the sale 
and purchase of wheat and other 
eereals. In winter the farmers of 
the surrounding country brought 
their grain in sleds to the city and 
sold it to the competitive merchants, 
to be stored in their ample granaries 
until navigation opened in the 
spring, when its was transferred to 
the holds of sloops, to be trans- 
ported to New York and other sea- 
ports.” 

The trade of the city of Albany 
has undergone all the ups and 
downs that are found in the busi- 
ness world. Industries were estab- 
lished; they flourished and passed 
away. When they were threatened 
with extinction no doubt the gloomy 
minded portion of the inhabitants of 
that day uttered dismal croakings 
of the passing of the eity’s great- 
ness. No place they said could sur- 
vive such loss. Albany was doomed 
—its glory had departed. But Al- 
bany did not decay. The dark fore- 
bodings of those of little faith 
proved to be as empty as the hollow 
summer wind. The city continued 
to grow and prosper, for if it was 
not founded on a rock it was the 
seene of a_ restless, industrious, 
energetic people’s activity, who 
knew not the meaning of the words 
failure and defeat. 

“The future of the city of Albany,” 
says a discriminating writer, “ will 
likely be no less remarkable than 
its past. Conjecture can not por- 
tray the realities of the succeeding 
centuries.”” This is true. Its vicis- 
situdes have been many. Like all 


things human, and the products of 
human energy, it has had its ordeals, 
its trials and its pains. It has seen 
that which seemed to combine the 
elements of greatness spring up, 
live for a season and then pass 
away. kBut, through all, the city 
has grown and is growing. It is 
richer and more imposing to-day 
than ever before. The volume of its 
business is larger; its attractions are 
more numerous; it is a more ad- 
vantageous place of residence now 
than it was at any time since that 
April day when the wondering red 
men, gazing down the river, beheld 
upon its bosom that strange moving 
form which they at first took to be 
an unknown aquatic monster — but 
which was the Half Moon, bearing 
the adventurous Hudson and his 
hardy crew. 

But it is the Albany of to-day that 
most concerns us. The future will 
take care of itself. We are build- 
ing a heritage for our children 
which will endure and make them 
great and prosperous long after we 
have passed away. This city with 
its fine avenues, its imposing and 
symmetrical buildings, its devices 
for the comfort, health, amusement 
and instruction of its people; the 
great State Library; the admirably 
equipped Dudley Observatory; the 
yaluable and instructive Bureau of 
Military Records; the constant im- 
provement in its pavements; the 
laborious and persistent efforts of 
its public servants to provide better 
and economical government; to give 
a wholesome water supply which 
will silence the loudest complaint 
that is now made regarding muni- 
cipal affairs—this well-lighted, 
well-paved, well-sewered city, is the 
subject that most deeply concerns 
we who are now living. 

There is no sign of retrogression. 
Everything points to development 
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and improvement. The people are 
well housed; the cost of living is 
comparatively cheap; work, in the 
main, is found for those who want 
it. There is the authority of an offi- 
cial organ of workingmen, which de- 
clares that through the insiru- 
mentality of trades-unionism the 
scales of wages are well main- 
tained; charities are liberal; no de- 
serving person need suffer for food 
or shelter; public officers are honest 
and execute their duties conscienti- 
ously. Scandals in the administra- 
tion of public affairs in Albany have 
been singularly infrequent. 

Albany is a good place in which 
to live. Life and property are 
secure. Its courts are honestly and 
wisely administered. No one in 
vain seeks justice. Albany possesses 
all the attributes that make up a 
well-ordered, well-governed town. 
For the recreation of its people it 
has provided a park which excites 
the admiration of all visitors—a 
place whose natural and artificial 
beauties, graced as they are by 
works of art that have received the 
favorable mention of those qualified 
to speak with understanding, fur- 
nishes additional proof of the city’s 
liberality and progress. Every Al- 
bapian may indeed point with 
pride” to Washington park. Noth- 
ing more beautiful in its way will 
be found on this side of the Attan- 
tic. Its theaters have ever been 
temples of instruction and resorts 
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day managers are in the habit of 
producing plays here before they 
are presented in other places. 

The reputation of its hotels is 
well known. A chapter might be 
written upon them. The history of 
the old Delavan House, and of Con- 
gress Hall. which was torn down in 
1878, if told as it mignt be told, 
would be of absorbing interest, and 
of the highest historical value. Year 
after year they were the resorts of 
the statesmen and politicians of the 
land. Not even Willards in Wash- 
ington, in the days of its greatness 
and glory, could tell the tale of his- 
tory making which took place be- 
hind their walls. What events there 
transpired! What plans were 
formed; what schemes evolved, that 
affected the fortunes of political 
parties, and swayed the destiny of 
the American people. 

The record of the stage of Albany 
is an interesting study and has been 
carefully elaborated by skillful and 
discriminating writers. The works 
of McDonough and Phelps are well 
known to all students of this line 
of literature, and are wortny of the 
perusal of all well-informed per- 
sons, for a history of the drama of 
Albany may be regarded as a his- 
tory of the stage of America. For 
nearly 200 years theatrical perform-

sinc» British officers stationed here 
in colonial times appeared pon the 
stage for the diversion of their fair 
friends.

on the same spot on Green street, 
which is now the home of the va- 
riety performance here. There the 
elder Booth, Kean, Macready and 
Charlotte Cushman delighted, en- 
tranced and thrilled the theater- 
goers of other days. There, when 
the old Green street theater had 
seen its best days, the beautiful and 
gifted Adah Isaacs Menken ap- 
peared as Mazeppa, and in other 
roles, which made her one of the 
most famous actresses of her time. 
Dim tradition floating about tells 
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how this voluptuous creature, in 
company of Captain John Smith, 
who was then the manager of the 
establishment, went abroad through 
the streets in men’s attire—in the 
black broadcloth and high silk hat 
in which the beaux of the time were 
wont to disport. Then there was 
the old Gaiety theater on the east 
side of Green street just below 
Beaver. It was not what was 
ealled a first-class house, though 
many performers, who afterward 
became famous, appeared there. It 
is interesting to recall the fact that 
When Mr. Lincoln, the President- 
elect, passed througn Albay on his 
way to Washington to take up the 
reins of government, John Wilkes 
Booth, who was to end “the 
President’s life, was playing an 
engagement at the Gaiety. The 
present Leland Opera House 
stands on a site that has long been 
devoted to theatric reprceseutation. 
There in 1824 a theater was opened 
under the management of Charles 
Gilfert. In 1839 the theater was 
changed into a church, at which 
worshippers gathered until early in 
the sixties. In 1863, under the man- 
agement of the late John M. Trim- 
ble, it was again reopened as a 
theater, under the name of the 
Academy of Music. It was one of 
the prettiest theaters of its time, 
and many notable performauces 
were witnessed there. It was de- 
stroyed by fire January 2), 1868, 
but was subsequently rebuilt by 
Lucien Barnes, Mr. 'Trimble’s son- 
in-law, and since then has been one 
of Albany’s most popular places of 


amusement. Within its walls the 
best that the American drama 
could yield was witnessed. ‘There 


Edwin Forrest played his last full 
engagement. It lasted for a week 
and in that time he produced some 
of his greatest parts. ‘Those who 
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saw Mr. Forrest in his several 
characterizations during that week 
are not likely ever to forget them, 
The infirmities of age were heavy 
upon him. He moved with diffi- 
culty about the stage. The list of 
his representations included “ Ham- 
let”? and ‘‘ Lear.” As the Prince of 
Denmark, the performance was 
painful, the old actor’s decrepitude 
being so marked. But as ‘‘ Lear” 
he was superb. The part fitted him 
well. He may have played “ Lear” 
with more force and impressiveness 
at other times than he did that 
night, but the memory of that grand 
performance will ever dwell in tke 
minds of those who saw him. The 
next week he went to Boston, but 
he was unable to fill his engage- 
ment, and his final withdrawal from 
the stage became imperative. Mar- 
tin Hall, on the site now occupied 
by the De Graaf Building, and Twed- 
dle Hall were also favorite resorts of 
pleasure seekers in those days. 
In the former Charlotte Cushman 
made her last public appearance 
here in readings that will ever be 
remembered. No one who heard 
her then, or previously had wit- 
nessed her performances on the same 
stage can ever forget her genius. 
Since Cushman’s days other actres- 
ses have essayed the parts of Lady 
Macbeth and Meg Merriles, but 
none have touched the points of 
greatness which were reached by 
that wonderful actress. In Tweddle 
Hall Charles Dickens appeared be- 
fore an Albany audience and Hmma 
Lajeunesse, now the famous Albani, 
scored her first successes in concert 
and oratorio. Parepa Rosa, Ade- 
laide Phillips, Brignoli, all the great 
lyrical artists of a generation ago, 
sang on the stage of Tweddle Hall.

eenters in the east; at the head of 
navigation; governed wisely and 
economically, the city is bound to 
grow and expand, and become 
greater with advancing years. It 
is endowed with all that tends to 
make a city what it should be. Its 
fire department is one of the best 
in the land. In the matter of dis- 
cipline it has no superior. It has 
shown its capability repeatedly and 
under circumstances that now cause 
the public to repose in it the utmost 
confidence. Its climate is pleasant 
and salubrious. It did not escape 
the great blizzard of 1888, but ow- 
ing to the protection of the hills to 
the westward and eastward, it is 
free to a remarkable degree of the 
storms of unusual severity that 
visit other parts of the country. 
Though the weather bureau report 
a range of over 93 degrees to ~6 be- 
low, such extremes are rare. The 
mean temperature for the winter is 
26.6 degrees; spring, 45.6 degrees; 
summer, 70.5 degrees; autumn, ©1.2 
degrees; average for the year, 48.2 
degrees. The average rainfall 
(which includes melted snow), com- 
puted from 10 years’ observations, 
is 36.97 inches, and is distributed 
throughout the year as follows: 
Winter, 8.07; spring, 8.69; summer, 
10.95, and autumn, 9.26. 

The approaches to the city are 
handsome and attractive; whether 
the visitor comes by rail, boat or 
vehicle he finds much to please the 


eye. Entering the city he finds 
handsome streets and imposing

It is a city where the 
club life has long been a factor in 
public affairs, and the fame of the 
hospitality of the Fort Orange, the 
Albany, Dongan, and Adelphi, not 
to mention others of enviable repu- 
tation, extends from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. The Executive Mansion 
also is noted in this regard, and 
thither have been drawn the great, 
the wisest and learned frem the 
four quarters of the globe. The 
visitor finds the people hospitable 
and enterprising. While the com- 
mercial spirit is dominant and while 
it has always been a scene for the 
display of great political energy, in 
the more gentler walks of learning, 
the city has also earned a_ high 
name. Its educational institutions 
enjoy the highest reputation, and 
if Union College is transferred here 
Albany will gain added fame as a 
University town. Its astronomical 
observatory has long enjoyed a de- 
served reputation, and its literary 
and scientific societies are among 
the most respected in the land. lt 
would be strange if this were other- 
wise, for a city which has sent into 
Sthe literary world a*Harte, a Saxe, 
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a Street, James, Deming and 
Sprague, not to mention the host of 
lesser note who have gained fame 
in the different walks of literature, 
may certainly be regarded as a 
place where the muses are cultivated 
and where the delights of learning 
are deeply and truly appreciated. 
The future of Albany! It is some- 
thing that may well excite the fancy 
of the speculative man. It has been 
great in the past—an important 
point in history making, but unless 
all signs fail its future will be 
greater and grander than its past. 
Its peculiar prominence ‘“‘as the 
council place of the Indians and the 
English Governors of the American 
provinces in the colonial period,” 
says Weise, “its peculiar geographi- 
eal position as the military gateway 
of the country during the Indian 
and French wars and during the 
revolutionary struggle; its selection 
as the place for the convocation of 
the first Provincial Congress, which 
formed ‘a plan of a proposed union 
of the several colonies;’ these and 
many other important facts make 
its history notable and attractive.” 
Its strategical position is as im- 
portant to-day as it was at the time 
of the French and Indian wars. If 
war with England ever should oc- 
eur, one of the first objective points 
of an invading force would be the 
eapital city. The English com- 
mander would endeavor to follow 
Burgoyne’s line of attack, whether 
he failed or succeeded would depe.d, 
in a large measure, on a variety of 
causes over which it would be idle 
to speculate just now. But there 
can be no denial of the fact that 
the vicinity of Albany would be the 
stage for offensive and defensive 
work, and that the city would be- 
come an object of national solici- 
tude, for the command of the head- 
waters of the Hudson would be a 


point of great advantage to an in- 
vading foe. It is true that the 
danger of invasion is so remote that 
most persons are not disposed even 
to consider it: therefore, it is more 
profitable to discuss the ways and 
means by which Albany’s import- 
ance wil! be cultivated and adv. nced 
under the arts and achievements of 
peace. 

This is a stupendous engineering 
age in which we live. It is a time 
of great surprises. What to-morrow 
may bring forth no man can say. 
What science may accomplish no 
one will venture to predict. There 
are not many eities in the world 
that possess greater geographical 
advantages than Albany or advan- 
tages which will yield so much to 
the art of science. And in this 
utilitarian age, he would, indeed, be 
a rash and inconsiderate person 
who would venture to maintain that 
a city thus situated and benefited, 
would continue to lie dormant in an 
age of great mechanical energy and 
of scientific development. 

It is an age of great canal build- 
ing. The ordinary imagination is 
staggered at the proposals made by 
engineers. Their plans to connect 
the great lakes with the ocean are 
received with wondering skepticism 
and provoke the opposition of those 
who are convineed that artificial 
highways are superior to those de- 
signed by nature. Those who ‘pe- 
lieve that steam roads furnish the 
best power, say ship canals and de- 
signs to connect the great lakes 
with the ocean are chimerical. This 
opposition is inspired in the same 
spirit as that which opposed the 
construction of the Hrie canal. If 
deference had been paid to the 
desires of such people New York to- 
day would not be the first State in 
the Union. 
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The ship canal is bound to come, 
and it is as certain as the sun shines 
that a ship canal will greatly help 
Albany. ‘The invention of the Dut- 
ton hydraulic lock will revolutionize 
eanal construction. In an age of 
great mechanical invention there 
had been no changes or improve- 
ments in the building of canal locks | 
The form and design of Leonardo di 
Vinci was still used. This involved 
such prodigious expense it could 
hardly be expected that backed 
even by the geueral government, a 
ship canal could be constructed to 
unite the waters of the great lakes 
with the waters of the Atlantic 
ocean. But unless the value of Mr. 
Dutton’s invention has been vastly 
overestimated, it is only a matter 
of time when vessels loaded on the 
lakes will sail for Europe without 
breaking cargoes en route. 

The yalue of water routes will al- 
ways remain unimpaired no matter 
what part electricity and steam 
play in transportation. Great 
cities will continue to grow on the 
banks of navigable streams, and 
that the natural route must always 
be a determining factor in the 
transportation question is found in 
what is constantly occurring before 
our own eyes. There is a common 
complaint that the traffic of the | 
Hudson river has been ruined. 
Many persons contend that it is! 
useless to spend more money on 
the canals, as they are unable 
Jongeér to compete with the railroads. 
The railroads endeavor to deepen 
that impression, but, nevertheless, 
in spite of their wonderful develop- 
ment and of their great competition, 
in spite of the fact that the fleets 
of sloops and schooners which once 
whitened the waters of the Hudson 
have disappeared, the volume of 
traffic on the river is yet many 
times greater than the combined 


business of the two railroads that 
parallel its shores. A ship canal 
would prodigiously increase that 
traffic. So even if it should come 
to pass that an electric railroad wil] 
transport passengers between New 
York and Albany in one hour and 
a half, the value and the necessity 
of the waterway route in no degree 
will be impaired. 

Whatever is done in that line can 
not fail to help Alk’ ty. ‘ We learn 
in geography,” says Berthold Fer- 
now in “Albany; Its Place in the 
History of the United States,” ‘* that 
a range of lofty mountains traverses 
the United States from North Caro- 
lina northward to the St. Lawrence. 
This Appalachian range allows ac- 
cess to the Atlantic ocean, to va- 
rious rivers, the Hudson, the Dela- 
ware, and the Susquehanna, but 
none of them navigable for boats un- 
til within a short distanee of their 
mouth, except the Hudson, which 
can be navigated by considerable 
craft as far as Albany or 150 miles 
from the sea. It was, therefore, 
necessary when a connection with 
the great lakes and the Atlantic 
seaboard was considered, the 
Hudson should be chosen. An- 
other consideration was the 
shorter distance between the 
settlements then growing up in 
the west and the Hudson, as com- 
pared with a possible Mississippi 
route. From Buffalo, at or near the 
then contemplated commencement 
of the canal, it is about 300 miles to 
Albany; from Buffalo to Montreal 
350 miles, and from Montreal to the 
mouth of the St. Lawrenee 150 
miles. From Buffalo to New Or- 
leans by the lakes and the Illinois 
river 2,250 miles. The upper lakes, 
Superior, Michigan and Huron, have 
no other outlet than into Lake Hrie; 
hence the trade coming to settle- 
ments on these lakes had to go east- 
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ward to find a better market. The 
distances of towns then in existence 
tell their own story. Chicago is dis- 
tant from Albany 1,050 miles; from 
New Orleans about 1,600 miles, and 
from the mouth of the St. Law- 
rence also about 1,600 miles; from 
Detroit to Albany the distance is 
#50 miles; to the ocean by way of 
the St. Lawrence, 1,050 miles; to 
New Orleans, by way of Cleveland 
and down the Muskingum, 2,400 
miles. The mountain range men- 
tioned touches the Hudson a com- 
parativeiy short distance below AI- 
bany. It would have been folly, and 
caused needless expense, if it had 
been attempted to reach the navi- 
gable Hudson through this range, 
and as the shortest way is usually 
the best, Albany had to be chosen 
as the eastern terminus of the Hrie 
canal.” 

The exigencies of engineering may 
dictate a connection of the waters 
of the great lakes by way of Lake 
Champlain, but no matter what 
route is selected Albany can not fail 
to be greatly benefited. Here, as 
formerly, the traffic of the great 
west must pass, and with the res- 
toration and improvement in canal 
traffic, there must come vast benefit 
to the city. It occupies a position 
the value of which can not be im- 
paired. Whether steam, electricity, 
the railroad or the steamboat, be 
the major propelling power, Albany 
must be the gainer. A ship canal 
would go a long way toward rehabil- 
itating its fortunes and it seems to 
be as certain that a ship canal will 
be built as anything can be. The 
subject is not one of local concern 
or local pride. It is a great, broad, 
national, beneficent undertaking. 
“Tam _ rejoiced,” said Governor 
Tilden in the course of a speech de- 
livered in Utica, “that it is im- 
possible for us to protect and de- 


velop our own interests in respect 
to the great systems of inter-com- 
munication which traverse our State 
without conferring like benefit on 
the great western communities of 
Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin and 
Missouri.” 

In this manner did that great and 
sagacious statesman go to the very 
heart of the subject of internal 
improvement. The question which 
affects so vitally the fortunes 
of Albany, is one that concerns the 
whole general subject of western 
trade. It is one that is already dis- 
cussed there with growing enthu- 
siasm. It was pressed with energy 
at a time when it was supposed that 
the immense expense which would 
have to be incurred by the adoption 
of the old style of locks, was neces- 
sary; and now that the knowledge 
spreads that an invention has been 
perfected which will sensibly re-. 
duce the cost of the structure, it 
is certain that the agitation for 
deepened canals will become greater 
than ever. 

The future of Albany then, it may 
be said, is brighter than was its 
past, solid and substantial though 
old Albany has been. A revival of 
its shipping interests will affect a 
great transformation along the river 
front. Where now there are rotting 
wharves and dismantled ware- 
houses; streets given up to the 
idle lounger — where there is an en- 
tire absence of those scenes of 
bustling excitement that once 
made the piers and docks of 
Albany the center of a lively trade 
— there will be a return of all that 
was once beheld there. Again there 
will be lines of boats tied up to the 
docks; the streets will be lively with 
the crowd coming and going; the 
old rookeries that have been given 
over these many years to rats or 
used merely for storage purposes, 
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again will be occupied by wide- 
awake business men. Manufactories 
will spring up; new interests and 
industries will be attracted; public 
spirit will assert itself; and the Al- 
bany of the future will realize the 
dreams of those who, in establishing 
the Capital city at the headwaters 
of the Hudson, dreamed that it might 
become one of the greatest cities in 
the land. Ninety-nine years have 
elapsed since the capital was estab- 
lished here, and 22 years after, in 
1819, Benjamin Silliman, professor 
of chemistry in Yale College, 
showed the regard in which the 
town was held, when after a short 
visit he wrote as follows: ‘Albany 
is the great thoroughfare and resort 
of the vast western regions of the 
State; its streets are very bustling; 
it is said that 2,000 wagons some- 
times pass up and down State street 
in a day; it must hereafter become 
a great inland city. * * * AI- 
bany has been memorable in Ameri- 
can history. It was the rendezvous 
and the point of departure for most 
of those armies which, whether sent 
by the mother country, or raised by 
the colonies themselves for the con- 
quest of the Gallo-American do- 
minions, and of the savages so of- 
ten, during the middle period of the 
last century, excited, and more than 
once disappointed the hopes of the 
Empire. It was scarcely less con- 
spicuous in the same manner during 


the war of the Revolution, and dur- | 


ing the late war with Great Britain. 
Few places on this side of the At- 
lantic haye seen more of martial 
array, or heard more frequently the 
dreadful ‘note of preparation.’ Still 
(except perhaps in some of the early 
eontests with the aborigines), it has 
never seen an enemy; a hostile army 
has never encamped before it; nor 
have its women and children ever 


seen the ‘smoke of an enemy’s 
camp.’ More than ence, however, 
has a foreign enemy, after fixing 
his destination for Albany, been 
either arrested and turned back in 
his career, or visited the desired 
spot in captivity and disgrace.” 
Albany has become a great inland 
city and time will invest it with 
qualities which will add to its great- 
ness. There need be no doubt about 
its future. Its movement con- 
stantly has been in one direction — 
that toward progress and develop- 
ment. In the more ancient parts of 
the town there are the marks of old 
age which are found wherever man 
lives and has his being. This is in 
accordance with an unalterable law. 


| But the new Albany is pushing and 


modern — fair to the eye, with all 
that makes latter day life pleasant, 
profitable and restful. It is in the 
older part of the town that the 
signs of decay are found, but in the 
favorite residential section, which, 
following the march of empire, has 
pushed to the west, are found the 
evidence of modern opulence and 


splendor. 
The old town, with its quaint his- 
tory, its curious customs and 


peculiar people, has almost passed 
away. A whole history might be 
written on this subject. Indeed his- 
tories and sketches most interesting 
and valuable have been prepared on 
this topic alone. But, as observed 
above, that is not the subject which 
now engrosses attention. It is the 
new Albany —the Albany of to-day 
—the pleasure-seeking, business-pur- 
suing, wide-awake Albany of these 
last days of the Nineteenth century 
—the Albany with a bright future 
which will make good all the prom- 
ises of the past — that now interests 
and commands attention,

History of the Great Building —Its 
Architects — Capitol Commissions 
-Cost of the Structure Year by 
Year— The Beautiful Rooms in 
the Building — The Cost of Fin- 
ishing It. 


The Capitol of the State is the most 
imposing building in Albany and com- 
mands the finest site. The city of 
Albany is built upon several hills, 
which rise above the western bank of 
the Hudson river, almost at the head 
of navigation upon that river. Perched 
upon the highest of these hills stands 
the Capitol, a gigantic structure of 
white granite, with red-capped towers. 
Travelers upon the Hudson River 
railroad, or upon the Boston and 
Albany railroad, upon approaching 
Albany, see before them a mass of 
buildings covering a hillside. There 
are church spires, and tall office build- 
ings, dwellings and the superb City 
Hall of Albany. Crowning the pyra- 
mid of other buildings, there stands 
out the big State Capitol, massive and 
gigantic, a huge mass against the sky 
line. Large as it is, its size is exag- 
gerated into immense proportions by 
its elevated position above all the other 
city buildings. 

The old Capitol of the State, which 
stood in the little Capitol Park, just 
east of the present new Capitol, was 
constructed in 1806, at a cost of only 
$110,000. It was occupied until 1879, 
when the Legislature moved into the 
present magnificent structure. The 
new Capitol, up to the close of the 
fiscal year ending September 30, 1899, 
had cost the sum of $24,265,082.67. It 
will have cost, it is estimated, when 
finished, nearly $25,000,000. It will 


| be instructive to compare this building 


with others. The Capitol at Albany is 
300 feet north and south by 400 feet 
east and west, and with its porticoes 
will cover three acres. The walls are 
100 feet high from the water table. 
The cost so far is over $24,265,082, and 
several millions more are required, 
according to estimate, to finish it. 

The Capitol at Washington covers a 
little over five and one-half acres, is 
built of marble and sandstone, painted 
white, and the art work on it can not 
be surpassed. It cost altogether 
$11,725,478. 

The public buildings at Ottawa, 
three in number, are massively built 
at a cost of about $5,000,000. 

The Michigan State Capitol is 345 
feet in length by 191 feet in depth, 
and extreme height to the top of the 
dome 267 feet. It covers one and one- 
sixth acres, and cost $1,430,000. 

The new Capitol at Hartford, Conn., 
is a fire-proof building of white marble. 
Its size is 295 feet front by 187 feet 
deep; total height to the top of the 
crowning figure, 256 feet; cost, $2,256,- 
140.50. 

The new City Hall in Philadelphia 
covers nearly four and one-half acres 
and is of marble. 


HISTORY OF THE CAPITOL. 


The Legislature of the State has 
met in Albany since 1797, At 
first it assembled yearly in the Stadt 
Huis at the corner of Broadway and 
Hudson avenue, then in the old Capi- 
tol upon State street hill, and lastly 
in the new Capitol, also upon State 
street hill. Agitation for a new Capi- 
tol began about 1860; it then being 
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obvious that the old Capitol was of 
inadequate size. Upon April 24, 1868, 
James A. Bell, who was a Senator 
from the Eighteenth Senate district, 
then composed of the counties of 
Jefferson and Lewis, as chairman of 
the Committee on Public Buildings of 
the State Senate, offered a resolution, 
which was adopted, that the Trustees 
of the Capitol and the chairman of 
the Committee on Public Buildings be 
authorized to procure suitable plans 
for a new Capitol and report to the 
next Legislature. The committee 
obeyed orders and submitted plans for 
a new Capitol, drawn up by Thomas 
Fuller, of the firm of Fuller & Jones. 
Mr. Fuller had designed the new Par- 
liament buildings at Ottawa, Canada, 
and had been very successful in that 
project. Two years passed, however, 
before any action was taken upon 
these plans. A committee of the 
Legislature in the meantime solicited 
invitations from various cities for the 
Capitol New York proffered a site 
upon the Battery, in City Hall 
Park, in Tompkins Square, or any 
other public square, and _ besides 
offered to build the new Capitol free 
of expense to the State, and in addi- 
tion, to build an executive mansion 
upon Fifth avenue, opposite Central 
Park. The cities of Buffalo, Oswego 
and Ithaca declined to make any offer, 
but good offers came from Yonkers, 
Saratoga, Athens and Argyle. 

The first committee (appointed April 
24, 1868) had suggested in their propo- 
sitions for plans that they should be 
made with reference to the square 
about the old State Capitol, as the site 
forthenewone. Thecity of Albany now 
offered to convey to the State the lot 
adjoining, occupied by the Congress 
Hall block, or any other lands in the 
city required for the purpose. 

On the ist of May, 1865, an act was 
passed (Chapter 648) authorizing the 
erection of a new Capitol, whenever

the city of Albany should deed over 
the land proposed, providing for the 
appointment of three commissioners, 
and appropriating $10,000 for the 
commencement and prosecution of the 
work. On the 14th of April, 1866, the 
city having made good its offer at 
an expense of $190,000, an act was 
passed ratifying and confirming the 
location of the Capitol, and May 8d of 
the same year, Hamilton Harris, John 
V. L. Pruyn, of Albany, and O. B. 
Latham, of Seneca Falls, were ap- 
pointed New Capitol Commissioners, 
On the 22d of April, 1867, an act was 
passed appropriating $250,000 for the 
new Capitol, but providing that no 
part should be expended until a plan 
for a new Capitol had been agreed 
upon not to cost when completed more 
than $4,000,000. The plan submitted 
by Thomas Fuller was adopted, and 
he was appointed architect, and Wil- 
liam J. McAlpine consulting engineer. 

It was upon the 9th day of Decem- 
ber, 1867, that the work of building 
a new Capitol was actually begun 
by the striking of the pick into the 
ground for an excavation at the corner 
of Hawk and State streets. The con- 
tractor for this excavation was John 
Bridgeford and he had in his employ 
100 men. Additional appropri- 
ations were soon made, On May 19, 
1868, the sum of $250,(00 was appro- 
priated. This act added to the names 
of the Capitol Commission the names 
of James S. Thayer, Alonzo B. Cornell, 
William A. Rice, James Terwilliger 
and John T. Hudson. The commission 
were also authorized to take as addi- 
tional land one-half the block adjoining 
Congress Hall block on the west, and 
to change the plans at their discretion, 
with this proviso: That if they were 
so changed that the building would 
cost more than $4,000,000, the com- 
missioners were not to proceed to the 
work of construction till such plans 
were approved by the Legislature, 
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Meantime work bad been delayed for 
a year in order that the additional 
lands might be secured. On the 2d of 
October, 1868, the commissioners 
having come to the conclusion that 
preparing the land was not included 
in the term ‘‘ construction,” the demo- 
lition of houses on State, Washington, 
Spring and Hawk streets was begun, 
and in December following, 400 men 
and 200 teams were employed carrying 
the earth that had been excavated and 
depositing it down the bank at the cor- 
ner of Swan and Canal streets. The 
enlarged plans for the new Capitol pre- 
pared by Fuller & Laver, were duly re- 
ported to the Legislature and approved 
by act of May 10, 1869. 

The first stone in the foundation of 
the Capitol was laid July 7, 1869, by 
John V. L. Pruyn. This foundation, 
although, of course, out of sight, and 
scarcely thought of by the ordinary 
visitor, is a wonder in itself. In the 
first place excavations were made to 
an average depth of 15 48-100 feet 
below the surface. Thena bed of con- 
crete, 4 feet thick, was laid, constitut- 
ing a stone floor, which will grow 
harder and harder as time rolls on. 
The sub-basement extends down 19 
feet 4 inches, and contains 735,000 
cubic feet of stone, while the brick 
walls, from 82 inches to 5 feet thick, 
contain 10,000,000 and 11,000,000 bricks. 
The foundation of the big eastern 
tower is 110 feet square at the base, 
tapering to 70 feet square at the base- 
ment floor. In this sub-basement are 
no less than 144 different apartments 
used for heating, storing and ventilat- 
ing purposes. The corner stone was 
laid with great ceremony by the Grand 
Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons 
on the 24th of June, 1871. The ex- 
ercises took place in the midst of a 
drenching rain, but were said to have 
been witnessed by at least 20,000 per- 
sons. Addresses were made by Hon. 
Hamilton Harris and Gov. John T. 


Hoffman. Since that time work has 
progressed, sometimes fasterand some- 
times slower, with occasionally an en- 
tire cessation for lack of funds, as 
in 1874, when it stood still six 
months. 

There have been many changes in 
the Capitol Commission. In April, 1871, 
the commission was so changed as to 
be constituted as follows: Hamilton 
Harris, William C. Kingsley, William 
A. Rice, Chauncey M. Depew, Delos 
De- Wolf and Edwin A. Merritt. In 
February, 1875, Mr. Hamilton Harris, 
who had been chairman of the board 
for nearly 10 years, resigned. On the 
21st of June, 1875, the entire old board 
was abolished, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor (William Dorsheimer), the 
Canal Auditor (Francis S. Thayer), and 
the Attorney-General (Daniel Pratt), 
were constituted a new board. Of 
this board, Lieutenant-Governor Dor- 
sheimer took an active interest in com- 
pleting and furnishing the interior, and 
much of its present sumptuousness, 
especially the Assembly Chamber, is 
due to his taste. This board was super- 
seded by the successors to these several 
officesasfollows: Lieutenant-Governor 
George G. Hoskins, from January 1, 
1880, to January 1, 1888, when he was 
succeeded by Lieutenant - Governor 
David B. Hill; Canal Auditor George 
W. Schuyler, from January 1, 1876, to 
May 20, 1880, when he was succeeded 
by John A. Place, who held the office 
till it was abolished in 1883 ; Attorney- 
Generals Charles 8. Fairchild, from 
November 2, 1875; Augustus Schoon- 
maker, Jr., from November 6, 1877; 
Hamilton Ward, from November 4, 
1879 ; Leslie W. Russell, from Novem- 
ber 8, 1881. 

In 1883 a law was passed creating 
the office of Capitol Commissioner, 
abolishing the office of superintendent 
of the Capitol, and empowering the 
single commissioner to take full charge 
of the work, at a yearly salary of 
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$7,000. This bill was signed on the 
30th of March, 1883, and the same 
day Governor Cleveland sent to the 
Senate the nomination of Isaac G. 
Perry. He was confirmed April 5, and 
he held for the succeeding 11 years. 

With the abolition of the old com- 
mission in 1875 came a change in 
architects, Mr. Thomas Fuller being 
superseded by an advisory board, ap- 
pointed July 15, 1875, consisting of 
Frederick Law Olmsted, Leopold 
Eidlitz and Henry H. Richardson. Up 
to this time the exterior walls had 
been carried up upon the Fuller plans, 
a working model of which had been 
constructed at a cost of $3,000, and 
which was on exhibition for several 
years. This plan was that of the 
Italian Renaissance, which was now 
modified by Eidlitz and Richardson to 
the Romanesque, but work had not 
proceeded far when the Legislature 
passed an act directing a return to the 
original style and that the building be 
carried up to the roof in accordance 
therewith. This has been done so far 
as possible, the result being what is 
called the Free Renaissance. 

The interior of the new Capitol is 
largely the work of Henry H. Richard- 
son, Leopold Eidlitz and Isaac G. 
Perry. Mr. Richardson designed the 
magnificent Senate Chamber, Mr. 
Hidlitz the Assembly Chamber, Eidlitz 
and Richardson the superb Court of 
Appeals and the finely proportioned 
Executive Chamber, and Isaac G. 
Perry the grand western stairway, 
and the beautiful northeastern stair- 
way. Mr. Perry also was the architect 
who designed the magnificent eastern 
approach to the Capitol and the beau- 
tiful western facade. Further, Mr. 
Perry greatly improved the interior by 
letting in light and air, and by putting 
in ventilating shafts and light shafts 
through the building.

THE LEGISLATURE Moves In. 


The Capitol was first occupied by the 
Legislature January 7, 1879, the Sen- 
ate meeting on the second floor, in the 
room originally intended for the Court 
of Appeals, the Assembly in the As- 
sembly Chamber. The same evening a 
grand reception was given by the citi- 
zens of Albany, when 8,000 people were 
present. Gilmore’s band of New-York, 
and Austin’s orchestra of Albany fur- 
nished the music. The supper was 
served under a canopy in the central 
court. 

The formal occupation took place on 
the evening of February 12, 1879, when 
in presence of both houses of the Leg- 
islature, the Court of Appeals, the 
State officers and others, assembled in 
the Assembly Chamber, prayer was of- 
fered by Rt. Rev. William Croswell 
Doane, D.D., and addresses were de- 
livered by Lieutenant-Governor Wil- 
liam Dorsheimer, Speaker Thomas G. 
Alvord and Hon. Erastus Brooks. The 
Senate Chamber was first occupied 
March 10, 1881. Other parts of the 
building have been occupied as they 
have been made ready for the various 
officers and departments. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE BUILDING. 


Some writers upon architecture say 
that the white granite Capitol with its 
towers reminds them of the famous 
Tag Mahal in India. Others think it 
a superb reflection of French archi- 
tecture. The situation is a most com- 
manding one. The Capitol square, 
which embraces all the land between 
Eagle street on the east and Capitol 
place on the west, and between Wash- 
ington avenue on the north and State 


street on the south, is 1,034 feet long 


by 330 feet wide, and contains 7 84-100 
acres. The elevation of Capitol place 
is 155 feet above the level of the Hud- 
son, and the ground falls off to the 
In front, State 
street stretches away toward the river, 


eastward 51 feet. 


one of the broadest and handsomest 
avenues in the country. 

The size of the structure impresses 
the beholder at once. It is 300 feet 
north and south, by 400 feet east and 
west, and with the porticoes will cover 
three acres and seven square feet. The 
walls are 108 feet high from the water 
table, and all this is worked out of 
solid granite brought, most of it, from 
Hallowell, Maine.

little over three and a half acres, but 
it is of marble and of sandstone painted 
white. The new City Hall in Philadel- 
phia covers nearly four and a half 
acres, but that is also of marble. The 
government buildings at Ottawa, Can- 
All lack the 
massive effect which this great pile of 
granite produces. Its outer wall, at 
the base, is sixteen feet four inches 
thick. 

The central court is 137 by 92 feet, 
extending an open space to the sky, 
and admitting much needed light and 
air. Above the six dormer windows 
that open on the court, and that are 
above the fourth or gallery story, are 
sculptured the arms of six families 
that have become more or less distin- 
guished in the history of the State. 

The Stuyvesant arms are on the 
north side, west.

The Schuyler arms are on the north 
side, middle. The carving is as fol- 
lows: Vert a cubit arm habited 
issuing from the sinister base point 
holding a falcon proper. Crest, a 
falcon proper gorged with a fillet, 
strings reflexed. 

The Livingston arms are on the 
north side, cast. The carving is: 
Quarterly, first and fovrth quarter 
argent three gilli-flowers; second 
quarter quarterly first and last gules a 
chevron argent, second and _ third 
azure three martlets; third quarter or, 
a bend argent between six billets. 
Crest, a demi Hercules with club in 
dexter band and the sinister strangling 
aserpent. Motto, Si je puis. 

The Jay arms are on the south side, 
west. The carving is: Argent a 
chevron gules, in chief a demi sunin 
splendor, between two mullets argent 
below, in base a rock proper sur- 
mounted with a large bird close. 
Crest, a cross calvary. 

The Clinton arms are on the south 
side, middle, and are carved as fol- 
lows: Argent six cross crosslets, 
fitchee, three, two, one, on a chief two 
mullets, pierced. Crest, a plume of 
six ostrich feathers on a ducal crown. 

The Tompkins arms are on the south 
side, east. Thecarvingis: Argenton 
a chevron gules between three birds 
close, as many cross crosslets. Crest, 
a unicorn’s head armed and maned 
and gorged with a chaplet laurel. 

The carving can best be seen from 
the upper stories, 

The first or ground story, which is 
nearly on a level with Washington 
avenue and State street, is a handsome 
one. Entering either from State street 
or Washington avenue, the eye rests 
upon massive granite columns sup- 
porting the floors of the rooms above. 
The long corridors which branch off 
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from these entrances are beautifully 
ornamented with stone work. Here, 
upon this first floor, are situated the 
offices of the S'ate Treasurer, the 
Superintendent of Public Works, the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
the Superintendent of Prisons, the 
Superintendent of the Insurance De- 
partment, the State Board of Chari- 
ties, the Commission in Lunacy and 
the Railroad Commission. The Assem- 
bly stairway, of white Dorchester free- 
stone, is reached from one of the corri- 
dors and the Senate stairway, of Corse- 
hill red sandstone, is reached from an- 
other. Both of these stairways are of 
remarkable beauty and of splendid 
design, 


Tue Sreconp Froor. 


The second floor of the Capitol is dis- 
tinguished for the handsome offices in 
it of the Governor, the Secretary of 
State, the Excise Commissioner, the 
Attorney-General, the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, the Commissioner of Agriculture, 
and the Commissioner of Health. 
Added to these, facing the great cen- 
tral court of the building, are well- 
lighted committee rooms of the Sen- 
ate and the Assembly. The Executive 
Chambers, or the Governor’s rooms, 
are in the southeast corner on the 
second or entrance floor. On the 
way to this portion of the Capitol 
one is struck by two very import- 
ant differences in construction be- 
tween the southern corridors and the 
corresponding passages on the north 
side of the building. These differences 
consist in the use of colored marbles 
here for wainscoting, and in the admis- 
sion of light by windows rising from 
the top of the wainscot above the level 
of the eye, and surrounding the doors 
leading into the various committee 
rooms that receive direct light. The 
effect of the wainscot is of great rich- 
ness and variety, and it also seems 
substantial and enduring. The rich- 
ness and variety of color is truly won- 
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derful, and it contains in low tones 
more combinations than the most 
elaborate palettes of a painter could 
reach in a lifetime. The most promi- 
nent tints are shades and hues of red, 
and these are relieved by numberless 
colder tones, grays and browns pre- 
dominating. The marble has been 
selected with a harmonious scale of 
color, and is put together in simple 
slabs, the joining edges of which are 
beveled perpendicularly and are held 
in place by a slightly convex string 
molding and a cap of brown stone, 
which, where they abut upon the 
doors, are daintily carved into ter- 
minal bosses, while the whole rests 
upon a molded base of brown stone. 
This wainscot is more pleasing than 
any combination of tiles could be, but 
its effect would be entirely thrown 
away were it not for the means adopted 
for lighting the corridors through the 
windows mentioned above. Commis- 
sioner Perry, during his term of office, 
also put plate glass in all the doors 
opening upon this corridor, so as to 
give it far more light thanit originally 
possessed. 

The main room used by the Gover- 
nors of theState is at the southeastern 
corner of the building. It isa room 
of admirable proportions; 60 feet long 
by 40 feet in width. The walls are 
wainscoted to a height of 15 or 16 feet 
with mahogany, arranged in square 
panels surmounted with a band of 
carving and a carved molding above. 
The space between this and the ceiling 
of mahogany is covered with hangings 
of Spanish leather, which harmonize, 
in its soft tones of golden brown and 
red and olive, with the mahogany. 
On one side of the room is an enor- 
mous fireplace having a shelf and 
several emblematic panels of elabor- 
ate carving above it. The ceiling is 
composed of beams, which divide the 
space into panels, having rails perfo- 
rated in the form of a quatrefoil sur- 


rounding the panel. There are con- 
venient arrangements to connect with 
the offices of the executive attendants 
and the billroom by small doors in 
the paneling,and altogether the room 
is well adapted to the reception of per- 
sons having business to transact with 
the Governor and his assistants. Upon 
the walls of this Executive Chamber 
hang portraits of Governor George 
Clinton, Governor William H. Seward, 
General LaFayette, General George 
Washington, Governor Hamilton Fish, 
Governor William C. Buck, Governor 
Edwin D. Morgan and Governor Ros- 
well P. Flower. 

The rooms of the Secretary of State, 
in the northeastern corner of the build- 
ing arealsohandsome. There one finds 
portraits of former holders of the office 
of Secretary of State. Among these por- 
traits are those of Chauncey M. Depew, 
Hilton G. Scribner, Azariah C. Flagg, 
John A. Dix, Joseph B. Carr, Diedrich 
Willers and Frederick Cook.

arched vault extending to either wall. 
Upon this spacious corridor open the 
main doors leading tothe Senate Cham- 
ber. 

The Senate Chamber had for its 
architect the leading American archi- 
tect of the time, H. H. Richardson, 
of Boston. The space in which he 
had to work was 60 feet in breadth, 
nearly 100 in length, and about 50 in 
height. He has reduced the plan of 
the room to a nearly square form, cut- 
ting off from either end of it the lobbies, 
above which are placed the galleries, 
opening on the chamber proper. These 
lobbies, opening from the corridors, 
are simple in treatment, yet by a 
slight similarity in detail they, in a 
measure, prepare the eye for the Sen- 
ate Chamber itself. They are wain- 
scoted with light marble, arranged 
panelwise in slabs and rails, and are 
ceiled with quartered oak. From the 
west lobby opens the Lieutenant- 
Governor’s room, comfortably fit- 
ted up with a carved and polished 
mahogany wainscot and fireplace, 
and an oak ceiling supported on cor- 
bels of marble. By the arrangement of 
the galleries over the lobbies, the actual 
floor space of the Senate Chamber pro- 
per is reduced to about 60 feet by 55. 

Entering on this floor by the main 
doorway from the vaulted corridor 
above described, one first sees the south 
wall, from which the chamber is 
lighted by three large openings rising 
from a level with the floor and six 
lesser openings near the ceiling. Two 
of the large windows are filled with 
disks of stained glass, which shade 
from browns and rubies near the floor 
through olives and golden hues to the 
semi-circular tops, which are filled 
with varied iridescent and opalescent 
tints. The central window is obscured 
by the reredos behind the president’s 


window arches, but does not cover the 
semi-circular window-head, which, 
like the others; is filled with many-hued 
opalescent glass. The stained glass 
has been used not only to add bril- 
liancy of color, but to avoid the glare 
of light that has proved so objection- 
able in some of the other rooms. 
These windows are arched, and the 
stone moldings above and below 
them are carved with intricate and 
delicate patterns of interwoven, lace- 
like forms, and a carved band of stone 
divides the lower part of each window 
from the semi-circular upper light. 
The capitals of the angle columns are 
more heavily cut into conventional 
forms, taken from oak leaves and cther 
foliage. The wall space between the 
windows, as far up as the spring of the 
arches, is of Knoxville (Tenn.) marble, 
a reddish gray stone, not highly pol- 
ished, though having a smooth finish. 

Above the three arches of the lower 
windows for about 12 feet (perpen- 
dicularly) the wall is paneled with 
Mexican onyx. These panels are cut 
into slabs three feet square and are 
separated, or rather framed, by slightly 
convex rails of Sienna (Italy) marble, 
the mottled reds, yellows and browns 
of which contrast with the tints of the 
onyx. Foradditional support the slabs 
are backed up with slabs of ordinary 
marble. The variety of color dis- 
played in the onyx is very remarkable, 
the prevailing tints being mottled and 
semi-translucent whites, cream colors, 
sea water, olive and ivory. These 
tints are broken and waved by lines, 
striz and splashes of raw Sienna 
coloring, rosy brown, and numberless 
shades of other neutral browns, some 
inclining toward red and some toward 
green, and even blue, while the surface 
everywhere varies in play of light 
and shade of semi-opacity and translu- 
cence. The various slabs, no two of 
which are alike, are arranged with a 
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certain idea of contrast, but never 
formally nor with regularity of coun- 
terchange. They are laid haphazard 
with a motive. The dividing rails of 
Sienna marble are of colors that har- 
monize admirably with those of the 
onyx, being principally yellows of a 
soft golden character and reddish 
brown mottled, the intensity of which 
is varied in every piece, and some- 
times approaches so nearly the color 
of an adjacent slab of onyx as to melt 
into it. Both panels and rails are 
highly polished. Above this paneling 
is a string course of simply carved 
marble, and above this is the upper 
tier of windows, six in number. The 
shape and treatment are similar to 
those of the lower windows. The wall 
space abore these windows is filled in 
with lead, heavily gilt, constituting a 
sort of frieze. The ornament of this 
is a carefully studied design of ara- 
besque or floral pattern, beaten out or 
embossed by means of hammers, 
stamps and dies of various sizes and 
shapes, thus affording a varied play of 
light and shade on the gilt surface. 
This field of gold, being absolutely 
neutral, adapts itself to the color of 
the surrounding objects, and in the 
elevation and depression of its beaten 
and stamped surface supplies the com- 
plimentary colors necessary to com- 
plete the color harmony of the whole 
chamber. Above the broad frieze of 
beaten gold and terminating the wall 
are the massive carved beams of oak, 
more than four feet in depth, which 
constitute the framework of the ceil- 
ing. These great beams are supported 
on stone corbels sunk into the walls 
and projecting under the beams. The 
corbels are carved into bold and vigor- 
ous forms derived from foliage and 
flowers. The main beams divide the 
ceiling into long, narrow, rectangular 
spaces running from east and west, 
and these spaces are divided int») 
lesser rectangular spaces running 


north and south, which are again 
divided in half by smaller beams 
and form squares, which are s ill 
further divided by rails into four 
square panels each. It is the intention 
of the architect to treat these groups 
of four panels with color, so that every 
group of four shall count as a whole. 
This treatment of the ceiling was 
adopted for two reasons, which are, 
that such a large room needed a ceil- 
ing composed of enormous masses of 
material in order that it might bein 
scale with the rest of the work in the 
room, and in order that the sound 
waves which ascend from the speakers 
might be broken and lost among the 
beams instead of being reverberated 
and reflected in the form of an echo to 
annoy auditors, The eye is easily car- 
ried to the western wall by the upper 
portion of wall space, which is deco- 
rated by the besten frieze of gold. On 
this side again is the lower wall space 
of Knoxville marble. It appears, 
however, in greater mass than on the 
south side of the room, being only 
broken by the two doors of the lobby. 
Disposed in large blocks and uncarved, 
this marble presents an appearance of 
solidity and strength very necessary 
to aroom of great size, and affords a 
powerful understructure for the sup- 
port of the heavy columns and arches 
above. Although this surface is much 
hidden by the high-backed settees that 
line almost the entire wall of the 
room, enough shows through to give 
an impression of solidity and strength 
of construction. Above this lower 
wall of marble are three great arched 
spaces, oecupying nearly the whole 
width of tle wali and disclosing the 
galleries. These arches are supported 
by four massive columns of a dark, 
red-brown granite, with capitals of 
whitish muarble, elaborately carved. 
The arches themselves are of the yel- 
low Sienna marble, with both inner 
and outer moldings carved. Between 
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the columns the galleries bow out 
slightly, giving the effect of balconies, 
and are protected by a balustrade 
composed of columnar balusters of 
Sienna marble and rails of gray marble, 
the projections of the galleries being 
supported by long, flat corbels of gray 
stone, elaborately carved. The wall 
is thus divided into three spaces—the 
marble foundation wall, the arched 
Bpace giving on the galleries, and the 
space for the gold frieze. The frieze 
space again carries the eye to the 
north wall, where it is shown inits 
greatest mass. Appearing on the 
south wallin a small strip above the 
arches of the upper tier of windows, 
and in rather greater mass on the west 
wall, it shows itself here in a broad, 
unbroken surface equal to more than 
one-third of the whole wall surface. 
The value of this arrangement will be 
seen at a glance, for the gold surface, 
catching the light of the upper win- 
dows directly opposite, reflects it over 
the room. 

Half way between the east and west 
walls is the main entrance of the cor- 
ridor, and on either side of the main 
entrance are two great open fireplaces 
jutting out into the room. The door- 
way and fireplaces are constructed of 
marble, as is the space between them. 
Vhe openings of the fireplaces are 
about six feet in height and something 
more in breadth. The cheerful effect 
of these, when filled with blazing logs, 
the flames of which are reflected on 
the polished onyx and marble from all 
sides of the room, may well be imag- 
ined. Above the fire openings are to be 
carved legends or symbolical devices. 
Above these are the broad faces of the 
chimney breasts, which are to be cut 
in bas-relief with representations of 
historical or legendary scenes, emble- 
matical of, or illustrating the legisla- 
tive character of the room. The 
chimney pieces are finished with and 
surmounted by hoods slanting back to 


the wall at a steep angle and orna- 
mented with crockets and carved 
bands. The whole chimney pieces 
are about half as high as the room, 
reaching to the string course below 
the gold frieze. Above the doorway 
and wall space of Knoxville marble 
one sees the wall space up to the frieze 
covered with the Mexican onyx panel, 
and like the frieze, in greater extent of 
surface than elsewhere. So _ placed, 
these two great fields of onyx and gold 
catch the broad southern light and 
afford a great diversity in the play of 
color, and offer the necessary repose to 
the eye after looking at surfaces broken 
by the arches of the windows on the 
south, east and west walls. Above 
the onyx and inclosed within the 
frieze is a long rectangular space, 
which may be filled in with mural 
painting of some allegorical subject 
fitted to the place. 


THE ASSEMBLY CHAMBER, 


The Assembly Chamber was designed 
by Leopold Eidlitz, and as it appeared 
when finished according to his grand 
conception, it was a magnificent 
room. It looked like a church built 
of sandstone with its arches supported 
by four gigantic pillars of Tennessee 
marble. But unfortunately for Mr. 
Eidlitz his stone ceiling proved unstable 
and had to be removed. For the stone 
ceiling there was substituted one of 
oak and papier maché, and thus the 
beauty of its design has been greatly 
marred. The Assembly Chamber is 
84 by 140 feet, including the galleries, 
although the chamber proper is but 
84 by 55 feet. Four great pillars, four 
feet in diameter, once sustained the 
largest groined arch in the world, the 
keystone being 56 feet from the floor. 
But this stone ceiling has been 
removed, the ceiling of oak is 20 feet 
nearer the floor, and while the room 
yet has much beauty, much of its 
former impressiveness has been lost. 
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THE CourRT OF APPEALS. 


Nine spacious rooms were assigned by 
the Capitol Commission to the Court o 
Appeals, six in the third story, and three 
on the fourth floor; the two stories at 
this point being connected by an orna- 
mented ironstaircase. The courtroom 
is in the southeast corner, over the 
Executive Chamber, and is 35 by 53 feet 
and 25 feet high. It is finished in 
quartered red oak, timbered ceiling 
of the same material, with carved 
beams and deep recessed panels. The 
five window openings are finished with 
Knoxville marble, the arches resting 
upon carved trusses and columns re- 
cessed into the angles formed by the 
jambs and outer belting, terminating 
in ornamental trusses. A deep carved 
wood string in line with the trusses, 
and the carved capitals of the marble 
columns divide the oak paneling on 
the walls into two parts. Theframe- 
work of the upper section is filled in 
with large plain panels, and the inten- 
tion is to decorate, by gilding, the 
rails. The panels are designed to be 
painted in varied designs to harmonize 
with the wood carving. The lower 
section below the window arches stands 
upon a molded base and is filled in 
with double raised panels and sub- 
Givided longitudinally by carved string 
courses, containing between them a 

, section of vertical fluted work in which 
are fixed at intervals in carved frames 
the portraits of the judges, many of 
which hung in the Court of Appeals 
room of the old Capitol. 

A portrait of John Jay, the first Chan- 
cellor, or head of the Court af Appeals, 
occupies the center space above the 
judges’ bench. Upon either side are 
portraits of the late Chief Judges Chas, 
J. Folger and Sanford E. Church, the 
first Chief Judges of the present court. 
There are also portraits on the walls of 
Samuel Nelson, Martin Grover, Rufus 
Peckham, Samuel Hand, Samuel 
Spencer and other eminent judges. 


On the west side of the room is a 
recessed fireplace of large dimensions, 


¢ | over which is displayed the arms of the 


State carved in the oaken panels of the 
mantel over the recess. The recess of 
the fireplace is lined with Sienna mar- 
ble and has a bench on either side of 
the fireplace of the same material. The 
lintel over the fireplace is also Sienna 
marble, richly carved and extending 
across the whole recess. Resting on 
the lintel is a large panel composed of 
several choice specimens of Mexican 
onyx skillfully arranged. 

The judges’ bench has been carefully 
designed in style and form to suit the 
requirements and wishes of that hon- 
orable body. The front is divided 
into panels set in framework; the 
panels are exquisitely carved in varied 
designs and separated by ornamental 
balusters, the whole resting on a 
molded base. Carved in the center 
panel are the arms of the State. Three 
is a medallion convex of carved 
grotesque heads located along the pro- 
jecting top. Perhaps no room in the 
building is better adapted to its purpose 
than this. Four other rooms adjacent 
form a continuous suite extending 
north from the courtroom along the 
eastern front. A room for lawyers in 
attendance on the Court of Appeals is 
opposite the courtroom on the west 
side. In the corridor leading to the 
Court of Appeals are fine portraits of 
William M. Evarts and the late David 
Dudley Field. 


THE STATE LIBRARY. 


One of the most magnificent rooms 
upon the third floor is the State 
Library. It extends completely across 
the western wing of the Capitol. Ina 
central hall, which has a high ceiling 
beautifully painted with flying cupids 
with garlands, are chairs and tables 
for readers. Here is the central 
administration of the library, where 
reference books and other books can 
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be obtained from the librarians. The 
State Library has 167,000 volumes. 
Part of these are law books. The law 
library occupies the northern wing of 
the State Library, while the south wing 
is used for the books of general liter- 
ature. The oak book shelves and 
steps, and mezzanine floors in all of the 
library are of great beauty. 


THE WESTERN STAIRCASE, 


The western staircase is one of the 
most beautiful staircases in the 
world. It ovcupies the center of the 
western wing of the Capitoland consists 
of an immense double stairway of red 
Corsehill sandstone. The carvings 
upon this stairway are of great beauty. 
In a report to the Legislature of 1895, 
Isaac G. Perry, Capitol Commissioner, 
spoke in the following interesting man- 
ner about this western staircase: 

““The work of erecting the structure 
was commenced March 22, 1884, and 
continued at intervals when appropri- 
ations were available, the actual time 
expended on same being five and one- 
half years. The structure occupies a 
space 76 feet 104 inches north, and 
south by 69 feet 104 inches east and 
west. The height from the tile floor 
in the first story to the top of the cor- 
nice is 105 feet, and from thence to 
the summit of the glazed dome is 14 
feet, making a total of 119 feet. 

The east and west main corridors of 
the western section of the building ex- 
tend along past the great staircase in 
the first, second, third and fourth stor- 
ies, except on the west side of the sec- 
ond story, where the entrance lobby is 
located, and which connects with all 
four of the corridors, which are em- 
bellished with columns and _ pilasters 
with carved caps and string courses. 
The effect produced in viewing the 
stairs from the great lobby in the sec- 
ond story is most imposing. Thecross 
sections of corridors opposite the stair- 
case in the various stories are empha- 


sized by piers and arches on the north 
and south limits, and all walls within 
these sections have been made to har- 
monize with other portions of the struc- 
ture. 

““The plan consists of broad central 
rans of steps starting in the corridors 
and extending through the center open- 
ings between the cylindrical piers, 
flanked with columns in the east and 
west corridors in the first story, in the 
east corridor and west lobby in the 
second story, and in the east and west 
corridors in the third story. These 
center runs curve outwardly from the 
center line of the steps, increasing the 
length of the lower steps, which are 
also constructed on convex curves, and 
extend up a little more than one-third 
of the height of each story and land 
oncentral platforms. These platforms 
are flanked by short runs of stairs on 
two sides at right angles to the central 
runs, which extend to and land on 
platforms reaching to the walls, from 
which are four runs of steps, two on 
each side along the walls next to the 
south and north corridors, thereby 
making four landings, two in each cor- 
ridor of the second, third and fourth 
stories. By this plan the construction 
of the staircase is such as to form four 
liberal sized wells, to which light is 
admitted through the glazed dome and 
also through the windows in the side 
walls. 

‘The central portion of the stairs 
are supported on eight bearings, rest- 
ing upon molded granite bases, and ex- 
tending up from the foundations at the 
angles of all the platforms through 
three full stories and part way up from 
the third to the fourth story. The 
whole inner area of the fourth story 
above the pedestals from the platforms 
at the junction of the runs of steps is 
open, leaving the whole space within 
the outer colonnades free up to the 
glazed dome, which spans the whole 
area, admitting a flood of light down 
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through the staircase. The frame- 
work of the dome will be constructed 
of iron ribs, glazed with clear white 
plain enameled glass, and the electric 
lights will be arranged between the 
dcm> and the glazed roof, by which 
means a great flood of artificial light 
from the obscured lamps will be ad- 
mitted to and thoroughly light the 
upper portion of the stairs and the sur- 
rounding corridors of the fourth story. 

“‘From the tops of the platforms are 
pedestals extending up above the same 
to the height required to receive the 
balustrades in the first, second and 
third stories, and reaching up above 
the platforms between the third and 
fourth stories, the height required to 
receive the balustrades and statues to 
four of the pedestals and the curved 
caps to the other four. 

“Clustered columns with molded 
bases rest upon the pedestals, except 
in the upper story, and are embellished 
with carved caps, by which mode of 
construction eight ornamental archi- 
tectural supports are formed, thereby 
making continuous vertical piers at the 
eight points where strength is required, 
and by this means of construction the 
inner portions of the structure are per- 
manently supported. There are also 
eight pilasters and piers attached to 
the north, south, east and west walls 
in each story, on which rest the upper 
springs of the graceful elliptical arches 
carrying the upper runs of steps which 
land in the corridors of the first, sec- 
ond, third and fourth stories, and to- 
gether with the lower stages of arches, 
the various runs of steps are supported, 
These arches divide the elliptical 
groined ceilings, and also the groined 
ceilings under all platforms into forms 
of parallelograms. 

“‘Very careful attention has been 
given to the form and decoration of 
the balustrade in the six openings of 
the third story. The balusters stand 
on ledges which project into the stair- 
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case, forming bays, from which a full 
view of this great work is obtained. 
The ledges on which the balustrades 
rest bear spirited carving. On the 
center ledge on the north side is an ex- 
cellent carved head of Columbus in re- 
lief, and the three caravels in which 
he and his company made their first 
voyage. Upon the western ledge is 
carved the Viking ship, and on the 
east ledge a modern steamship is repre- 
sented, the two latter in bas-relief. 
The sculptured work is cut on a plain 
surface surrounded by rich foliage. 
The rails of the three openings and 
the steps of the same on each side are 
richly carved, the foliage lapping 
around the columns, the whole produc- 
ing a very rich and interesting effect. 

‘*On the south and corresponding 
ledge of the center opening is carved 
the head and bust of a typical Ameri- 
can girl, the arms of which are con- 
cealed by the foliage, and projecting 
through the same, and in sight are the 
hands. On the west ledge isa plough- 
ing scene, and on the east ledge a log 
schoolhouse set in a clearing, the 
scene representing a forest of timber, 
and children on their way to school. 
The ploughing scene and the school- 
house are in bas-relief, each surrounded 
by rich foliage. 

“The entrance to the State Library is 
from the western corridor of the same 
floor. A broad string course situated 
just below the springs of the arches of 
the doorway and the recesses extends 
the whole length of the west wall, and 
returns across the north and south 
end walls, extending to and including 
the caps of the columns at the junc- 
tions of the north and south corridors. 
This string course together with the 
caps to the columns and pilasters have 
been completed. Much care was 
given to the designs, producing a 
variety of detail and form to such an 
extent as to make it an attractive and 
very interesting work. On the tran- 
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gom over the entrance to the State 
Library is the carved representation of 
the head and neck of Minerva, with a 
wreath of oak leaves falling down on 
either side of the same, the whole set 
in well designed and carefully exe- 
cuted foliage. On the lower section of 
the transom are the words ‘State Li- 
brary,’ with carving representing 
palm leaves, springing out from be- 
hind the caps of the columns on either 
side, which meet the lettering in a 
well-executed representation of an ivy 
entwined around the letters. The 
doorway is flanked with coupled 
columns, the caps of which are exqui- 
sitely carved, as is also the case of the 
caps of the single columns on either 
side of the two recesses, and the four 
coupled and two single pilasters stand- 
ing upon pedestals opposite and cor- 
responding to the ones supporting the 
clustered columns of the staircase, and 
the first stage of pilasters extend up to 
the under side of the polished granite 
lintels with carved stops at the open- 
ings and recesses. A carved head rep- 
resenting Homer is recessed between 
the carved capitals of the pilasters on 
the north side of the doorway, and that 
of Shakespeare between the carved 
capitals of the pilasters on the south 
side of the doorway. Resting upon 
the granite lintels is a second stage of 
pilasters, standing directly over the 
ones in the first stage, and extending 
up from the same to the underside of 
the carved corbels, that support the 
granite beams which carry the ceilings 
of the fourth story. Cupidsare repre- 
sented in the spaces between the pilas- 
ters and columns at either side of the 
Library doorway, and at other points 
in the string course. Heads represent- 
ing old men and cupids, are introduced 
at intervals in the string course, set 
in twining foliage. 

‘The opposite and eastern corridor 
wall is embellished with columns with 


carved capitals in the angles formed 
by the window openings, and the 
walls which are embellished with pilas- 
ters standing on pedestals and granite 
lintels, the same as described above 
for the western corridor. 

‘On the east side of the first story are 
carved corbels under the arches sup- 
porting the center runs of the steps 
representing ‘Justice’ on one; and 
‘Liberty’ on the cther. On the west 
side the corbels are carved, represent- 
ing the lamp and open book on one, 
and the cross on the other. The em- 
blems are surrounded by richly carved 
foliage. 

“* The corbels supporting the third- 
story arches which carry the center 
runs of steps on the east, bear the 
words ‘Excelsior’ on one and ‘E. 
Pluribus Unum’ on the other, and on 
the west side is a quotation from the 
Declaration of Independence, the let- 
ters carved on asmooth surface sur- 
rounded by natural foliage, and near 
the carved head of Thomas Jefferson, 
which is carved between the caps of 
columns on the pier just below. The 
corresponding corbel supporting the 
opposite arch represents a shield bear- 
ing the stars and stripes, and sur- 
rounded by carving representing 
laurel, etc., and near the carved head 
of George Washington, which is 
carved between the caps of the 
colums on the pier just below. 

‘¢ The cylindrical piers, on each side of 
the center section of steps to the second 
story, are flanked with four columns, 
the shafts of which are round, placed 
so that the columns form parallelo- 
grams on the piers. Between the 
capitals of the piers, which consist of 
a variety of flowing foliage, are 
historical heads. On the inside of the 
right-hand pier looking from the 
western lobby is the carved head of 
General George Washington, and on 
the opposite pier, facing Washington,

that of Thomas Jefferson, and on the 
side facing the lobby are the heads of 
General Scott, and General Zachary 
Taylor. Flanking these last-named 
heads are those of General Wool and 
General Thomas. On the inside of the 
piers in view when descending the 
steps, is the head of J. Fennimore 
Cooper, with smaller heads surround- 
ing it, representing the subjects of 
many of his writings, and Americus 
Vespucius. 

“On the opposite piers of the east 
corridor, between the capitals of the 
piers, which consist of a variety of 
flowing foliage, are also historical 
heads. On the inside of the right- 
hand pier looking across the steps is 
the carved head of General Schuyler, 
and on the opposite pier that of 
General Jackson, and facing the corri- 
dor the heads of Benjamin Franklin 
and DeWitt Clinton, and flanking the 
same on the right and left are the heads 
of Henry Hudson and Champlain. On 
the inside of the piers, as viewed when 
descending the steps are the heads of 
John Jay and Silas Wright. The 
abacus of the carved capitals return 
around the same, and are recessed and 
rest upon the carved heads. The pierS 
are embellished below the necks of the 
carved work with flowing foliage, all 
making a very rich setting for the six- 
teen carved heads on the four piers 
that have been completed. Several 
competent judges have made favorable 
mention of the heads, and it is hoped 
and believed that they are creditable 
to the memory of the various dis- 
tinguished people they represent. 

‘* A portion of the models have been 
prepared for the capitals of the 
clustered columns of the third story, 
consisting of the late President, Abra- 
ham Lincoln, William H. Seward, Alex- 
ander Hamilton, George William 
Curtis, the scientist Joseph Henry, 
and Robert Fulton. These models are 
on exhibition at the Capitol, and so 


far as they have been examined by 
competent judges, are considered good 
representations of the distinguished 
subjects. 

“‘The material employed in the con- 
struction of the staircase is mainly of 
Corsehill freestone, which is of a soft 
light-red color, and was selected on 
account of its uniform close texture 
and solidity, together with its suita- 
bility for carving, and being of a color 
best adapted for the greater portion of 
the work. Tests show that it is capa- 
ble of carrying 7,000 pounds to the 
square inch. ‘ 

‘The steps are of Medina freestone, 
from quarries near Albion, Orleans 
county, reddish brown in color and of 
very close texture, and regarded as one 
of the best-known materials for steps 
from the fact that it will resist wear 
almost equal to granite, and possesses 
just grit enough to prevent it from 
becoming slippery. The color of the 
steps form a pleasant contrast with the 
stone of the main structure, producing 
harmony of color. The lintels in the 
second story, heretofore referred to, 
are of ‘Bay of Fundy’ polished red 
granite. The lintels in the third and 
fourth stories, and the granite beams 
that support the paneled-stone ceil- 
ings in the corridors of the third story 
are of what is known as ‘Stony Creek’ 
granite, from quarriesnear New Haven, 
Conn., of a deep reddish brown and 
somewhat ununiform in its color, and 
produces when polished (as is the case 
of the lintels and beams of the stair- 
case) varied shades, and the charming 
contrast with the Indiana limestone, 
which is of a light-drab color, resting 
upon the beams, and together with the 
walls and corbels on which the beams 
rest, producing a charming harmony. 
The molded bases on which all the 
supports of the stairs and stonework 
of the corridors rest in the first story 
are of ‘Fox Island’ granite from quar- 
ries near Hallowell, Me.” 
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THE EASTERN APPROACH. 


The eastern approach to the Capitol 
is the chief one. It looks down State 
street; and the visitor approaching the 
Capitol from the lower part of State 
street can not fail to admire this grand 
entrance to the State’s Capitol. Wil- 
liam Henry Russell, the famous Lon- 
don Times correspondent, declared the 
Capitol to be the finest building in 
America. Since the eastern approach 
was designed by Capitol Commissioner 
Perry, and carried to completion under 
his care, this declaration of Mr. Russell 
has been eminently true. Mr. Perry, 
in his annual report to the Legislature 
in 1895, thus described this grand east- 
ern approach: 

“The eastern and principal approach 
to the Capitol provides for an entrance- 
way to both the first and second stories, 
through an arcade in the first story 
and through a portico over the arcade 
in the second story. The foundation 
was laid in 1891, since which tine the 
work has been steadily progressed each 
year when money was available for 
that purpose. 

“The plans of the structure are on a 
liberal scale, and the eastern ap- 
proach extends out from the build- 
ing a distance of 166 feet 7 inches, 
and connects with the central and 
projecting section of the eastern 
facade. The first section is 111 feet 
broad, measuring to the outside of the 
pedestals, The stringsand steps curve 
outward at the lower ends and ter- 
minate in richly embellished pedestals, 
on which is designed to be placed 
statuary bearing electric lights. 

‘The first run of 16 steps are 100 
feet 7 inches broad and are constructed 
on convex curves, the radius of each 
step being increased from the lower to 
the upper step, and land on a broad 
curved platform, at which point there 
is a great corbel supporting pedestals 
at the ends of the platform; both the 
corbels and pedestals are designed to 
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be richly embellished with carving. 
From this platform there are 16 addi- 
tional straight steps landing on a 
platform which is also on a level with 
the continuation of the terrace, and 
from which the next run of steps start 
to the second story. Resting on a 
great pier at the junction of the ter. 
race and the upper run of steps, is a 
great cap 4 feet 114 inches by 7 feet 
3 inches, rising about 16 inches above 
the platform. This cap is designed to 
be carved, and will support pedestals 
with molded bases and carved caps, 
which will receive the strings, balus- 
trade and rails, and form a proper 
platform for supporting statuary, 
bearing electric lights, as contemplated 
by thedrawings. This terrace extends 
along on either side of the upper runs 
of steps to the roadway. Opposite the 
terraces are those along the east front, 
and on the north and south sides con. 
necting with the porticoes of the side 
entrances on Washington avenue and 
State street. 

‘““The road passes through an arch- 
way, forming a porte-cochere to the 
first story of the Capitol. This arch- 
way is 24 feet in width by 57 feet 
along the roadway, and is divided 
into three bays with stone groined 
ceiling supporters on piers with col- 
umns in the angles, the caps of which 
are designed to be carved. 

‘“‘ The foundations were buiJt up toa 
height of 20 feet with granite cut to 
parallel thicknesses, constructed in the 
most thorough manner, requiring 4,000 
yards of concrete, 9,000 cubic feet of 
granite, 8,981 cubic feet of limestone 
and 11,138 cubic feet of rubble 
masonry of limestone and granite, 
between the piers, 

‘« The four piers resting on the above- 
named foundations are constructed of 
finely wrought granite and have been 
carried up to a level of the under side of 
the pavement of the porticoes, ready 
to receive the superstructure. The 
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piers on either side of the roadway | site wall, provides a broad entrance to 
are carried up on a rectangular form the roadway leading across from 
to the height of eight feet, from which | street to street. These copings terml- 


point the piers are circular in form, 
each flanked by four columns, cut on 
the solid and crowned with a block 
of granite preparatory to carving. 
The piers and columns have molded 
bases and represent a very great 
amount of work and produce a sub- 
stantial and beautiful appearance. 

‘“‘Rast of the arched driveway or 
porte-cochere to the first story, are 
two sections divided into three bays 
each, with elliptical granite groined 
ceilings between the main elliptical 
arches, supported on piers flanked 
with columns and surmounted with 
blocks of stone preparatory to carving. 
The effect of these arcades is substan- 
tial and grand. On the west of the 
driveway next to the building and 
opposite the roadway, is a fourth bay, 
treated in the same manner as the 
ones above described. 

The section of the terrace next to 
the roadway is curved outward, 
greatly increasing the width of 
the platform on either side, form- 
ing a spacious and attractive fea- 
ture, especially in the colonnade 
and the construction of the steps from 
the terrace to the second story, also of 
the colonnade. The pilasters and col- 
ummns which support the terrace con- 
nect with the retaining walls of the 
roadway on the north and south sides, 
which extend at right angles to the 
terraces. These retaining walls are 
embellished with pilasters with 
molded bases, the pedestals resting 
upon the pilasters and wall, and extend 
up above the balustrade and are fin- 
ished with molded bases with orna- 
mental caps. From the lower pedestals 
of the retaining wall is a carved con- 
sole, which ramps down from the 
under side of lions’ heads on the pedes- 
tals to a low coping constructed on 
curves, which, together with the oppo- 


nate in a low round carved stop, 
located on a line with the inside of 
the sidewalks. 

‘Starting from the platform and 
terraces are two runs of steps to the 
second story. The first run containing 
22 steps which extend to a platform, 
making in all 23 risers 59 feet 6 inches 
wide to the outside of the pedestals at 
the bottom, and 52 feet 4 inches 
wide at the top. This run of steps is 
constructed on convex curves, the 
radius of each step being increased 
from the lower to the upper step, 
landing on a platform 65 feet broad 
by 11 feet wide, from which there are 
21 straight steps to a great broad plat- 
form 24 feet by 57 feet, the height of 
which is within one step of the pave- 
ment of the portico. This platform 
is to be constructed with granite slabs, 
each piece being the full length of the 
width of the platform. 

‘* The entrance to the great lobby in 
the second floor is through three arch- 
ways supported on columns and piers, 
with six steps which raise from the 
pavement of the portico to the floor of 
the lobby in the second floor. The 
Senate staircase and elevators are 
located on the south side and the 
Assembly staircase and elevators on 
the north of the lobby, which extends 
through the tower, and is lighted on 
the west through openings of the cen- 
tral court. 

‘* The ends of the platforms between 
the two runs of steps extend out over 
great projecting corbels weighing 
about 20 tons each (which I believe are 
the largest pieces of granite carving in 
this country), and are supported on 
clustered columns. The ends of the 
platforms rest on these corbels, around 
which the balustrade extends, and 
form bays at either end, presenting a 
very pleasing feature midway between 
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the two upper runs of steps leading 
from the broad terrace to the second 
story. The corbels are richly carved 
with a well-sculptured head of Jupiter 
on thesouth, and Mercury onthe north, 
in the upper sections, surrounded 
by foliage, and the lower section is 
carved in ribs of various forms with 
foliage at intervals lapping over the 
same. 

“Tt will be borne in mind that all the 
material used ii this great approach is 
of finely-wrought granite from the 
Hallowell Granite Works quarries, 
and that the work has been done with 
the greatest care and precision and 
superior to any other granite work in 
this country. 

“Commencing ata pointof the pedes- 
tals at the junction of the outer limit 
of the circle of the terrace and the 
balustrade of the roadway on the 
north and south sides, the balustrade 
extends a distance of 78 feet on each 
side to the lower pedestal of the road- 
way, and each is divided into four bays 
filled with balusters. On the opposite 
side the total distance is 130 feet. 
From thence to the north and south 
porticoes the distance is 146 feet, mak- 
ing a total cf 552 feet of terrace. 

‘‘The balustrade commencing at the 
pedestals at the foot of the first run of 
steps is carried along between the 
pedestals and along the terrace and 
down the retaining wall of the road- 
way to the lower pedestals on the 
north and south sides of the approach. 
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The rails and balusters are connected 
with the projecting front of the build- 
ing and continue along the terrace 
and down the steps from the sidewalk 
and connect with the newel posts, and 
along on the north and south sides of 
the building and connect with the 
porticoes. The rails start from the 
pedestals of the two upper runs of 
steps and continue up and around the 
bays formed by the great corbels, and 
up to and connecting with the project- 
ing walls of the building. The total 
length of the balustrade is 1,150 lineal 
feet, each baluster being nine inches in 
diameter. The balustrade will be one 
of the prominent features in this great 
work, viewed from the various points. 
The various slopes, curves and levels 
of the balustrade to the roadway, ter- 
races and steps, when viewed from all 
positions, will present a most charming 
appearance. 

“The entire work of the approach and 
the center section of the eastern 
facade when completed will add dig- 
nity and prominence to the structure,”

NEW YORK STATE GOVERNMENT. - 


NAMES OF THE PRESENT HEADS OF STATE DEPART- 
MENTS WITH THEIR CHIEF EMPLOYES. 


THE GOVERNOR. 


The Constitution of the State vests 
the executive power in the Governor. 
He is elected by the people, and no 
person is eligible to the office except a 
citizen of the United States, of the age 
of not less than thirty years, who shall 
have been five years, next preceding 
his election, a resident of the State. 
The Governor is Commander-in-Chief 
of the military and naval forces of the 
State, a trustee of certain of its pub- 
lic buildings, a Regent of the Univer- 
sity, a trustee of the Soldier’s Home, 
Union College. Cornell University, 
Syracuse University, and of the State 
Institution for Feeble-Minded Chil- 
dren. He is required to communicate, 
by message, to the Legislature at 
every session, the condition of the 
State, and recommend such matters to 
them as he shall judge expedient. He 
is also required to transact all neces- 
sary business with the officers of 
government, civil and military, and ex- 
pedite all such measures as may be 
resolyed upon by the Legislature, and 
take care that the laws are faithfully 
executed. The Governor may con- 
vene the Legislature — or Senate only, 


in extraordinary sessions, and may 
grant reprieves, commutations and 
pardons after conviction, for all 


offenses except treason and cases of 
impeachment. He appoints (by: and 
with the advice and consent of the 


Senate), certain officers connected 
with the government of the State not 
elective by. the people, and fills 


yacancies occurring therein during the 
recess of the Senate. He also may 
suspend or remove many officers under 
certain restrictions prescribed by stat- 
ute. During the session of the Legis- 
lature he has the power to veto any 
bill passed by the Senate and Assem- 
bly. In the event of two-thirds of the 
members elected to each house agree- 
ing to pass a vetoed bill the same be- 


comes a law notwithstanding the ob- 
jections of the Governor. After the 
final adjournment of the Legislature, 
no bill becomes a law unless approved 
by the Governor within thirty days, 
and he has power to disapprove items 
in any bill appropriating money. The 
Governor holds his office for the term 
of two years and receives an annual 
salary of $10,000, and the use of a 
furnished executive residence. He is 
authorized to appoint a private secre- 
tary, clerks and messengers, and to a 
limited degree the Executive Chamber 
is an office of record. The privy seal 
is the Arms of the State surrounded 
by the inscription, ‘‘State of New 
York — Executive Privy Seal.”

LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR. 


The Lieutenant-Governor is elected 
by the people in the same manner and 
for the same term as the Governor. 
No person is eligible to the office, ex- 
cept a citizen of the United States, of 
the age of not less than thirty years, 
who shall have been five years, next 
preceding his election, a resident of 
the State. In case of the impeach- 
ment of the Governor, or his removal 
from office, death, inability to dis- 
charge the powers and duties of the 
said office, resignation, or absence 
from the State, the powers and duties 
of the office devolve upon the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor for the residue of the 
term, or until the disability shall cease. 
But when the Governor, with the con- 
sent of the Legislature, shall be out 
of the State in time of war, at the 
head of a military force thereof, he 
continues Commander-in-Chief of all 
the military forces of the State. If, 
during a vacancy of the office of Goy- 
ernor, the Lieutenant-Governor shall 
be impeached, displaced, resign, die, or 
become incapable of performing the 
duties of his office, or be absent from | 


the State, the President of the Senate 
acts as Governor until the vacancy is 
filled, or the disability shall cease. The 
Lieutenant-Govyernor is President of 
the Senate, but has only a casting vote 
therein. By virtue of that office he is 
a member of the Court for the Trial 
of Impeachments, but is prohibited 
from acting on the trial of an impeach- 
ment against the Governor. He is 
also a Commissioner of the Canal

SECRETARY OF STATE. 


The Secretary of State is keeper of. 


the State archives, in connection with 
which he has numerous specifie cuties. 
He superintends the publication and 
distribution of the laws, and issues 
patents for lands, commissions, par- 
dons and licenses, and notices for elec- 
tions. In his office are filed applica- 
tions from companies formed under 
general laws, except banking institu- 
tions and insurance companies. He 
reports annually to the Legislature the 
statistics of pauperism and crime re- 
ceived from the several counties, and 
upon such other subjects as may be 
required by law or by a resolution of 
either branch of the Legislature. At 
the January session of the Legislature, 
he administers the oath of office to 
each member of Assembly. The Secre- 


tary of State is ex-officio a Regent of | 


the University, a Commissioner of the’ 


Land Office and of the Canal Fund, a 
member of the Canal Board and of the 
Board of State Canvassers, a trustee 
of the State Institution for FWeeble- 
Minded Children, a trustee of Union 
College, a member of the State Board 
of Equalization of Assessments, and 
the custodian of the great seal of the 
State. He is elected by the people for 
a term of two years, and receives an 
annual salary of $5,000. Under the 
provisions of the Constitution of 1894, 
the term of office of the Secretary of 
State elected in 1895, was for three 
years. The fees of the office go into 
the treasury. He appoints a deputy 
(who is clerk of the Land Office), and 
the necessary clerks. The seal of the 
office is the arms of the State sur- 
rounded by the inscription, “‘ State of 
New York — Secretary of State.”

THE COMPTROLLER. 


An Auditor-General was appointed 
by the Provincial Convention in 1776, 
who held office until 1782, when the 
Governor and Senate were authorized 
to appoint an Auditor. The latter 
office was abolished in 1797 and that 
of Comptroller substituted in its place. 
The Comptroller is auditor of public 
accounts, excepting those payable from 
the Free School Fund, and manages 
the funds of the State; loans its 
moneys; superintends the collection of 
its taxes, and the payment of current 


expenses of the State, He is, ex-officio, 
a Commissioner of the Land Office 
and of the Canal Fund. a member of 
the Canal Board and board of State 
Canyvassers, a trustee of the State In- 
stitution for Feeble-Minded Children 
and of Union College, and of the State 
Board of Equalization of Assessments.

THE TREASURER. 


The Treasurer is custodian of all 
moneys paid into the State treasury; 
and moneys owing by the State are 
paid by him upon proper warrants. 
He is a Commissioner of the Land 
Office, a Commissioner of the Canal 
Fund, a member of the Canal Board, 
a member of the State Board of Can- 
vassers, a trustee of Union College 
and a member of the State Board of 
Hqualization of Assessments. No 
transfer of securities held by the 
Superintendent of the Insurance De- 
partment or by the Superintendent of 
the Banking Department is valid un- 
less countersigned by the Treasurer. 
He is also vested by law with certain 
special powers in regard to the sale 
and conversion of securities held by 
the Superintendent of the Insurance 
Department in trust for insolvent in- 
surance companies, Under the provi- 
sions of the Constitution the Treas- 


urer may be suspended from office by 
the Governor during the recess of the 
Legislature, and until thirty days 
after the commencement of the next 
session of the Legislature, whenever 
it shall appear to him that the Treas- 
urer has, in any particular, violated 
his duty. The Governor is authorized 
to appoint a competent person to dis- 
charge the duties of the office during 
a suspension of the Treasurer. He is 
elected by the people for a term of 
two years, receives an annual salary 
of $5,000, and is allowed a deputy, 
bookkeeper and necessary clerks.

ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 


In addition to the duties with which 
he is charged as the law officer of the 
State, the Attorney-General is a Com- 
missioner of the Land Office and of 
the Canal Fund, a member of the 
Canal Board, the Board of State Can- 
vassers, the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion of Assessments, and the New York 
State Soldiers and Sailors’ Home, an 
ex-officio member of the State Board 


of Health and Board of Trustees of 
Union College. The Attorney-General 
in person or by deputy attends each 
session of the Board of Claims on be- 
half of the State, and prepares all 
cases on the part of the State for hear- 
ing, argues the same when prepared, 
and causes testimony to be taken when 
necessary to secure the interests of the 
State. He prepares forms, files inter-

STATE ENGINEER 


The office of Surveyor-General ex- 
isted under the Government of the 
Province of New Netherland, and was 
continued throughout the colonial 
period and renewed under the State 
government in 1781. The Constitu- 
tion of 1846 abolished the office of Sur- 
veyor-General and created that of 
State Engineer and Surveyor, to which 
no person is eligible who is not 
a practical engineer. He possesses 
all the powers with which the 
Surveyor-General was formerly 
charged, except that of Commis- 
sioner of the Canal Fund, and 
in addition, he has general duties 
relative to the public lands and 
eanals not required of the former

supervision, he appoints three Division 
HWngineers and three Resident En- 
gineers and all subordinate engineers. 
In 1886 the Legislature directed that 
the records and property of the State 
Survey be deposited in the office of the 
State Hngineer and Surveyor. Prior 
to 1888, the railroads operated in the 
State were required to report the con- 
dition of their affairs to the State En- 
gineer and Surveyor, but in that year 
the supervision of these corporations 
was transferred to the Beard of Rail- 
road Commissioners.

UNIVERSITY OF THE STATE OF NEW YORK. 


Incorporated May 1, 1784; laws revised and consolidated June 15, 1889; scope and powers 
enlarged by University law April 27, 1892; became a constitutional body January 1, 1895. 


Object.— The object of the Univer- 
sity as defined by law is to encourage 
and promote education in advance of 
the common elementary branches. 
Its field includes not only the work 
of academies, colleges, universities, 
professional and technical schools, but 
also educational work connected with 
libraries, museums, university exten- 
sion courses and similar agencies. 

The University is a supervisory and 
administrative, not a teaching institu- 
tion. It is a State department and at 
the same time a federation of teach- 
ing institutions of higher and second- 
ary education. 

Government.— The University is 
governed and all its corporate powers 
exercised by nineteen elective Regents 
and by the Governor, Lieutenant- 
Governor, Secretary of State and 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
who are ex-officio Regents. Regents 
are elected in the same manner as 
United States Senators. They are un- 
salaried and are the only public officers 
in New York chosen for life. 

The elective officers are a Chancellor 
and a Vice-Chancellor, who serve with- 
out salary, and a Secretary. 

The executive and financial officer of 
the University is the Secretary, who 
is under official bonds for $10,000, and 
is responsible for the proper adminis- 
tration and discipline of the various 
offices and departments, and for the 
safe-keeping and proper use of the 
University seal and of the books, rec- 
ords and other property in charge of 
the Regents. 


Powers and duties.— Besides many 
other important powers and duties the 
Regents have power to incorporate, 
and to alter or revoke the charters of 
universities, colleges, academies,  li- 
braries, museums, or other educational 
institutions; to distribute to them 
funds granted by the State for their 
use; to inspect their workings and re- 
quire annual reports under oath of 
their presiding officers; to establish 
examinations as to attainments in 
learning and confer on _ successful 
candidates suitable certificates, diplo- 
mas and degrees. 

They apportion annually an aca- 
demic fund of $106,000, part for buying 
books and apparatus for academies 
and high schools, raising an equal 
amount for the same purpose, and 
the remainder on the basis. of 


attendance and on the results of 
instruction as shown in the satis- 
factory completion of prescribed 
eourses for which the Regents’ 


examinations afford the official test. 
Each school of academic grade also 
receives $100 yearly. They also ex- 
pend $25,000 for the benefit of free 
public libraries, apportioning not to ex- 
ceed $200 yearly to communities rais- 
ing equal amounts, and lending small 
libraries for periods of six months 
where such assistance is needed to 
supplement local free libraries or to 
stimulate interest in establishing them. 

The law allows no option among in- 
corporated institutions as to their 
membership in the University, but 
says; ‘“ The institutions of the Univer- 
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sity shall include all institutions of 
higher education which are now or 
may hereafter be incorporated in this 
State, and such other libraries, mu- 
seums, or other institutions for higher 
education as may, in conformity with 
the ordinances of the Regents, after 
official inspection, be admitted to or 
incorporated by the University. 
Regents’ meetings— The regular 
meetings of the Regents are on the 
third Thursdays. of October, December 
and March, and during Convocation 
week in June. The executive com- 
mittee, consisting of the chancellor, 
vice-chancellor and chairman of the 
six standing committees, meets the 
third Thursday of each month, .except 
July, August and September. During 
the year special meetings are held 
whenever business requires. 
Convocation.— The University Con- 
vocation of the Regents and the 


officers of institutions in the Univer- 
sity, for consideration of subjects of 
mutual interest, has been held an- 
nually since 1863 in the Senate cham- 
ber in Albany, and meets on the last 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday in 
June. 

Its reputation as the most important 
higher educational meeting of the 
country has in the past few years 
drawn to it many eminent educators 
not residents of New York, who are 
most cordially welcomed and share 
fully in all discussions. It elects each 
year a council of five to represent it 
in intervals between meetings. Its 
proceedings issued annually are of 
great value in all educational libraries. 

The manifold activities of the Uni- 
versity are partly indicated by the 
summaries of the five administrative 
departments into which its work is 
divided. 


Departments. 


a ‘ 

1. Administrative.— Including incor- 
poration, supervision, inspection, re- 
ports, legislation, finances and all 
other work not assigned to another 
department. 

The duplicate division is a State 
clearing house to which any institu- 
tion in the University may send books 
or apparatus which it, no longer re- 
quires, and select from it in return an 
equipment suited to its locality and 
needs. The institutions pay transpor- 
tation both ways and the State does 
the work in order to place the books 
and apparatus where they will be most 
useful. 

2. Examination.— Including prelimi- 
nary, law student, medical student, 
academic, higher, law, medical, den- 
tal, veterinary, library, extension and 
any other examinations conducted by 
the Regents, and also credentials or 
degrees conferred on examination. 

8. Hxtension.— Including summer, 
vacation, evening, and correspondence 
schools and other forms of extension 
teaching, lecture courses, study clubs, 
reading circles and other agencies for 
the promotion and wider extension of 
opportunities and facilities for educa- 


tion to those unable to attend the 
usual teaching institutions. The most 
important part of the movement is pro- 
vision of the best reading for all citi- 
zens through the public libraries divi- 
sion and by means of traveling, ex- 
tension, home, and capitol libraries 
and annotated lists. 

4, State Library.— Including general, 
law, medical and education libraries, 
library school, reading courses, an- 
notated lists and other bibliographic 
publications, lending books to students, 
and all other library interests in- 
strusted to the Regents. 

5. State Museum.—Ineluding all 
scientific specimens and _ collections, 
works of art, objects of historic in- 
terest and similar property appropriate 
to a general museum, if owned by the 
State and not placed in other custody 
by a scientific law, also the research 
department carried on by the State 
Geologist and Paleontologist, Botanist 
and Wntomologist, with all other scien- 
tific interests of the University. 

Fuller information regarding the 
University or any of its departments 
is given in special hand-books to be had 
on application at the Regents’ office.

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State Library. 


The State Library was established 
by the Legislature in 1818, with the 
Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, Chan- 
cellor and Chief Justice as trustees. 
The Secretary of State, Attorney- 
General and Comptroller were after- 
ward added. In 1844 the Regents of 
the University were made, ex-officio, 
sole trustees. The library was kept in 
the old Capitol till 1854, when a new 
building was erected for it. In 1883 
this building was removed to make 
way for the eastern approaches of the 
New Capitol, and the library was 
temporarily located on its second floor 
under the Assembly Chamber. In 
1889 it was made an integral part of 
the University and was moved to its 
permanent home, the third, fourth and 
fifth floors of the western front. The 
only public entrance is on the third 
floor, into the central and largest of 
the eleven reading-rooms which ex- 
tend from State street to Washington 
avenue. The fourth and fifth floors 
are used for storage of books, for the 
public libraries and duplicate for ad- 
ministrative purposes, and for special 
reading-rooms, to which students mak- 
ing special investigations may obtain 
access. The library now contains 487,- 
111 volumes; general library, 209,238 ; 
law library, 69,092; traveling libra- 
ries, 62,963, and the remainder dupli- 
eates. It is open daily, except Sun- 
days, from 8 a. m. to 10 p. m., but on 
legal holidays and Saturdays it closes 
at 6 p. m., as the engineers are not on 
duty to supply elevator power. 

Publie libraries division.— This is 
devoted solely to promoting general 


library interests of the State, which 
through it apportions and expends 
$25,000 a year for the benefit of free 
publie libraries. Its object is to stimu- 
late the formation of local libraries 
and on request to give needed advice 
and supervision in organizing or in 
improving the methods of existing in- 
stitutions; to provide annotated lists 
of the best books on all subjects, and 
in all practicable ways to assist com- 
munities willing to do their part in 
providing the best reading for their 
citizens. 

Traveling libraries— These are in 
charge of the public libraries divisions 
and are lent six months at a time to 
local libraries needing such supple- 
ments or to communities not yet hay- 
ing organized permanent libraries. To 
cover transportation both ways, cases, 
a supply of catalogues, a charging out- 
fit, and needed blanks for records ard 
reports, a fee of from two to five dol- 
lars is charged. 

Library school.— The law author- 
izes the State Library to give instruc- 
tion and assistance in organizing and 
administering libraries. Students re- 
ceive from the State Library staff, in 
return for services rendered to the 
library during their two years course, 
careful training in library economy, 
bibliography, cataloguing, classifica- 
tion and other duties of professional 
librarianship. Its graduates have al- 
ready filled 240 library positions in 
New York and 276 in 24 other States. 
There is a complete system of library 
examinations, with pass-cards, certifi- 
cates and diplomas.

SUPERINTENDENT 


The Superintendent of Public Works 
is appointed by the Governor, by and 
with the advice and consent of the 


Senate, and holds his office until the | 


end of the term of the Governor by 
whom he is nominated, and until his 
successor is appointed and qualified. 
He receives an annual compensation 
of $6,000. He is required by law to 
give security for the faithful execution 
of his office before entering upon the 
duties thereof. He is charged with 
the execution of all laws relating to 
the repair and navigation of the 
canals, and also of those relating to the 
construction and improvement of the 
canals except so far as the execution of 
the laws relating to such construction 
or improvement shall be confided to 
the State Engineer and Surveyor; sub- 
ject to the control of the Legislature, 
he makes the rules and regulations for 
the navigation or use of the canals. 
The Superintendent, is also charged 
with the expenditure of moneys appro- 
priated by the Legislature for public 
improvements authorized by special 
acts. He may be suspended or re- 
moved from office by the Governor 
whenever, in his judgment, the public 
interest shall so require, but in case of 
the removal of such Superintendent of 
Public Works from office, the Goy- 
ernor shall file with the Secretary of 
State a statement of the cause of 
such removal, and shall report such 
removal, and the cause thereof to the 
Legislature at its next session. He

names a deputy and appoints not more 
than three assistant superintendents, 
whose duties are prescribed by him, 
subject to modification by the Legis- 
lature, and who each receives for ser- 
vices an annual compensation of 
$3,000. They hold their office for 
three years, subject to suspension or 
removal by the Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Works, whenever, in his judgment, 
the public interest shall so require. 
Any vacancy in the office of any such 
assistant superintendent is filled for 
the remainder of the term for which 
he was appointed, by the Superintend- 
ent of Public Works; but in case of 
the suspension or removal of any such 
assistant superintendent by him, he 
shall at once report to the Governor, 
in writing, the cause of such removal. 
All other persons employed in the care 
and management of the canals, except 
those in the department of the State 
Engineer and Surveyor, are appointed 
by the Superintendent of Public 
Works, and are subject to suspension 
or removal by him. The Superintend- 
ent of Public Works is a member of 
the Canal Board and Capitol Commis- 
sioner.

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STATE DEPARTMENTS OF HEALTH. 


The Governor (by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate) ap- 
points a State Commissioner of Health, 
who holds his office for four years. 
'The Commissioner has cognizance of 
the interests of health and life among 
the people of the State, and is re- 
‘quired to make inquiries in respect to 
the causes of disease, and especially 
‘of epidemics, and investigate the 
‘sources of mortality, and the effects 
of localities, employments and other 
conditions upon the public health. 
He collects information relative to 
death, diseases and health, and has 
general supervision of the State 
system of registration of births, mar- 


riages and deaths, and of prevalent 
diseases, and he regulates the transfer 
of dead bodies beyond the limits of 
counties in which the deaths occur. 
He also has cognizance of the inter- 
ests of the public health, as it re- 
lates to the sale of food, drugs, 
spirituous, fermented and malt liquors, 
and the adulteration thereof. The 
Governor may require the Commis- 
sioner to examine into nuisances, and 
may declare to be public nuisances, 
matters and things certified to him to 
be such. The seal of the office is the

INSURANCE DEPARTMENT. 


The Superintendent of the Insur- 
ance Department receives his appoint- 
ment from the Governor (by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate), 
and holds office for the term of three 
years and until his suecessor is ap- 
pointed and has qualified. He has 
control and supervision of insurance 
companies transacting business in the 
State; and life and casualty companies 
of the State and those of other coun- 
tries, and fire and marine insurance 
companies of foreign governments de- 


posit securities with him for the pro- 
tection of policyholders residing in the 
United States. Insurance companies 
organized under the laws of other 
States or countries are required to ob- 
tain renewals of their authority from 
the Superintendent each year. He is 
authorized to refuse admission to any 
company, corporation or association 
applying for permission to transact in- 
surance business in the State, when- 
ever, upon examination, the capital 
stock of the same is found to be im- 
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paired, and also whenever such refusal 
to admit shall best promote the inter- 
ests of the people of this State. Such 
companies are prohibited from trans- 
acting business in the State until they 
first have, in writing, appointed the 
Superintendent to be the attorney for 
the company in and for this State, 
upon whom process in any action or 
proceeding may be served. The com- 
panies, corporations and associations 
under the supervision of the Superin- 
tendent are subject to visitation and 
examination by him or such persons as 
he may designate. Their condition 
and transactions are reported to him 
under oath at regular intervals, ab- 
stracts of which are made and trans- 
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mitted to the Legislature in his annual 
reports to that body. The Superin- 
tendent is required to give a bond of 
$25,000 for the faithful discharge of 
his official duties and is prohibited 
from being directly or indirectly inter- 
ested in any insurance company. His 
salary is fixed at $7,000 per year, and 
he is allowed deputies and necessary 
clerks to discharge the duties of the 
office. The entire expenses of the De- 
partment are paid by the corporations 
under its supervision. The seal of the 
office is the Arms of the State sur- 
rounded by the inscription, ‘‘ State of 
New York— Superintendent of the 
Insurance Department.”

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BANK DEPARTMENT. 


An act of the Legislature, passed in 
1782, prohibited any other bank within 
the limits of the State than the Bank 
of North America, but the Legislature 
subsequently chartered State banks 
from time to time. In 1829 the Safety 
Fund was created and the appoint- 
ment of three Bank Commissioners 
provided for. The 
visited the banks of the State, exam- 
ined into their condition and reported 
the results of their investigations to 
the Legislature each year. The ap- 
pointment of a fourth Commissioner 
was authorized in 1840, and the banks 
organized under the General Banking 
Laws were placed under the super- 
vision of the Bank Commissioners. 
The office was abolished in 1843, and 
the banks required to report to the 
Comptroller, which they continued to 
do until 1851, when the Bank Depart- 
ment was established, to which the 
books, documents and records pertain- 
ing to banks were transferred. 
* Superintendent of the Banking De- 
partment receives his appointment 
from the Governor (by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate), and 
holds office for the term of three years, 
and until his successor is appointed 
and has qualified. He is vested with 
the general supervision of the banks 
operated under State laws; they report 
to him quarterly, and when issuing 
circulating notes, deposit security for 
their redemption. The savings banks 
of the State are also under his super- 
vision, as are trust, loan, mortgage,

guaranty and indemnity companies or 
associations, and corporations for the 
safe-keeping and guaranteeing per- 
sonal property, each of which report 
to him semi-annually. Building, 
mutual loan and accumulating fund 
associations, and co-operative savings 
and loan associations, are also under 
his supervision and report annually. 
Excepting the several classes of sav- 
ings and building fund associations, 
the institutions over which he has 
supervisory powers are subjected to 
regular examinations by him or such 
persons as he may designate. The 
Superintendent gives a bond of 
$50,000 for the faithful discharge of 
the duties of his office and is prohibited 
from being interested in any State 
bank, banking association or as an 
individual banker. He makes digests 
of the reports of the various institu- 
tions, which are incorporated in his 
annual reports to the Legislature. 
With the exception of the charges 
made for the examination of banks 
of deposit and discount, trust, loan and 
mortgage companies, and safe deposit 
companies, the expenses of the depart- 
ment are paid by pro rata assessments 
on the institutions under its supervi- 


|sion. The Superintendent has an an- 


nual salary of $7,000, and is allowed 
a deputy and necessary clerks and ex- 
aminers.

STATE BOARD 


By article VIII of the Constitution 
of the State of New York, adopted in 
1894, the State Board of Charities, 
created in 1867, became a constitu- 
tional body January 1, 1895. Such 
Constitution provides that the Board 
shall visit and inspect all institutions, 
whether State, county, municipal, in- 
corporated or not incorporated, which 
are of a charitable, eleemosynary, cor- 
rectional or reformatory character, in- 
eluding institutions for epileptics and 
idiots, and all reformatories (save 
those in which adult males, convicted 
of felony, shall be confined), and ex- 
cepting institutions for the care and 
treatment of the insane, and for the 
detention of adults charged with or 
convicted of crime, or detained as wit- 
nesses and debtors. 

The Constitution also provides that 
the members of the Board shall be 
appointed by the Governor, by and 
with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, and all existing laws relating 
to institutions above mentioned, and 
to their supervision and inspection, in 
so far as such laws are not incon- 
sistent with the provisions of the Con- 
stitution, shall remain in force, and 
that the Legislature may confer upon 
the Board any additional powers. It 
further provides that while payments 
by counties, cities, towns and villages 
to charitable, eleemosynary, correc- 
tional or reformatory institutions, 
wholly or partly under private con- 
trol, for care, support and mainte- 
nance, may be authorized by shall not

The Commissioners comprising the 
Board are eleven in number, and are 
appointed for the term of eight years, 
one from each judicial district of the 
State, one additional member from the 
county of Kings, and three additional 
members from the county of New 
York.

The principal duties of the Board 
are to visit, inspect and maintain gen- 
eral supervision of all institutions, so- 
cieties or associations which are of a 
charitable, eleemosynary, correctional 
or reformatory character, whether 
State or municipal, incorporated or not 
incorporated, made subject to its super- 
vision by the Constitution and statutes. 
Other duties are to frame rules for 
the reception and retention of inmates 
and to approve or disapprove the or- 
ganization and incorporation of all in- 
stitutions which are or shall be sub- 
ject to the supervision and inspection 
of the Board. 

The chief officers of the Board are 
a president and a_ vice-president, 
elected annually from its members. 

Each Commissioner receives as com-

in a year to any Commissioner, and is 
also paid his expenses while engaged,

STATE COMMISSION OF PRISONS. 


’ By article VIII of the Constitution, 
adopted in 1894, the State Commission 
of Prisons was created and given 
power of visitation and inspection over 
all institutions for the confinement or 
detention of adult males convicted of 
or charged with crimes, and the Legis- 
lature was directed to enact laws to 
earry the provisions into effect. Chap- 
ter 12, Laws of 1901, provided that 
the Governor should appoint (with the 
advice and consent of the Senate) three 
Commissioners, designating one of such 
members as the president. The Com- 
missioners have a term of four years. 
By this law the general duties of the 
Commissioners are to inspect all 
prisons, jails and places for detention 
of adult males convicted of or charged 
with criminal offenses, or as witnesses; 
to approve of plans for buildings for 
such purpose, and aid in the improve- 
ment and construction; to investigate 
fully the management of such insti- 
tutions, and the conduct of the officials 
thereof, with all the powers of ref- 


erees appointed by the Supreme Court 
to compel the testimony of witnesses 
and production of books and papers, 
their powers to be also enforced by 
order of the Supreme Court; to recom- 
mend a system for the employment of 
convicts in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Revised Constitution; to 
diversify the various industries proper 
in providing supplies for the State and 
political divisions thereof, and the in- 
stitutions of the State and _ political 
divisions thereof, and distribute such 
industries among the penal institu- 
tions; to annually procure estimates. 
of all supplies required, and make 
rules for the diversification of indus- 
tries and requisitions for supplies from 
public institutions; to procure statistics 
of the inmates of all institutions sub- 
ject to their visitation, and of the 
property, receipts and disbursements 
on account thereof; and to annually 
report to the Legislature all details 
of their work, with such information 
as they deem proper. 
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The officers of the Commission 
are a president, a vice-president and 
a secretary, elected annually, and the 
Commission is authorized to employ 
a clerk, a stenographer and a general 
office assistant. The president re- 
ceives a salary of $2,500; the other 


Commissioners receive their necessary 
expenses incurred in the discharge of 
their duties as such Commissioners.

SUPERINTENDENT OF STATE PRISONS. 


The Superintendent of State Prisons ; 


receives his appointment from the 
Governor (by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate), and holds office 
for the term of five years. He has 
general supervision of the State 
prisons, and of the convicts therein, 
and the discipline, police, contracts 
and penal concerns thereof, subject to 
existing laws. He appoints the agents 
and wardens, physicians and chaplains 
of the prisons, and also the State 
Agent for Discharged Convicts. The 
agent and warden appoints the other 


officers, except the clerk, subject co the 
approval of the Superintendent. The 
Comptroller appoints the clerks of the 
prisons.

BOARD OF RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS. 


Three Railroad Commissioners are 
appointed by the Governor (by and 
with the advice and consent of the 
Senate), who hold office for the term 
of five years. They have general 
supervision of all railroads in the 
State, as to the manner in which the 
roads are operated with reference to 
the security and accommodation of the 
public. The Commissioners inyesti- 
gate all accidents resulting in loss of 
life or injury to persons, and have the 
power to examine the books and affairs 


of any railroad corporation in the 


State. All such corporations report to 
the Board, and digests thereof are 
made which, with other information, 
is annually transmitted to the Legis- 
lature. The Commissioners each re- 
ceive an annual salary of $8,000. The 
Board employs a Secretary and neces- 
sary clerks. The office is one of re- 
cord and its expenses are paid by the 
railroads operated in the State. The 
seal of the office is the Arms of the 
State surrounded by the inscription, 
“State of New York — Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners.”

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STATE TAX COMMISSIONERS. 


The Governor (by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate) ap- 
points three State Tax Commissioners, 
who hold office for the term of three 
years. The State Tax Commissioners 
must visit officially every county in the 
State, at least once in two years, and 
prepare a written digest of such facts 
as they may deem most important for 
aiding the Board of Hqualization of 
Assessments in the discharge of its 
duties. The State Tax Commissioners 
and the Commissioners of the Land 


Office constitute the State Board of 
Equalization of Assessments, the duty 
of which is to equalize the State tax 
among the several counties of the State 
and fix the amount of real and per- 
sonal estate on which the State tax 
shall be levied in each county.

COMMISSIONER OF AGRICULTURE. 


Chapter 338, Laws of 1893, provides 
for the appointment by the Governor 
(by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate) of a Commissioner of 
Agriculture, for a term of three years, 
at an annual salary of $4,000, and his 
necessary expenses, not to exceed 
$500. He may appoint a Director of 
Farmers’ Institutes, and such clerks

FOREST, FISH AND GAME COMMISSIONER. 


The Governor, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate, ap- 
pointed a Forest, Fish and Game Com- 
missioner whose term of office is four 
years, at an annual salary of $5,000 
and necessary expenses; also two as- 
sociate Commissioners to serve until 
January 1, 1903, without salary, but 
with necessary expenses. After Janu- 
ary 1, 1903, the Commissioner was to 
appoint a deputy at a salary of $2,500 
and necessary expenses. The Commis- 
sioner and the deputy each give a bond 
in the sum of $10,000 with sureties ap- 
proved by the Comptroller. The func- 
tions of the Forest Preserve Board, 
which was merged with the Forest, 
Fish and Game Commission under a 
law, were vested in the Commission, 
and after January 1, 1903, the Gover- 
nor it was declared could designate 
two Commissioners of the Land Office 
to act with the Forest, Fish and Game 
Commission in acquiring forest lands 


for the State, with all the powers 
formerly possessed by the Forest Pre- 
serve Board, but no lands can be pur- 
chased without the consent of the Goy- 
ernor. The Commissioner has charge of 
the propagation and distribution of 
food and game, fish and shellfish to 
supply the waters of the State; of the 
several hatchery stations from which 
the artificially propagated fish are sup- 
plied; of the enforcement of the laws 
for the protection of the fish and 
game of the State, and of the forest 
lands and many islands in Lake 
George; of the lands under water 
mapped out as oyster beds, and of the 
granting of franchises for such lands, 
and of the suppression of forest fires. 
He reports to the Legislature annually, 
making such recommendations as he 
deems proper. He appoints the neces- 
sary officials and employes to earry 
out the provisions of the law and re- 
quirements of his office.

CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION. 


The New York Civil Service Com- 
mission is composed of three Commis- 
sioners appointed by the Governor (by 
and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate). The term of office of the Com- 
missioners is not fixed by statute. The 
Commission is charged with the duty 
of aiding the Governor in the prepa- 
ration of suitable rules with which 
to test, by practical and competitive 
examinations, the capacity and fitness 
of applicants for employment in the 
public service of the State, and of 
those therein as well, to the end that 
appointments and promotions shall be 
made on the basis of merit and com-

DEPARTMENT OF EXCISE. 


The Liquor Tax Law, passed March 
23, 1896, abolished all local boards of 
excise then existing in the State, and 
created a State Commissioner of Hx- 
cise with State control of the liquor 
traffic under a new system of taxation, 
the rates of which for localities are 
fixed by the law. 

The Commissioner is appointed by 
the Governor for a term of five years 
and confirmed by the Senate. His 
salary is $5,000. He appoints one 
general deputy and three _ special 
deputies, one each for Hrie, Kings and 
New York counties. These special 
deputies, together with the County 
Treasurers in all other counties, under 
the direction of the commissioner, issue 
the liquor tax certificates and collect 
the pay therefor. 

The money collected, together with 
receipts for fines, penalties, forfeitures 
and transfers, is payable within ten 


days, one-third to the State and two- 
thirds to the city or town from which 
it is collected. 

The Commissioner designates, when 
necessary, attorneys to act with 
County Treasurer in actions brought 
under the act. He also appoints not 
exceeding sixty special agents, whose 
duty it is, under the direction of the 
Commissioner, to assist in enforcing 
the law for the collection of liquor 
taxes and penalties, 

The Special Deputy Commissioners 
in New York, Brooklyn and Buffalo 
are paid salaries by the State. The 
county treasurers are paid by fees, one- 
third by the State and two-thirds by 
the cicy or town for whose benefit the 
tax is collected. The tax paid by com- 
mon carriers is collected by the State 
Commissioner, and goes wholly to the 
State,

The Governor (by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate) ap- 
points the Health Officer of the Port 
of New York, who holds office for the 
term of four years. No person is 
eligible for appointment, except a 
doctor of medicine of good standing of 
at least ten years’ experience in the 
practice of his profession and prac- 
tically familiar with quarantine dis- 


eases. The Health Officer has ¥eneral 
superintendence and control of the 
quarantine establishment, and the 
care and treatment of the sick. He 
appoints two deputies and a resident 
physician of the Swinburne Island 
Hospital, for whose conduct he is re- 
sponsible; and also appoints nurses, 
boatmen and other employes, and, in 
conjunction with the Quarantine Com- 
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missioners, licenses lightermen, steve- 
dores, laborers and other employes. 
He receives fees fixed by law for his 
services, out of which he is required to 
pay the salaries of all employes neces- 
sary for the performance of the duties 
imposed upon him, and for the carry- 
ing on of the quarantine establish- 


ment, except the salaries of the Com- 
missioners of Quarantine. To the 
latter he makes annual reports of the 
condition of the quarantine establish- 
ment. 

The Health Officer shall be entitled 
to receive a total compensation of 
$12,500 per annum.

PORT WARDENS. 


The Governor (by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate) ap- 
points nine Port Wardens, who hold 
office for the term of three years, also 
one Special Port Warden, who holds 
office for two years. The Port 
Wardens have exclusive cognizance of 
all matters relating to the surveys of 
vessels and their cargoes arriving at 
the Port of New York in distress, or 
damaged in that port, and are the 
judges of the fitness of the cargo to be 
reshipped to its port of destination. 


They specify the amount of damage 
which has occurred, and are the judges 
of the repairs necessary to render such 
vessel again seaworthy, or of the 
safety of the vessel and cargo on the 
intended voyage. The Board of Port 
Wardens transmit a full and accurate 
account of their receipts and expendi- 
tures to the State Comptroller each 
year. The compensation of the 
Wardens is provided for by fees col- 
lected from ship owners.

STATE COMMISSION IN LUNACY. 


‘By the adontion in 1894 of the new 
Constitution, which took effect on 
January 1, 1895, the State Commis- 
sion in Lunacy became a constitutional 
body, vested with exclusive jurisdic- 
tion over all institutions for the care 
and treatment of the insane, epileptics

(by and with the consent of the Sen- 
ate) for terms of six years, the term of 
one Commissioner expiring at the end 
of each six years. It is the duty of the 
Commission to examine into the condi- 
tion of all institutions for the insane, 
public and private; to inquire into 
methods of management and govern- 
ment; to examine the condition of 
buildings, grounds and other property, 
and into all matters pertaining to the 
efficiency and usefulness of the insti- 
tutions. No private institution for the 
insane can lawfully exist without a 
license from the Commission. By 
chapter 214 of the Laws of 1893, the 
Commission is given supervision over 
the expenditures of all State hospitals 
for the insane; no expenditures can 
now be made by these institutions ex- 
cept upon monthly estimates, which 
must be submitted to the Commission 
for revision and approval. By chapter 
358 of the Laws of 1894, the addi- 
tional power was conferred on the 
Commission of supervising the ex- 
penditure of moneys by the State 
hospitals under special appropriations. 
The foregoing provisions were con- 
solidated and re-enacted by chapter 
545, Laws of 1896, known as the In- 
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whose duty it shall be to secure from 
friends and relatives of patients who 
are legally liable for the cost of their 
support and are able to reimburse the 
State therefor, in whole or in part, the 
cost. of such support. The State 
hospitals are now required to report to 
the Commission annually, and the 
Commission is required to report to 
the Legislature. One Commissioner 
is required to be a physician, a citizen 
of the State, a graduate of a legally 
chartered medical college, of at least 
ten years’ experience in the actual 
practice of his profession, and who has 
had experience in the care and treat- 
ment of the insane, or in the manage- 
ment of institutions for the insane. 
He is by law the President of the 
Commission, and receives a salary of 
$5,000. The second Commissioner is 
required to be a lawyer of at least ten 
years’ standing, a citizen of the State, 
and receives a salary of $5,000. The 
third Commissioner shall be a layman, 
and he receives a salary of $5,000. 
Hach Commissioner receives $1,200 
per annum in lieu of his traveling and 
other incidental expenses.

THE COURT OF APPEALS. 


The Court of Appeals succeeded the 
Court for the Trial of Impeachments and 
the Correction of Errors, so far as the 
correction of errors is concerned. As 
first organized, under the Constitution 
of 1846, it was composed of eight judges, 
four of whom were chosen by the 
electors of the State for a term of eight 
years, and four were elected from the 
class of Justices of the Supreme Court 
having the shortest time to serve. The 
Judges elected by the people were so 
elassified that an election occurred every 
odd year. The Judges selected from 
the Supreme Court were taken each 
even year from the first, third, fifth and 
seventh districts, and each odd year 
from the second, fourth, sixth and 
eighth districts, and served one year. 
The Judge elected by the State at large 
having the shortest term to serve, acted 
as Chief Judge. The Clerk was elected 
by the people for the term of three years, 
The Reporter was appointed by the 
Governor, Lieutenant-Governor and At- 
torney-General for three years. 

The article in relation to the Jndi- 
ciary, framed by the Convention of 


1867-68, reorganized the Court of Ap- 
peals. This article was approved by 
the people at the general election held 
in 1869. In accordance with its provis 
ions, the Court of Appeals is now com: 
posed of a Chief Judge and six Asso- 
ciate Judges, who ‘“‘hold their office 
for the term of fourteen years, from and 
including the first day of January after 
their election,” which was the year 1871. 
The first Judges were elected at a 
special election held in 1870. At the 
first election of Judges each elector 
voted for the Chief Judge and four only 
of the Associate Justices. Vacancies 
are to be filled at the next general elec 
tion happening not less than three 
months after such vacancy occurs, and 
until so filled, by the Governor and Sen 
ate, or by the Governor alone, if the 


| Senate is not in session. 


Judges are prohibited, by the Constt- 
tion, from holding any other office or 
place of public trust; from exercising 
any power of appointment to public 
office and from practicing as attorney or 
counselor, or acting as referee. They 
are removable by concurrent resolution 
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of both Houses of the Legislature, if 
two-thirds of all members elected to 
each branch concur therein. 

The court is almost continually in 
session, taking recess as it may from 
time to time order. 

The court has full power to correct or 
reverse the decisions of the Supreme 
Court. Five Judges constitute a quo- 
rum, and the concurrence of four is 
necessary to pronounce a judgment. If 
such concurrence be not had, the case 
must be reheard; but no more than two 
rehearings can be had, and if then four 
judges do not concur, the judgment of 
the court below is affirmed. The Legis- 
Jature may authorize the judgments, 
decrees and decisions of any inferior 
local court of record established ina 
city, having original civil jurisdiction, 
to be removed for review directly into 
the Court of Appeals. 


The salary of the Chief Judge of the 
Court of Appeals is $10,500, and of the 
Associate Judges $10,000. 

A Clerk is appointed by the Court to 

- hold office during its pleasure. He gives 
a bond to the people of the State in the 
penalty of $25,000, with two sufficient 
sureties, for the faithful performance of 
his duties, which bond is filed with the 
Comptroller. He appoints a deputy, by 
writing under his hand and seal, who 
takes the oath of office, and acts as 
Clerk in case of a vacancy, or when the 
Clerk is absent, or incapaple of perform 
ing the duties. The salary of the Clerk 
is $5,000.

THE JUDICIARY SYSTEM. 


The new Constitution, adopted in 
November, 1894, completely changed 
the judicial system of the State. The 
most notable changes were its eleva- 
tion of the Supreme Court in rank; 
and the lessening of the amount of 
work thrown upon the Court of Ap- 
peals. Thus the Court of Appeals was 
confined to questions of law, and a 
new court was created, known as the 
Appellate Supreme Court, to deal with 
questions of fact. The new Constitu- 
tion provided that this change in the 
judiciary system should not go in effect 
until January 1, 1896. The new Consti- 
tution made the following provisions: 

First: It provided for a court for the 
trial of impeachments when preferred 
by the Legislature or the Governor. 
This Court of Impeachment will con- 
sist of the Lieutenant-Governor, the 
State Senators and the Judges of the 
Court of Appeals. 

Secondly: A Court of Appeals, con- 
sisting of a Chief Judge and six Asso- 
ciate Judges, elected by the people of 
the whole State, to hold their offices 
for the term of 14 years. The salary 
of the Chief Judge is $10,500, and of 


the Associate Judges $10,000, with an 
allowance of $2,000 each for expenses. 
This court is to have jurisdiction to 
hear and determine appeals from the 
orders or judgments of the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court, and, 
except where the judgment is of death, 
it is limited to the review of questions 
of law. The Appellate Division, in 
any department, may allow an appeal 
upon any question of law which, in its 
opinion, ought to be reviewed by the 
Court of Appeals. The Constitution 
also says, ‘‘ No unanimous decision of 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court, that there is evidence support- 
ing or tending to sustain a finding of 
fact, or a verdict not directed by the 
court, shall be reviewed by the Court 
ef Appeals, except where the judg- 
ment is of death.” The Legislature 
is authorized to further restrict the 
jurisdiction of the court and the right 
to appeal thereto; but the right of 
appeal is not to depend on the amount 
involved. These provisions do not 
take effect until January 1, 1896. 
Thirdly: The Supreme Court, which 
is to have general jurisdiction in law 
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and equity. It is to be composed of 46 
Justices, now in office, to which num- 
ber will be added 12. additional Justices, 
to be elected in November, 1895, and 
the Judges of the Superior Court of 
the city of New York, the Court of 
Common Pleas of New York, the 
Superior Court of Buffalo and the City 
Court of Brooklyn—18 in all—and 
which, after January 1, 1896, will 
make a judicial force, in the Supreme 
Court, of 76 Judges. The courts last 
named are abolished from and after 
January 1, 1896, and their jurisdiction 
is transferred to the Supreme Court. 
The Judges of these courts will there- 
after become Justices of the Supreme 
Court. They can only sit in, and their 
salaries will be paid by, the counties 
in which they were elected or 
appointed. The new Constitution 
abolishes Circuit Courts and Courts of 
Oyer and Terminer, and, after Decem- 
ber 81, 1895, their jurisdiction will be 
vested in the Supreme Court. The 
State, the new Constitution says, is to 
be divided into four judicial depart- 
ments. The first is to be composed of 
the county of New York and the others, 
to be divided by the Legislature, must 
be bounded by county lines and be 
compact and equal in population as 
nearly as may be. Judicial depart- 
ments, the Constitution says, may be 
altered once in 10 years, but without 
increasing the number. The Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court shallcon- 
sist of seven Justices in the first depart- 
ment and five in each of the other 
departments. The present General 
Terms of the Supreme Court, and of 
the local courts above named, are 
abolished, and their jurisdiction is 
transferred to the Appellate Division. 
Justices of the Supreme Court are 
elected for a term of 14 years. They 
are paid an annual salary of $7,200. 
A Judge or Justice whose term of 
office has been abridged by limitation 
of age may, with his consent, be 
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assigned by the Governor to any duty 
in the Supreme Court, while his com- 
pensation is continued. 

Fourthly: The County Courts are 
continued by the new Constitution 
with original jurisdiction in actions 
for the recovery of money only where 
the defendants reside in the county 
and in which the complainant demands 
judgment for a sum not exceeding 
$2,000. The Legislature is given the 
power to enlarge or restrict the juris- 
diction of the County Courts, but not 
beyond the limit of $2,000. County 
Judges are to hold their offices for six 
years. Courts of Sessions are abolished 
except in the county of New York. 
Kings county is to have two County 
Judges. 

Fifthly: Surrogates’ Courts are con- 
inued with the jurisdiction now con- 
ferred upon such courts by law. Sur- 
rogates hold their offices for six years. 
In counties having a population 
exceeding 40,000 the Legislature may 
provide for the election of a separate 
officer to be Surrogate. 

Sixthly: District and Justices’ Courts 
are continued with limited jurisdic- 
tion. The Legislature is also given 
the power to establish inferior local 
courts of civil and criminal jurisdic- 
tion, but they can not be courts of 
record, nor possess any equity juris- 
diction. No one shall be eligible to 
the office of Judge of the Court of 
Appeals, Justice of the Supreme Court, 
or, except in the county of Hamilton, 
to the office of County Judge or Sur- 
rogate who is not an attorney or 
counselor of this State. Judges of the 
Court of Appeals, Justices of the 
Supreme Court, and County Judges or 
Surrogates in counties having a pop- 
ulation exceeding 120,000, can not 
practice as attorneys or counselors in 
any court of record in the State, or 
act as referees. Courts of Special 
Sessions are continued with the same 
jurisdiction as heretofore.

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THE NEW CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICTS. 
CHAP. 591. 


AN ACT dividing the state into congressional districts. 


Became a law, April 27, 1901, with the approval of the Governor. Passed, 
three-fifths being present. 


The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly, 
do enact as follows: 


Section 1. For the election of representatives in congress of the United States 
this state shall be and is hereby divided into thirty-seven districts, namely: 

First district The counties of Suffolk, Nassau and the third, fourth and 
fifth wards of the borough of Queens, county of Queens, shall compose the first 
district, 

Second district.— The fourteenth, fifteenth, sixteenth, seventeenth and eigh- 
teenth wards of the borough of Brooklyn in the county of Kings and also that 
portion of the twenty-seventh ward +yunded on the north by the line dividing 
Kings and Queens counties from Flushing avenue to Jefferson street, Jefferson 
street south to Evergreen avenue, west to Noll street, south to Bushwick ave- 
nue, east to Arion place, south to Broadway, west to Flushing avenue, and 
north to point of beginning, shall compose the second district. 

Third district The thirteenth, nineteenth and twenty-first wards of the 
borough of Brooklyn in the county of Kings and also that portion of the 
twenty-seventh ward bounded on the north by the line dividing Kings and 
Queens counties from Jefferson street to Stockholm street, south to Bushwick 
avenue, east to Kosciusko street, south to Broadway, west to Arion place, 
north to Bushwick avenue, west to Noll street, north to Evergreen avenue, east 
to Jefferson street, and north to point of beginning; and also that part of the 
twenty-third ward bounded on the north by Lafayette avenue, from Bedford 
avenue to Stuyvesant avenue, south to Bainbridge street, west to Sumner ave- 
nue, north to McDonough street, west to Tompkins avenue, south to Fulton 
street, west to New York avenue, south to Atlantic avenue, west to Franklin 
avenue, north to Brevoort place, east to Bedford avenue and north to point of 
beginning, shall compose the third district. 

Fourth district The twenty-sixth, twenty-eighth, thirty-first and thirty- 
second wards of the borough of Brooklyn in the county of Kings and also that 
portion of the twenty-fifth ward bounded on the north by Broadway, from 
Howard avenue to boundary line of the twenty-sixth ward, south to Atlantic 
avenue, west to Howard avenue, north to Fulton street, west to Howard avenue 
and north to point of beginning, shall compose the fourth district.

Highth district Richmond county, the first assembly district of the county 
of New York, that portion of the second assembly district of the county of 
New York, bounded on the north by Canal street from Broadway to the 
Bowery; on the south by the East river; on the east by the Bowery from 
Canal street to Chatham square, to Catherine street, to the East river; on 
the west by Whitehall street from the East river to Broadway, to Wall 
street, to William street, to Fulton street, to Broadway, to Canal street; the 
third assembly district of the county of New York; that portion of the fourth 
assembly district of the county of New York, bounded on the north by Monroe 
street from Catherine street to Mechanic alley, on the south by the East river, 
on the east by Mechanic alley from Monroe street to Cherry street to Market 
slip, to the East river: on the west by Catherine street from the East river to 
Monroe street; and the sixth assembly district of the county of New York, 
shall compose the eighth district.

Twenty-fourth district— The counties of Delaware, Otsego, Ulster and 
Schoharie shall compose the twenty-fourth district. 

Twenty-fifth district.— The counties of Fulton, Hamilton, Montgomery, War- 
ren and Saratoga shall compose the twenty-fifth district. : 

Twenty-sixth district— The counties of Clinton, Essex, Franklin and Saint 
Lawrence shall compose the twenty-sixth district. 

Twenty-seventh district The counties of Herkimer and Oneida shall com- 
pose the twenty-seventh district. 

Twenty-eighth district— The counties of Jefferson, Lewis and Oswego shall

§ 2. The words assembly district when used in this act refer to assembly 
districts as at present constituted. Whenever the word ward or wards is used 
in this act it shall be understood to refer to the ward or wards as constituted 
at the time of the passage of this act. 

§ 3. This act shall take effect immediately. 
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THE SENATE RULES FOR 1903. 


Order of Business, 

Ruiz 1. The President shall take 
the chair at the hour to which the 
Senate shall have adjourned, and a 
quorum being present, the Journal of 
the preceding day shall be read, to 
the end that any mistakes therein 
may be corrected. After the reading 
and approving of the Journal the 
order of business shall be as follows: 


1. The presentation of petitions. 

2. Introduction of bills, by districts, 

in their numerical order. 

8. Messages from the Assembly. 

4. Messages from the Governor. 

5. Reports of standing committees. 

6. Reports of select committees. 

7. Communications and reports from 

State officers. 

8. Third reading of bills. 

9. Motions and resolutions. 

. Special orders. 

. General orders; but messages from 
the Governor and Assembly and 
communications and _ reports 
from State officers may be re- 
ceived at any time, and the 
committees on rules, engrossed 
bills, revision, and privileges 
and elections, when the report 
involves the right of a Senator 
to his seat, may report at any 
time, and it shall always be in 
order to call up for consideration 
a report from the committee on 
rules. 

Of the President, 
RULE 2. (1) The President shall pre- 
serve order and decorum; in case of 
disturbance or disorderly conduct in 
the lobby or galleries, he may cause 
the same to be cleared; he shall decide 
all questions of order, subject to ap- 
peal to the Senate. On every appeal 


he shall have the right, in his place, 
to assign his reasons for his decision; 
he shall appoint all committees, except 
when the Senate shall otherwise order. 
When the Senate shall be ready to go 
into committee of the whole, he shall 
name a chairman to preside therein. 

(2) He shall assign to the doorkeepers 
their respective duties and stations. 

(3) Immediately upon the final pas- 
sage of any bill by the Senate, he shall 
certify that the same has been duly 
passed, with the date thereof, together 
with the fact whether passed as a 
majority, three-fifths or two-thirds 
bill, as required by the Constitution 
and Laws of the State, and deliver 
said bill to the Clerk. 


Of the Temporary President 

RULE 8. The Temporary President, 
when acting as President, shall be in- 
vested with all the powers and duties 
conferred by these rules upon the 
President. 

Of the Clerk. 

RULE 4. (1) It shall be the duty of 
the Clerk to have the Journal of each 
day’s proceedings printed, and copies 
thereof placed on the files-of the Presi- 
dent, Senators and reporters within 
three days after approval by the 
Senate. 

(2) Heshall also furnish each Senator 
daily with a printed list of the general 
orders, which shall be kept on file by 
the superintendent of documents, in 
the same manner as other documents, 
and he shall also prepare a daily 
calendar of all bills, engrossed or 
printed, for a final reading, and place 
and keep the same, together with 
printed copies of such bills, on the 
desk of each Senator; he shall see that 
all bills shall be acted upon by the 
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Senate in the order in which they are 
reported and stand upon the calendar, 
unless otherwise ordered by two-thirds 
of the Senate. 

(8) He shall present to the Governor, 
and enter upon the Journals, such 
bills as shall have originated in the 
Senate and been passed by both 
Houses. 

(4) He shall designate what persons 
are entitled to admission to the floor 
as reporters for the public press, not 
exceeding 30 in number, but no 
person shall be entitled to the privi- 
leges of the floor of the Senate as a 
legislative reporter of a newspaper 
who is interested in pending or con- 
templated legislation, or who is em- 
ployed to or receives compensation for 
influencing legislation. 

Of the Sergeant-at-Arms, 

Rue 5. The Sergeant-at-Arms, ex- 
cept when absent in the discharge of 
his duties, shall be in constant attend- 
ance upon the sessions of the Senate, 
and, under the direction of the Presi- 
dent, aid in enforcing order on the 
floor of the Senate, in the lobbies, and 
in the rooms adjoining the Senate 
Chamber, and also see that no person 
remains on the floor unless entitled 
to the privileges of the same. 


Of the Rights and Duties of Senators. 

Rue 6. (1) A Senator presenting a 
paper shall indorse the same; if a 
petition, memorial, or report to the 
Legislature, with a brief statement of 
the subject of its contents, adding his 
name; if a notice or resolution, with 
his name; if a report of a committee, 
a statement of such report, with the 
name of the committee and Senator 
making the same. 

(2) Senators shall not speak to each 
other or otherwise interrupt the busi- 
ness of the Senate, or read any news- 
paper while the Journal or public 
papers are being read; or walk out of 
or across the chamber when the Presi- 
dent is putting a question, or, when a 
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| Senator is speaking, pass between him 


and the Chair, 

(8) A Senator rising to debate or to 
present a petition or other paper, to 
give a notice, make a motion or report, 
shall address the President and shall 
not proceed further until recognized 
by the Chair; he shall speak on the 
same subject but twice the same day 
without leave of the Senate; and 
where two or more Senators address 
the Chair, the President shall name 
the Senator who is first to speak. 

(4) Every Senator shall be present 
within the Senate Chamber during the 
sessions of the Senate, unless duly ex- 
cused or necessarily prevented, and 
shall vote on each question stated from 
the Chair unless excused by the Sen- 
ate, or unless he has a direct personal 
or pecuniary interest in the event of 
such question. If any Senator refuses 
to vote, unless he be excused by the 
Senate, or unless he be interested, such 
refusal shall be deemed a contempt. 

(5) A Senator desiring to be excused 
from voting may, when his name 
is called, make a brief statement, not 
occupying over five minutes, of the 
reasons for making such request, and 
the question on excusing him shall 
then be taken without debate, and any 
Senator desiring to explain his vote 
upon a bill, may, when his name is 
called, be allowed a like opportunity. 

(6) In case a less number than a 
quorum of the Senate shall convene, 
those present are authorized to send the 
Sergeant-at-Arms, or any other person, 
for the absent Senators. 

(7) In all cases of absence of Sen- 
ators during the sessions of the Senate, 
the Senators present may take such 
measures as they deem necessary to 
secure the presence of the absentees, 
and in addition to suspension for a 
given period, may inflict such censure 
or penalty as they may deem just on 
those who shall not render sufficient 
excuse for their absence. 
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Rute 7. There shall be the following 
standing committees: 

To consist of eleven members 
each: — Finance; Judiciary; Affairs of 
cities. 

To consist of nine members each: — 
Canals; Commerce and navigation; 
Codes; Insurance; Railroads; Taxation 
and retrenchment. 

To consist of seven members each:— 
Banks; Forest, fish and game laws; 
Internal affairs of towns and counties; 
Military affairs; Miscellaneous corpora- 
tions; Public education; Public health; 
Penal institutions; Revision. 

To consist of five members each: — 
Affairs of villages; Agriculture; 
Printed and engrossed bills; Indian 
affairs; Trade and manufactures; 
Privileges and elections; Public print- 
ing; Roads and bridges. 

To consist of three members:—Rules. 

Rute &. It shall be the duty of the 
Committee on Public Printing to ex- 
amine and report on all questions of 
printing referred to them, and every 
motion to.print any petition, resolu- 
tion, report, bill, message or other 
manuscript, except as provided in the 
joint rules, shall be referred to such 
committee. They shall, when practi- 
cable, report the approximate cost of 
all extra printing, and report to the 
Senate, from time to time, any 
measure they shall deem useful for 
the economical and proper manage- 
ment of the public printing. 

RULE 9. The Committee on Printed 
and Engrossed Bills shall examine all 
bills, amendments and _ resolutions 
which are required to be printed or 
engrossed, before they go out of the 
possession of the Senate, and make re- 
port when they find them correctly 
printed or engrossed before they are 
read the third time; they shall also 
compare such amendments as may be 
made in the Assembly to Senate bills, 
and that are concurred in by the 
Senate after they shall have been re- 


printed or re-engrossed in the Senate, 
for the purpose of seeing if they are 
correctly printed or engrossed. And 
no bill shall be passed unless it shall 
have been printed and upon the desk 
of each Senator in its final form at 
least three calendar legislative days 
prior to its final passage, unless the 
Governor or acting Governor shall 
have certified to the necessity of its 
immediate passage, under his hand 
and the seal of the State, nor unless 
the Committee on Printed and En- 
grossed Bills shall have reported that 
such bill is correctly printed or en- 
grossed. All bills recalled from the 
Governor for the purpose of amend- 
ment, if amended, and all Senate bills 
amended by the Assembly, and re- 
turned to the Senate for its concur- 
rence, and all bills amended by the 
report of a conference committee, 
shall be subjected to the provisions of 
this rule, and the second clause of 
Rule 4. 

RULE 10. The Committee on Revision 
shall examine and correct bills referred 
to it, for the purpose of avoiding repe-' 
titions and insuring accuracy in the text 
and references. It shall also report 
whether the object sought to be ac- 
complished can be secured without a 
special act under existing laws, or by 
enactment of a general law. 

RULE 11. Every report of a com- 
mittee upon a bill which shall not be 
considered at the time of making the 
same, or laid on the table by a vote of 
the Senate, shall stand upon the gen- 
eral orders with the bill and be entered 
upon the Journal. 


Of General Orders and Special Orders, 

RULE 12. The matters referred to the 
committee of the whole Senate shall 
constitute the general orders, and the 
business of the general orders shall be 
taken up as follows, viz.: When che 
Chairman named by the President has 
taken the chair, the Clerk shall an- 
nounce the title of each bill, with the 
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printed number, or other matter, as it 
shall be reached in its order, when it 
may be taken up on the motion of any 
Senator without the putting of any 
question therefor, and be considered 
immediately, and so on until the cal- 
endar is exhausted, or a motion is car- 
ried that the committee rise. Any bill 
not so moved shall lose its preference 
for the day. 

RULE 13. Whenever any bill or other 
matter is made a special order for a 
particular day, and it shall not be com- 
pleted on that day, it shall retain its 
place in the general orders for another 
day; and when a special order is un- 
der consideration, it shall take pre- 
cedence of any special order for a 
subsequent hour of the same day ; 
but such subsequent special order may 
be taken up immediately after the 
previous special order has been dis- 
posed of. 


Of the Committee of the Whole. 

RULE 14. The rules of the Senate 
shall be observed in the committee of 
the whole, so far as they may be ap- 
plicable, except limiting the number 
of times of speaking, and except that 
the ayes and noes shall not be taken. 
Such committee may strike out the 
enacting clause of a bill and report 
that fact to the Senate; and if the re- 
port be agreed to by the Senate, it shall 
be deemed a rejection of the bill. 

Ruz 15. Bills committed to a com- 
mittee of the whole Senate shall, in 
committee of the whole, be read 
through by sections. The report shall 
state whether or not said bill has been 
amended in committee of the whole. 
After the report the bill shall be subject 
to debate and amendment before the 
question to print or engross it is put; 
but such amendments only shall be in 
order as were offered and decided in 
the committee of the whole Senate, 
except by unanimous consent. 

Rute 16. A motion that the commit- 
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tee rise and report progress on any bill 
shall always be in order, and shall be 
decided without debate. 


Of Bills. 

RULE 17. Every bill shall be intro- 
duced by a Senator in his place, or on 
the report of a committee, or by mes- 
sage from the Assembly, and after its 
first and second reading, unless other- 
wise ordered by the Senate, shall be 
referred to a standing or select com- 
mittee, to consider and report thereon. 
No private bill shall be introduced by 
a Senator, or on the report of a com- 
mittee, unless accompanied by a 
memorial or petition signed and veri- 
fied by the party or parties praying for 
the passage of the same, except by 
order of the Senate. 

Every bill introduced by a Senator 
shall be in duplicate and shall have in- 
dorsed thereon a statement of its title, 
with his name. 

Rue 18. When a bill shall be re- 
ported by a committee of the whole, 
and not otherwise disposed of, the ques- 
tion shall be, ‘“‘Shall the report be 
agreed to?”? And when the report of 
such committee, if favorable, shall be 
agreed to and the bill not otherwise 
disposed of, the bill shall be ordered 
printed or engrossed for a third read- 
ing. Upon such question the merits 
of the bill may be debated, and a 
motion to commit or recommit, or to 
amend, as provided in the fourteenth 
rule, or lay on the table, or to postpone 
to a future day, shall be in order. If 
such question be decided in the nega- 
tive, such bills shall be deemed lost. 

Rue 19. Every bill shall receive 
three readings previous to its being 
passed, and the President shall give 
notice at each, whether it be the first, 
second or third. No bill shall be 
amended or committed until it shall 
have been twice read, and no bill shall 
be read a third time out of its regular 
order, unless on a vote of two-thirds of 
all the Senators present voting; and all 
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resolutions which propose any amend- 
ment of the Constitution shall be 
treated in the form of proceedings on 
them, in a similar manner with bills, 
and no bills shall be ordered to a third 
reading without having been acted 
upon in committee of the whole. 

RuLE 20. After a bill or resolution 
to amend the Constitution shall be 
ordered to a third reading, no motion 
to amend the same shall be in order 
without unanimous consent; but any 
such bill or resolution may be com- 
mitted prior to the final reading 
thereof. 

RuLE 21. When any bill requiring 
the concurrence of two-thirds of the 
Senators is under consideration, such 
concurrence shall not be requisite ex- 
cept on the question of its final 
passage. 

RULE 22. The question on the final 
passage of every bill shall be taken 
by ayes and noes, which shall be 
entered on the Journal, and unless the 
bill receives the number of votes re- 
quired by the Constitution to pass it, 
it shall be declared lost, except in 
cases provided for by the twenty-fifth 
rule, and such question shall be taken 
immediately after the third reading 
and without debate. 

RULE 23. When a bill is introduced 
and when printed amending an exist- 
ing law, the new matter shall be 
underscored, and all portions of the 
law proposed to be omitted shall be 
included in brackets. Every bill, 
immediately upon its introduction, 
shall be printed and placed on the 
files of the Senators. It shall retain 
its original printed number when re- 
printed, together with its new number 
thereafter, during all stages of its prog- 
ress. All bills reported favorably or 
for consideration, if reported with 
amendments, shall be immediately re- 
printed; the new matter underscored 
and the parts of the law proposed to 
be omitted included in brackets. 


RULE 24. The vote on the final pas- 
sage of any bill appropriating moneys 
or property, or creating, continuing, 
altering or removing any body politic 
or corporate, shall not be reconsidered 
whenever any such bill shall be lost, 
unless by a vote of a majority of all 
the Senators elected, but all other 
bills, when the same shall have been 
lost, may be reconsidered by a vote of 
a majority of all the Senators present 
and voting; nor shall any bill be re- 
ferred to a select committee with 
power to report complete, unless such 
bill has previously been considered in 
committee of the whole and read 
through by sections. 

Rue 25. If, on taking the final 
question on a bill, it shall appear that 
a constitutional quorum is not present, 
or if the bill requires a vote of two- 
thirds of all the Senators elected to 
pass it, and it appears that such rnum- 
ber is not present, the bill shall be laid 
on the table and the final question 
taken thereon at such time as the 
Senate may order. 


On Motions and their Precedence, 

RULE 26. When a question is before 
the Senate only, the following motions 
shall be received and such motions 
shall have precedence in the order 
here stated, viz.: 

1. For an adjournment. 

. For a call of the Senate. 

. To lay on the table. 

. To postpone indefinitely. 

. To postpone to a certain day. 

. To commit to a standing com- 
mittee. 

7. To commit to a select committee. 

8. To commit to the committee of 

the whole. 

9. To amend. 

The motion to adjourn, or for a call 
of the Senate, or to lay on the table, 
shall be decided without debate, and 
shall always be in order, except as 
provided in Rules 88 and 48, 
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Rue 27. All motions shall be re- shall be reconsidered upon either of 
duced to writing, if desired by the| the following motions: 


President or any Senator, delivered 
to the Clerk, and read before the 
same shall be debated; any motion 
may be withdrawn at any time before 
decision or amendment. 

RULE 28. If the question in debate 
contains several points, a Senator may 
have the same divided, provided the 
division called for embodies a distinct 
principle or statement of fact. 

RuLe 29. A motion to postpone, 
commit or refer, until it is decided, 
shall preclude all debate of the main 
question. 

RULE 30. When a blank is to be 
filled, and different sums or time shall 
be proposed, the question shall be first 
taken on the highest sum, and the 
longest time. 

RULE 31. When a question has once 
been put and decided, it shall be in 
order for any Senator to move for the 
reconsideration thereof; but no motion 
for the reconsideration of any vote 
shall be in order after the bill, resolu- 
tion, message, report, amendment or 
motion, upon which the vote was 
taken, shall have gone out of the pos- 
session of the Senate; and before the 
first day of April, no bill or resolution 
shall be sent from the Senate on the 
day of its passage; nor shall any 
motion or reconsideration be in order 
unless made on the same day on which 
the vote was taken, or within the next 
three days of the actual session of the 
Senate thereafter. Norshall any ques- 
tion be reconsidered more than once. 
But when a bill or resolution shall 
have been recalled from the Governor 
or from the Assembly, a motion for 
reconsideration may be made at any 
time thereafter while the same is in 
the possession of the Senate, and all 
resolutions recalling a bill or resolution 
from the Governor or Assembly shall 
be regarded as privileged. No vote 
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To adjourn. 
To lay on the table. 

RULE 32. All concurrent resolutions 
shall lie on the table at least one day, 
except as otherwise directed by Rule 
31, and except concurrent resolutions 
referring to adjournment. 


Of Closing Debate. 


RULE 33. When any bill, resolution 
or motion shall have been under con- 
sideration for six hours it shall be in 
order for any Senator to move to close 
debate, and the President shall recog- 
nize the Senator who wishes to make 
such motion. Such motion shall not 
be amendable or debatable and shall 
be immediately put, and if it shall re- 
ceive the affirmative votes of a major- 
ity of the Senators present, the pending 
measure shall take precedence over all 
other business. The vote shall there- 
upon be taken upon such bill, motion 
or resolution, with such amendments 
as may be pending at the time of such 
motion according to the rules of the 
Senate, but without further debate, 
except that any Senator who may de- 
sire so to do shall be permitted to speak 
thereon not more than once and not 
exceeding one-half hour. Any Senator 
who does not wish to use the time thus 
allotted to him may yield the whole, or 
any part thereof, to any other Senator 
or Senators. After such motion to 
close debate has been made by any 
Senator no other motion shall be in 
order until the same has been voted 
upon by the Senate. After the Senate 
shall have adopted the motion to close 
debate, as hereinbefore provided, no 
motion shall be in order but one 
motion to adjourn. Should said mo- 
tion to adjourn be carried, the measure 
under consideration shall be the pend- 
ing question when the Senate shall 
again convene, and shall be taken up 
at the point where it was at the time 
of such adjournment. Provided, how: 
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ever, that upon a report from the com- 
mittee on rules, which committee may 
sit at any time, a motion to close de- 
bate thereon shall cut off all debate 
and bring the Senate to a direct vote 
upon the immediate question or ques: 
tions on which it has been asked or 
ordered, and that when the motion to 
close debate is ordered on any proposi- 
tion on which there has been no de- 
bate, it shall be in order to debate the 
proposition to be voted on for two 
hours, one-half of such time to be 
given to debate in opposition to such 
proposition. The motion to close de- 
bate may be ordered upon a single 
motion, a series of motions allowable 
under the rules, or an amendment or 
amendments, or may be made to em- 
brace all authorized motions or amend- 
ments and include the bill to its passage 
or rejection. 1t shall be in order, 
pending or after the motion to close 
debate shall have been ordered on its 
passage, for the President to entertain 
and permit a motion to commit, with 
or without instructions, to a standing 
or select committee, and a motion to 
lay upon the table shall be in order 
when the bill is announced for its 
third reading. All incidental ques- 
tions of order, or motions to commit, 
arising after a moticn is made to close 
debate, and pending such motion, shall 
be decided, whether on appeal or other- 
wise, without debate. 

Rue 34. If at any time during the 
session of the Senate a question shall 
be raised by any Senator as to the 
presence of a quorum, the presid- 
ing officer shall forthwith direct the 
Clerk to call the roll, and shall an- 
nounce the result, and such proceed- 
ings shall be without debate; but no 
Senator while speaking shall be inter- 
rupted by any other Senator raising 
the question of a lack of a quorum, 
and the question as to the presence of 
a quorum shall not be raised oftener 
than once in every hour unless the 


lack of a quorum shall be disclosed 
upon a roll-call of the ayes and noes. 
Whenever upon a roll-call any Senator 
who is upon the floor of the Senate 
chamber refuses to make response 
when his name is called, it shall be the 
duty of the presiding officer, either 
upon his own motion or upon the sug- 
gestion of any Senator, to request the 
Senator so remaining silent to respond 
to his name, and if such Senator fails 
to do 8), the fact of such request and 
refusal shall be entered in the Journal, 
and such Senator shall be counted as 
present for the purpose of constituting 
a quorum, 
Of Questions of Order. 

RULE 35. All questions relating to 
the priority of business shall be de- 
cided without debate. 

RULE 36. When the reading of a 
paper is called for, except petitions, 
and the same is objected to by any 
Senator, it shall be determined by a 
vote of the Senate, without debate. 

RULE 37. When a Senator shall be 
called to order, he shall take his seat 
until the President shall have deter- 
mined whether he is in order or not; 
and if decided to be out of order, he 
shall not proceed without the permis- 
sion of the Senate; and every question 
of order shall be decided by the Presi- 
dent, subject to an appeal to the Sen- 
ate by any Senator. No second appeal 
shall be determined until the original 
appeal shall be decided; and if a Sen- 
ator shall be called to order for words 
spoken, the words excepted to shall be 
immediately taken down in writing. 

RULE 38. Upon a division in the 
Senate, the names of those who voted 
for or against a question shall be en- 
tered alphabetically on the minutes, if 
any Senator requires it, except on mo- 
tion to excuse a Senator from voting, 
which shall be decided by count; and 
each Senator called upon, unless for 
special reasons he be excused by the 
Senate, shall declare openly and with- 
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out debate, his assent or dissent to the 
question. 


Of Executive Session. 

RULE 89. On motion to close the 
doors of the Senate, on the discussion 
of business which in the opinion of 
any Senator may require secrecy, and 
during the consideration of all busi- 
ness in executive session, the President 
shall direct all persons, except the Sen- 
ators and Clerk of the Senate, his mes- 
senger, the Journal Clerk and Ser- 
geant-at-Arms of the Senate to with- 
draw; and during the discussion of 
said motion the doorsshall remain shut; 
and every Senator and officer of the 
Senate shall keep secret all such mat- 
ters, proceedings and things which shall 
transpire while the doorsremain closed. 

Rue 40. The proceedings of the 
Senate upon executive business shall 
be kept in a Journal separate from its 
proceedings upon legislative business. 

RULE 41. The Senate shall go into 
consideration of executive business on 
the first and third Wednesdays of 
every month that it is in session at 12 
o’clock, noon, and at such other times 
as may be ordered by a vote of the 
majority of the Senators present. All 
nominations sent by,the Governor for 
the appointment of any officer (except 
notaries public) shall be referred, un- 
less the Senate so otherwise orders, to 
any standing committee of the Senate. 
Nominations of persons for the office 
of notary public shall be referred to 
the Senator from the district in which 
the nominee resides, except that when 
the nominee resides in the city and 
county of New York, the reference 
shall be to the Senators from that city 
and county; and when the nominee 
resides in the county of Kings, the 
reference shall be to the Senatorsfrom 
that county. 

Miscellaneous Provisions, 


RuLE 42. None but the President, 
Senators and Clerks shal! be allowed 


to take books belonging to the Sen- 
ate library; and on taking books, 
each of the persons above mentioned 
shall furnish to the Librarian a list 
of those taken and his name, and 
shall be responsible for them; and 
it shall be the duty of the Librarian 
to have a book in which to enter 
the delivery of the books so taken 
and their return; and it shall be 
his duty to see that the books in 
the library are kept in order and in 
their place at the opening of each 
morning session. 

RULE 43. It shall be the duty of the 
Superintendent of Documents and his 
assistants to have the documents and 
bills promptly placed on the files of 
the President and Senators in the 
order of their numbers, and it shall be 
the duty of the Postmaster to see that 
the mails are punctually delivered. 

RULE 44. The Senate library, post- 
office and document rooms shall be 
opened every morning during the ses- 
sion at 8:30 o’clock and remain open 
until 5 o’clock, P. M., and shall also be 
open at all times when the Senate may 
be in session. 

Rute 45. A rule of the Senate shall 
not be altered, suspended or rescinded 
without a vote of a majority of all the 
Senators elected; and a motion to 
suspend, alter or rescind any such rule, 
or any joint rule of the two Houses, 
shall not be in order, without the 
unanimous consent of the Senate, 
unless one day’s previous notice thereof 
in writing shall be given; syecifying 
the purpose of the proposed suspen- 
sion, alteration or rescission; provided, 
that nothing in this rule shall limit the 
provisions of the first and thirty-third 
rules. 

Rue 46. Whenever a claim is re- 
ferred to a committee, and the com- 
mittee reports that the claim ought 
not to be allowed, and the report is 
adopted by the Senate, it shall not be 
in order to move to take the papers 
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from the files for the purpose of re- 
ferrring them to a subsequent session, 
unless the claimants shall present a 
memorial for that purpose, stating in 
what manner the committee have 
erred in their report, or that new evi- 
dence had been discovered since the 
report, and setting forth the same in 
the memorial. 

Rue 47. All resolutions calling for 
the expenditure of moneys must be 
decided by a majority vote of all the 
members elected to the Senate, upon 
a call of the roll. 

Ruce 48. For the purpose of secur- 
ing the attendance of Senators, a call 
of the Senate may be ordered at any 
time, but such call shall not be in 
order after the voting on any question 
has begun, nor after the third reading 
of a bill has been completed, nor after 
the motion to close debate has been 
ordered pursuant to Rule 33, unless it 
shall appear upon an actual count by 
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the President that a quorum is not 
present. 

Ruz 49. The following persons only 
shall be admitted to the floor of the 
Senate during its sessions: F 

1, The Governor, his Private Secre- 
tary. 

2. The members and Clerk of the 
Assembly. 

Upon the cardof the President or of 
the Temporary President, as follows: 

3. The elected State officers. 

4, The Adjutant-General. 

5. The Commissioner sto Revise the 
Statutes. 

6. The messenger of the Governor 
and of the Assembly, on official] duty.

RULES. 
Powers and Duties of the Speaker. 
1. The Speaker shall take the chair 
each day at the hour to which the 
House shall have adjourned. He shall 
call to order, and, except in the ab- 
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sence of a quorum, shall proceed to 
business in the manner prescribed by 
these rules. 

2. He shall possess the powers and 
perform the duties herein prescribed, 
viz.: 

1. He shall preserve order and de- 
corum, and, in debate, shall prevent 
personal reflections and confine mem- 
bers to the question under discussion. 
When two or more members rise at 
the same time, he shall name the one 
entitled to the floor. 

2. He shall decide all questions of 
order subject to appeal to the House. 
On every appeal he shall have the 
right, in his place, to assign his reason 
for his decision. In case of such ap- 
peal no member shall speak more than 
once. 

3. He shall appoint all committees, 
except where the House shall other- 
wise order. 

4. He may substitute any member 
to perform the duties of the Chair for 
a period not exceeding two consecutive 
legislative days, but for no longer 
period, except by special consent of 
the House. 

5. He shall designate the persons 
who shall act as reporters for the pub- 
lie press, not exceeding thirty in num- 
ber; but no reporter shall be admitted 
to the floor who is not an authorized 
representative of a daily paper. Such 
reporters, so appointed, shall be en- 
titled to such seats as the Speaker 
shall designate, and shall have the 
right to pass to and fro from such 
seats in entering or leaving the As- 
sembly Chamber. 

6. He shall not be required to vote 
in ordinary legislative proceedings, ex- 
cept where his vote would be decisive. 

7. He shall have general control, ex- 
cept as provided by rule or law, of the 
Assembly Chamber and of the corridors, 
and passages in that part of the 
Capitol assigned to the use of the As- 
sembly. In case of any disturbance 
or disorderly conduct in the galleries, 
corridors or passages, he shall have 
power to order the same to be cleared, 
and may cause any person guilty of 
such disturbance or disorderly con- 
duct to be brought before the bar of 
the House. In all such cases the mem- 
bers present may take such measures 
as they shall deem necessary to pre- 
vent a repetition of such misconduct, 


either by the infliction of censure or 
pecuniary penalty, as they may deem 
best, on the parties thus offending. 

8. He shall be ex-officio member and 
chairman of the Committee on Rules. 


Sergeant-at-Arms. 


3. Subject to the direction of the 
Speaker, the Sergeant-at-Arms shall 
enforce the rules of the House. 


Stenographer. 


4. It shall be the duty of the 
stenographer of the Assembly to be 
present at every session of the House. 
He shall take stenographic notes of 
the debates in the House, and shall 
furnish a copy of the same, written out 
in long-hand, to any member applying 
therefor, upon the payment to said 
stenographer of ten cents for each 
folio, which charge said stenographer 
may receive in addition to his fixed 
compensation. The stenographic notes 
of the debates shall be filed with the 
Clerk, and shall form a portion of the 
archives of the House. The Clerk of 
the Assembly is authorized to furnish 
said stenographer with proper steno- 
graphic blank-books in which to re- 
cord said debates, not to exceed fifty 
dollars for an annual session of the 
Legislature. 


Order of Business. 


5. The first business of each day’s 
session shall be the reading of the 
Journal of the preceding day, and the 
correction of any errors that may be 
found to exist therein. Immediately 
thereafter, except on days and at times 
set apart for the consideration of 
special orders, the order of business, 
which shall not be departed from, ex- 
cept by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present, to be determined by 
a call of the roll, shall be as follows: 

1. Messages from the Governor and 
from the Senate, communications from 
State officers, reports from State in- 
stitutions and reports from the Com- 
mittees on Revision and Printed and 
Engrossed Bills. 

2. First reading of a bill by its title 
and reference of the same. 

3. Reports of standing committees 
in their order. (See Rule 18.) 

4. Reports of select committees. 

After the foregoing orders have been 
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finished, the following shall be the 
orders of the day: 


For Mondays: 

1. Bills on second reading. 

2. Original resolutions by coun- 
ties in alphabetical order dur- 
ing the months of- January 
and February only. 

3. Unfinished business (other than 
bills) may be considered. 

For Tuesdays: 

1. Bills on third reading. 

2. Bills on second reading. 
For Wednesdays: 

1. Bills on second reading. 

2. Bills on third reading. 
For Thursdays: 

1. Bills on third reading. 
2. Bills on second reading. 
For Fridays: 

1. Bills on second reading. 

2. Bills on third reading. 
For Saturdays: 

1. Bills on second reading. 

When the regular orders for any day 
shall be gone through, the following 
shall be the order of business: 

1. Bills on third reading, 
2. Bills on second reading. 

When the consideration of the or- 
ders of the day is not finished those 
not acted upon shall be the orders for 
the next and each succeeding day un- 
til disposed of, and shall be entered 
first in the calendar without change 
in their order. 


Of Bills. 


6. No bill shall be introduced in the 
House except in one of the following 
modes, viz.: 

1. Bills may be deposited, at any 
time during the session, in a box to be 
known as the “ bill box,” which shall 
be under the immediate charge of the 
Clerk, and which shall be kept se- 
curely locked until all bills so de- 
posited are removed by him, or by a 
deputy clerk authorized by him. 
Every bill shall be in duplicate, and 
both shall be indorsed with a state- 
ment of the title, accompanied by the 
name of the member introducing it. 

At the close of each day’s session 
one of said bills so deposited shall be 
handed by the Clerk to the Speaker 
for his examination after due record 
thereof has been entered in a book 
which shall be kept for that purpose. 


At the next regular session, as pro- 
vided for in subdivision 2 of Rule 5, 
the Speaker shall announce the intro- 
duction of all bills thus received by 
him for their first reading, and there- 
upon shall refer them to the appro- 
priate committees with the consent of 
the House. 

The other of said bills, having first 
been entered in the record-book shall, 
on the day of their reception, be filed 
by the Clerk with the Librarian of 
the Assembly, who shall keep a record 
thereof, which, together with the bills, 
shall, under his supervision, be sub- 
ject to public inspection during the 
regular office hours of the library. 

2. By report of a committee. 
3. By order of the House. 
4. By message from the Senate. 

7. Every bill, immediately upon. its 
introduction, shall be printed and 
placed on the files of the members. It 
shall retain its original printed num- 
ber, when reprinted, together with its 
new number, thereafter, during all 
stages of its progress. 

8. No private bill shall be intro- 
duced, but upon a memorial or peti- 
tion presented to the House and signed 
and verified by the party or parties 
praying for the passage of the same, 
except by order of the House. 

9. Every bill introduced shall by its 
title briefly indicate the purpose of the 
proposed law. 

The titles of all bills proposing 
amendments to any of the codes; to 
chapter 378 of the Laws of 1897, being 
The Greater New York Charter; or to 
any chapter of the revised general 
laws; shall quote the descriptive name 
and the section of the code, or the 
short title and section of the general 
law, and contain some brief reference 
to the subject-matter of the proposed 
amendment. 

The title of every bill proposing 
amendment to any existing law other 
than such as is hereinbefore enu- 
merated must contain the number of 
the chapter of the statute to be 
amended and the year in which it was 
enacted, together with some brief ref- 
erence to the subject-matter of the’ 
proposed amendment. 

Every bill amending existing law 
must in the body of the bill have all 
new matter printed underscored, and 
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all matter to be eliminated by amend- 
ment from existing law must _ be 
printed in its proper place in the bill 
inclosed in black-faced brackets. 

It shall be the duty of the Speaker 
to direct the Clerk to cause any As- 
sembly bill appearing on the calendar 
and not complying with this rule, to 
be immediately amended and _ re- 
printed so as to comply with the same 
and when reprinted said bill shall be 
restored to its place on the calendar. 

10. Every message from the Senate, 
communicating any bill for the con- 
currence of the House, shall, with the 
accompanying documents, if any, be 
referred to a standing or select com- 
mittee to consider and report thereon, 
and every such message communcating 
an amendment shall be referred to the 
committee which reported the measure 
proposed to be amended, with power 
to report at any time. 

11. All bills, whether introduced in 
the House or communicated by mes- 
sage from the Senate, shall, after their 
first reading, be referred to a standing 
or select committee, to consider and 
report thereon. Such committee may 
report any bill, either with or with- 
out amendments, or they may report 
against the same. All bills reported 
favorably or for consideration, if re- 
ported with amendments, shall be im- 
mediately reprinted, and the amend- 
ments proposed by the committee shall 
be printed underscored in their proper 
position, except in cases where the 
committee recommend striking out 
certain words, in which case they shall 
be printed inclosed in black-faced 
brackets. 

All bills favorably reported shall, if 
the report be agreed to, be placed on 
the order of second reading; but 
where a bill has been reported ad- 
versely, and such report shall be agreed 
to by the House, it shall be considered 
as rejected. No committee shall be 
discharged from the consideration of a 
bill thus referred until the committee 
has had a meeting subsequent to its 
reference, and has neglected to con- 
sider the bill; nor shall an adverse re- 
port be received unless the introducer 
of the bill has first had an opportunity 
to be heard. 

12. Bills on the order of second 
reading shall be subject to debate be- 


fore the motion to order them to a 
third reading is entertained; such bills 
shall be considered section by section. 
The main question, if ordered, shall 
apply only to the section at the time 
under consideration. After the bill 
has been thus read through, one-half 
hour shall be allowed for debate, but 
no person shall speak more than fifteen 
minutes, except by consent of the 
House. 

13. Every bill shall receive three 
separate readings, and on three dif- 
ferent days, previous to its passage, 
except by unanimous consent or when 
made a special order. 

14. Petitions, memorials and remon- 
strances may be presented to the 
Clerk at the close of each day’s ses- 
sion. 


Of Resolutions. 


15. The following classes of resolu- 
tions shall lie over one day for con- 
sideration, after which they may be 
called up as, of course, under their 
appropriate order of business: 

1. All concurrent resolutions, except 
resolutions in reference to adjourn- 
ments and those recalling bills from 
the Governor or Senate, which shall 
be regarded as privileged. 

2. Resolutions containing calls for 
information on the Executive depart- 
ment. 

3. Resolutions giving rise to debate, 
except such as relate to the disposition 
of matters immediately before the 
House, such as relate to the business 
of the day on which they were offered, 
and such as relate to adjournment or 
taking recess for a day. 

16. All resolutions for printing ex- 
tra copies of documents shall be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Printing, 
which shall report on each resolution 
within seven days after such refer- 
ence. 

17. All other resolutions calling for 
or leading to expenditures shall be re- 
ferred to, and reported on, by the 
Committee on Ways and Means, un- 
less the House shall designate some 
other committee.

Public Education. 
Public Lands and Forestry. 
Public Institutions. 
Military Affairs. 
Soldiers’ Home. 
To consist each of nine members: 


Gas and Water 


Claims. 

Federal Relations. 

Charitable and Religious Socie- 
ties. 


State Prisons. 
Privileges and Elections, 
Trade and Manufactures. 
Agriculture. 
Indian Affairs. 

To consist each of five members: 
Rules. 
Printed and Engrossed Bills. 
Unfinished Business. 

19. The Committee on Revision shall 
examine and correct the bills which 
are referred to it, for the purpose of 
avoiding repetitions and unconstitu- 
tional provisions, insuring accuracy in 
the text and references, and consist- 
ency with the language of the existing 
statutes. It shall also report whether 
the object sought to be accomplished 
can be secured without a special act, 
under existing laws, or without detri- 
ment to the public interests, by the 
enactment of a general law provided, 
that any change in the sense or legal 
effect, or any material change in con- 
struction, shall be reported to the 


House as a recommendation and not as 
an amendment. All bills other than 
Senate bills which have not been 
amended in the House shall be so re- 
ferred prior to their third reading. 
20. A report of a committee must 
contain the name of the committee 
making the same, the name of the 
introducer of the bill or other matter 
reported on; the title, if a bill, with 
the numbers thereof and the fact as to 


whether reported favorably or un- 
favorably, with amendments, or for 
the consideration of the House. If the 


report be on a resolution, petition, 
memorial or remonstrance it must con- 
tain the recommendations, if any, of 
the committee thereon. 

21. On or before the Sth day of 
April committees shall make final re- 
port upon matters referred to them 
prior to that day, unless further time 
is granted for cause, and after that 
date no bill shall be introduced, ex- 
cept by message from the Senate. 


Of Special Orders. 

22. Any matter may be made a 
special order for any particular day 
by the assent of two-thirds of the 
members present. When so made, a 
similar vote shall be requisite to re- 
scind or postpone. 


Committee on Rules. 

23. During the last ten days of the 
session a notice may be given request- 
ing that any matter be made a special 
order, or that the rules be suspended 
for the purpose of reading a bill out 
of its order, which shall be referred, 
without debate, to the Committee on 
Rules. The member making the mo- 
tion or giving the notice shall submit 
in writing the reasons for making 
such special order or suspension, and 
attach thereto a copy of the bill. 

The committee may report at any 
time, and such report shall stand as 
the determination of the House, un- 
less otherwise ordered by a vote of 
two-thirds of the members present, and 
the committee shall not be discharged 
from the further consideration of any 
matter pending, unless by a like vote. 


On Motions and their Precedence. 


24, When a question shall be under 
consideration, no motion shall be re- 
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ceived except as herein specified, which 
motions shall have precedence in the 
order stated, viz.: 
.l. For an adjournment of the 
House. 
. A call of the House. 
. For the previous question. 
. To lay on the table. 
. To postpone to a certain day. 
To commit. 
. To amend. 
. To postpone indefinitely. 

25. A motion to reconsider any vote 
must be made on the same day on 
which the vote proposed to be recon- 
sidered was taken, or on the legisla- 
tive day next succeeding, and, except 
in the case of a vote on the final pas- 
sage of a bill, by a member who voted 
in the majority. Such motion may be 
made under any order of business, but 
shall be considered only under the or- 
der of business in which the vote pro- 
posed to be reconsidered occurred. The 
motion to reconsider the vote on the 
final passage of any bill shall be priv- 
ileged to any member, but no motion 
for the reconsideration of any vote 
shall be in order after a bill, resolu- 
tion, message, report, amendment or 
motion upon which the vote was taken 
shall have gone out of the possession 
of the House, unless subsequently re- 
called by a vote of the House, and in 
possession of the Clerk. 

26. When a motion for reconsidera- 
tion is decided, that decision shall not 
be reconsidered, and no question shall 
be twice reconsidered; nor shall any 
vote be reconsidered upon either of 
th following motions: 

To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table; or 
For the previous question. 

27. A motion to recall a bill from 
the Governor for correction may be 
made by or on behalf of the member 
who introduced the bill, under any 
order of business, and the votes for 
consideration and amendment of such 
bill may be taken immediately upon 
its return. 

28. The “previous question” shall 
be put as follows: “Shall the main 
question now be put?” and until it 
is decided, shall preclude all amend- 
ments or debate. When, on taking 
the previous question, the House shall 
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decide that the main question shall 
not now be put, the main question 
shall be considered as still remaining 
under debate. The “main question ” 
shall be on the passage of the bill, 
resolution or other matter under con- 
sideration; but when amendments are 
pending, the question shall first be 
taken upon such amendments in their 
order. 


Of the Assembly Chamber and the 
Privileges of Admission to the 
Floor Thereof. 


29. The use of the Assembly 
Chamber may be granted to such so- 
cieties as are required by law to re- 
port to the Legislature. No applica- 
tion for the use of the chamber for 
any other purposes shall be enter- 
tained without the unanimous consent 
of the House. 

80. The following classes of persons 
shall be entitled to admission to the 
floor of the House during the session 
thereof, viz.: 

1. The Governor and Lieutenant- 
Governor. 

2. The members of the Senate. 

3. The State officers and deputies. 

4, Persons in the exercise of an offi- 
cial duty directly connected with the 
business of the House. 

5. The reporters for the press, as 
provided by subdivision 5 of Rule 2. 

6. Ex-Speakers of the Assembly. 

No other person shall be admitted 
to the floor during the session, except 
upon the permission of the Speaker or 
by vote of the House; and persons so 
admitted shall be allowed to occupy 
places only in the seats in the rear of 
the Assembly Chamber. All permits 
granted by the Speaker may be re- 
voked by him at pleasure, or upon the 
order of the House. 

31. No person shall be entitled to 
the privileges of the floor of the As- 
sembly as a legislative reporter of a 
newspaper who is interested in pend- 
ing or contemplated legislation, or 
who is employed by or receives com- 
pensation from any corporation for 
influencing legislation. 


Rights and Duties of Members. 

32. Every member who shall be 
within the bar of the House when a 
question is stated from the Chair shall 
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vote thereon, unless he is excused by 
the House, or unless he be directly in- 
terested in the question; nor shall the 
roll of absentees be more than once 
called. The bar of the House shall be 
deemed to include the body of the 
Assembly Chamber. 

33. In all cases of the absence of 
members during the sessions of the 
House, the members present may take 
such measures as they shall deem 
necessary to secure their presence, and 
in addition to suspending them from 
the service of the House for a given 
period, may inflict such censure or 
pecuniary penalty as they may deem 
just on those who, on being called on 
for that purpose, shall not render a 
sufficient excuse for their absence. 

34. For the purpose of securing the 
attendance of members, a call of the 
House may be made, but such call 
shall not be in order after the main 
question has been ordered, nor after 
the voting on any question has com- 
menced, nor after the third reading of 
a bill has been completed. 

35. Where less than a quorum vote 
on any subject under the consideration 
of the House, it shall be in order on 
motion, to close the bar of the House, 
whereupon the roll of members shall 
be called by the Clerk, and if it is 
ascertained that a quorum is present, 
either by answering to their names or 
by their presence in the House, the 
yeas and nays shall again be ordered 
by the Speaker, and if any member 
present refuses to vote, such refusal 
shall be deemed a contempt, and un- 
less purged, the House may order the 
Sergeant-at-Arms to vemove said 
member or members without the bar 
of the House, and all privileges of 
membership shall be refused the per- 
son or persons so offending until the 
contempt be duly purged. 

36. Whenever any person shall be 
brought before the bar of the House 
for adjudged breach of its privileges, 
no debate shall be in order, but the 
Speaker shall proceed to execute the 
judgment of the House without delay 
or debate. 

37. No persons, except members of 
the Legislature, and the officers 
thereof, shall be permitted within the 
Clerk’s desk, or the rooms set apart 
for the use of the Clerk, during the 


session of the House, and no member 
or other person shall visit or remain 
by the Clerk’s desk while the yeas and 
nays are being called, except officers 
of the House in the discharge of their 
duties. 


Of Order and Decorum. 


38. No member rising to debate, to 
give notice, make a motion or report, 
or to present a petition or other paper, 
shall proceed until he shall have ad- 
dressed the Speaker from his place and 
have been recognized by him. 

39. While a member is speaking, no 
member shall entertain any private 
discourse or pass between him and the 
Chair. 

40. While the Speaker is putting a 
question, or a count is being had, no 
member shall speak or leave his place. 

41. When a motion to adjourn is 
carried, the members and officers shall 
keep their seats and places until the 
Speaker declares the House adjournd. 


Of Order in Debate. 


42. No member shall speak, except 
in his place, nor more than twice on 
any question, without leave of the 
House. No member shall speak for 
more than fifteen minutes at a time 
except by consent of two-thirds of 
the members present. 

43. If any member, in speaking, 
transgresses the rules of the House, 
the Speaker, or any member, may call 
to order, in which case the member 
so called to order shall immediately 
sit down, and shall not rise unless to 
explain or proceed in order. 

44, All questions relating to the 
priority of one question or subject- 
matter over another, under the same 


order of business, shall be decided 
without debate. 
45. When the House shall _ be 


equally divided on any question, in- 
cluding the Speaker’s vote, the ques- 
tion shall be deemed to be lost. 

46. If any question contains several 
distinct propositions, it shall be di- 
vided by the Chair at the request of 
any member, but a motion to strike 
out and insert shall be indivisible. 

47. In all cases where a bill, order, 
motion or resolution shall be entered 
on the Journal, the name of the mem- 
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ber introducing or moving the same 
shall also be entered on the Journal. 

48. The yeas and nays may be 
taken on any question, whenever so 
required by any ten members (unless 
a division by yeas and nays be al- 
ready pending), and when so taken 
shall be entered on the Journal. 

49. In all cases where unanimous 
consent is asked for advancing a bill 
out of its order, it shall be the duty 
of the Speaker to order a roll-call for 
the purpose of determining if such 
consent will be granted. 

50. All questions of order, as they 
shall occur, with the decisions thereon, 
shall be entered in the Journal, and, 
at the close of the session, a state- 
ment of all such questions and de- 
cisions shall be printed at the close 
of and as an appendix to the Journal. 

51. Any member requesting to be 
excused from voting upon the final 
passage of a bill or upon the passage 
of a resolution requiring the ex- 
penditure of money, may make, when 
his name is called, a brief statement 
of the reason for making such re- 
quest, not exceeding two minutes in 
time, and the House, without debate, 
shall decide if it will grant such re- 
quest; but nothing in this rule con- 
tained shall abridge the right of any 
member to record his vote on any 
question previous to the announce- 
ment of the result. 


Miscellaneous Provisions. 

52. No reporter for the Assembly, 
who has an appointment as reporter 
in the Senate, shall receive any order 
for stationery from the Clerk of the 
Assembly. 

53. It shall be the duty of the 


Sergeant-at-Arms, at all times, to 
prevent smoking in the Assembly 
Chamber. 


Suspension of the Rules. 

54. No standing rule or order of 
the House shall be changed, sus- 
pended or rescinded unless one day’s 
notice shall have been given of the 
motion therefor; nor shall such change 
be made unless by a vote of a ma- 
jority of all the members elected to 
the Assembly; any such rule, or order, 
however, may be suspended by unani- 
mous consent. But such notice shall 
not be necessary on the last day of 
the session. The notice and motion 
shall, in all cases, state specifically 
the object of the suspension, and every 
case of suspension of a rule under 
such notice and motion shall be held 
to apply only to the object specified 
therein. 

Such notice shall be given and such 
motion made under the order of busi- 
ness in which the matter proposed to 
be advanced by the suspension shall 
stand. 
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STATISTICS OF THE STATE. 


Direct and Indirect Taxes of the State — Income from Indirect Taxes — 
School Statistics — The Banking Capital of the State. 


Nathan L. Miller, the Comptroller 
of the State, in January, 1903, sub- 
mitted to the Legislature his annual 
report upon the operations of his de- 
partment for the preceding year, 1902. 
He opened his report with the follow- 
ing statement: 

The debt of the State on September 
30, 1902, was $9,920,660, of which 
$620,000 is the amount outstanding 
for the purchase of lands for the 
Adirondack Park, $800,000 is the 
amount outstanding of the National 
Guard public defense bonds, and 
$8,500,660 is the amount of the canal 
debt. The sinking fund created by 
the annual 13-100 of a mill tax, pro- 
vided by chapter 79 of the Laws of 
1895, amounted on the 30th day of 
September, 1902, to $2,545,115.61, 
which, in effect. reduces the amount 
of the canal debt to the sum of 
$5,955,544.39 still wunprovided for. 
The debt maturing during the next 
fiscal year consists of $55,000 of 
Adirondack Park bonds, issued pur- 
suant to chapter 561 of the Laws of 
1895, maturing January 30, and 
$200,000 of National Guard public de- 
fense bonds, issued pursuant to chap- 
ter 672 of the Laws of 1898, $100,000 
of which matures on the first days 
of November and May, respectively, 
and for the payment of which pro- 
vision must be made by the Legisla- 
ture. 

The cash balance in the Treasury of 
all the funds on the 30th of Septem- 


ber, 1902, was $10,229,853.91,  dis- 
tributed as follows:

The above estimate of receipts is 
a conservative one, based on the re- 


receipts from indirect sources have 
been constantly increasing, the ac- 
tual surplus October 1, 1903, is likely 
to approximate $3,000,000, and amply 
justifies the relief afforded the tax- 
payers of the State in not levying any 
direct tax for the support of govern- 
ment for the current fiscal year. 

Assuming that annual appropria- 
tions continue approximately $22,- 
000,000, 1t will be seen that it will be 
necessary for the Legislature to pro- 
vide additional revenue from indirect 
sources of $6,000,000, in order to per- 
manently relieve the people of the 
State from the burden of direct State 
taxation. 


THE INDIRECT TAXES. 


The State of New York, by indirect 
taxation laws, continues+to greatly 
lessen the burden of direct taxes. The 
first of these laws, that of taxing 
corporations, was passed in 1880 
(chapter 542, Laws of 1880, Corpora- 
tion Tax Act). Up to the present 
year the receipts from it have been as 
follows:

The large increase in the receipts 
from the Corporation Law for the 
fiscal year ending September 30, 1901, 
was due to the passage of bills by the 
Legislature of 1901 of an act taxing 
trust companies on their capital 
stock, surplus and undivided profits, 
which brought in $1,578,978.49, and 


taxing the surplus and_ undivided 
earnings of savings banks’ which 


brought into the State Treasury the 
large sum of $705,333.12. 


Miller makes the following statement 
about the corporation taxes in his re- 
port to the Legislature of 1903, in 
speaking about the work of the 
Comptroller's Department in collecting 
the tax in 1901 and 1902: 


CORPORATION TAXES. 


During the fiscal year there was 
collected by this Department, on ac- 
count of this tax, the sum of 
$6,226,183.18, which is exclusive of the 
organization tax. Of this amount 
practically 50 per cent. was the result 
of the legislation of 1901, which in- 
creased the tax upon the capital stock 
of foreign corporations employed in 
the State, upon the capital, surplus 
and undivided earnings of trust com- 
panies, and upon the gross premiums 
of insurance companies received on 
business done in this State, and im- 
posed a slight tax on the surplus and 
undivided earnings of savings banks.

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The direct State taxes since 1880 
would, of course, have been far greater 
but for the indirect taxes and especi- 
ally so since State commissions were 
created which imposed a large tax 
upon the State Treasury for their sup- 
port. But nevertheless a large pro- 
portion of the money derived from the 
indirect taxes remained to pay the ap- 
propriations of the Legislature.

FOREST PRESERVE. 

Comptroller Miller in his report 
makes the following statement about 
the Forest Preserve: 

“At the end of the fiscal year 1901 
the Forest Preserve comprised 1,372,- 
126.50 acres. During the year ending 
September 30, 1902, the State acquired 
title to 14,963.80 acres, by purchase, 
and to 15,513.14 acres from the 1900 
tax sale, and lost by redemption 158 
acres, leaving the aggregate on Octo- 
ber 1, 1902, 1,402,445.44 acres. 

“The purchases referred to above 
were made by the Forest, Fish and 
Game Commission, the consideration 
paid for the lands being $47,615.41, an 
average price of $3.10 per acre. 

“Of the Forest Preserve, 1,305,- 
532.51 acres are situated in the ‘Adir- 
ondack Preserve, and 96.912.93 acres 
in the ‘ Catskill Preserve,’ ” 


REPAIR OF HIGHWAYS. 


In relation to the State’s contribu- 
tion to the repair of highways Comp- 
troller Miller makes the following 
statement: 

“By chapter 156 of the Laws of 
1902 the amount which the State is re- 
quired to pay for this purpose was 
increased from 25 to 50 per cent. of 
the amount levied in each town. The 
following statement shows the amount 
paid by the State for taxes levied since 
the enactment of chapter 351 of the 
Laws of 1898:

“The large and -onstantly increas- 
ing contribution which this statute 
will require of the State naturally 
suggests the query whether there 
should not be some State supervision 
relative to this expenditure.”

CANAL NAVIGATION 


NAGE. 


Charles 8. Boyd, the Superintendent 
of Public Works, in his annual report 
regarding the operations of his depart- 
ment for the year 1903 says: 

“The Erie, Champlain, and Cayuga 
and Seneca canals opened for naviga- 
tion April 24th; the Oswego, May 2d; 
and the Black River canal, May 22d. 
The opening date was earlier than on 
any previous year for twenty years. 

“The date originally set for closing 
was November 29th at midnight, but 
owing to the large number of requests 
for an extension of the season, navi- 
gation was finally maintained until 
midnight of December 4th. 

“This extension of the season was 
solely for the purpose of accommodat- 
ing coal shipments, and an analysis of 
the figures representing tonnage for 
the closing days of navigation show 
conclusively that the action of the de- 
partment in so extending the time was 
appreciated and taken advantage of to 
the fullest extent. 

“In spite of the lengthened season 
the total tons carried was only 3,274,- 
446, as against 3,420,613 tons in 1901, 
a falling off of 146,167 tons. This 
loss is more than accounted for in 
through freight, for whereas there was 
an increase in way freight east of 
84,976 tons; the total decrease in 
through freight was 210,619 tons, the 
loss being about equally divided be- 
tween eastern and western shipments. 
The tonnage was made up as follows: 
Way freight east, 1,502,553 tons; way 
freight west, 669,986 tons, making a

total way freight of 2,172,539 tons, as 
against 2,108,087 tons way freight car- 
ried during the season of 1901, being 
an increase of 64,452 tons. Of the 
through freight there was carried east 
752,194 tons, as against 858,622 tons 
in 1901, being a decrease of 106,428 
tons. Through freight west amounted 
to 349,713 tons, as against 453,904 
tons in 1901, a decrease of 104,191 
tons, or a total decrease in through 
freight of 210,619 tons, while there 
was an actual increase in way freight 
east and west of 64,452 tons. 

“This showing constitutes a very 
great disappointment in view of the 
favorable auspices which prevailed 
during the early part of the season. 
In spite of the severity of the weather 
which was experienced last winter, 
there were indications of an early 
opening of lake navigation. In con- 
sequence of this and being desirous to 
aid shippers and boatmen in every way 
possible, the department doubled its 
forces on pending improvements and 
hastened work on such repairs as were 
under way and whose completion was 
necessary before navigation could be 
resumed, with the result that lock- 
ages were begun in the canal by noon 
of April 24th, on which day a large 
number of boats laden with grain 
cleared from Buffalo for tide-water. 

“The first month of navigation 
showed a considerable increase in ton- 
nage over the corresponding period of 
last year, the total for May last being 
423,971 tons, as against 392,752 tons 
the previous year. That the total ton- 
nage for the season fell off so heavily 
is due directly to the anthracite coal 
strike, is shown conclusively by an an- 
alysis of the figures.”
